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PREFACE 


‘“‘The Cross Reference Digest of Bible References’’ is the result 
of an effort to bring the topical analyses found in. the Cross Reference 
Bible within the reach of the masses. The Cross Reference Bible is 
recognized by all to be the greatest edition of the Bible ever published, 
being the only edition of the Bible in which the footnotes are the work 
of a large corps of America’s best Bible scholars. The Cross Reference 
Digest contains all the topical analyses or footnotes of the Cross 
Reference Bible. These have been carefully revised by at least seven 
associate editors of the Cross Reference Bible and Drs. Jacobs and 
Weidner of the Lutheran Church and are therefore strictly undenomina- 
tional in character. To these have been added an alphabetical index 
of the verbs of the Bible and a complete list of persons and places. 

While all of these topical analyses have been carefully revised by 
many editors, yet as each topic represents the composite work of many 
men, the editor-in-chief assumes the final responsibility for what appears 
in this volume. The Outline Studies in the Books contain the ‘‘Intro- 
ductory Studies to the Books’’ found in the Cross Reference Bible, 
but very extensive additions have been made in the Old Testament. Dr. 
A. T. Robertson is the author of the Outline Studies in the Books of 
the New Testament, Dr. Zenos of the Outline Studies in ‘‘Job,’’ 
““Psalms,’’ and ‘‘Daniel,’’ Dr. John R. Sampey of those in Ecclesiastics, 
‘‘Song of Songs,’’ ‘‘Isaiah,’’ ‘‘Jeremiah,’’ and ‘‘Ezekiel.’? The Out- 
line Studies in other Books of the Old Testament were prepared by 
the editor-in-chief, who quoted very freely from Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treas- 
ury;’’ by permission. All: the work in this volume is original work and 
great care has been taken to make it both accurate and helpful. 
With the earnest desire that this volume may render material serv- 
ice in opening up the treasuries of God’s Holy Word it is sent forth on 
its mission. 
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This volume presents a ‘‘Digest’’ or 
Analysis of the English Bible of today 
with the ‘‘Books’’ arranged in the 
order of the English Bible. It is an 
attempt to make the Bible its own in- 
terpreter, and its value will depend on 
the ability of its editors to do this 
without injecting their own personal 
opinions. Therefore, it is not concerned 
with either ‘‘Higher’’ or Textual 
Criticism. It must be admitted that 
many modern scholars accept the theory 
of the composite authorship of the Pen- 
tateuch—that textual criticism of the 
Pentateuch shows traces of many 
authors, who lived in different periods 
covering a span of many centuries 
reaching even beyond the exile. Schol- 
ars do not seem to agree on any definite 
theory, and if we accept any one of 


these modern theories we grope in | 


blindness through a maze of material 
without definite plan or purpose. 

In the interpretation and division of 
the Old Testament much depends on 
the place and chronology of the Penta- 
teuch in its relation to the other Books 
of the Bible and the history of Israel. 
If we say that Moses wrote or super- 
vised the writing of most of the Penta- 
teuch, using such records, tablets and 
traditions as were in existence in his 
time, then the Old Testament presents 
a definite plan. (See PENTATEUCH.) We 
may then see in the Old Testament the 
ever widening purpose of God flowing 
down through the ages, being turned 
aside frequently by man’s sin, and ever 
beating against the rocks of Israel’s 
idolatry. 

Genesis holds the key to the whole 
Bible—G. Campbell Morgan divides 
Genesis into three great divisions— 
Generation, Degeneration and Regen- 
eration. This is the history of. Israel. 
Beginning with Abraham, passing un- 
der the rod in Egypt, wandering 


through the wilderness, establishing a 
home in Canaan, coming to splendor un- 
der David, this mighty nation begins to 
degenerate under Solomon, sinks lower 
and lower in the degradation. of idol- 
atry with its accompanying lusts, until 
it is torn by dissension, in captivity, 
and clothed with the sackcloth of 
mourning. Then Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
other prophets sing a song of a coming 
Messiah, a new kingdom, and foretell 
the regeneration in Jesus Christ, who 
is to come to fulfill all of God’s won- 
derful purpose. 

We may also see in the Old Testament 
three successive couplets of periods— 
negative and positive: (1) The Patri- 
archal period presents the longing for 
the land of promise as foretold to Abra- 
ham. This longing finds its satisfaction 
in the ‘‘Pentateuch’’ and ‘‘Joshua’’ 
as the children of Israel take posses- 
sion of the land of Canaan. (2) Then 
because Israel turned away from Jeho- 
vah, He seemed to turn away from 
them. Strife and disorder arose and 
there came need of a closer organiza- 
tion, which would enable Israel to stand 
against its powerful enemies. This need 


-was supplied in David, and Solomon, 


and the poetical Books which were used 
in the splendid worship in the temple. 
(3) In captivity, wanderers from home, 
humiliated and persecuted, Israel once 
more turns to the Living God and longs 
for one who can lead her children back 
to Jerusalem. In the fulness of time, 
when Judaism had been weighed in the 
balance and found wanting, Jesus the 
Messiah came to set at liberty the cap- 
tive, to heal the broken hearted. When 
the fulness of time came God sent his 
Son, born of a woman, born under the 
law, that He might redeem them that 
were under the Law, that we might re- 
ceive the adoption of sons. (Gal. 4:4, 
5.) God promised Abraham that in him

and his seed should all the families of 
the earth be blessed. (Gen. 12:3; 22: 
18.) Peter quotes this promise and 
shows that in Jesus Christ it was ful- 
filled (Acts 3:25, 26). Paul asks the 
question—‘‘ What then is the law? It 
was added because of transgressions, 
till the seed should come to whom the 
promise hath been made. (Gal. 3:19.) 
Now to Abraham were the promises 
spoken, and to his seed. He saith not, 
and to seeds as of many, but as of one, 
and to thy seed, which is Christ.’’ (Gal. 
3:16.) 

God also promised Abraham and his 
seed all the land of Canaan for an ever- 
lasting possession. (Gen. 17:1-8.) Yet 
Abraham’s seed, the Jews, did not keep 
that land. Why? Because the continued 
possession of this land depended upon 
Israel obeying God’s commandments 
and walking in His Statutes (See 
CovENANTS in this volume). Moses 
the servant of God warned the Israel- 
ites that they would be driven into cap- 
tivity and would suffer drouth, and 
famine, and perish in a foreign land if 
they bowed down to strange gods. 

The prophecies of Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel, and Minor Prophets throb with 
new meaning when read in the light of 
this covenant with Abraham and the 
Book of Deuteronomy. 


Just as the drama and novel present 
the hero and the villain as studies in 
character, so God in the Old Testament 
presented to all future generations the 
Drama of the Ages, to teach the old, 
old lesson—‘‘ Whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap.’’ Adam, Saul, 
Samson, Solomon, Jeroboam, Ahab, and 
Jezebel, present pictures of those who 
tried to live without God in the world. 
Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Joseph, Moses, 
Aaron, Joshua, Job, David, Isaiah, Jere- 
miah, Daniel, and others walked with 
God in paths of peace even when these 
paths led into strange lands or into the 
fiery furnace of affliction. 

Progressive Revelation—In reading 
the Old Testament we must remember 
that God is dealing with Israel as a 
father deals with a child. Just as the 
father gradually reveals his will and 


mind to the child, as its capacity will 
permit him to enter into sympathy with 
the father’s purposes, so God gradually 
unveils Himself to Israel. 

The little boy says, ‘‘My father can 
whip your father.’’ His father is his 
hero, a strong man. After a while it 
begins to dawn on him that his father 
is too big; too moral to fight. At last 
he says, ‘‘My father is a good man—a 
gentle man.’’ 

In the Pentateuch we see many an- 
thropomorphic conceptions. The Lord is 
a strong and mighty warrior. But David 
says, ‘‘The Lord is my shepherd.’’ 
Even David has not the conception of 
the Fatherhood of God, as taught in 
the New Testament. God is a Father, 
but he is the Father of a nation, and 
the individual is lost in the mass of the 
nation. In Isaiah we begin to see the 
importance of the individual as dis- 
tinct from the nation. He stands alone 
though the nation falls. Isaiah has a 
foregleam of the possibilities and worth 
of the individual, but it remained for 
Jesus to say ‘‘There is joy in the pres- 
ence of the angels of God over one sin- 
ner that repenteth.’’ 

‘*Old Testament religion in Old Testa- 
ment Theology is genetic. This means 
not only that Old Testament in genesi, 
that is, in the condition of actually 
arising or originating, but that its prog- 
ress was, so to speak, organic. It grew, 
and that not by mere accretion or the 
external addition of truth to truth. The 


~ succeeding truth rose out of the former 


truth. This was due to the fact that 
the kingdom of God was planted into 
the life of a people, and thus its prog- 
ress was inseparably connected with the 
progress and destiny of the nation of 
Israel. We cannot get a religious prog- 
ress without a religious subject in whose 
mind we observe the progress. Now, the 
religious subject in the Old Testament 
was the people of Israel—and the prog- 
ress can be studied in the mind of this 
subject as influenced by its history. 
Revelation of truth was not, so to 
speak, communicated from without; 
but the organs of revelation rose within 
the people in the persons of its highest 
representatives, men in whom its life 
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beat fullest and its aspirations were 
most perfectly embodied. Thus the 
truths concerning the kingdom of God 
which they were enabled, stage after 
stage, to reach, had a connection with 
one another parallel to the connection 
between the stages of the life of the 
people. The truths regarding the king- 
dom of God appearing in the Old Testa- 
ment are all given in terms, so to speak, 
of the history, institutions, and the life 
of the people of Israel. It is customary 
to regard the institutions of Israel, its 
offices and ordinances, as all prear- 
ranged parallels to the things of the 
Christian Church, shadows and adum- 
brations or types, as they are called, 
of the realities of the New Testament 
kingdom. Now, of course, it must be 
maintained that the perfect form of 
the kingdom of God, the form which 
it was to have in the New Testament, 
was contemplated from the beginning. 
There was a determinism impressed on 
the Old Testament kingdom toward its 
perfect form; it was a growth, an or- 
ganism of which we see the complete 
stature only in the New Testament 
kingdom. But we must not regard those 
institutions in Israel as only - having 
this use of foreshadowing the future. 
They were real institutions and offices 
there, and their reference to the future 
was probably, in many instances, not 
understood or even surmised. The way 
they bore reference to the future in the 
minds of the people was rather this: 
The highest thinkers among the people, 
such as the prophets, perceived the idea 
lying in the offices and institutions, and 
expressed their longing and certainty 
that the idea would be yet realized. 
The Old Testament contains the same 
truths as the New Testament, but in a 
less developed form, and we must avoid 
two errors which are not uncommon. 
The one is the mistake of separating the 
Old Testament from the New in such 
a way as leaves us with no authorita- 
tive truth in the Old. The other is to 
confuse the New and the Old so that 


we shall find the Old equally advanced 
with the New. The difference between 
the New and the Old is not that the 
same truths are not found in both, but 
that in the one the truths are found in 
a less degree of development than in 
the other. The Old Testament is as 
good authority for a truth as the New; 
only we must not go beyond the degree 
which the truth has yet reached in the 
Old Testament. 

This fact, however, that the prog- 
ress of the kingdom was organic and 
at last culminated, suggests that the 
Old Testament should be read by us 
always in the light of the end, and that 
in forming an Old Testament Theology 
we should have the New Testament 
completion of it in our view.’’—‘‘ The- 
ology of the Old Testament,’’ David- 
son. 

Thus we see that the New Testament 
lies folded like a leaf away back in 
the Pentateuch or, that the Old Testa- 
ment unfolds in all its mighty purpose 
and promise in the New Testament. 

If the reader will study the O. T. 
prophecies concerning Jesus as found 
in this volume, under the subject 
JESUS, he will .see that from Gen- 
esis to Revelation there ever runs the 
scarlet thread of the blood of Jesus and 
the meaning of Exodus is found in Cal- 
vary. The Paschal Lamb was slain for 
Israel, and no bones were to be broken 
because Jesus was to be the Paschal 
Lamb slain for the sins of the world. 
Thus Genesis, Exodus, and Leviticus, 
point forward to the tragedy of the 
Cross. One of the elders before the 
throne of God said to John, ‘‘ These are 
they that come out of the great tribula- 
tion, and they washed their robes, and 
made them white in the Blood of the 
Lamb’’ (Rev. 7:14). On the Cross of 
Calvary, Jesus said, ‘‘It is finished.’’ 
The Old Testament had been fulfilled. 
So the law of ordinances was nailed to 
the Cross, and done away and the New 
Testament was sealed by His blood. 
See COVENANTS. 
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Jesus divides the Old Testament into 
‘‘The law of Moses, and the prophets, 
and the Psalms.’’—(Lu. 24:44.) 

The Hebrew Scriptures are divided 
into—The Law (Torah), the Prophets 
(Nebhiim), the Writings (Kethubhim) 
or Hagiographa (sacred writings). These 
are grouped as follows: 

THE LAW or PENTATEUCH.— 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, 
Deuteronomy. 

THE PROPHETS—Former.—Joshua, 
Judges, Samuel, Kings. 


Latter.—Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
The Twelve or Minor Prophets. 

WRITINGS.—Heb. Kethubhim, Gr. 
Hagiographa: 

Poetical Books: Psalms, Proverbs, 
Job. 


Megilloth or Five Rolls: Song of 
Songs, Ruth, Lamentations, Ecclesias- 
tes, Esther. 

Non-prophetical- Historical Books: 
Daniel, Ezra and Nehemiah, Chronicles. 

‘<The five Megilloth are so called be- 
cause each was written on a roll for 
reading at Jewish festivals, the Song 
of Songs at the Passover, Ruth at the 
Feast of Weeks or Pentecost, Eccles- 
jiastes at the Feast of Tabernacles, 
Esther at the Feast of Purim, while 
Lamentations was recited on the anni- 
versary of the destruction of Jeru- 
salem.’’—‘‘ Handbook of the Bible,’’ 
Angus-Green. 

Josephus, born A.D..37, says: ‘‘We 
have not tens of thousands of books, 
discordant and conflicting, but only 
twenty-two containing the record of 
all time, which have been justly be- 
lieved to be divine. And of these five 
-are the books of Moses, which embrace 
the laws and the tradition from the 
creation of man until his death—From 
the death of Moses, to the reign of 
Artaxerxes, the successor of Xerxes, 
king of Persia, the prophets who suc- 
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ceeded Moses wrote what was done in 
thirteen books. The remaining four 
books embrace hymns to God and coun- 
sels for men for the conduct of life. 
From Artaxerxes until our time every- 
thing has been recorded but has not 
been deemed worthy of like credit with 
what preceded, because the exact suc- 
cession of the prophets ceased. But 
what faith we have placed in our own 
writings is evident by our conduct: for 
though so long a time has now passed, 
no one has dared either to add anything 
to them, or to take anything from them, 
or to alter anything in them. But it is 
instinctive in all Jews at once from 
their very birth to regard them as com- 
mands of God, and to abide by them 
and, if need be, willingly to die for 
them.’’ 

In this catalogue of Books, Ruth is 
counted with Judges, Lamentations 
with Jeremiah, I and II Samuel, I and 
II Kings, I and II Chronicles are not 
divided into two Books each, but the 
six Books are considered as three—Hzra 
and Nehemiah as one Book and The 
Twelve or Minor Prophets as one. The 
thirteen Books succeeding the Law 
would then be: Joshua, Judges (with 
Ruth), Samuel, Kings, Chronicles, Ezra 
and Nehemiah, Esther, Job, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah (with Lamentations), Ezekiel, 
Daniel, The Minor Prophets. 

The Septuagint Version of the Old 
Testament was a Greek translation 
made in Alexandria between 250 and 
150 B. C. The Books of this Version 
were arranged thus: 

1. The Law: Genesis, Exodus, Leviti- 
eus, Numbers, Deuteronomy. 

2. The Historical Books: Joshua, 
Judges, Ruth, I and II Samuel, I and II 
Kings, I and II Chronicles, Ezra, Nehe- 
miah, Esther. 

3. The Poetical Books: Job, Psalms, 
Proverbs, Eeclesiastes, Song of Solo- 
mon. 
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4. The Prophetical Books: Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Lamentations, Ezekiel, Dan- 
iel, and The Twelve Minor Prophets. 

So we see that Jesus and His apostles 
had substantially the same Old Testa- 
ment we have, and referred to the same 
collection of Books in referring to, or 
quoting from the Scriptures. 


Old Testament History may be di- 
vided as follows: Creation to Call of 
Abraham; I Theocracy (1). Patriarchal 
Age, (2). Forming of the Nation; II 
The monarchy (1). One kingdom under 
Saul, David, Solomon (2). The divided 
kingdom; III The Captivity; IV The 
Restoration. 
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THE PENTATEUCH. 


NAME.—Because they are mostly 
legislative in character, the first five 
Books of the Old Testament—Genesis, 
Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, and Deu- 
teronomy—are called: The Law (Torah) 
—Josh. 1:7; 8:34. The book of the law 
—Josh. 1:8; 8:34. The law of Moses— 
Gee oe 2020 lls Consol. 
Hizra 3:2; 7:6; Dan. 9:11, 13; Lu. 24: 
44; Acts 28:23. The book of the law of 
Moses—Josh. 8:31; 23:6; II Ki. 14:6; 
Neh. 8:1. The book of the law of God 
—Josh. 24:26; Neh. 8:18. The book of 
the law of Jehovah—II Chr. 17:9. Book 
of Moses—II Chr. 25:4; 36:12; Ezra 
6:18; Neh. 13:1; Mk. 12:26. 

Author.—Wide difference of opinion 
as to authorship. See article on OLD 
TESTAMENT. While the Bible nowhere 
states that Moses was the author of 
the entire Pentateuch as it appears in 
its present form, yet he is frequently 
referred to as the author of ‘‘The 
Law,’’ and quotations are made from 
the various Books of the Pentateuch as 
from Moses. It is admitted that Moses 
probably used records in existence dur- 
ing his time or depended upon oral tra- 
dition for part of his material. He 
probably did both. There were also 
probably some editorial additions—e. g., 
the account of his death (Deut. ch. 34). 

Testimony of the Bible——Moses is re- 
ferred to as the author in the Penta- 
teuch—Ex. 17:14; 24:3-7; Lev. 26:46; 
27:34; Num. 33:2; Deut. 31:9. Joshua, 
who was a contemporary of Moses, re- 
fers to Moses as author—Josh. 1:7, 8; 
8:30-35; 23:6. David quotes Moses as 
author—I Ki. 2:3 (See Deut. 17:18-20). 
Solomon mentions Moses as author—I 
Ki. 8:53-56. Pentateuch quoted in 
‘¢Kings’’? and ‘‘Chronicles’’ as the 
work of Moses—II Ki. 14:6 (Deut. 24: 
16); 21:8; 23:24, 25 (Deut. 18:10-12); 
II Chr. 23:18; 25:4 (Deut. 24:16); 33: 
8; 34:14; 35:6, 12. Ezra and Nehemiah 


refer to Moses frequently as the author 
of ‘‘The Law’’—Ezra 3:2; 6:18 (Num. 
3.655 8:39); Neh al:(—9:5 8:85 14 18 
9:14; 13:1. Daniel refers to Leviticus 
and Deuteronomy as ‘‘the law of 
Moses’’—Dan. 9:11, 13 (Lev. 26:14-45; 
Deut. 28:15-68). 

New Testament References.—Jesus 
states that Moses gave the law—John 
7:19-23. Quotes one of the ten com- 
mandments as recorded in Ex. 20:12; 
21:17; Lev. 20:9; Deut. 5:16 as written 
by Moses—Mk. 7:10. Refers to Lev. 
13:49; 14:2-10 as written by Moses— 
Mt. 8:4; Mk. 1:44; Lu. 5:14. Refers to 
Ex. 3:6 as being in the book of Moses 
—Mk, 12:26; Lu. 20:37. Refers to Deut. 
24:1-3 as Moses’ commandment—Mt. 
19:8; Mk. 10:3-5. Hinges salvation of 
the brethren of the ‘‘Rich Man’’ on 
their hearing Moses and the prophets— 
Lu. 16:29, 31. He said He came to fulfil 
the things written by Moses and the 
prophets—Lu. 24:27, 44; John 5:45-47. 
Pharisees and Sadducees in time of 
Jesus recognized Moses as author of 
the Law—Mt. 19:7; Mk. 10:5; 12:18, 
19; Lu. 20:28; John 9:28, 29; Acts 15: 
1, 5. The apostle John said, ‘‘The Law 
was given by Moses’’—John 1:17. 
Philip the apostle sees in Jesus the ful- 
filment of Mosaic propheey—John 1:45. 
Peter and Stephen refer to a prophecy 
concerning Jesus (Deut. 18:15) as given 
by Moses—Acts 3:22; 7:37. James 
said: ‘‘Moses from generations of old 
hath in every city them that preach 
him, being read in the synagogues every 
Sabbath’’—Acts 15:21. ; 

Chureh in Jerusalem was still zeal- 
ous for the law of Moses—Acts 15:1, 5, 
21; 21:21. Paul refers to the law as 
written by Moses—Acts 13:39; Rom. 
LOS eM leva 18:53) Deut..3232)). aL 
Cor. 9:9 (Deut. 25:4); IL Cor. 3:13-15. 
In his address before Agrippa, Paul ap- 
peals to the prophecies of Moses to 
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prove the divinity of Jesus—Acts 26: 
22. Reasoned a whole day from the law 
of Moses and the prophets to prove 
divinity of Jesus—Acts 28:23. Writer 
of Hebrew letter calls the law Moses’ 
law and quotes Deut. 32:35; Heb. 10: 
28-30. Song of Moses and the Lamb 
sung in heaven, probably referring to 
Ex. ch. 15—Rev. 15:2, 3. 

Internal evidence.—‘‘ An exact corre- 
spondence between the narrative and 
the institutions, showing that both had 
one author. The laws are not given in 
the form of statutes, but are mixed with 
narrative, and are inserted as the exi- 
gencies requiring them arose. They are 
often briefly sketched, and afterwards 
repeated at greater length, with such 
modifications as were demanded by al- 
tered circumstances.’’ No less remark- 
able is the agreement between the style 
of the different books and the circum- 
stances of Moses, as depicted. In the 
earlier narrative of Exodus and Num- 
bers, the style is broken and abrupt, as 
that of a journal kept from time to 
time, with frequent interruptions. In 
Deuteronomy it is continuous and hor- 
tatory. The Five Books, at the same 
time, exhibit the unity of design which 
bespeaks a single author. 

Written by a Hebrew or Hebrew 
speaking the language and cherishing 
the sentiments of Israel. Written by a 
Hebrew acquainted with Egypt and 
Arabia, their customs and learning. The 
parts of the Pentateuch referring to 
Egypt show many evidences of familiar- 


ity with that country difficult to obtain 
centuries later. ‘‘Egyptian learning 
was carefully concealed from foreign- 
ers. The priest alone, and the royal 
family, who were reckoned as priests, 
had access to it (see Herodotus, ii. 3, 
164, 168, &c.). To this class, therefore, 
the writer must have belonged.’’ This 
familiarity is seen in the use of:

GENESIS. 


NAME.—First Book of Moses—

“But the literary form is not so strik- 
ing as the inner plan, which evidently 
is to exhibit the election and prepara- 
tion of a special people for a great pur- 
pose. In pursuance of this plan the 
writer goes back to the very beginning 
of things, and as he comes down the 
course of history we see how he singles 
out the righteous in their generation, 
and contracts his fegard from time to 
time, till he confines himself entirely to 
the sons of Jacob. Adam, Noah, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob mark the five 
great stages of progress; and the drop- 
ping of other names, as soon as they fall 
out of the line of the onward march, 
is as remarkable as the increasing clear- 
ness of the purpose that is to be served 
by the family that comes to the front. 
The first part of the book is essentially 
and purposely introductory to the sec- 
ond; there is an internal unity in the 
whole.

Chronology.—The chief difficulty in 
Genesis is found in the period from Adam 
to Abraham based on the genealogies 
of Chs. 5 and 11. These chapters show 
that Adam lived about 4000 years be- 
fore Jesus. But we know that there was 
a high state of civilization in Egypt and 
Babylon probably before that date. 

The only satisfactory explanation is 
that these genealogies may not be complete 
but mention only a few of the principal 
names.

‘«The Ten Plagues, which attested the 
Divine commission of Moses and Aaron, 
though in part connected with ordinary 
phenomena of Egyptian life, were spe- 
cially significant as proving the power 
of God, and rebuking idolatry. 1. The 
Nile-blood; an object-of worship turned 
into an object of abhorrence. 2. The 
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sacred frog itself their plague. 3. Lice, 
which the Egyptians deemed so polluting 
that to enter a temple with them was 
a profanation, cover the country like 
dust. 4. The gadfly (Zebub), an ob- 
ject of Egyptian reverence, becomes 
their torture. 5. The cattle, which were 
objects of Egyptian worship, fall dead 
before their worshipers. 6. The ashes, 
which the priests scattered as signs of 
blessing, become boils. 7. Isis and Osiris, 
the deities of water and fire, are unable 
to protect Egypt, even at a season when 
storms and rain were unknown, from the 
fire and hail of God. 8. Isis and Serapis 
were supposed to protect the country 
from locusts. West winds might bring 
these enemies; but an east wind the 
Egyptian never feared, for the Red Sea 
defended him.

JUDGES, 


1. Name.—Derived from that of the 
leaders of Israel immediately after the 
settlement in Canaan. 

2. Author.—Unknown, though Jewish 
tradition ascribes to Samuel. Modern 
scholarship is opposed to this view. 

3. Subject.—History of Israel between 
Joshua and the monarchy. 

4. Presupposes.—The Book of Joshua. 

5. Keyword.—‘‘ Deliverance.’’ Man’s 
weakness and strength in dependence on 
Jehovah. 

6. Principal characters—Othniel, De- 
borah, Barak, Gideon, Jephthah, Samson. 

7. Contents.—History of period be- 
tween the conquest and Samuel during 
the forming of the nation. (See Acts 13: 
20.) It was a period of apostasy, of im- 
morality. ‘‘In those days there was no 
king in Israel; every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes’’—Judges 
17:6. Thirteen judges are named (See 
JupDGES.) They were not merely judges 
in the modern sense, but were political 
and military leaders, raised up for the 
deliverance of the people. ‘‘The 
author’s purpose is not merely to inter- 
pret the history, and explain upon reli- 
gious principles why such evils befell 
Israel in the days of the judges, but to 
impress upon his readers the lesson that 
unfaithfulness to Yahweh is always pun- 
ished; that whenever Israel falls away 
from him, he withdraws his protection 
and leaves it defenseless before its foes. 
By historical examples he would warn 
his contemporaries against a like apos- 
tasy. His motive and aim are thus not 
historical, but religious. In a different, 
but not less effective way, he inculcates 
the same truth which all the prophets 
preached; Yahweh is Israel’s God, and 
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the religion of Israel is to keep itself to 
him alone.’’—G. F. Moore, ‘‘Interna- 
tional Critical Commentary.’’ Chapters 
3-16 record seven failures through sin, 
God’s punishment because of sin and 
his deliverance of his people after- 
wards. The ‘‘Song of Deborah,’’ and 
the stories of Gideon, Jephthah and 
Samson are among the most familiar 
and thrilling passages in the Old Testa- 
ment.

1. Name.—Derived from the heroine 
of the story. 


2. Author.—Unknown. 


3. Subject.— The experience of. a 
Moabite ancestress of David (and of the 
Messiah). 


4. Supplement.—To the Book of 
Judges (especially Chs. 17-21), illustrat- 
ing the happier side of life. Instructive 
on social conditions and legal practice. 


5. Design.—To trace descent of David 
showing that a foreigner was in the an- 
cestral line. Boaz, the husband of Ruth, 
was a descendant of Rahab—Mt. 1:5. 
This book was one of the Megilloth or 
Festal Rolls, and was read at the Feast 
of Pentecost. 

6. ‘‘Lessons.—This book is remarkably 
rich in examples of faith, patience, in- 
dustry, and kindness, nor less so in inti- 
mations of the special care which God 
takes of our concerns; ‘still out of seem- 
ing ill educing good.’ Elimelech’s mis- 
fortunes; his son’s marriage to a Moab- 
itess; Ruth’s loss of her husband—all 
end in her own conversion, and in the 
honor of her adopted family. What 
changes ten years have produced! They 
have turned Naomi (‘pleasantness’) into 
Mara (‘bitter’). She who went out full 
has come home again empty. Her forti- 
tude and faith, however, sustain her; 
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and in her trouble she shows equal wis- 
dom and tenderness. When her daugh- 
ters are told what they must expect if 
they accompany her to Canaan, Orpah . 
weeps, but returns to her idols; Ruth 
cleaves to her, indicating thereby depth 
of affection and religious decision (1-16; 
2-12). Her reward she received ‘of 
Jehovah, the God of Israel, under whose 
wings she came to trust.’ Incidentally, 
the book contains some of the loveliest 
pictures of Israelitish rural life to be 
found in Scripture. Boaz, the genial 
landowner, his willing laborers, the 
gleaners in the harvest-field, the purity 
and simplicity of the family affections 
displayed—all form a beautiful contrast 
to the ruder scenes of conflict and pas- 
sion which marked the era, and seem to 
single out Bethlehem from the rest of 
the unquiet land.’’—‘‘ Handbook of tke 
Bible,’’ Angus-Green.

SAMUEL, FIRST BOOK OF. 


1. Name.—Derived from the prophetic 
judge of Israel, who established the 
kingdom. In Greek version: First Book 
of Kingdoms. 

2. Subject.—The last judge and the 
first king of Israel. 

3. Embodies.—Experiences of three 
great personalities—Samuel, Saul and 
David. 

4. Presupposes.—The Book of Judges. 

5. Principal characters.—Eli, Samuel, 
Saul, David, Jonathan. 

6. Contents.—In the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures I and II Samuel are considered as 
one book. The First Book of Samuel de- 
scribes a transition period, from the 
period of the judges to the monarchy 
and the choice of the first king of Israel. 
Samuel was a prophet—I Sam. 3:20. He 
was classed in the Old Testament with 
Moses and Aaron—Ps. 99:6; Jer. 15:1. 

“¢The period covered by these books 
may be estimated at about a hundred 


years. It was evidently one of the most’ 


important centuries in the life of Israel, 
for in it was effected the transition from 
the tribal form of government (if gov- 
ernment it may be called) to the settled 
monarchy of David. At the opening of 
the period the prominent figures (Eli, 
Samuel) are classed by the author with 
the heroes of the Book of Judges. Saul 
is the first who attempts to cement the 
people together by the monarchy. Al- 
though his experiment ended in disaster, 
there is no reason to doubt that his 
failure paved the way for David’s suc- 
cess. In the long struggle against the 
Philistine oppressor the nation realized 
its own unity, learned its own strength, 
and prepared to play its part in the his- 
tory of the world. What light we have 
upon this time of storm and stress, of 
heroic struggle and high achievement, 
comes from the Books of Samuel.’’— 
H. P. Smith, ‘‘International Critical 
Commentary.’’ 
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‘‘The prophets.— We see in First Sam- 
uel, side by side with the constitution 
of the monarchy, the beginning of 
prophecy as a settled constituent of the 
religious life. ‘All the people knew that - 
Samuel was established to be a prophet 
of the Lord’ (I Sam. 3:20). The func- 
tion is spoken of as a well-known thing, 
for Moses was regarded as the typical 
prophet who receives revelations of 
God’s will, ‘not in dark speeches,’ but 
plainly (Num, 12:8), and authoritatively 
communicates it to the people. But it is 
in the time of Samuel that we first see 
prophecy as a continuous and even or- 
ganized institution; and so he is in the 
New Testament spoken of as the first of 
the long line of prophets who foretold 
the days of the gospel (Acts 3:24). His 
weighty words to Saul, ‘To obey is bet- 
ter than sacrifice’ (I Sam. 15:22), are 
the substance of all prophetic teaching, 
and the part he took in the setting up of 
the throne of David associates prophecy 
in its early phases with the promise to 
be fulfilled at the end of the dispensa- 
tion in David’s Son and Lord. 

Prophetic historians——The names of 
some of the prophetic men of this period, 
Nathan, Gad, and Samuel himself, are 
given in the first book of the Chronicles 
as writers of history (I Chr. 29:29, 
R.V.), and the second Book mentions his- 
torical works written by other prophetic 
men in later reigns. What the works re- 
ferred to may have been, or whether 
they are incorporated with the existing 
historical books, it is hard to say. But 
there is nothing at all improbable in the 
supposition that these men thus early 
occupied themselves with the writing of 
the nation’s history. The prophets were 
men looking at the past and at the fu- 
ture, seeking to make the experience of 
the one a lesson for the other; and as 
they singly and collectively endeavored 
to rouse the national spirit and maintain 
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it at a due level, it is most reasonable to 
suppose that in their societies, and in 
the addresses they gave to the people 
who resorted to them, the facts of the 
nation’s history would be the text.of 
their exhortations. The historical books 
are all more or less imbued with the 
prophetic spirit, and written from a 
prophetic point of view; and this is the 
reason for the name the Jews gave to 
these books—‘‘the former prophets. 

‘The literary features of the Books 
of Samuel show that this was an indepen- 
dent composition, from a different hand 
than that which wrote the books of 
Kings. The Law is not once quoted, and 
only once referred to (I. Sam. 10:25), 
whereas the books of Kings continually 
treat it as the standard by which the 
actions of the rulers were to be tested. 
In the Books of Samuel also there is no 
distinct reference to authorities for the 
facts recorded, whereas the author of 
Kings refers to writings in which fuller 
details are to be found. Since there is 
no mention of the Captivity in the Books 
of Samuel, nor even any hint of the de- 
cline of the kingdom of the ten tribes, 
it has been concluded that the books 
were written before the deportation of 
the inhabitants of the northern kingdom 
by the Assyrians; but the writer of the 
books of Kings has before him the down- 
fall of both kingdoms. 

The appearance of the books suggests 
that, though the writer makes no men- 
tion of written sources from which he 
drew his materials, he freely incorpo- 
rated in his narrative pieces found in 
writing, or handed down orally. The 
song of Hannah, for example (I Sam. 2: 
1-10), David’s elegies over Saul and 
Jonathan and over Abner, and the poet- 
ical pieces at the close of the second 
book, one of which (II Sam. 22) is found 
in the book of Psalms (Ps. 18), are evi- 
dently not given as the compositions of 
the historian himself. The lists of 
heroes, and statistical and antiquarian 
tables which occur in the second book, 
may have been drawn from state rec- 
ords, for among the officials at the court 


there appear a ‘‘recorder’’ (or, perhaps, 
chronicler), and a ‘‘scribe’’ or secre- 
tary (see II Sam. 8:16, 17, and cf. 20: 
24, 25).’ ’?’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’

KINGS, FIRST BOOK OF. 


Name.—Derived from the contents. 
In Greek Version, Third Book of King- 
doms. - 

Author.—Unknown. ‘‘The compiler 
of Kings, though not probably (as has 
sometimes been supposed), Jeremiah 
himself, was nevertheless a man like- 
minded with Jeremiah and almost cer- 
tainly a contemporary who lived and 
wrote under the same influences. Deu- 
teronomy is the standard by which the 
compiler judges both men and actions; 
and the history from the beginning of 
Solomon’s reign, is presented not in 
purely objective form, but from the 
point of view of the Deuteronomic 
code. ’’—Driver. 

Subject: History of Solomon and his 
successors to Jehoshaphat and Ahab. 

Principal Characters.—David, Solo- 
mon, Rehoboam, Jeroboam, Ahab, Jeze- 
bel, Elijah. 

Division.—David’s death and Solo- 
mon’s reign. Period of Israel’s great- 
est splendor—Chs. 4-11. Revolt of Jero- 
boam and division of kingdom—Chs. 
12-22. 

Connection.—I and II Kings are con- 
sidered as one Book in the Hebrew 
Scriptures. ‘‘These books are intimately 
related to the two books of Samuel with 
which they are numbered in the Sep- 
tuagint. They take up the royal and 
prophetic history where Samuel laid it 
down and earry it forward in the same 
spirit. The books of Kings trace the his- 
tory of the united kingdom from Solo- 
mon’s accession and of the divided king- 
dom until its two parts were conquered 
by Assyria and Babylon. This period 
is over four centuries and its terminus 
ad quem is the release of Jehoiachim by 
Evil-Merodach in 561 B. C. These are 
the only books recording the entire 
political history of Israel, for Chronicles 
not only gives no record of the Northern 
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Kingdom, but seems to avoid reference 
to it.’’—Driver. : 

I and II Kings gives the history of 
Israel from the prophetic standpoint. I 
and II Chronicles from the priestly. 

Contents: This Book records the old 
age and death of David, reign of Solo- 
mon, building of the temple, the division 
of the kingdom under Rehoboam, and 
the conflict between Elijah and Ahab 
and Jezebel. David was not allowed to 
build the temple because he was a man 
of war and had shed blood—I Chr. 28: 
8, 4. Solomon was chosen to build the 
temple—II Sam. 7:12, 13; I Chr. 28:6. 
God appears to Solomon in a dream and 
tells him to ‘‘Ask what I shall give 
thee’’— 3:5. Solomon asks for an un- 
derstanding heart and the choice pleases 
Jehovah, who promises him riches and 
honor—3:10-13. But this promise is 
based on one condition—3:14. His heart 
went out after foreign women, contrary 
to God’s commandment and they led 
him into idolatry—Ch. 11. Because of 
this his kingdom was divided under 
Rehoboam—Chs. 12-16. After Solomon 
there is demoralization and degradation. 
The last part of the Book records the 
conflict between Elijah the prophet and 
Ahab and his foreign wife Jezebel, who 
is known as the most wicked woman of 
the Bible—Chs. 17-22. 

‘‘The point of view from which the 
books of Kings are written is made 
pretty plain by the writer himself. 
Whatever materials he may have had 
access to, and may have employed, he 
has a controlling plan in the presenta- 
tion of them. His whole aim is not to 
furnish the greatest possible amount of 
information; for he passes lightly over 
many. things that he must have known 
minutely, and employs a scale of propor- 
tion, in the treatment of different sub- 
jects, out of all keeping with the degree 
in which they bulked in the history of 
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the kings. His fixed principle is that 
faithfulness to God and observance of 
His statutes and ordinances ensure pros- 
perity, and that unfaithfulness entails 
disaster. Writing from a point of time 
at which the truth of this principle had 
been fully confirmed by the ruin of the 
nation, he can estimate all the successive 
reigns by its standard, and pronounce 
judgment on the whole course of the 
history. 

This is in fact the prophetic stand- 
point; and if we were to remove from 
the books of Kings all that may be in- 
cluded under the prophetic element, the 
residue would be but a chronicle of bare 
and not very interesting facts. Not only 
are the doings of Elijah and Elisha nar- 
rated at length and with evident pre- 
dilection, but at many points of the his- 
tory we find prophets appearing at 
critical times and intervening with 
authority in public affairs. Nathan 
plays a more prominent part than either 
David or Solomon at the accession of 
the latter to the throne;Ahijah of Shiloh 
tells Jeroboam the fate that would be- 
fall him (I Kings 11:29-39), and Shema- 
iah similarly warns Rehoboam (I Kings 
12:22-24). And so it is all down the his- 
tory. We know from other sources how 
Isaiah, who is mentioned in Kings, and 
Jeremiah who is not, were involved in 
the momentous events of their time, 
though their connection with them is 
not recorded in these books. In like 
manner there may have been other 
prophets who were actively engaged in 
thése events, although their names are 
not mentioned in the historical narra- 
tive. It is not to be lost sight of that 
whereas the author of the books of 
Kings refers in somewhat general terms 
to the written sources of his work, the 
author of the Chronicles speaks with 
greater minuteness of the same or simi- 
lar sources by the names of their au- 
thors. Among these are Gad, Nathan, 
and other prophetic men who, as they 
appear in the history, probably occupied 
themselves in writing down the events. 

‘Literary features——The literary form 
of the books of Kings is quite differ- 
ent from that of the books of Samuel. 
There is an almost stereotyped frame- 


work, resembling that of the book of 
Judges, within which the events of the 
successive reigns are placed. When the 
name of a new king is introduced, it is 
stated how old he was when he came to 
the throne, how many years he reigned, 
and, in regard to the kings of Judah, 
what was his mother’s name. Then a 
general character is pronounced upon 
his reign, the events are recorded at 
greater or less length, and at the close 
a reference is usually given to another 
authority for fuller details. When the 
divided monarchy is to be treated, the 
usual proceeding is to give the record 
of the northern kingdom first, and then 
the corresponding record for the south- 
ern, the history thus falling into periods 
longer or shorter. And this course is 
followed so closely that sometimes the 
same event is twice related if it con- 
cerns the two kingdoms. 

These features make it probable 
that the book is composed from other 
written materials, or at least largely 
based upon them. And the frequent ref- 
erences to books of Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah or of Israel favor the 
inference that state records of the re- 
spective kingdoms, containing lists of 
officials, statistical matters, and memo- 
randa of events in the different reigns, 
were available for the purpose. There 
were also, in all probability, narratives 
of the doings of Elijah, Elisha, and 
other prophets, preserved in the pro- 
phetice circles, which would furnish in- 
formation of another kind. A work ex- 
tending over so long a period could not 
be the expression of the direct personal 
knowledge of any one writer and could 
only be composed in the way indicated.’ ”’ 
—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treasury.’’

In the First Book of Kings we see 
Israel in its greatest splendor. Pros- 
perity too often breeds decay. Because 
Solomon tried to serve two masters and 
bowed down to strange gods his king- 
dom was divided after his death and 
Israel and Judah resulted. Israel had 
19 kings and nine dynasties—Jeroboam, 
Nadab,; Baasha, Elah, Zimri, Omri, 
Ahab, Ahaziah, Jehoram, Jehu, Jehoa- 
haz, Jeroboam II, Zechariah, Shallum, 
Menahem, Pekahiah, Pekah, and Hoshea. 

Judah had 20 kings and only one dy- 
nasty—Rehoboam, Abijah, Asa, Jehos- 
haphat, Jehoram, Ahaziah, Queen Atha- 
liah, Jehoash, Amaziah, Uzziah (Aza- 
riah), Jotham, Ahaz, Hezekiah, Manas- 
seh, Amon, Josiah, Jehoahaz, Jehoi- 
achim, Jehoiachin (Coniah) and Zede- 
kiah. Judah had only one dynasty, be- 
cause out of Judah was to come the Mes- 
siah and we see the kingly line un- 
broken. This Book records a period of 
corruption and breaking down. There 
are short periods of turning back to 
Jehovah, but too late. God had warned 
Israel through Moses and the prophets 
who followed him that he would drive 
her into captivity if she went after 
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strange gods. Read the 28th chapter of 
Deuteronomy, the prophecies of Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Amos and Hosea. Then read 
this Book again and see how the state- 
ments in Deuteronomy were verified. 
The Book closes with both Israel and 
Judah in captivity, Israel to finally dis- 
appear and only a remnant of Judah to 
be preserved. While this was a period 
of corruption and humiliation, it was 
also a period of important prophets— 
Jonah, Amos, and Hosea were prophets 
in Israel. Joel, Isaiah, who began his 
work as a prophet in the days of Uzziah 
(Azariah), and Nahum succeeded in res- 
cuing Judah from Assyria. Micah lived 
during the reigns of Jotham, Ahaz and 
Hezekiah, Zephaniah. during reign of 
Josiah, Habbakuk probably during the 
reign of Jehoiakim. The great prophet 
Jeremiah was probably born toward the 
close of Jehoiakim’s reign and lived to 
witness the capture of Jerusalem and 
his beloved people carried away in cap- 
tivity to Babylon. 

“‘Jehoshaphat’s son and _ successor, 
Jehoram, who married Athaliah, the 
daughter of Jezebel, was succeeded by 
his son, Ahaziah, who was involved in 
the ruin of the house of Ahab. For 
Joram of Israel, while sick of wounds 
he had received in battle, was suddenly 
attacked by his general Jehu. Jezebel 
also was put to death, and Ahaziah, the 
king of Judah, who had come to Jezreel 
to visit his kinsman, shared their fate. 
Jehu, acting as the executioner of the 
divine sentence, roots out the Baal wor- 
ship, kills all the members of the royal 
family on whom he can lay hands, and 
becomes the first of a new dynasty, (9, . 
10). Hearing the news at Jerusalem, 
Athaliah, the queen-mother, puts to 
death all the seed-royal and seizes the 
throne. One child only escapes her fury, 
the infant Joash, who is kept hidden in 
the chambers of the Temple for six 
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years, at the end of which time he is 
publicly exhibited to the people by 
Jehoiada the priest, and set upon the 
throne, Athaliah being put to death 
(lay. 

Culmination of the northern king- 
dom.—With the disappearance of the 
house of Omri, the alliance of the two 
kingdoms falls to pieces. Joash intro- 
duces reforms in Jerusalem, but has to 
buy off an invasion of Hazael of Damas- 
eus (12). The house of Jehu waxes 
stronger (13:1-18, 22-25), inflicting 
humiliation also upon the kingdom of 
Judah (14:1-16); and the northern king- 
dom may be said to have reached its 
culmination in the time of Jeroboam IL., 
who reigned for forty-one years, and 
extended the kingdom to its ancient 
boundaries (14:23-29). At the same 
time also, under Uzziah, who had a reign 
of fifty-two years in Jerusalem, the 
southern kingdom enjoyed unwonted 
prosperity. 

Decay and downfall of the northern 
kingdom.—F rom its climax of greatness 
the northern kingdom very swiftly de- 
clined to ruin after the powerful hand 
of Jeroboam was relaxed. His son 
Zechariah was the last of the dynasty 
of Jehu, after whom there is a rapid 
succession of usurpers; and meanwhile 
the colossal power of Assyria is gradu- 
ally making itself felt till Tiglath-pil- 
eser falls upon Israel, takes a great part 
of the territory and carries away many 
of the inhabitants. Assyria, in fact, 
makes profit of the rivalries of the king- 
doms of Damascus, Israel, and Judah, 
coming to the help of one or another, 
and gaining at each move an advantage 
for itself. Thus Jotham, the successor 
of Uzziah in Judah, suffers from a hos- 
tile combination of Pekah of Israel and 
Rezin of Damascus (15:32-38); and his 
successor Ahaz is so hard pressed that 
he makes offers of submission to Tiglath- 
pileser on condition of receiving help 
(16:1-8). So the king of Assyria comes 
against Rezin of Damascus and kills 
him; Hoshea the king of Israel becomes 
tributary to save his throne; but later 
. on, Shalmaneser IV., finding ‘conspir- 
acy in him,’ sends an army against 
him, which after a siege of three years 


takes Samaria, and puts an end to the 
northern kingdom, many of the people 
being carried away and foreigners set- 
tled in the land (16:9 to 17:41). 

The surviving kingdom of Judah.— 
Thus the kingdom of the ten tribes 
comes to an end, and the rest of the 
book is concerned with the remaining 
kingdom of Judah. Hezekiah was in the 
sixth ycar of his reign when Samaria 
was taken, and his reign is remarkable 
for the friendship between him and the 
prophet Isaiah, and the reforms that he 
endeavored to carry out. His deliver- 
ance from the army of Sennacherib is 
memorable, and his restoration from a 
dangerous illness, when he made a dis- 
play of his wealth to ambassadors from 
Babylon, gave occasion to a warning of 
the doom from that quarter that was to 
overtake his kingdom (18-20). 

Manasseh and Amon were degener- 
ate successors of Hezekiah, whose im- 
piety accelerated the national doom 
(21). There was a brief bright space in 
the reign of Josiah, who sought the Lord 
in his youth, in whose reign the Law- 
book was discovered in the Temple, and 
a more thorough reformation of religion 
was set on foot. But Josiah fell fighting 
at Megiddo, in an attempt to intercept 
the march of an Egyptian army to fight 
with Assyria (22:1 to 23:30); and his 
successors are mere puppets or vassals 
of either the Egyptian or the great east- 
ern empire. Jehoiakim is set on the 
throne by the Egyptians in preference 
to another son of Josiah, who had by the 
will of the people reigned three months. 
But when the Babylonian supremacy 
supervened he had to own allegiance to 
a new master; and his successor Jehoi- 
achin was so hard pressed that he sur- 
rendered to Nebuchadrezzar (or Nebu- 
chadnezzar), and was led away with 
10,000 of the inhabitants, his uncle 
Zedekiah being set on the throne. 

Fall of Jerusalem.—This was the 
last king of the house of David. Nebu- 
chadrezzar, finding him unfaithful, 
marched an army into Judah, and, after 
a siege of about three years, took and 
destroyed Jerusalem, carrying captive 
or killing large numbers of the inhab- 
itants, and appointing Gedaliah gover- 
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nor. The people, however, rose against 
him and killed him, and then fearing the 
vengeance of the: king of Babylon took 
refuge in Egypt. Thus was the land 
wasted of its inhabitants, the independ- 
ence of Israel was gone; and the book 
closes when thirty-seven years of the 
Captivity had passed, Jehoiachin being 
a state prisoner in Babylon (23:31 to 
25:30).

CHRONICLES, FIRST BOOK OF. 


1, Name.—From apparent summary 
of the historical facts. 

2. Subject.—The Hebrews to the plan- 
ning of the temple by David. 

3. Contents.—While the two Books of 
Chronicles seem to cover a great deal of 
the same ground as that covered by I 
and II Kings, yet I and II Chronicles 
center about Judah, Jerusalem, the temple 
and its worship. ‘‘ Through all the preced- 
ing books we have the record of God’s 
ways with His chosen people, the seed of 
Abraham. The record is carried forward 
through the second Book of Kings, when 
it is broken off, no less in sorrow than 
in anger. With Chronicles the sacred 
writer goes back to the beginning and 
starts again with Adam, Seth, ete., and 
dwells with great minuteness on the 
tribe of Judah, and the house of David. 
With Chronicles, therefore, begins the 
second great division of the Bible. Up 
to this point failure has marked the 
whole history. A fresh start is now 
made; and David’s Divine Son, in whom 
all will be made good, comes more and 
more into prominence. The Books of 
Chronicles are related to the new order 
of things, not to the old. They are not 
linked with Samuel and Kings, but with 
Ezra and Nehemiah, with Zechariah and 
Malachi. They do not lock back, but 
forward. The antediluvian economy 
failed through man’s sin; the patri- 
archal likewise; the Jewish next, in its 
national capacity. But here begins a 
new epoch. A remnant according to the 
election of grace returns from captivity 
to the land of promise; and the Spirit 
of God turns their faces toward Him 
who is promised, who will not fail. 

A second purpose is, to secure the 
genealogy of Christ, as the Son of David. 
Hence the lineage of David’s house, and 
indeed of the whole tribe of Judah, is 
very fully given. Evidently, Matthew 
and Luke availed themselves of Chron- 
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icles in tracing the human descent of 
our Lord.’’—Moorehead, ‘‘ Outline Stu- 
dies in the Books of the Old Testa- 
ment.’’—Copyright 1893 by Fleming H. 
Revell Company. 

‘‘The place of these books in the 
Hebrew Bible is to be noted. In our 
version they are placed after Kings, so 
as to keep the historical books together; 
but their original position is in the third 
division, among the Hagiographa. An 
obvious explanation of this fact is that 
the’ books are of much later date than 
the antecedent historical books. For evi- 
dence of this, there is the mention of 
Cyrus (II Chr. 36:22); and again, the 
descendants of David are traced to the 
sixth generation after Zerubbabel (I 
Chr. 3:19 ff.), which would bring the 
date of composition down to the close 
of the Persian period, or the early part 
of the Greek period, say about 330 B.C. 
In the Hebrew Bible the Chronicles 
stand last in the whole collection, though 
this is not to be taken as a proof that 
they were the last written. 

The point of view of the writer of 
the Chronicles is mainly explained by 
the date at which he wrote. Though na- 
tional independence had departed from 
the Jewish people, two things remained: 
the temple and its worship subsisted, 
and the seed of David still survived. 
Prophecy was silent, but round these 
two things centered the hopes of the 
people for a better future; these two 
things knit them to the better days of 
the past. Looking back to those days, 
we need not wonder if a halo of glory 
surrounded all that was dearest in mem- 
ory, and so the author dwells with pre- 
dilection on those things of which a 
memorial, though faded, still remained. 
The book is in one aspect the result of 
the work that had been done by Ezra 
in consolidating the people around the 
temple and its worship; in another as- 
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pect it shows influences at work that 
tended to the exclusive separation of 
the chosen people, and even exhibits the 
dangers of such separation in the direc- 
tion of a pride and satisfaction in formal 
worship. 

The sources of information which 
were accessible to the writer of these 
books are partly mentioned by himself, 
and may be partly inferred from the 
nature of the details. The registers and 
genealogies have the appearance of hay- 
ing been carefully preserved. Moreover, 
the ‘book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel,’ whatever it was, to which he 
refers so often (II Chr. 16:11; 25, 26, 
etc.), was evidently some well-known 
compilation, similar to or partly iden- 
tical with the existing books of Kings; 
and other works with similar names are 
also mentioned. It is most probable that 
by that time many works of a historical 
character were in existence. It was a 
time when all known documents of the 
past would be carefully treasured, and 
when even forgotten writings, which 
had not attracted the attention of 
former historians, would be sought out, 
and their materials preserved in the 
pages of newer compositions. Books 
were beginning to be multiplied, and the 
author of the Chronicles seems anxious 
to assure his readers that he had done 
his best to verify his facts.’’—Nelson’s

CHRONICLES, SECOND BOOK OF. 


1. Name.—From apparent summary 
of the historical facts. 


2. Subject.—F rom the building of the 
temple to the rebuilding of the same by 
decree of Cyrus. 


“*The contents of the second book, 
which is simply a continuation of the 
first, reveal the same plan and purpose 
—viz., to exhibit prominently all that 
related to the observances of religion; 
and the author’s pre-occupation with 


the house of David and the kingdom of. 


Judah goes so far that he only mentions 
the kingdom of Israel when its affairs 
touched closely those of the southern 
kingdom. There are nine chapters de- 
voted to the reign of Solomon, six of 
them being given to the building and 
service of the temple (2-7), and two 
chapters sufficing (8, 9) for the general 
arrangements in the administration of 
the kingdom. 


In narrating the history of the kings, 
the chronological order is followed; but 
it is to be noted that the author dwells 
at greater length on reigns in which re- 
ligion was better observed, and also that 
he gives prominence to the prophets 
who appear from time to time to remind 
the kings and the people of their duty. 
The reigns that are thus dwelt upon are 
those of Asa (14, 15), whose ‘heart 
was perfect all his days;’ of Jehosha- 
phat (17:1 to 21:1), in whose time pro- 
vision was made for the instruction of 
the people in the Law by itinerating 
priests and Levites (17:7-9); of Heze- 
kiah (29-32), which furnishes the con- 
genial topics of the cleansing of the 
temple, the observance of a great Pass- 
over, and sundry ordinances for the sup- 
port of the priests and Levites; and of 
Josiah (34, 35), with the finding of the 
Law-book, the observance of the Pass- 
over, and the general reformation of 
religion that took place. 
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The priestly tone of the books of 
Chronicles may be recognized in the 
carefully preserved genealogies of the 
Levitical families, in the manifest in- 
terest the author takes in all that re- 
lates to the service of the temple, and in 
his minute acquaintance with its details. 
This was to be expected of one writing 
at the time and in the circumstances in 
which he was placed, when the observ- 
ance of the ritual was the greatest re- 
maining symbol of the nation’s glory. 
But it should not make us overlook the 
fact that he is careful to emphasize the 
activity of prophetic men in the pre- 
Exilian period when prophecy was an 
operative factor in the national life. 
Akijah the Shilonite (10:15) and Shema- 
lah ‘the man of God’ (11:2; 12:5), 
Azariah the son of Oded (15:1), and 
Hanani ‘the seer’ (16:7), and the 
martyr prophet Zechariah (24:21), are 
piously commemorated; and the writer, 
in referring to the works from which he 
drew materials for his book, cites them by 
the names of the prophetic men who 
composed them.’’—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible 
Treasury.’’

EZRA, BOOK OF. 


“‘The name of Ezra has been given to 
the book which introduces into the his- 
tory of post-Exilian Judaism the scribe 
who exercised a most powerful influence 
on its future development. But the book 
neither professes to have been written 
by him, nor does it contain all that we 
know of his activity. Certain portions 
of it, which are written in the first per- 
son—viz., chs. 7:27 to 9:15, are no doubt 
from his hand; but this very circum- 
stance seems to indicate that the rest, 
in which he is spoken of in the third 
person, are not. And it will be found 
that an account of the most important 
part of his work is contained in the book 
of Nehemiah. These two Books, in fact, 
go together as one whole, and in the 
Jewish Canon they are reckoned as one 
book. So, in the Talmud and by 
Josephus, the two are sometimes spoken 
of collectively as the book of Ezra, and 
sometimes its two parts are called first 
and second Hzra. 

Its place in the Hebrew Bible is imme- 
diately after the book of Daniel, among 
the Hagiographa. In this way its ac- 
count of the Restoration continues the 
history of the time of the Exile, which 
is the standpoint of Daniel, and along 
with Nehemiah it carries on that history 
as far as the sacred books have carried 
it; the books of Chronicles closing the 
Canon with a comprehensive survey of 
the whole. In our version, on the other 
hand, the books of Chronicles, which 
bring down the history to the eve of the 
Return (though the genealogies extend 
further), stand immediately after the 
books of Kings, and then Ezra and 
Nehemiah follow. And it will be ob- 
served that the books of Chronicles 
break off at a sentence which is found 
completed in the opening of the book of 
Ezra. 

The time covered by the two books of 
Ezra and Nehemiah together is about 
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a century; for the narrative of Ezra 
begins in the first year of the reign of 
Cyrus, 538 B. C., and that of Nehemiah 
stops soon after the thirty-second years 
of Artaxerxes, 432 B. C. A great part 
of this space, however, is left without 
record, as we shall see presently; and 
we may distinguish three periods: 1. 
The period that elapsed from the first 
return of exiles to the completion of the 
temple; 2. The time of Ezra’s activity 
as leader of the second colony of re- 
turned exiles; and 3. The period when 
Ezra and Nehemiah are seen together in 
the work of reformation at Jerusalem. 
The first two periods are embraced in 
the book of Ezra; the last, in the book 
of Nehemiah. 


The contents of the book of Ezra thus 
fall into two sections, ch. 1-6 giving an 
account of what happened before he ar- 
rived at Jerusalem, and ch. 7-10 narrat- 
ing Hzra’s own journey and the plant- 
ing of the colony that accompanied him. 


1. Cyrus having issued a decree per- 
mitting the return of exiled Jews to 
their own land, a colony under Zerub- 
babel, or Sheshbazzar, accompanicd by 
Joshua the high-priest, took advantage 
of the edict, and, arriving at Jerusalem, 
set up an altar for burnt offering and 
celebrated the Feast of Tabernacles (1 
to 3:6). In the second year the founda- 
tions of the temple were laid (3:8-13); 
but the work of building was impeded 
by the Samaritans, whose offers of as- 
sistance had been refused, till the reign 
of Darius (4). In the second year of 
that king’s reign the work was resumed 
under the earnest instigation of the 
prophets Haggai and Zechariah, though 
the adversaries did their utmost to 
hinder it (5); and finally, in the sixth 
year of Darius—t.e., the year 515 B.C. 
—the temple was finished, the dedica- 
tion was celebrated in a joyous feast, 
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and the Passover was observed in the 
same month (6). 

2. A period of fifty-seven years now 
elapses, till the seventh year of Artax- 
erxes I., called Longimanus—i. ¢., 458 
B.C. In that year Ezra obtained leave 
to bring a second colony to the holy city, 
receiving orders to the local governors, 
and offerings for the holy house. The 
journey occupied four months (8:1-32, 
cf. 7:8-10); and Ezra, delivering his 
credentials and presents to the proper 
authorities (8:33-36), set about inquir- 
ing into the condition of the inhabitants 
(cf. 7:14). When he found that the peo- 
ple, and even the Levites, had con- 
tracted mixed marriages and adopted 
heathen customs, he ‘sat down astonied 
till the evening sacrifice’ (9:1-4); and 
then, in the hearing of the people, made 
public confession of the national sin 
(9:5-15). This so moved the people that 
a public assembly was convened, at 
which it was agreed that all cases of 
trespass should be searched out. In two 
months this work was completed (10: 
1-17); and the book closes abruptly 
with a list of thos? who had offended, 
and who pledged themselves to put away 
their strange wives (10:18-44).’’ Nel- 
son’s ‘‘Bible Treasury.’’

NEHEMIAH, BOOK OF. 


“*The name of this book is given to it 
from the principal personage who ap- 
pears in its pages, in the same way as 
Ezra’s name is given to the book which 
is a companion to this. Certain parts 
are here also, as in the book of Ezra, 
written in the first person—viz., ch. 1-7; 
12:27-43; 13:4-31, and these we may 
accept as the work of Nehemiah himself. 
This book and the book of Ezra prop- 
erly form one whole, as has been ex- 
plained under ‘the book of Ezra.’ 

The contents form the sequel to the 
narrative of the book of Ezra. Ezra 
arrived in Jerusalem in the seventh year 
of Artaxerxes, and after the events that 
are related of him immediately on his 
arrival we hear nothing more of him till 
the arrival of Nehemiah, thirteen years 
later. In the twentieth year of Artax- 
erxes, Nehemiah, who was cupbearer 
to the king, being sad at the reports he 
had received of the condition of Judah, 
(1) obtained leave of absence, and was 
sent to Jerusalem as governor of the 
city. The favor shown to the Jews, and 
the dignity conferred on a Jewish gov- 
ernor, gave offence to the Samaritans 
(2:9, 10); but Nehemiah at once took 
measures for the repairing of the city 
wall, the local authorities giving him 
vigorous aid (2:11 to 3:32). He had to 
keep his workmen under arms to repel 
threatened attacks of Ammonites and 
Arabians (4). At the same time, he did 
not neglect the relief of the poor in the 
city (5). In fifty-two days the walls 
were completed. Meantime he had to 
exercise great prudence in eluding the 
machinations of his enemies (6); but 
. the work was completed, and faithful 
men were put in charge over the city 
and the gates (7:1-4). 

About a week after this, Ezra again 
comes on the scene. There is a great 
assembly, at which he publicly reads the 


Law, supported by priests and Levites, | 
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who explain what is read, the service 
being continued from early morn till 
noon (8:1-12). Then came a celebration 
of the Feast of Tabernacles, during 
which there was another public reading 
of the Law (8:13-18). After this ‘the 
seed of Israel separated themselves from 
all strangers’ (9:1-3), and entered into 
a solemn covenant to observe the ordi- 
nances of the Law (9:4 to 10:39). The 
population of the city was increased by 
bringing within the walls a number of 
inhabitants from the surrounding coun- 
try (11), and there was a formal service 
of dedication of the walls (12). Nehe- 
miah was recalled to Persia in the thirty- 
second year of Artaxerxes (13:6); and 
when he returned to Jerusalem (at some 
undefined time), he found that the high- 
priest, who was related to the Samaritan 
governor, had actually assigned a cham- 
ber in the temple to Tobiah, the gover- 
nor’s associate. Nehemiah cast forth 
the furniture of Tobiah, and cleansed 
the chamber, being still engaged in simi- 
lar work for the protection of the purity 
of the worship, when the book abruptly 
closes (13). 

The period embraced in the narrative 
of the book of Nehemiah is only about 
twelve years, unless Nehemiah’s absence 
at the court of Persia was prolonged. It 
was, however, a momentous period in 
the history of the Jews. After the pre- 
carious position of the struggling com- 
munity at the time of Ezra’s arrival, the 
time of the joint activity of Ezra and 
Nehemiah looked quite prosperous. The 
building of the wall and the orderly ar- 
rangement of the city under a governor 
of their own race, with all the prestige 
of the Persian empire, gave the Jews 
an advantage which the Samaritans 
might well envy. Above all, we observe 
now the high regard paid to the Law, 
and the reading of it as a regular in- 
stitution, which, more than all walls, 
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more than all imperial favors, tended to 
foster community of interest, to pre- 
serve the national separation of the 
Jews, and to fit them for the task they 
had yet to perform in the divine pur- 
pose of redemption. From this time on- 
wards there was given special attention 
to the preservation of the sacred Scrip- 


tures, and under a soil that seemed far 
from fertile lay the seed that was be- 
times to germinate into a new life.’’— 
Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury. ’’

“*The name of the Hebrew maiden who 
at the court of Ahasuerus, king of Per- 
sia, was the means of saving her people 
at a crisis in their history, has been 
given to the little book recording the 
incidents; and the ‘roll of Esther,’ or 
‘the roll,’ as it is usually called, par 
excellence, is to the Jews one of the 
most highly valued of the Old Testament 
writings. 

Its place in the English Bible has been 
determined by the desire to bring to- 
gether the whole of the historical books. 
But even thus, it is not in its strict 
chronological order; and, moreover, in 
the Hebrew Bible it stands in the third 
division of the Canon, or Hagiographa, 
and is reckoned one of the five rolls. 

The contents are familiar. Ahasuerus, 
believed to be Xerxes I., the successor 
of Darius, having repudiated his queen 
Vashti, Esther is selected from among 
the fairest maidens of the empire to take 
her place. She is a Jewess, brought up 
by her kinsman Mordecai, who sits at 
the king’s gate; but she conceals her 
lineage. Haman, a court favorite, takes 
offence at the want of respect shown to 
him by Mordecai, and contrives a plot 
for the massacre of the Jews and the 
confiscation of their property. Casting 
lots for an auspicious day on which to 
present his request to the king, he ob- 
tains the desired decree. Mordecai 
makes known the plot to Hsther, and 
entreats her to intercede with the king 
for her nation, which she determines to 
do. In furtherance of her plan, she in- 
vites the king and Haman to a banquet. 
Haman, taking this as a token of royal 
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favor, flatters himself with the success 
of his scheme, and prepares a gallows 
for Mordecai. The king, in a sleepless 
night, has the state records read to him, 
and learns that Mordecai had once dis- 
covered a plot against him, for which he 
had not been rewarded. When he meets 
Haman next day he asks him, ‘ What 
shall be done to the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour?’ and Haman, 
thinking only of himself, suggests a 
state pageant and a proclamation, and is 
ordered to carry out the suggestion in 
honor of Mordecai. Esther reveals the 
plot of Haman, who is hanged on the 
gallows he had prepared for his enemy; 
and orders are issued to the Jews in all 
the provinces to defend themselves 
against the attack which Haman’s proc- 
lamation had authorized. In memory of 
their deliverance, and with reference to 
Haman’s casting of lots, the feast of 
Purim (t.¢@., ‘lots’) is instituted. The 
feast continues to be observed to the 
present day. 

The historical value of the book can 
scarcely be called in question. The ref- 
erence to the feast of Purim at an early 
date (II Mace.) as ‘the feast of Mor- 
decai,’ and the continued celebration 
of it to the present time, can have no 
other explanation. All that is known of 
Xerxes also agrees with the part he 
plays in the book. He was fickle, capri- 
cious, ruled by court favorites, extrava- 
gant in his habits. The third year of his 
reign, at which the book opens, which 
would be about 482 B.C., would answer 
to the time at which his army was col- 
lected for the disastrous war with the 
Greeks, and between that and the sev- 
enth year, when Esther was made queen, 
would fall his defeats at Thermopyle and 
Salamis, 480 B.C.’’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible 
Treasury.’’

ECCLESIASTES. 


Text.—The preacher takes for his text 
the pessimistic words, ‘‘ Vanity of van- 
ities, all is vanity.’’? He sticks to his 
text throughout. Hence we do not have 
a book of good cheer and hopefulness, 
but a catalogue of things that disap- 
pointed the preacher. He gives himself 
up to a study of all that is painful and 
unsatisfying in human experience. He 
pours forth his complaints as boldly as 
did Job, and he seems not to have had 
any such deep experience of grace as 
that of the great patriarch. He was a 
man of reflection, a sage sorely disturbed 
by the evils all about him in human life. 
He gives such full and frank expression 
to his scepticism and his pessimism that 
he is counted by many modern critics as 
a confirmed doubter, the expressions of 
his faith in a general judgment and a 
future life being regarded as interpola- 
tions or additions to his manuscript. 
While frankly recognizing the many 
sceptical and gloomy paragraphs as com- 
ing from the inspired author, we must 
protest against the notion that he 
rested permanently on the lower levels 
reached in his search for the evils of 
human life. He has described fearlessly 
all that he could find fault with in 
man’s experience. He sets out to paint 
the vanity of human life, and he sticks 
to his text. The result is not atheism 
nor materialism nor confirmed pessi- 
mism, but a doctrine of man’s littleness 
and helplessness apart from faith. There 
can be no doubt about the author’s be- 
lief in God and the judgment. He ealls 
his readers to a prudent enjoyment of 
life’s pleasures, reminding them of the 
inevitable sorrows and disappointments 
of life. He is made sad by the oppres- 
sions and miseries around him, and his 
note nowhere becomes jubilant. Moder- 
ation, prudence, contentment, and resig- 
nation in the face of life’s sorrows and 
evils are the goal to which he would con- 
duct his readers.

The wicked 
are often honored, and even when they 
are punished, there is often great delay 
before the sentence is executed—8:9-13. 
The wicked and the righteous do not re- 
ceive their just deserts. When the 
preacher tried to understand this prob- 
lem he failed altogether—8:14-9:1. It 
is an evil that death comes alike to the 
wise man and to the fool, and after 
death men are forgotten—9:2-6. Hence 
man ought to enjoy himself as best he 
can, and do with his might whatever he 
finds to do—9:7-10. Man cannot control 


circumstances nor foresee the day of his 
death—9:11, 12. The wise man often 
loses the reward due him—9:13-16. A 
group of proverbs contrasting wisdom 
and folly—9:17—10:20. The wisdom of a 
beneficent and industrious life. There 
will be sad days enough—11:1-8. Enjoy 
life in youth, not unmindful of the Cre- 
ator, nor forgetting the weakness and 
helplessness of old age—11:9-12:8. Con- 
eluding proverbs—12:9-12. The end of 
the matter is to fear God and keep His 


commandments, for God will finally 
bring every work into judgment— 
12:13, 14. 


It is fitting that the Bible should con- 
tain a book in which the ills of human 
life should be portrayed in all their na- 
kedness. The preacher was tempted to 
renounce God, but he didn’t. We have 
much greater light than he, and would 
be without excuse, if we should fall into 
pessimism in the gospel dispensation. 


THE SONG OF SONGS. 


Character of the book.—Many of the 
best commentators of the last century 
have treated the song as a unity. They 
speak of it as belonging to the realm of 
dramatic poetry, though none imagine 
that it was to be acted before an audi- 
ence. Many recent students prefer to 
regard it as a collection of love songs 
with no well-defined plot. The early 
Jewish and Christian interpreters re- 
garded it as an allegory, the bridegroom 
representing Jehovah, or Christ, and the 
bride being his people or the soul of the 
believer. Modern opinion leans toward 
a literal interpretation rather than the 
allegorical. According to the literal in- 
terpretation, the Song is a collection of 
short poems in which the mutual love 
of man and woman finds fervid and 
chaste expression. Marriage, we are 
told, is ordained of God’s Word. A few 
combine the literal and the allegorical 
views into a typical interpretation, the 
lovers being in the first instance Solo- 
mon and a Shulammite maiden, but typ- 
ical of Christ and the church. The Song 
of Songs was written primarily for Ori- 
entals, and, judged by their standards, 
is eminently chaste. 

Outline.—No two commentators make 
precisely the same analysis of the poem. 
We may be able to help the English 
reader by distinguishing the male and 
the female addresses throughout the 
poem. The poem opens with an address 
to the bride—1:2-7. The first response 
is perhaps made by the daughters of 
Jerusalem—1:8. Then the bridegroom 
speaks to the bride—1:9-11. The bride 
replies to her lover—1:12-14. The bride- 
groom then praises the bride—1:15, and 
the bride replies—1:16-2:1. The lover 
again praises the bride—2:2, and she 
reciprocates—2:3-6. The following verse 
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should be rendered: ‘‘I adjure you, O 
daughters of Jerusalem, by the roes or 
by the hinds of the fields, that ye stir 
not up, nor awake love, until it please’’ 
—2:7. The bride continues her address 
—2:8-14. The following verse should be 
translated like 2:7, as above. The 
speaker in the remainder of chapter 3 is 
not fully revealed, though it may well 
be the bride—4:1-15. The bride makes 
a brief response—4:16. The bridegroom 
then speaks again—5:1. The bride re- 
lates a distressing experience—perhaps 
a dream—5:2-8. The daughters of Jeru- 
salem reply to the bride’s closing words 
—5:9. The bride sings the praises of her 
lover to the daughters of Jerusalem— 
5:10-16. Response of the daughters of 
Jerusalem—6:1. The bride replies—6:2, 
3. The bridegroom again addresses the 
bride—6:4-9. The speakers in the re- 
mainder of chapter 6 are not so clearly 
revealed; but verse 10 and the first half 
of verse 13 are probably by the daugh- 
ters of Jerusalem, and verses 11, 12, and 
the latter half of 13 by the bride. The 
bridegroom again describes the physical 
charms of the bride—7:1-9a. The bride 
responds—7:9b-8:3. Translate 8:4 as 
2:7. In each case it seems to close an 
address by the bride. Perhaps the 
daughters of Jerusalem ask the question 
in the first part of 8:5. Then the bride 
speaks—8:5b-7. We do not know who 
the speakers are in 8:8, 9; possibly the 
brother of the Shulammite. The bride 
resumes—8:10-12. The closing words of 
the bridegroom follow—8:13, and the 
bride’s words are the last in the Song— 
8:14. 

We may be permitted to say in clos- 
ing that this poem seems more chaste 
and beautiful after twenty years of 
careful study than it did at first. 


ISATAH. 


Meaning of the name.—Isaiah in He- 
brew means ‘‘ The Salvation of Jehovah.’’ 

The son of Amoz.—Is. 1:1; 2:1; 13:1; 
20:2; 37:2, ete. We know nothing addi- 
tional concerning Amoz, but he must not 
be confounded with Amos the prophet, 
whose name is spelled quite differently 
in Hebrew. 

Home.—Isaiah lived in Jerusalem— 
Ts. 7:3; 8:1, 2; 37:1-7, 33-35; 38:1-8; 
39:1-8. Isaiah was probably born and 
educated in Jerusalem, and his devotion 
to his native city has never been sur- 
passed by any of the world’s greatest 
patriots. His message was to Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

Wife and sons.—His wife he calls 
‘‘the prophetess,’?’ which probably 
means that she, too, received messages 
from God like Deborah and Huldah— 
Is. 8:3. There were born to them two 
sons, whose names were signs of coming 
events: Shear-jashub, meaning ‘‘a rem- 
nant shall return,’’ while Maher-shalal- 
hash- baz meant ‘‘speed - spoil - hurry - 
prey ’’—Is. 7:3; 8:3, 18. 

Date.—Isaiah began to prophesy in 
the year that King Uzziah died—lIs. 6:1. 
Ussher’s date for this event is 758 B.C., 
but recent scholars, following the lead 
of the students of Assyrian history, pre- 
fer a date from 740 to 736 B.C. Isaiah 
prophesied throughout the reigns of Jo- 
tham, Ahaz and Hezekiah—Is. 1:1. His 
ministry must have continued to the 
close of the eighth century B.C., and 
probably came to an end in the first dec- 
ade of the seventh century B.C. He was 
contemporary with Hosea and Micah. 

Relation to kings of Judah—Began 
to prophesy in the year that King Uz- 
ziah died—Is. 6:1. Wrote a history of 
Uzziah’s reign—II Chr. 26:22. Prophe- 
sied during the prosperous reign of Jo- 
tham—Is. 1:1. Sought to induce Ahaz 
to lean on Jehovah, rather than Pul, for 
aid—Is. 7:1-17. Predicted disasters that 
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would come upon Judah through the 
foolish policy of Ahaz in inviting the 
Assyrians to attack his foes, Syria and 
Israel—Is. 7:18-25. Predicted the re- 
covery of Hezekiah from a mortal ill- 
ness—Is. 20:1-7. Foretold the downfall 
of Egypt and Ethiopia before the Assy- 
rians—Is. 20:1-6. Rebuked Hezekiah 
for the reception he tendered the ambas- 
sadors of Merodach Baladan of Babylon, 
and foretold the Babylonian captivity— 
Is. 39:1-8. Thundered against the Egyp- 
tian alliance advocated by Hezekiah’s 
political advisers—Is. 30:1-7; 31:1-3. 
Encouraged Hezekiah when Sennach- 
erib threatened to storm Jerusalem and 
carry the people into exile—Is. 37:1-7, 
21-35. 

Symbolical actions——Gave names to 
his sons that were significant: Shear- 
jashub, indicating the preservation of 
a remnant from the destruction of exile, 
and Maher-shalal-hash-baz, pointing to 
the speedy overthrow of the allied 
Kings of Damascus and Samaria—lIs. 
7:3; 8:3, 4. Used display tablet to ar- 
rest attention—Is. 8:1. Walked three 
years without mantle and sandals as a 
sign of the downfall of Egypt before the 
Assyrians—Is,. 20:1—4. , 

Miracles.—Offers to Ahaz a miracu- 
lous sign from his God—lIs. 7:10-16. En- 
courages Hezekiah by the sign of the 
returning shadow on the steps of the 
dial of Ahaz—Is. 38:7, 8. 

Outbursts of the Prophet’s emotions. 
—Fear in the presence of Jehovah in the 
heavenly temple—Is. 6:5. Disappoint- 
ment in view of the difficult and dis- 
couraging task assigned him—Is. 6:11. 
Indignant prayer against the corrupt na- 
tion—Is. 2:9. Pity for suffering Moab— 
Is. 15:5; 16:11. Grief over the downfall 
of Babylon—Is. 21:1-10. Sorrow at the 
cowardice of Judah’s rulers—Is, 22:3, 4. 

Isaiah as a moral reformer.—Pleads 
for justice and kindness—Is. 1:16, 17. 
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Rebukes murder, theft, bribery and cruel 
indifference—Is. 1:21-23. Attacks lux- 
ury, militarism and haughtiness—Is. 2: 
7, 11. Rebukes the ruling classes for 
grinding the face of the poor—ls. 2:14, 
15. Rebukes the women of Jerusalem for 
wantonness and love of finery—Is. 3:16- 
4:1. Delivers a broadside against social 
abuses such as monopoly, intemperance, 
defiant unbelief, perversion of moral 
distinctions, conceit and injustice—Is. 
5:8-23. Emphasizes justice as one of the 
chief characteristics of the messianic 
reign—Is. 11:1-5. Condemns Moab for 
pride and boasting—Is. 15:6. Rebukes 
epicureanism in a time of disaster—lIs. 
22:12-14. Rebukes the pride of Tyre’s 
merchant princes—Is. 23:8, 9. Exposes 
the evils of drunkenness—Is. 28:1—-13. 
Preaches a vigorous, aggressive type of 
morality—Is. 33:13-16. Pleads for ces- 
sation of all oppression and injustice— 
Ts. 58:1-12; 59:1—18. 

Isaiah an inspired statesman.—Urges 
Ahaz to trust in Jehovah and be quiet 
when Syria and Israel were in alliance 
to*dethrone Ahaz. He estimated the al- 
lies at their real strength as only smok- 
ing stumps of firebrands, ready to go out 
—Is. 7:1-9. Predicts the disasters that 
will come upon Judah through the short- 
sighted policy of Ahaz in inviting the 
Assyrians to come to his aid against Pe- 
kah and Rezin—Is. 7:17-25. Foretold 
the speedy collapse of the alliance against 
Judah—Is. 8:1-4. Foresaw the dangers 
that the coming of the Assyrians would 
bring in, and announced the failure of 
Assyrian aggression in Jehovah’s land 
—Is. $:5-10. Took the measure of the 
Assyrian and boldly proclaimed him to 
be a rod with which to chastise rebel- 
lious Judah—Is. 10:5, 6. Foretold the 
overthrow of the proud Assyrian in the 
land of Judah—Is. 10:7-19, 24-27, 33, 
34; 14:24-27; 17:12-14; 29:5-8; 30:27- 
33; 31:8,9; 33:1-12,17-24; 37:5-7, 21-38. 
Took the measure of Egypt and Ethio- 
pia and opposed the policy of leaning 
upon Egypt for help against Assyria— 
Is. 30:1-7; 31:1-3; 20:1-6. Announced 
to Hezekiah the folly of showing Ju- 
dah’s treasures to ambassadors from 
Babylon, for Judah would one day be 
taken captive to Babylon—Is. 39:1-7. 


Predicted the fall of Babylon before the 
Medes—Is. 13:17-19. From his prophetic 
watchtower, Isaiah studied the history 
and character of the nations of the world 
in his day and foretold their fate—Is. 
chs. 13-23. Predicted the victorious ca- 
reer of Cyrus—Is. 41:25-27; 44:24; 45:7. 

Isaiah as a teacher of religion: (1) 
Teaching as to God. Isaiah’s favorite 
name for God is ‘‘The Holy One of Is- 
rael’’—Is. 1:4; 5:19, 24; 10:20; 12:6, 
DT DE oo eu alae “Tasca eile a37/S4e)- 
41:14, 16, 20; 43:3, 14; 45:11; 47:4, 48: 
17; 49:7; 54:5; 55:5; 60:9, 14. The same 
idea found in—Is. 6:3; 10:17; 29:23; 
40:25; 43:15; 49:7. If separation was 
the original meaning of the Hebrew 
word for holiness, it presently came to 
represent the moral perfection of Je- 
hovah. In Is. 6:1-5 the holiness ascribed 
to Jehovah by the Seraphim includes 
moral purity as well as transcendent 
glory. In striking contrast with Jeho- 
vah’s holiness is the uncleanness of the 
prophet’s lips. 

God is over all (transcendence)—Is. 
6:1; 2:11, 17, 19-21; 3:138—-15; 5:16; 24:1; 
31:4, 5; 40:12-31; 44:24-28. 

Jehovah presides over all nations and 
includes all in his providential rule—Is.

14:1, 2, 24-27; 18:4-7; 19:1-4, 19-25; 
23:8, 9; 41:1-4; 44:24; 45:7; 48:12-15. 

Jehovah is just, and will mete out jus- 
tice to offenders—Is. 1:5-7; 24-31; 2:10, 
11, 19; 3:13; 4:1; 5:5, 6, 8-10, 13-17, 24— 
30; 6:9-13; 7:17-25; 8:5-8; 9:8; 10:4;

JEREMIAH. 


Name and descent.—Jeremiah means 
either ‘‘Jehovah hurls’’ or ‘‘Jehovah 
founds.’’ The prophet was the son of 
Hilkiah, of a priestly family residing 
in Anathoth, a town a little over three 
miles northeast of Jerusalem in the land 
of Benjamin—Jer. 1:1, 2. He probably 
belonged to the line of Ithamar—I Ki. 
2:26. 

Life and times of Jeremiah.—He was 
probably born toward the close of the 
long and wicked reign of Manasseh 
(698-643 B.C.), and began to prophesy 
in the thirteenth year of Josiah’s reign 
(628 B.C.)—Jer. 1:2; 25:3. He was al- 
ready known as a fearless prophet when 
the Book of the Law was found by Hil- 
kiah in the eighteenth year of Josiah 
(623 B.C.) and the great reformation 
was inaugurated by Josiah. He was per- 
haps unpopular because of his severe de- 
nunciation of Judah’s sins, so that the 
officers of King Josiah consulted the 
prophetess Huldah rather than Jeremi- 
ah as to the possibility of escape from 
the curses found in Deuteronomy against 
apostasy—II Ki. 22:14-20. He seems to 
have estimated at its real value the icon- 
oclastic reformation inaugurated by Jo- 
siah, neither condemning the movement, 
which sprang solely from the zeal of 
the reforming king, nor permitting him- 
self to expect too much from a superfi- 
cial reformation. He knew that the 
hearts of the people were not really 
weaned from idolatry and its attendant 
evils. We perhaps have little from Jere- 
miah during the period between 623 B.C. 
and the death of Josiah (610 B.C.). 
Some scholars think that he preached in 
Jerusalem and the cities of Judah in ad- 
vocacy of the covenant made by Josiah 
to observe the Mosaic law—Jer. 1:1-8. 
It is by no means certain that this tour 
of Judah was made during the reign of 
Josiah. Jeremiah was greatly grieved 
at the tragic death of good king Josiah, 
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and composed a lamentation over his 
death—II Chr. 35:25. 

Jeremiah predicted that Jehoahaz 
(Shallum), who was dethroned by Phar- 
aob-necoh after a reign of only three 
months, would never return from Egypt, 
whither he had been carried captive— 
Jer. 22:10-12. 

Under Jehoiakim (609-598 B.C.) Jere- 
miah’s trials multiplied. In the begin- 
ning of Jehoiakim’s reign he was ar- 
rested for his fearless preaching in the 
court of the temple and put on trial for 
his life—Jer. 26:1-15. But for the fair- 
ness of the princes, the priests and false 
prophets would have put him to death— 
Jer. 26:16-19. His colleague Uriah was 
put to death by King Jehoiakim—Jer. 
26:20-24. Much of Jer. 7-20 belongs to 
the early part of Jehoiakim’s reign, es- 
pecially 7:1-20. The prophet’s grief over 
the incurable stubbornness of his rebel- 
lious people was intense—Jer. 8:18-9:6. 
Jeremiah’s life was threatened by the 
men of Anathoth, his native town—Jer. 
11:18-23. Even his own family joined 
those who were plotting to destroy him 
—Jer. 12:5, 6. His tender appeal to his 
people was unheeded—Jer. 13:15-17. He 
was cursed by all—Jer. 15:10. In his 
loneliness and isolation he was forbid- 
den to marry—Jer. 16:2. The prophet is 
finally arrested by the chief officer of 
the temple and put in the stocks—Jer. 
20:1, 2. Smarting under the sense of in- 
justice and failure, Jeremiah curses the 
day of his birth—Jer. 20:14-18. In the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim (605 B.C.) the 


Egyptians and the Bablyonians fought - 


at Carchemish a battle that decided the 
fate of Syria and Palestine. Jeremiah 
foretold the defeat of the Egyptians— 
Jer, 46:1-12. From this fateful year to 
the close of his life Jeremiah preached 
submission to Nebuchadrezzar of Baby: 
lon—Jer. 25:1-11; 27:1-22; 28:12-14; 
29:1-9; 21:1-14; 34:1-7; 37:3-10, 16-20; 
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38:1—3, 14-23. Jeremiah witnessed the 
sad departure of young Jehoiachin for 
Babylon in 598 B.C. 

Under Zedekiah Jeremiah suffered less 
from royal opposition, but the patriotic 
party in Jerusalem came to regard him 
as a traitor, and he was arrested and 
‘imprisoned as he sought to escape from 
Jerusalem during the absence of the be- 
sieging army, when the Babylonians 
broke up the siege in order to repel the 
army of Pharoah-hophra—Jer. 37:11-15. 
His confinement was mitigated by the 
favor of the king, though he was still 
held as a prisoner—Jer. 37:16-21. For 
advising men to surrender to the Chal- 
deans Jeremiah was cast into a pit to 
die, but was delivered through the kind- 
ness of an Ethiopian—Jer. 38:1-13. He 
remained a prisoner until the capture of 
the city by the Babylonians—Jer. 38: 
14-39:10. 

At the capture of Jerusalem, Jeremi- 
ah was first taken in chains to Ramah, 
but he was released by the Babylonians 
and sent back to support Gedaliah, the 
governor appointed by the Babylonians 
—Jer. 40:1-6. After the assassination 
of Gedaliah Jeremiah was carried by 
force into Egypt—Jer. 42:1-43:7. He 
sought in vain to wean his people from 
the worship of idols—Jer. 44. According 
to a Jewish tradition he was put to 
death by his own countrymen. 

The ministry of Jeremiah, though long 
and faithful, was apparently a complete 
failure. An intense patriot, he was ac- 
counted a traitor; longing to turn his 
people from sin and captivity, he must 
constantly announce the certainty of 
exile; a lover of peace, he spent his life 
battling against idolatry. 

The Book of Jeremiah.—Interesting 
light upon the composition of the book 
may be found in statements contained 
in the roll of his prophecies. During the 
first twenty-three years of his ministry 
he seems to have put forth no book, but 
depended rather upon the spoken word. 
In 605 B.C., the year of Nebuchadrez- 
zar’s invasion of Syria and Palestine, 
Jeremiah was commanded to put in writ- 
ing the substance of his messages for 
the previous twenty-three years—Jer. 
36:1-8. The following year this roll of 


Jeremiah’s prophecies was read by Ba- 
ruch in the court of the temple—Jer. 36: 
9,10. It was then read in the hearing of 
the princes, and when they reported to 
the king the importance of the messages 
it contained, the roll was brought before 
Jehoiakim, who cut it to pieces and 
threw it into the fire—Jer. 36:11-26. The 
prophet was then commissioned to re- 
produce the roll, and many like words 
were added to the prophecies—Jer. 36: 
27-32. Possibly this second edition con- 
tained the first twenty chapters of our 
present book. It is impossible to trace 
the growth of the roll with accuracy, but 
the genuineness of practically all the 
present book cannot be successfully 
challenged. The Septuagint text differs 
widely from the Hebrew; but the He- 
brew edition of Jeremiah’s prophecies 
is in general to be preferred, though in 
some passages the Greek translation may 
have preserved the true text. 


Characteristic teachings.—(1) Folly, 
ingratitude and vileness of idolatry— 
Jer. 1:16; 2:9-3:22; 5:7-9, 19; 7:29-34; 
9212-165 119-1316: 10-13. 17215 2-18:

(2) Freedom of Jehovah to change His 
attitude to meet the changed attitude of 
men—Jer. 18:1-12. God’s warnings and 
promises are usually conditional, even 
when the condition is not expressly 
stated. 

(8) The infinite superiority of obedi- 
ence to burnt-offerings and sacrifices— 
Jer. 7:21—26. 

(4) Intercessory prayer not always 
availing—Jer. 7:16-20; 11:14; 15:1-4. 
Men may go so far in transgression that 
prayer on their behalf cannot be an- 
swered. 

(5) Jehovah’s patience with His im- 
patient messenger—Jer.

This doctrine is the fitting climax to 
Jeremiah’s ministry. Living in a pe- 
riod when the kingdom of God seemed 
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about to be swallowed up by the heathen 
world-power, Jeremiah taught that Je- 
hovah would make a new covenant and 
write His law in men’s hearts. No 
longer would He deal with the nation as 


a whole and with commandments on ta- 
bles of stone, but with individuals in 
whose hearts He would write His law. 
See Heb. 8:6-13 for the rich significance 
of this prophecy of a new covenant. 


LAMENTATIONS. 


Its place in the Bible.—Our English 
version follows the Septuagint in placing 
Lamentations directly after Jeremiah. 
In the mode of counting which reduces 
the number of the Old Testament books 
to twenty-two, Lamentations is counted 
as part of Jeremiah. In the Hebrew 
Bibie, however, it is transferred to the 
Hagiographa, where it is placed be- 
tween Ruth and Ecclesiastes. 

Structure.—It consists of five sepa- 
rate poems, all on the same subject. The 
first four are acrostic in structure—that 
is to say, the first verse begins with the 
first letter of the Hebrew alphabet, the 
second with the second letter, and so on 
throughout the twenty-two letters. There 
is a variation in the third chapter, where 
the first three verses begin each with 
the first letter, the second three each 
with the second letter, and so on. There 
are certain variations in the order of 
the letters, interesting to students of 
the alphabet. On the whole, it is sur- 
prising how little this artificial arrange- 
ment seems to cramp the flow of feeling 
in the poems. 


Subject.—They are songs of mourn- 
ing over Jerusalem, after she had been 
desolated by Nebuchadrezzar. There is no 
strong insistence upon ethical or spiri- 
tual lessons, though of necessity such 
lessons are taught, but rather an out- 
pouring of indignant but heartbroken 
sorrow and grief, 

Authorship.—Tradition attributes it 
to Jeremiah. The tradition is of great 
antiquity. It appears in the Septuagint 
as a heading to the book. There is al- 
ways an element of weakness in anony- 
mous tradition, but in this case the tra- 
dition is in itself probable. It is con- 
firmed by the fresh and graphic char- 
acter of the lamentations themselves, an 
indication that they were composed 
while the calamity was still fresh in the 
memory of those who suffered. There 
are some linguistic differences between 
these threnodies and the prophecies of 
Jeremiah, but not more than is found 
in the works of other versatile men, 
when they engage in different kinds of 
literary composition. - 


EZEKIEL. 


Name.—Ezekiel means ‘‘God strength- 
ens..””, 

Personal history.—Ezekiel was a priest 
by birth and training, called in the fifth 
year of King Jehoiachin’s captivity 
(593 B.C.) to be a prophet among the 
exiles by the river Chebar in Babylonia 
—Ez. 1:1-3. It is thought by many that 
he was thirty years of age at the time 
of his call to the prophetic office—Hz. 
1:1. He was inducted into the prophetic 
ministry by a vision of Jehovah seated 
on a throne which was borne up by four 


living creatures—Hz. 1:4-28. He was” 


profoundly moved by the visions that 
God gave him—Ez. 1:28-2:2; 3:12-15; 
8:1-4; 11:13, 22-25. He was frequently 
consulted by the elders of Israel—EHz. 
8:1; 14:1; 20:1. He seems to have been 
an eloquent and popular speaker—Ez. 
33:30-33. The scene of his ministry was 
Tel-abib, on the canal Chebar in lower 
Babylonia—Ez. 3:15. He lived in his 
own house among the exiles—KHz. 8:1; 
12:1-7. He was married, but his wife 
died during the siege of Jerusalem about 
588 B.C.—Ez. 24:15-24. He exercised 
his ministry from 593 B.C. to 571 B.C.— 
Ez. 1:1-8; 29:17. Like Jeremiah, Ezekiel 
was made strong and bold for his diffi- 
eult ministry—Ez. 3:4-9. 

Style of Ezekiel.—He is fond of sym- 
bolical actions performed as object les- 


sons—Hz. 4:1-5:4; 6:11; 12:3-7, 17; 21: | 


6, 12, 14; 24:15-18. He also employs rid- 
dles—Hz. 17:1-24. He is fond of para- 
bles—Hz. 20:49; 24:3-14. He paints pic- 
tures, not with a few bold strokes like 
Isaiah, but with attention to the minut- 
est details—HEz. 1:4-28; 10:1-22; 27:1- 
36; 37:1-10; 39:1-20; 40:1-48:35. He 
‘traces analogies with great fulness of 
detail—Ez. 16:1-63; 23:1-49; 31:1-18; 
34:1-31. 

Nature of Ezekiel’s ministry He was 
called to be a watchman—Kz. 3:17-21; 
33:1-9. He was to speak Jehovah’s mes- 
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sage to Israel as a whole—Ez. 3:1-11. 
In Kzekiel’s time the nation was erum- 
bling to pieces, and he was inspired to 
develop and emphasize Jeremiah’s teach- 
ing concerning individual responsibility. 
Ezekiel was therefore much like a mod- 
ern pastor, watching over individual 
souls. 

From 593 B.C. to 587 B. C. his message 
was largely one of rebuke and warning. 
Like his contemporary and teacher, Jere- 
miah, he punctured the false hopes of 
his people—Kz. 4-24. After the fall of 
Jerusalem in 587 B.C. he was inspired to 
encourage the dispirited exiles with 
promises of restoration to the land of 
Israel and a renewal of the divine bless- 
ing—Ez. 33-48. The transition between 
rebuke and consolation is made in the 
prophecies against the enemies of Israel 
—Kz. 25-32. 

In Ezekiel’s experience the trance or 
ecstasy plays a larger part than in the 
experience of earlier prophets—Ez. 8— 
11; 40-48. Daniel and Zechariah follow 
Ezekiel in this particular. 

Ezekiel’s message to men of all ages. 
—The early prophets have more that is 
of a permanent value in the realm of 
civic righteousness, for they addressed a 
nation in its own land charged with the 
responsibility of national life. The 
exile scattered the members of the Jew- 
ish people far and wide over the earth, 
and they no longer had native kings and 
could have little corporate unity in mat- 
ters of civil government. Hence the mes- 
sage of Ezekiel is largely a message to 
the individual concerning his religious 
duties. The following are some of the 
doctrines most impressively taught by 
Ezekiel: 

(1) Jehovah’s care for His name among 
the nations of mankind. Israel had pro- 
faned His name by its sins, but Jeho- 
vah will jealously guard His name in 
the interest of all mankind, that the 
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glory of God be not obscured through 
Israel’s faithlessness—Hz. 20:9, 14, 22, 
44; 36:20-36; 39:7. 

(2) Individual freedom and responsi- 
bility. Chapters 18 and 33 are classic 
passages for this important doctrine. 
Hzekiel teaches that no one is necessar- 
ily under the dominion of his father’s 
righteousness or wickedness: he may 
break away from either, and will be 
judged accordingly—Ez. 18:1-20. Fur- 
thermore, no man is necessarily under 
the dominion of his own past life, 
whether righteous or wicked: he may 
break away from it, and will be judged 
accordingly—Ez. 18:21-32; 33:10-16. No 
man can presume upon his father’s 
goodness or his own righteous past, and 
no man need despair because of his 
father’s wickedness or his own wicked 
past. 

(3) Jehovah longs for the salvation of 
all men—Hiz. 18:23, 32; 33:11. He takes 
an oath by Himself that He has no pleas- 
ure in the death of the wicked. 


(4) Jehovah’s promise of spiritual re- 
newing—Hz. 11:19; 36:24-28. Here again 
Ezekiel develops the teaching of Jere- 
miah concerning the new covenant—Jer. 
31:31-34; 32:37-40. 

(5) The messianic teaching—(a) The 
new heart—Hz. 11:16-20; 36:25-36. (b) 
The wonderful cedar spring—Kz. 17:22- 
24. (c) False rulers give way to Him 
whose right it is to reign—Hz. 21:26, 27. 
(d) Unfaithful shepherds removed be- 
fore the true Shepherd, the Second Da- 
vid—Hz. 34:11-31. (e) The resurrection 
of dead Israel to be followed by the re- 
union of divided Israel—Ez. 37. (f) 
Overthrow of all enemies of Jehovah’s 
kingdom—Ez. Chs. 38 and 39. (g) The 
stream that gives life—Hz. 47:1-12. The 
Dead Sea is transformed into a picture 
of life and prosperity by the stream that 
took its rise on the temple hill. Ezekiel’s 
message is one of boundless hope for the 
moral and spiritual transformation of 
mankind.

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—Hosea is 
the last of the great prophets of the north- 
ern kingdom. To understand his place in 
history and prophecy, we must note the 
twofold division of his writings. Chs. 
1-3 were written about 748 B.C., and 
chs. 4-14 about 734 B.C. At the former 
date the house of Jehu (1:4) was still 
upon the throne. Jeroboam, its most 
powerful representative, was then in his 
latest years. Israel was felt to be near- 
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ing its doom; and Hosea (3:4) predicts 
the coming captivity with more defi- 
niteness than had been done by Amos. 
The domestic political situation is 
nearly the same as under Amos. In the 
second part, the inner condition of Israel 
is materially affected for the worse. 
Pekah, the last independent king of 
Samaria, is now upon the throne. In the 
interval has occurred a series of revo- 
lutions and usurpations such as those 
which marked the early history of the 
northern kingdom. The brief reign of 
Zechariah, the last of the line of Jehu, 
was followed by the briefer term of the 
usurper Shallum. Then came another 
coup d’état under Menahem. His son, 
Pekahiah (737, 736), was in his turn 
dethroned by Pekah, whose reign was 
signalized by the alliance with Damas- 
cus against Assyria and Judah, its de- 
feat by Tiglath-pileser, and the annexa- 
tion to Assyria of most of Israel east 
and west of Jordan. Hosea’s prophecies 
were uttered before this last event. But 
the crisis was manifestly approaching. 
The situation was complicated by the 
policy of an alliance with Egypt. Hosea 
had always perceived that this must end 
in the absolute ruin of Israel, and at 
the very beginning of the new reign he 
warns his people against it. The moral 
condition«of the community is shown, 
by the allusions of the prophet, to have 
kept pace in its degeneration with the 
decay and dissolution of the nation. It 
is apparently even worse than the state 
of things depicted by Amos. Isa. 28 and 


~ Mic. 1, which follow close in time upon 


Hosea, may serve as a supplement :to 
his description of the public and private 
morals of Samaria in the days of its 
decline. 

The prophet’s message.—I. Chs. 1-3 
have to do with the painful and pathetic 
personal history of Hosea. They sym- 
bolized Jehovah’s separation from His 
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people, the deprivation they thereby en- 
dured, and their restoration to the privi- 
leges of His worship and favor. 

II. Chs. 4-14—It is impossible to 
give even a brief analysis of this longer 
division. To summarize it, one would 
need to give the contents of a‘ large 
number of short sections. But the divi- 
sion into chapters enables us to form 
larger groups, each of them having a 
characteristic tone and drift. 1. In chs. 
4-6 we find mainly charges of gross 
iniquity, ch. 4 being directed against 
the people at large, ch. 5 specially 
against the priests and princes as their 
leaders in wrongdoing, and ch. 6 against 
Israel in general, as still obdurate in 
spite of an earnest call to repentance. 
2. In chs. 7-10 the predominating 
thought is impending punishment, cul- 
minating in exile (9:3, 6; 10:5, 6), as 
the consequence of unfaithfulness and 
transgression. 3. Chs. 11-13 show more 
of a relenting mind; there is more in 
them of hopeful remonstrance and ten- 
der expostulation. These are present in 
the earlier sections, but here they seem 
to overflow in tears which almost blot 
out the threatenings and accusations. 
4. Ch. 14 consists exclusively of entreaty 
and rich promises of blessing as the re- 
sult of inward and heartfelt repentance. ’’

‘“‘Character and style.—The difficulty 
of analyzing the main portion of the 
prophecy is partly due to the fact that 
we have in it an abstract of numerous 
discourses, extending over many years, 
each of the utterances being condensed 
to an extreme degree. But it is also 
largely due to the prevailing mood of 
the prophet and his habit of mind. He 
is the most subjective and individual of 
the prophets. His own feelings are in- 
tense, easily aroused, and_ readily 
swayed from the extreme of despond- 
ency to high expectation. In mental dis- 
position Hosea is a perfect contrast to 
Amos, who is one of the most objective 
of all writers, his message carrying 
weight by its inherent force alone. 
Hosea had the temperament of the lyric 
poet, and many of his passages are odes 
or dirges pure and simple. In ‘tragic 
pathos’ he is unexcelled. There is great 
variety of thought and of emotional 
coloring in his book. His images are 
not, as a rule, elaborated, but are struck 
off in a word or two. His style in gen- 
eral is ejaculatory, as if he were eager 
to relieve his soul of its strain and bur- 
den. Withal he is so rich in sympathy 
and moral insight that his discourses are 
full of pregnant observations on life 
and manners, as well as of moral reflec- 
tions, and these are all the more easily 
remembered on account of the epigram- 
matic mode of expression.’’—Nelson’s

Minis- 
try undated, but at a time of plagues 
and drought—1:4-12, 17-20; 2:1-10. A 
prophet of poetic thought—1:2; 2:17; 
almost all poetry. Style descriptive and 
scenic, almost dramatic—1:2-13; 2:3- 
11; 3:9-16. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—The date 
of Joel is difficult to fix with certainty; 
but most probably it was about 770 B.C.,a 
few years before Amos and Hosea. Co- 
incidences with Amos are marked (cf. 
chs. 8:16 with Amos 1:2, chs. 3:18 with 
Amos 9:13). Many nations are cited as 
hostile, but Syria is not referred to, per- 
haps because Judah had not greatly suf- 
fered like Israel from Damascus. The 
Assyrians are not mentioned, but at that 
date they were inactive and innocuous. 
It was a time of many and grave natu- 
ral calamities in Western Asia, and Joel 
deals with them particularly. 

The prophet’s message.—I. Chs. 1 to 
2:17.—There is to be a ‘day of Jeho- 
vah’—1.¢., a day of his power and 
judgment—for Judah and Jerusalem, 
symbolized by a plague of locusts, 
whose devastation is described. To 
meet the calamity, Joel calls for prayer 
and fasting (ch. 1). A still more vivid 
and figurative description of the same 
plague is again given, and a more earn- 
est entreaty made for penitence and 
mourning (2:1-17). 

II. Chs. 2:18 to 3:21.—Jehovah Him- 
self gives His answer to the prayer for 
help: a promise of relief from famine, 
of abundance of rain and rich harvests 
to make up for the spoiling of the lo- 
eusts (2:18-27). A new spirit is to come 
from God upon all the people, so that, 
when days of fiery trial come, they shall 


remember to call upon Him and be saved 
(28-32). Jehovah’s restoration of His 


. people, who have been sold into slavery 


by the Phenicians and Philistines, is 
to be accompanied by a judgment upon 
their foes, who in their turn are to be 
sold by the Jews into bondage and exile 
(3:1-8). The nations are summoned to 
muster themselves to meet God in judg- 
ment (9-14). In the terrors of that day 
Jerusalem shall find refuge in its Lord. 
Instead of destruction, prosperity shall 
be the portion of. God’s people, while the 
persecuting nations shall be desolate 
(15-21).’’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury. ’’ 

Outline.—Part first presents calam- 
ities and a call to fasting, prayer and 
repentance—1:1-2:17. 

Part second, material and spiritual 
blessings following reformation—2:18- 
3:21. 

The calamities are: The palmer-worm, 
locust, canker-worm, caterpillar and 
drought—1:4, 10-12, 17-20; 2:4-10, 23, 
24, 

The blessings are: Rains, fruits, out- 
pourings of the Holy Spirit and over- 
throw of cruel enemies—2: 20-25, 28, 29; 
3:1-8, 14, 18-21. 

Special themes of the Book are: ‘‘The 
Day of Jehovah’’ as a day of terrible 
judgments—1:15; 2:1, 2, 11, 31. Fast- 
ing and self-denial, in the face of calam- 
ity—1:8, 14; 2:12, 15, 17. As assembly 
for prayer—1:14; 2:15, 16. The merciful 
character of Jehovah—2:12-14, 18-27. 
The just punishment of nations hostile 
to Judah—3:1-13, 19. 

Chief doctrines: Judah’s calamities 
are a call to penitence and service to 
Jehovah—1:14; 2:12-17. And Jehovah 
will turn with blessings to those who 
turn to Him—2:12-14, 18-28. 

‘“Character and style—For the under- 
standing of Joel an appreciation of 
Oriental symbolism is necessary, as well 
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as a knowledge of the relation of Judah 
to its closest neighbors. We must con- 
tinually translate metaphor into fact, 
and reduce poetic hyperbole to the 
measure of historic reality. The aim of 
the prophet was to both warn and en- 
courage his people in view of great na- 
tional calamities. They should be saved, 
while their malicious foes should be 
grievously afflicted. But the relief de- 
pends upon repentance and amendment. 
The style of Joel is smooth and flowing, 
as of one who had himself (unlike Hosea 
and Jeremiah) no inward doubts and 


“, 


struggles, whatever might be the na- 
tional or the individual outlook.’’—Nel- 
son’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’ 

Peculiar expressions.—‘‘The day of 
Jehovah’ ’—1:15; 2:1, 11, 31; 3:14. See 
Zech. 14:7. The harvest—3:13. See Mt.

AMOS, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.—Probably a man of 
Judah, as his home was Tekoa—Amos 
1:1. A herdsman—1:1; 7:14. A culti- 
vator of sycamore trees—7:14; and not 
of a prophetic family—7:14, 15. Call 
direct from God—7:15. Felt constrained 
to prophesy—3:8. Prophesied mainly 
for Israel—1:1, 2; 2:6; 3:18; 4:1, 5, 12; 
5:1, 4; 7:8, 9; 8:2; 9:7. Incidentally of 
Judah—2:4, 5; 3:1; 9:11. 

Time.‘ Two years before the earth- 
quake,’’ in days of Uzziah and Jero- 
boam II—1:1; Zech. 14:5; cf. Jos. Ant. 
ix:x:4. 

Accused of treason and ordered away 
by the priest Amaziah—7:10-18. 

Amos related his commission and pro- 
nounced a judgment on Amaziah—7: 
14-17. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—Amos was 
a shepherd, and a cultivator of sycamore 
trees, living at Tekoa, nine miles south of 
Jerusalem. He was thus a Judaite, 
though his prophecy has to do directly 
with the northern kingdom. He ap- 
peared at Bethel, the chief seat of the 
semi-idolatrous worship of Israel, about 
765 B.C., moved to speak on behalf of 
Jehovah and righteousness among un- 
sympathetic and even hostile surround- 
ings. He was not a professional prophet 
—that is to say, he did not belong to 
one of the prophetic guilds or schools, 
membership in which was, as a rule, 
hereditary (7:14ff.). Nor had he pur- 
sued his vocation under the auspices of 
the court in Jerusalem. He was simply 
moved to prophesy by the force of the 
Spirit of God within him (3:8). His 
public life fell on a critical time for his 
own country, and especially for the kin- 
dred nations. Both Judah and Israel 
had had a time of unprecedented pros- 
perity, including an increase of terri- 
tory, of commercial advantages, and of 
material wealth. But in this very self- 


aggrandizement there lay the seeds of | 
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political and religious dissolution for 
both nationalities. Northern Israel was 
in the greatest danger for reasons which 
the prophecy unfolds. Hence the stern 
and solemn warning of Amos. Yet the 
kingdom was outwardly at peace. It 


“was the middle of the reign of Jero- 


boam IT., while Uzziah was king in Ju- 
dah. The force of the long oppression 
by the Syrians of Damascus, east and 
west of Jordan, had been broken by the 
repeated onslaughts of the Assyrians, 
and Israel could breathe freely. Assyria 
itself was now harmless—torn by in- 
ternal dissensions and depressed by na- 
tional disasters. Amos treats freely of 
the surrounding peoples. He foresees 
the rise of Assyria to greater power 
than ever, and her dominion over Israel 
as a punishment for the sins and follies 
which he is sent to rebuke, and against 
which throughout his prophecy he pro- 
tests in vain. 

The prophet’s message.—The essence 
of the message of Amos is—(1) That 
Israel, as the professed people of Jeho- 
vah, is bound to follow after righteous- 
ness; and (2) that immorality and ir- 
religion, which are essentially sins 
against Jehovah’s nature and claims, 
necessarily bring punishment from Jeho- 
vah. These ideas are enforced in differ- 
ent ways in each of the three divisions 
of the book. 

I. Chs. 1 and 2 illustrate, by means 
of a historical survey, the results of evil 
conduct upon a national scale. A brief 
introduction (1:1, 2) declares that Jeho- 
vah is coming in His might for judg- 
ment upon the land. Then the people of 
Damascus are cited as examples of His 
vengeance (1:3-5). In the style proper 
to Hebrew prophecy, a single feature of 
the Syrian national policy is chosen as 
characteristic of the whole—namely, the 
merciless repression of Israel east of 
the Jordan. For its dealings with Israel, 
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therefore, Damascus is to lose its inde- 
pendence; it is to be taken by storm, 
and its people are to be carried away to 
their original home in Kir (cf. 9:7). 
Similarly each of the surrounding na- 
tions is arraigned for some typical act 
of cruelty. Thus condemnation and 
judgment are uttered against the Phil- 
istian cities (1:6-8), Tyre (1:9, 10), 
Edom (1:11, 12), Ammon (1:13-15), and 
Moab (2:1-3). Judah is next threat- 
ened for direct rejection of the com- 
mands of Jehovah (2:4, 5). Thus the 
way is prepared for the special applica- 
tion of the law of righteousness and 
judgment to Israel (2:6-16), for greed, 
dishonesty, licentiousness, and profan- 
ity. 

II. Chs. 3-6.—This division is an ex- 
pansion and exposition of the preceding 
summary indictment of Israel. Its three 
parts (chs. 3, 4, 5 and 6) are each 
marked by the introductory challenge, 
‘Hear ye this word.’ 1. Ch. 3. Israel 
is Jehovah’s own people, therefore in 
faithfulness He must chastise it for its 
sins, and that according to just laws of 
retribution: (a) Evil that happens to 
God’s chosen people comes from His 
superintendence. Its announcement by 
the prophets is really the utterance of 
His voice (ver. 1-8). (b) The very 
heathen are called to witness the enor- 
mities that are committed in Samaria 
(vera 9,10), (c) An Svadversarys sis 
to be raised up against Samaria—the 
terrible Assyrian—who shall make an 
end of the prosperity and pride of its 
nobles and people, its monuments of 
luxury, and its religious vanities (ver. 
11-15). 2. Ch. 4. (a) The voluptuous- 
ness and careless cruelty of the women 
of the upper classes in Samaria shall 
bring its just reward (ver. 1-3). (b) An 
ironical suggestion is offered to the 
transgressors to resort to their sacred 
places and sacrifices for relief (ver. 4, 
5). (c) They are reminded of their 
manifold chastisement: famine, drought, 
blasted and withered crops, death by 
plague and battle and earthquake; and 
now, since these have failed of their 
due effect, they must prepare to meet 
their final doom (ver. 6-13). 3. Chs. 5 
6. (a) A lamentation is uttered over 


the impending ruin of Israel (5:1-3). 
(b) Repeated adjurations are made to 
‘seek Jehovah and live’ (ver. 4-9). 
(c) Charges of various sorts of injus- 
tice are renewed, with a prediction of 
the sad time that is coming to those who 
refuse to ‘seek good and not evil’ 
(ver. 10-17). (d) The absurdity of 
their desiring the intervention of Jeho- 
vah is set forth (ver. 18-20). (e) Their 
religious gatherings, so mixed with 
idolatry, their sacrifice and worship, are 
loathsome to Jehovah; they and their 
idols alike shall go into exile (ver. 21- 
27). (£) With all the prestige, self-con- 
fidence, luxury, and selfishness of the 
nobles of Samaria, they shall be the 
first to go into captivity (6:1-7). (g) 
Pestilence, with all its domestic horrors, 
makes another prelude to the loss of 
home and country through the dreaded 
Assyrian (ver. 8-14). 

III. Chs. 7-9.—The framework of this 
section is a series of visions setting 
forth in striking images the threatened 
judgments. 1. Visions of locusts, of 
fire, and of a plumbline testing the 
houses and sanctuaries of Israel (7:1- 
9). 2. These are followed by the only 
narrative contained in the prophecy: 
the attempt of the priest of Bethel to 
silence Amos and secure his expulsion 
from the kingdom of Jeroboam, with 
the announcement by the prophet of his 
awful fate (ver. 10-17). 3. The vision 
of a basket of summer fruit so speedily 
devoured, with its application to the 
people who have earned swift and la- 
mentable destruction by their dishon- 
esty and rapacity (ch. 8). 4. A vision 
of the temple smitten and shattered, 
and falling upon the devoted heads of 
the congregation of Israel so that none 
shall escape (9:1-6). 5. Yet in a 
brighter future a remnant, the true 
Israel, shall be saved, while the ‘sin- 
ners’ shall perish. The redeemed shall 
return to the old land, shall rebuild and 
replant it, and shall flourish under the 
blessing of the God of the covenant 
(ver. 7-15).’’—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treas- 
ury.°?

Historical allusions.—To cruelties of 
Damascus, Gaza, Tyre, Edom, Moab, Is- 
rael—1:3, 6, 9, 18; 2:16, 17; 3:9-11. To 
defections of Judah—2:4. To fam- 
ines, blights, plagues and pestilences 
in Israel—4:6-13. To corrupting of 
prophets and nazirites—2:11, 12. To 
Exodus from Egypt—3:1; 9:7. And

‘“Character and style.—Next to Isaiah 
and Jeremiah, Amos is the greatest of 
the prophets. Both in matter and form 


his prophecy stands quite in the highest 
rank of Biblical compositions. He was 
the pioneer prophet in giving sys- 
tematic expression to the faith of the 
true Israel. He was the founder of that 
great school of which Isaiah and Micah 
were the leading later representatives, 
and whose cardinal doctrines were that 
private and social morality are a neces- 
sary outcome of the religion of Jeho- 
vah, and that they are also essential to 
the well-being of the state. Apart from 
his significance as a reformer and 
teacher of his own age and nation, he 
is one of the great prophets of all time. 
His book is a manual of the principles 
of social reform. None have ever shown 
better than he the evil consequences in 
personal and in political life of love of 
gain, of dishonesty, of indifference to 
the claims of the weak and helpless, of 
the practical infidelity which ignores 
God in the business of life, and in or- 
dinary human relationships. The style 
of Amos is incomparably apt and forci- 
ble, corresponding to his insight and to 
his energy of character. While not so 
ornate as that of Isaiah, its homely 
directness makes it equally effective. 
His imagination, which is very lively, 
is of the practical kind. Yet his knowl- 
edge is wide, and he brings home to his 
hearers with equal ease and power the 
lessons of history, of the processes of 
nature, and of the commonest actions in 
the life of the trader and the husband- 
man.’’—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treasury.’’

Destruction of 
the wise and strong that all may perish 
—Vs. 8, 9. None of the Edomites shall 
remain—V. 18.

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Judah shall repossess the lands they lose 
—Vs. 17-21. 


Other prophecies against Edom.—Ps.

‘‘Character and style-—The singleness 
of purpose in the prophecy reminds one 
of Nahum. Its explanation is the an- 
cient enmity between Judah and Edom; 
and here we are told how the long ac- 
count is to be closed. The brevity of the 
prophecy gives little scope for the exer- 
cise of lofty powers. Its strength, how- 
ever, lies in its severe plainness and 
energy of expression (cf. Ps. 137:7). 
Poetic (vs. 1-7 are poetry) and mina- 
tory—Vs. 8-16, 18, 19. The poetical por- 
tion is almost identical with Jer.—49:

JONAH, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.——He was the son of 
Amittai; family otherwise unknown— 
Jonah 1:1; II Ki. 14:25. From the town 
of Gath-hepher in tribe of Zebulun—II 
Ki. 14:25; cf. Josh. 19:10, 13. 

Prophesied for Israel under Jeroboam 
II—IIT Ki. 14:24, 25. Here against 
Nineveh—Jonah 1:2; 3:2-4. 

An unwilling missionary to Nineveh 
—1:2, 3; and displeased that the city 
was spared on repentance—3:10; 4:11. 
Nineveh under Shalmaneser II had de- 
feated Ahab and forced Jehu to pay 
tribute (see SHAL. INSCRIPTIONS), and 
hence was Israel’s enemy. 

Jonah tried to flee from Jehovah to 
Tarshish in Spain—1:3. Caught in a 
storm, was thrown into the sea—1:4-15. 
Taken up by a fish, he was carried ashore 
—1:17; 2:10; Mt. 12:39, 40. He went 
and preached in Nineveh and the peo- 
ple, repenting, were saved—3:1-10. By 
the value of a gourd God taught him the 
value of human beings—4:6-11. 

In disposition, Jonah seems to have 
been hasty, petulant and clannish—1:3; 
4:1-3, 8, 9. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—The nar- 
rative portion of the book relates to the 
earlier years of Jeroboam II. All that 
we know of Jonah, beyond what is here 
told, we learn from II Kings 14, 25, 
which tells how he predicted to Jero- 
boam his victories over the Syrians. In 
the present instance he appears as a 
prophet with an altogether unique mis- 
sion—viz., that of preaching repentance 
to the great city of Nineveh. The As- 
syrians were in his time much reduced 
in power, and were playing no great 
part in the affairs of the world. They 
had had much calamity, and were there- 
fore perhaps the less unwilling to hear a 
messenger of evil. The result of his mis- 
sion was that they took to heart his 
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message, and the predicted ruin of their 
city was postponed for over a century and 
a half.’’—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treasury.’’ 

Outline—Has one theme: Jonah’s 
mission to Nineveh—1:1; 3:24. Has 
one strong contrast: between Jonah’s 
thought and God’s thought—1:2-4; 3: 
10; 4:1-11. Has one great lesson: the 
value of all men—4:10, 11. 

In composition, the book is a story 
with one inserted poem—2:2-9. It is 
marked with vividness and brief, de- 
tailed scenes—1:4-16; 2:1-10; 3:4-10; 
4:1-11. 

Lessons to Jonah—The universality 
of divine love. The presence of Jehovah 
cannot be escaped—1:3-17. The servant 
of Jehovah must obey—1:12; 3:1-3. 
Anger with God is vanity—4:1-11. 
There is worth even among the heathen 
—3;0-103 4:11. 

Lessons to sailors—Jehovah is God 
of the sea—1:9-16. 


Lessons to heathen.—Jehovah con- 
demns sin in all nations—3:4-8; but he 
is merciful to the penitent—3:9, 10. 


Character and form.—The motive of 
the story is plain—to rebuke the exclu- 
sive spirit of Israel, and its rejoicing 
over the calamities of outside nations. 
The lesson is the more telling from the 
fact that Assyria had been, and was 
again to be, the most powerful and dan- 
gerous foe of Palestine. In form the 
book is not a prophecy in the ordinary 
sense at all, and the only justification 
for its place among the Prophets is its 
educative character. 

New Testament references.—Jesus 
refers to Jonah in the whale’s belly in 
speaking of His own death and resur-

MICAH, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.—A resident of More- 
sheth-gath in Judah—1:14. Family and 
history unknown, but called Morashtite 
—1:1; Jer. 26:18. 


Time.—During reign of Jotham, 
Ahaz, Hezekiah (740-700 B.C.)—1:1; 
Jer. 26:18. 

Prophesied against Israel and Judah 
—1:1, 5; Jer. 26:18. 

Book: ‘ ‘Historical setting.—Micah was 
a resident of Western Judah. The little 
' town of Moresheth, his home, had been a 
dependency of the famous Philistian city 
of Gath, but since the conquests of 
Uzziah (II Chr. 26) the whole adjacent 
territory, including Gath, had been con- 
firmed in the possession of Judah. His 
residence in the country gave him an 
interest in the fortunes of Judah out- 
side of the capital, which makes his 
prophecy a welcome supplement to that 
of his great contemporary, Isaiah of 
Jerusalem. As he lived by the great in- 
ternational highway, he was led to cul- 
tivate a large view of political move- 
ments in Western Asia, and their effects 
upon his own people. Micah’s main pub- 
lic work was performed during the reign 
of Hezekiah (cf. 3:12, and Jer. 26:18). 
His first prophecy was given before the 
fall of Samaria (722 B.C.), and ch. 6 
is thought to belong to the reign of 
Manasseh. Hence we must suppose that 
his prophetic career lasted about thirty 
years. Ch. 1:1 is still more comprehen- 
sive in its limits of time. Micah was 
thus contemporary with the critical 
events in the history of Israel—which 
turned upon the relations with Assyria 
—the end of the northern kingdom, and 
the invasions of Palestine by Sargon 
and Sennacherib. He was also a wit- 
ness of the corruption in morals and re- 
ligion which were partly reformed by 
Hezekiah, and of the deeper degenera- 
tion under Manasseh. 

The prophet’s message.—The book of 
Micah consists of four discourses: Chs. 
1, 2; 3, 4; 5; 6, 7. The mark of indi- 
viduality in the divisions is that in each 
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of them reproof and threatening are fol- 
lowed by encouragement and hopeful 
promise. A general similarity charac- 
terizes the first three sections as dis- 
tinguished from the fourth. The first 
five chapters, which may be regarded as 
forming a larger group by themselves, 
deal mostly with the sins of the ruling 
classes—judges, priests, and prophets. 
In the last two the people as a whole 
are charged with guilt. For this reason, 
and on account of a marked difference 
in style, many have supposed that chs. 
5 and 6 were written by another and 
later prophet than Micah; while a few 
maintain that a still later writer com- 
posed 7:7-20. Neither of these assump- 
tions can be considered as proved. 

A brief analysis of the book is as fol- 
lows:—l. (a) Ch. 1. The prophet de- 
scribes Jehovah as coming to destroy 
Samaria for its incurable corruption 
(ver. 1-8). He then declares that Judah 
deserves the same condemnation, illus- 
trating, particularly by playing on the 
names of places in his own neighbor- 
hood, the character of the chastisement 
to be inflicted upon his home and coun- 
try (ver. 9-16). (b). Ch. 2. The mag- 
nates, as representatives of the people, 
are accused of grasping dishonesty to- 
wards the poor. When they protest, 
Micah avers that the threatened punish- 
ment comes from a just and reasonable 
God, and is earned by their injustice 
and cruelty. The popular prophets favor 
self-indulgence, but are false both in 
their counsel and in their promises (ver. 
1-11). Then an abrupt turn of the dis- 
course pictures the return from banish- 
ment of the people expelled from the 
land for their sins (ver. 12, 13).—II. 
(a) Ch. 3 is a stronger and more de- 
tailed assertion of the cruelty and rapa- 
city of the leaders of the people, and the 
official misdeeds of judges, priests, and 
prophets. It closes with the announce- 
ment that for such iniquity Jerusalem 
should be made desolate. (b) Ch. 4 is 
a bright picture of Israel restored and 
become the spiritual center of the world, 
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with renewed domestic peace, after hav- 
ing triumphed over her assembled foes. 
—III. Ch. 5 begins by telling of the 
near approach of the Assyrian invader 
(ver. 1), and then dwells upon the image 
of a great deliverer who should in due 
_ time arise out of Bethlehem, who should 
carry the war into Assyria itself, and 
restore in numbers and power the rem- 
nant of Israel (ver. 2-9). Then all 
forms of false worship should cease, as 
well as reliance on any defence but Je- 
hovah Himself (ver. 10-15).—IV. Chs. 
6 and 7 shift the scene to the reign of 
Manasseh, and the whole people, not 
merely the rich men and officials, come 
under the prophet’s criticism. (a) Ch. 
6:1—-8 is a splendid dramatic representa- 
tion (cf. Ps. 50) of God appearing in 
controversy with Israel. He asks why 
He has been slighted and ignored? The 
people defend themselves by inquiring 
how they could have gone beyond what 
they have done in propitiatoxry sacrifice. 
He replies that what He requires is 
justice, kindness, and humility towards 
God. (b) In ver. 9-16 the dishonesty 
and greed that prevail in the capital are 
denounced, and the results are shown 
by Jehovah Himself to be certain de- 
privation and desolation. (¢) The 
prophet pierces to the center of the 
moral evils of Israel by revealing the 
dishonor and treachery that are ram- 
pant not only in official but in family 
and domestic life (7:1-6). (d) On be- 
half of his people, now humbly turning 
to righteousness, he declares his confi- 
dence in God under the taunts of his 
enemies (ver. 7-10). (e) Jerusalem 
shall be rebuilt and strengthened; but 
in the meantime many nations shall 
come against her, and the land shall be 
desolate (ver. 11-13). (f) A lyrical 
conclusion predicts the restoration of 
Israel and the subjection of the nations, 
and celebrates the pardoning love and 
faithfulness of Jehovah (ver. 14-20).’’ 
—Nelson’s ‘‘Bible Treasury.’’ 
Outline.—Part first: Coming of Jeho- 
vah for judgment against sins of Jacob 
—Chaps. 1, 2. Part second: Rulers and 
false prophets condemned, but later 
shall be peace—Chaps. 3-5. Part third:

‘*Character and style.—Micah is dis- 
tinguished, like all the prophets of his 
period, by intense sympathy with the 
poor and the helpless, and indignation 
against their deceivers and oppressors. 
Their wrongs, as well as the general 
moral corruptions of society, form the 
ground on which the ruin of the state is 
determined and justified. Micah pre- 
sents this issue in a greater variety of 
aspects than any of his predecessors. 
He is also alive to the true conditions of 
reformation, and joins Isaiah in the 
prophecy of a king of David’s line, who 
shall save his people, not only from their 
foes, but from their sins (ch. 5). He 
discerns and formulates with unequalled 
clearness and power the essence of re- 
ligious service (6:6-8). Thus he has 
had, next to Isaiah, the greatest in- 
fluence upon the future. He employs 
many styles with success. In the later 
chapters his writing is smooth and ar- 
tistic. The following passages are 
poetic—1:8-16; 2:4, 12, 13. The follow- 
ing half dramatic—6:1-8; 6:10; 7:17. 
Rebukes and threats—1:5-7; 2:2-5, 8- 
13; Chaps. 3:53 6:9-16. Hopes and 
promises—4:1-8, 12, 13; 5:2-9; 7:15, 
18-20. Marked with earnestness, fervor, 
plays on words, sudden changes of 
thought.’ ’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’?

NAHUM, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.—Unknown, except by 
Book of Nahum. Residence, Elkosh; Lo- 
cation uncertain—Nah. 1:1. Prophecies 
as if a Judean—1:15. 

Time.—After fall of |No-amon 
(Thebes, 663 B.C.) —3:8-10; before fall 
of Nineveh (606 B.C.)—2:1, 8-13; 3: 
1-17. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—Nahum 
follows Zephaniah by but a few years. The 
destruction of Nineveh (606 B.C.), which 
was to the latter an event of general 
anticipation, is regarded by the former 
as impending. The enemy is now at 
hand, and about to strike. The date is 
not far from 610 B.C. The catastrophe 
is so tremendous that the fate of no 
other nation claims the prophet’s atten- 
tion. Nothing is known of the person 
of the prophet. 

The prophet’s message.—The fall of 
Nineveh is dwelt upon as Jehovah’s 
punishment for manifold iniquity, and 
as a means for securing the release of 
His people. 

I. Ch. 1 begins with a sublime vision, 
like that of Habakkuk, or Micah, or Ps. 
18, or Ps. 50, depicting God’s coming for 
judgment (ver. 1-6). To those who trust 
Him, God is good (ver. 7). But His ene- 
mies, represented by the Assyrians, are 
doomed to utter destruction; while 
Israel, relieved from the tyrant, shall 
welcome the tidings of his fall (ver. 
8-15). 

II. Ch. 2 describes the actual taking 
of Nineveh by terrible unnamed foes 
(the Medes and Chaldeans), the des- 
perate defence, capture, and spoiling. 
The description begins (ver. 2) by an- 
nouncing this as a token of the restora- 
tion of Israel, and ends by declaring the 
destruction to be the work of Jehovah. 

III. Ch. 3 is an expansion of the 
theme of ch. 2. New details are given, 
new figures employed, and the fall of 
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Thebes in Egypt (about 668 B.C.) is 
cited as an example of what was to 
happen to Assyria, its conqueror (ver. 
8 ff.), in spite of its defences, its wealth, 
and its military discipline. 

Leading thought.—Nineveh will be 
destroyed—1:1, 8, 12; 2:7-13; 3:7, 18, 
19. Doctrine of God: Jehovah, though 
slow to wrath, takes vengeance on ene- 
mies—1:2, 3, 8, 12. He is mighty in 
nature—1:4-6. He is good to them that 
trust Him—1:7, 15. He will destroy 
Nineveh—1:9-13; 5:5, 6; 2:13. 

Accusation against Nineveh.—Drunk- 
enness—1:10; 3:11. King counsels 
against Jehovah—1:9, 11. Idolatry— 
1:14. Rapacity—2:11-13; 3:1, 16, 17. 
Harlotry and witcheraft—3:4. Military 
weakness at last—1:10; 2:5, 6; 3:11-17. 

Fate of the city.—Siege and poor de- 
fence—2:1, 5, 8; 3:1-3, 14. Gates broken 
open—2:6; 3:13. Spoil taken—2:9, 10. 
Burning with fire—2:6, 13; 3:13, 15. 
Fear and mourning of people—2:7, 8, 
10. Hopeless waste—1:12, 15; 2:10; 3: 
17-19. 

Character and style——A distinguish- 
ing feature of the prophecy is its unity 
of design and subject. More remarkable 
still is the fact that it contains no homi- 
lies, nor even a hint of the errors of 
Israel and their punishment. Its view 
of providence is wide and general. To 
this largeness of conception the style 
admirably corresponds. It is very pow- 
erful and effective, both in its literal 
and in its prevailing figurative dress. 
The poetic structure is regular through- 
out, and the lofty tone of the introduc- 
tion is maintained with dignity and 
solemnity to the end. Nervous: Threat- 
ening to the enemy; Hopeful to Judah— 
1:9-15; 3:1-7. Poetical—Chaps. 2, 3. 
Plaintive—3:18, 19. Graphie—1:4-8; 
2:3-13; 3:1-7. Argumentative—3:8-17.’’ 
—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’ 


HABAKKUK, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.—Family unknown—Hab. 
1:1; 2:1-8; 3:1. A poet—Chap. 3 is 
poetry. 

Book: ‘ ‘Historical setting.— Habakkuk 
prophesied about 604 B.C., in the reign of 
Jehoiakim (608-597 B.C.), in the middle 
period of the career of Jeremiah. He 
follows Nahum closely, who busies him- 
self with the impending fall of Nineveh. 
With Habakkuk the Assyrians are past 
and gone, and it is with the Chaldeans 
that Israel has to deal. Of the prophet’s 
person we know nothing, but his char- 
acter is marked in his unconscious self- 
revelation. 

The prophet’s message.—The book 
falls into two distinct portions—the first 
(chs. 1 and 2) written in ordinary 
prophetic style, the second (ch. 3) being 
a psalm or hymn. 

I. Chs. 1 and 2 are concerned with the 
work and fate of the Chaldeans. Chs. 
1 to 2:4 is in the form of a colloquy be- 
tween the prophet and Jehovah. A ery 
of bewilderment and amazement is ut- 
tered over the evils that run riot in 
Israel (1:1-4). Jehovah explains the 
delay of judgment by declaring that it 
is coming in the form of an onslaught 
by the Chaldeans, that terrible, relent- 
less, and resistless nation (ver. 5-11). 
But, again urges the prophet, are the 
Chaldeans to destroy the good and the 
bad indiscriminately, and are the right- 
eous to perish? (ver. 12 to 2:1.) Jeho- 
vah answers that though the Chaldeans 
would have it so, yet a remnant shall 
be preserved, and that by their fidelity 
to and trust in Jehovah (2:2-4). Finally, 
the prophet, after describing the Chal- 
deans as inflamed with lust of power 
and conquest (ver. 5), utters a series of 
denunciations on them, which are put 
into the mouths of the nations exulting 
in the fall of the oppressor. In these 
five ‘woes’ of the Chaldeans (each 
occupying three verses) they are con- 
demned on account of their greed (ver. 
6-8); their self-destructive ambition 
(ver. 9-11); the cruelty and godlessness 
of their conquests (ver. 12-14); their 
shameless treatment of the nations, 
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making them helpless like drunken men 
(ver. 15-17); their idolatry in the face 
of Jehovah in His temple (ver. 18-20). 

II. Ch. 3 puts in lyrie form, with am- 
ple detail, the thought of the vision of 
Jehovah with which the prophecy opens 
(ver. 1-15), and its effect upon the 
prophet’s own spirit. Speaking for his 
people, he exults that no privation or 
suffering can rob him of his trust and 
joy in God (ver. 16-19).’’—Nelson’s 
“Bible Treasury.’’ 

Vital theme.—Iniquity ought to be 
punished—1 : 2-4, 

Vital doctrines.—Jehovah will punish 
any wicked people—1:13; 2:16; 3:13. 
The righteous shall live by faith—2:4. 

Sins of Judah.—Violence, strife, in- 
justice and greed—1:2-4, 13-17. 

Sins of Chaldzeans.—Vanity, rapacity, 
bloodshed, debauchery and idolatry— 
2:4-19. 

Punishments.—Chaldeans shall over- 
run Judah—1:5-10. Woe, plunder, and 
shame shall overtake the Chaldeans— 
2:6-16. 

Teaching of the poem.—Jehovah’s 
glory and power—3:3-1l. Jehovah’s 
merey and justice—3:2, 12-15. Jehovah 
saves and sustains His people—3:13, 18, 
Ig). 


‘*Character and style——The prophecy 
is distinguished as much for moral and 
spiritual insight and fervor as it is for 
rich and varied beauty of form and ex- 
pression. The problem of the outcome 
of the work of the Chaldeans is only 
solved by tracing its profound results, 
and especially its inward effects, upon 
the hearts and consciences of those who 
are tried by its inflictions. For majesty 
and splendor of diction, as well as for 
liveliness and depth of imagination, 
Habakkuk stands among the first of the 
sacred authors. He is perhaps the most 
essentially poetic of the prophets. Con- 
versational—1:2, 5, 12; 2:2. Descrip- 
tive—1:3, 4, 6-11; 2:4, 5; 3:3-15. In- 
dignant—1:3, 4, 16, 17; 2:4-19. Appre- 
ciative of Jehovah—1:12, 13; 2:20; 3: 
1-19.’ ’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’ 


ZEPHANIAH, BOOK OF. 


The prophet.—Son of Cushi, descend- 
ant of Hezekiah—Zeph. 1:1. If this be 
king Hezekiah, the prophet was also a 
prince—cf. II Ki. 18:1 ff. Prophesies 
against royal family freely—1:8. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting.—Zephani- 
ah’s brief but pregnant prophecy was de- 
livered just after the time of the first ap- 
pearance of Jeremiah (626 B.C.)—. e., in 
the first half of the reign of Josiah. The 
next preceding prophet was Micah, who 
died in the early part of the reign of 
Manasseh. In the intervening period 
there had been political quiet in Pales- 
tine, which was only interrupted by the 
brief revolt of Manasseh. But the con- 
dition of the whole of Western Asia, in- 
cluding Palestine, portended a speedy 
upheaval. Above all, Ninevah was be- 
ginning its memorable decline after the 
death of its king, Assur-banipal (668- 
626 B.C.). Morally and religiously the 
Jewish nation had improved but little 
since the degeneracy that had followed 
the death of Hezekiah, and Josiah’s re- 
form (621 B.C.) had not yet begun, if 
we may judge from the invectives of 
the prophet against idolatrous prac- 
tices. Zephaniah was apparently a de- 
scendant of king Hezekiah. 

The prophet’s message.—Zephaniah 
spoke and wrote primarily for the cor- 
rection and warning of Judah and Jeru- 
salem, though he draws illustrations 
from the sins and fates of other peo- 
ples. The culmination of these is found 
in the iniquities, the pride, and the 
speedy fall of Nineveh. A division into 
four parts is as follows: 

-I. The threatening: ch. 1—1. The 
whole world—that is, the Semitic world 
—is to undergo exemplary punishment, 
particularly Jerusalem and its apostates 
from Jehovah (ver. 1-6). 2. The 
classes of people that are to be thus 
visited—the royal house, the nobles, the 
wealthy traders, the careless and de- 
fiant generally—are characterized, and 
their chastisement set forth in language 
largely figurative (ver. 7-18). 
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II. The lesson from the nations: ch. 
2.—God’s own people are warned to re- 
pent in time (ver. 1-3), and so avoid 
the doom that is about to fall upon the 
Philistines (ver. 4-7), Moab (ver. 8-11), 
Egypt, under the name of Ethiopia 
(ver. 12), and finally Assyria and Nine- 
vah (ver. 13-15). 

III. The remonstrance: ch. 3:1—-7.— 
Rebellious and obstinate Jerusalem is 
urged to repent by the righteous and 
reasonable God, in view of coming 
woes; for the lesson of the fate of other 
nations has so far been unheeded. 

IV. The promised redemption: ch. 3: 
8-20.—1. The faithful remnant is bid- 
den to wait and trust. It shall survive 
the ruin of the nations, be joined by 
exiled brethren from far and near, and 
rest in quiet content (ver. 8-13). 2. 
Joyous thanksgiving is now in place, for 
Jehovah is in the midst of Jerusalem, 
to comfort and bless His people. Their 
reproach is taken away; dispersion and 
captivity are at an end (ver. 14-20).’’— 
Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’ 

Central thought.—Jehovah’s terror 
to idolatry and determination that all 
nations shall serve Him—2:11. 

The ‘‘day of Jehovah’’ is described 
as a day of Wrath—1:7, 14-16; 2:3; cf. 
Joel 1:15-18 (poetry in both books). 

The promises.—A people free from 
haughtiness, falsehood and deceit—3: 
9-13. Expulsion of enemies—3:15. Je- 
hovah dwelling among His people—3: 
15-17. Return from captivity—3:19, 20. 

Character and style—The lessons of 
the time are skilfully drawn, and are 
enforced with the earnestness of con- 
viction and lofty motive. There is no 
great originality of thought or expres- 
sion, but the style is forcible and 
pointed, and rises towards the close to 
lyrical grace and sweetness. Chiefly 
that of doom prophecey—1:2-18; 2:4-14. 
Yet brightened by promise—3:9-20. In- 
set with poetry—1:7, 14-16; 2:1-3, 15; 
3:1-8, 14-17. Name ‘‘Jehovah’’ used 
thirty-four times in three chapters. 
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The prophet.—No personal history in 
title of the Book—Hag. 1:1. 

Book: ‘‘Historical setting —None of 
the minor prophets belongs to the long 
period of the Exile. For an account of 
it we must have recourse to Ezekiel and 
the second part of Isaiah. Haggai was 
the earliest of the prophets of the res- 
toration. After the return (536 B.C.), 
many years elapsed before the people 
began seriously to rebuild the temple. 
In 520 B.C., Haggai urged them to un- 
dertake the work. Four months later 
he was joined by Zechariah. In four 
years the temple was completed. We 
know nothing further of Haggai person- 
ally. 

The prophet’s message.—The four sec- 
tions of the prophecy are the following: 

I. Ch. 1—The people are reminded of 
the desolation of the temple, while they 
are living in comfortable homes. Such 
neglect has already brought upon them 
failure of crops and general scarcity. 
The result of the appeal is that all, from 
the highest to the lowest, set themselves 
to the work of restoration. 

II. Ch. 2:1-9 is uttered to cheer the 
workers. The glory of this latter house, 
they are assured, will be greater than 
that of the former. 

III. Ch. 2:10-19 is a further reminder 
of the connection between neglect of 
duty towards God and national pros- 
perity. Hitherto the people have been 
as though they were ‘unclean’ in God’s 
sight, and therefore had been excluded 
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from His favor. 
be blessed. 

IV. Ch. 2:20-23 is a promise to the 
leader Zerubbabel, that he will be hon- 
ored and shielded by Jehovah when the 
nations shall be in commotion and ter- 
ror at His approaching judgment.’’— 
Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’ 


Outline: Divisions—Four messages 
are formally introduced by dates—Chs. 
1; 2:1-9; 2:10-19; 2:20-23. 

Purposes.—To promote the building 
of the temple at Jerusalem—1:2-8; 2:9, 
15-19; and to encourage the governor 
and high priest—1:12-15; 2:2-5, 23. 

Leading messages.—It is time to 
build the temple—1:2-6. Prosperity can 
be expected only after building—1:6- 
11; 2:15-19. God will bless the gover- 
nor and high priest—2:4, 5, 20-23. Na- 
tions shall give aid, not hindrance, to 
Judah—2:6-9, 21, 22. 

‘*Character and style-——The prophecy 
is partly historical, explanations and 
connections being duly made in the 
progress of the discourse. Especially 
noticeable is the exact dating of the 
several sections, and the methodical 
character of the whole narrative. Poet- 
ical form is not neglected, but in gen- 
eral the style is plain and unadorned. 
Argumentative—1:4-6, 9-11; 2:11-14. 
Hortatory—1:7, 8, 13; 2:4, 5. Optimis- 
tic—2:6-9, 19, 21-23. Historical and 
oracular (history mingled with Divine 
messages)—1:1-5, and throughout. 


Henceforth they are to 
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The prophet.—Family: Son of Bere- 
chiah, son of Iddo—Zech. 1:1. Of 
priestly, descent—Neh. 12:12, 16. 

Prophetic work.—To encourage right- 
‘eousness and loyalty to God—1:4-6; 
6:9-14; 8:15-23. To inspire hope in Ju- 
dah—1:14-17, 21; 2:4-13; 8:2-8, 11-15. 
To promote the building of the temple 
—4:7-10; 6:11, 15; 8:9-11. To foretell 
the branch—3:8; 6:12, 13; cf. Is. 11:1; 
Jer. 33:15. 

Book; ‘‘Historical setting —Accord- 
ing to Ezra 5:1; 6:14, Zechariah was a ¢o- 
vadjutor of Haggai in promoting the re- 
building of the temple, and according 
to his own statement he prophesied in 
.)20 and 518 B.C. (1:1, 7; 7:1). The is- 
sues with which he deals are the same 
as those which confronted Haggai—the 
. maintenance of the national worship, 
and the correction of national vices. 

The prophet’s message.—But the 
mode of approaching these problems is 
quite different from that adopted by 
Haggai. The greater portion of the 
prophecy consists of visions intended 
to present motives for confidence and 
effort. Outside opposition should come 
to naught, and the Jewish leaders had 
the might of Jehovah on their side. An 
introduction (1:1-6) contains a general 
exhortation to repentance, and a warn- 
ing to the people not to imitate their 
-fathers, who did not. listen to the pro- 
.phetie word.. Thereafter we have two 
large sections: — 

I. Chs. 1:7 to 6:15 contains nine sym- 
bols, mostly visions, accompanied by 
their interpretations: 

1. Ch. 1:8-17, a vision of the horses 
of Jehovah, which, as His messengers, 
report to Him; along with His reply. 

2. Ch. 1:18-21, four horns, represent- 
ing the opponents of Israel, are broken. 

3. Ch. 2, a man with a measuring-line 
lays out the restored Jerusalem. 

4. Ch. 3, Joshua the high-priest is ac- 


cused by Satan, and acquitted, and is 
honored with commissions and revela- 
tions from Jehovah. 

5. Ch. 4, the beautiful symbol of the 
golden candlestick and two olive trees, 
with the practical application of en- 
couragement to Zerubbabel. 

6. Ch. 5:1-4, a flying roll recording 
a curse upon immoral actions. 

7. Ch. 5:5-11, an ephah measure con- 
taining a woman is seen carried away to 
Babylon. 

8. Ch. 6:1-8, four chariots, each hav- 
ing horses of a particular color, are the 
four heavenly spirits charged to carry 
out God’s purposes in the earth. 

9. Ch. 6:9-15, the symbolical action 
of crowns of silver and gold being made 
and placed upon the head of Joshua the 
high-priest, who thus represents the 
Messiah-priest upon His throne. 

Il. In ch. 7, the prophet, in answer to 
a question as to observance of a certain 
fast, replies that the true fast is justice, 
mercy, and piety, which had been so 
much neglected in earlier generations. 
This suggests, in ch. 8, the coming Mes- 
sianie time, when the city shall be pop- 
ulous and happy under the renewed pro- 
tection of Jehovah, and the fasts shall 
be joyful feasts, attended by multitudes 
of strangers seeking His favor. 

There is so much that is matter of 
dispute in chs. 9:14, as regards their 
date and immediate application, that we 
shall have to content ourselves with a 
summary and a few general remarks. 
The contents are largely symbolic and 
figurative. 

Chs. 9-11 form a division by them- 
selves, perhaps written by the Zechariah 
of Isa. 8:2. It has an entirely different 
historical setting from that of chs. 1-8. 
Here we are transported back to the 


eighth century B.C. Ch. 9:1-8 refers to 
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conquests made by Tiglath-pileser III. 
(745-727 B.C.). Northern Israel is still 
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in existence, and Assyria is still in its 
‘pride’ (10:10ff.). These allusions 
form part of the very texture of the 
prophecy, and are assumed by some to 
be old fragments embedded in a post- 
Exilie work.—Ch. 9:1-8.—Syria, Pheeni- 
cia, and Philistia are to be brought low. 
Yet a remnant of the Philistines shall 
be united with Judah, and both shall be 
under the protection of Jehovah. 

Ch. 9:9-17.—The Messiah shall come 
as the Prince of Peace to restore the 
dispersed of Israel, and save-them from 
their enemies. 

Ch. 10.—The people are entreated to 
turn to Jehovah in their troubles, and 
not to diviners and images. Jehovah 
will be the defender alike of Judah and 
Israel, restoring and _ strengthening 
them, and bringing low their oppressors. 

Ch. 11 announces the shock of war 
which appals the rulers of Judah (ver. 
1-3). The rest of the chapter is allegor- 
ical. It represents Jehovah as rejected 
by His people, they being in turn re- 
jected by Him, their true Shepherd. By 
an expressive figure, the brotherhood of 
Judah and Israel is declared to be 
broken. 

Chs. 12:1 to 13:6.—The nations come 
against Jerusalem; but Jehovah defends 
and saves it. The conflict is shown to 
be spiritual, for a spirit of grace and 
supplication is to be poured upon Judah 
and Jerusalem, Also a fountain is to be 


opened for the cleansing of guilt, and 
the idols and false prophets are to be 
banished. 

Ch. 14.—Again Jerusalem is besieged, 
and this time it is taken, half the people 
going into exile; but the residue are 
saved. After various figurative illustra- 
tions of the processes and results of the 
Messianic reign, it is declared that the 
survivors among the nations shall go 
up to worship in Jerusalem, which shall 
be wholly consecrated to Jehovah. , 

Character and style.—Zechariah illus- 
trates well in what divers manners God 
spoke by the prophets, also how differ- 
ent methods of revealing God’s will 
were adapted to different ages and to 
changed conditions of His ancient peo- 
ple. The symbolic vision or action, 
though not unknown earlier, does not 
predominate in any prophetic book till 
the time of the Exile. And yet two of 
the post-Exilic prophets, Haggai and 
Malachi, have none of it. This apoca- 
lyptic style had great advantage in im- 
pressiveness, and led to the production, 
in imitation of it, of a vast body of un- 
canonical literature. In the hands of 
Zechariah it is as instructive as it is 
powerful. Hortatory—1:2-6; 8:9—23. II- 
lustrative (by visions)—1:8-11; 18:21; 
2:1-5; 8:1-5; 4:2-6; 5:1, 2, 5-11; 6:1-8. 
Hopeful—1:14-17, 21; 2:4-13; 3:4, 5, 
10; 4:7-10; 6:12-15; 8:2-8.’’—Nelson’s 
‘¢Bible Treasury.’’ 


MALACHI, BOOK OF. 


Malachi.—Malachi means, ‘‘ My mes- 
senger,’’ and may be the title of the 
book—Mal. 1:1; 3:1. Author is wholly 
unknown. 

‘‘Historical setting. — Malachi, the 
latest of the literary prophets, wrote 
about 450 B.C., and was thus contem- 
porary with Ezra and Nehemiah. The 
great task of the reformers of that era 
was to maintain the integrity of the 
nation, and the purity and regularity of 
the worship of Jehovah. The one de- 
pended on the other; for unless the serv- 
ices should be kept up at the central 
sanctuary, the influences of the heathen 
around them would soon divide and scat- 
ter them. But the temple services were 
being marred by the indifference and 
neglect of both worshippers and priests. 
Another element of great danger was 
intermarriage with the surrounding peo- 
ples—a danger with which Nehemiah 
had to contend. We see, then, that as 
Haggai and Zechariah commemorated 
the rebuilding of the temple, so Malachi 
gave voice to the movement for reform 
in worship and morals. 

The prophet’s message.—I. An intro- 
duction (1:2-5) proves, by the way in 
which Edom is treated as compared with 
Israel, that Jehovah still loves and 
favors His own nation. 

II. Chs. 1:6 to 2:9 condemns the ne- 
glect and moral degeneracy of the 
priests: 1. They despise and are un- 
grateful to God, the true Father and 
Master of His people, by their mean and 
worthless sacrifices. Such service is 
profanation and contempt (1:6-14). 2. 
Such conduct, unrepented of, will bring 
a curse (2:1-3). 3. The true priest rec- 
ognizes his covenant obligation to God, 
and his life and service are in keeping 
with it. But they have betrayed their 
own trust and the people committed to 
them, whose contempt they have rightly 
earned (2:4-9). 
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III. Chs. 2:10 to 3:18 deals with the 
shortcomings of the people. 1. Inter- 
marriages with heathen women, and the 
divorce of rightful wives, are stigma- 
tized as abomination and treachery (2: 
10-16). 2. The coming of God’s mes- 
senger is announced. He is to be fol- 
lowed by Jehovah Himself, appearing 
in judgment against all unworthy tem- 
ple worship, and all evil conduct (2:17 
to 3:6). 3. Temporal prosperity is made 
to depend upon a reformation in wor- 
ship (3:7-12). 4. God’s discipline has 
developed a twofold spirit: some, vexed 
by misfortune, are filled with mistrust 
of God, and with envy and bitterness; 
others, by God’s fear and mutual help- 
fulness, are kept in remembrance 
against the testing day (3:13-18). 

IV. Ch. 4—The day of Jehovah is 
near, for the destruction of the wicked 
and the vindication and triumph of the 
righteous. To prepare for that time the 
law of Moses must be the guide, and the 
prophet Elijah shall return to show the 
people of Israel how they may become 
one united whole again by common faith 
in God, and so escape the impending 
sentence of doom.’’—Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible 
Treasury.’’

‘‘Character and style—The book of 
Malachi is essentially an argumentative 
composition. It represents the practical 
matter-of-fact temper and spirit of the 
later Jewish age. With the exception 
of a few obscure passages, it is plain 
and convincing. Its chief characteristic 
is the prophet’s art of exciting atten- 
tion by introducing objections to the 
truths stated by him, and then replying 
to them, with emphatic additions to his 
original statement, This form of treat- 


ment serves to bring out very clearly the 
points at issue; and there is perhaps no 
prophecy which gives in equal space so 
full a presentation of contemporary 
moral and religious life. Poetic form is 
not much observed, but in its place 
comes the more purely rhetorical style, 
with reasoning as the principal motive. 
Teaching by question and answer—l: 
2-4, 6-9; 2:10, 11, 14-17; 3:2, 7-9, 13— 
15. By accusation—1:7, 8, 12-14; 2:8, 
11, 13, 17; 3:8, 9, 13-15. By exhortation 
to reform—1:9; 2:15; 3:10, 18. By 
threatening—1:14; 2:2, 3; 12, 4:1.?’— 
Nelson’s ‘‘ Bible Treasury.’’

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INTRODUCTION TO THE NEW TESTAMENT. 


By Professor M. B. Riddle, D.D., LL.D. 


*“Unity.—The New Testament is a col- 
lection of twenty-seven distinct writ- 
ings, from eight (or nine) different 
hands. Of these writers, four were 
apostles—St. Matthew, St. John, St. 
Paul, and St. Peter; two were com- 
panions of the apostles—St. Mark and 
St. Luke; two were our Lord’s brothers, 
probably not apostles—St. James and 
St. Jude. The books are usually classed 
as Historical (five), Didactic (twenty- 
one), Prophetical (one); though the 
writings of the first class include much 
more than one-half of the entire matter. 
The unity of the whole is remarkable: 
all the books find their center in Jesus 
Christ our Lord. The four Gospels nar- 
rate His life on earth; the fifth histor- 
ical book tells how the new life, that 
came from Him through the Holy Spirit, 
passed from Jerusalem to Rome. The 
epistles, written by men of varied per- 
sonal character and temperament, set 
forth the significance of the Gospel 
facts, as revealed to them, according 
to our Lord’s promise (John 16:12, 13). 
The single prophetical book, however it 
is to be interpreted, shows the Lamb as 
King, to become Victor on earth, where 
His church is preparing through con- 
flict to share His triumph. 

Order.—In our English Bible the or- 
der is not chronological. In ancient 
manuscripts there was much variation 
in position; the seven General Epistles 
were usually placed immediately after 
Acts, the Gospels coming first, though 
not always in the order now universal. 
The Pauline Epistles seem to have been 
arranged according to length, so that 
the earliest and the latest stand to- 
gether (I and II Thess., with I and II 
Tim. and Titus). 

Progress of doctrine.—There is evi- 
dent in these writings an advance of 
Christian thought toward maturity; but 
the progress is not along divergent 
lines, nor can all the books be classified 
according to assumed types of doctrine. 
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Biblical Theology properly discusses the 
theology of the several writings; but 
the theology of the New Testament is 
one, whatever progress is discernible. 
Moreover, the advance in St. Paul’s 
teaching, as jndicated by a comparison 
of Thessalonians with Ephesians, is al- 
most as marked as that between the 
General Epistles of St. James and St. 
John, which are regarded as presenting 
the respective extremes in the progress 
of doctrine. The Gospels cannot be 
classified by any such principle; for 
while St. John, from its purpose, pre- 
sents the most mature statements, there 
is no appreciable advance in doctrine 
from St. Matthew to St. Luke. The 
same Lord Jesus Christ was apprehended 
by all the writers in substantially the 
same way. 


THE GOSPELS. 


The four Gospels were written pri- 
marily for different circles of readers; 
each has its peculiar design, and each 
evangelist has his distinctive method. 
Only by a comparison of all four can a 
complete view be obtained of the his- 
tory of our Lord’s life on earth, and 
thus of His person and work. One fact 
should be noted: the four Gospels place 
the emphasis on the closing events. 
More than one-half of all the narratives 
describes the events of the last year— 
one of conflict; more than one-third is 
devoted to the few weeks which closed 
with the death and resurrection of our 
Lord. From early times the ‘symbols’ 
of Rev. 4:7 have been assigned to the 
four Evangelists, but in different ways.” 
That of Jerome is usually accepted: Mat- 
thew, the man; Mark, the lion; Luke, 
the calf; John, the eagle. But this does 
not suggest very clearly their distinct- 
ive peculiarities. A comparison of the 
methods employed by the evangelists 
confirms the view of Godet: St. Mat- 
thew gives long discourses—he writes 
as a preacher; St. Mark depicts events 
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as they occurred, one after the other— 
he is a chronicler; St. Luke arranges 
the incidents with reference to their 
relations—he is a historian; while St. 
John selects such facts and discourses 
as prove a given truth—he is a theo- 
logian. The Gospel of St. John, evi- 
dently written last, is properly distin- 
guished from the others, which resemble 
each other more closely. 


SYNOPTIC GOSPELS. 


The Gospels of St. Matthew, St. 
Mark and St. Luke have been termed 
‘Synoptic,’ and the writers ‘Synop- 
tists,’ because a common outline is 
pursued. Much of the matter through- 
out is common to all three; but there 
are many points of difference. The ar- 
rangement is rarely the same in all 
three, even when the events of the same 
period are narrated, except in the ac- 
counts of Passion Week. In language 
the differences are remarkable. When 
the same incident is given by all, they 
rarely agree exactly for ten consecutive 
words (in the Greek). So that, what- 
ever be the source of the common mat- 
ter, there is literary independence. 

How are these agreements and differ- 
ences to be accounted for? The safest 
view is: that the common matter repre- 
sents in general the story of Jesus Christ 
as it was at first preached by the apos- 
tles and others; that when written Gos- 
pels were needed, these three writers, 
independently of each other, each with 
added material, wrote the accounts we 
now have. St. Matthew had his own 
knowledge of the events; St. Mark 
learned from St. Peter; St. Luke gath- 
ered material when in Palestine (58-69 
A.D.), while eye-witnesses were living, 
probably using, for the parts peculiar 
to his narrative (especially chs. 1, 2), 
some written documents or memoranda. 
But many hold that there was a common 
document or documents on which all 
three Gospels were based. 

By many the ‘double source’ theory 
is now accepted. This assumes that 
there were two original documents re- 
ferred to by Papias (died 163 A. D.); 
one, by St. Matthew, containing the 
Oracles (Logia) in the Hebrew dialect; 


the other, by St. Mark, derived from 
St. Peter. The one consisted mainly of 
discourses; the other, of narratives. But 
there is no agreement as to the extent 
of these assumed documents. The one, 
it is asserted by some, contained only 
discourses; according to others, it also 
included narratives. The other is held 
by some to be a briefer form of Mark’s 
Gospel; by others, to be that Gospel as 
we now have it. St. Luke’s Gospel is 
regarded as the last composite result of 
the combinations. But none of these 
theories accounts satisfactorily for the 
obvious literary independence of the 
Synoptic Gospels. 

The faithful use of a common docu- 
ment or documents would have led to 
greater similarity both in order and in 
language. If the writers purposely de- 
viated from the common source or 
sources, valid reasons must be discov- 
ered for the modifications. The reasons 
assigned often assume that these writers 
had the literary habits of modern au- 
thors or reporters; too often they imply, 
though in smoother phrase, that the 
changes were purposed corruptions. 
That the reasons are not valid is ren- 
dered highly probable by the fact that 
two erities of equal ability, both hold- 
ing the ‘double source’ theory, fre- 
quently reach conclusions diametrically 
opposed to each other, in applying the 
theory to most of the sections contain- 
ing common matter. The problem is an 
interesting one; but prolonged discus- 
sion has not as yet yielded any positive 
result. At least, there is no prospect of 
obtaining in this way a more faithful 
portrayal of our Lord’s person and of 
His work than that derived from the 
canonical Gospels, which, from the days 
preceding Justin Martyr, have been 
read in Christian assemblies, cited by 
Christian authors, and cherished by 
Christian hearts. 

The independence of the Synoptic 
Gospels involves the probability that 
they were written within a few years 
of cach other, and that the testimony 
they present is that of three distinct 
witnesses to the main facts respecting 
our Lord’s life on earth.’’—Nelson’s 
‘¢Bible Treasury,.’’ 
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MATTHEW. 


Names.—Matthew—Mt. 9:9; 10:3; 
Mk, 3:18; Lu. 6:15; Acts 1:13. Levi— 
Mk. 2:14; Lu. 5:27, 29. Son of Alpheus 
—Mk,. 2:14. 

Home.—Capernaum—Mk. 2:1, 13 ff. 

Business.—Publican—Mt. 10:3; Lu. 
5:27. Hence not a Pharisee nor a disci- 
ple of John the Baptist. Called to fol- 
low Jesus while at the custom-house— 
Mt. 9:9; Mk. 2:14; Lu. 5:27. Gave up 
office and wealth for Jesus—Lu. 5:28. 

Gave Jesus a great feast in gratitude. 
—Mt. 9:10; Mk. 2:15; Lu. 5:29. invited 
many of his old friends (‘‘publicans 
and sinners’’) to the feast—Mt. 9:10, 
etc. Other disciples of Jesus there also 
—Mt. 9:10. Many of the publicans and 
sinners led to follow Jesus—Mk. 2:15. 
Pharisees and their scribes uninvited— 
Mt. 9:11; Mk. 2:16; Lu. 5:30. Many 
complain to Christ’s disciples about this 
social fellowship of Jesus with public- 
ans and sinners—Mt. 9:11; Mk. 2:16; 
Lu. 5:30. Jesus justifies it, and thus his 
eall of Matthew the publican—Mt. 
9:12 f; Mk. 2:17; Lu. 5:31 £. 

Chosen as one of the twelve apostles. 
—Mt. 10:3; Mk. 3:18; Lu. 6:15; Acts 
SES. 

Always linked in the Gospel lists with 
Thomas (twin).—Either as his twin 
brother or as more probably his friend 
—Mt. 10:3 (after Thomas). In Mk. 3:18 
and Lu. 6:15 (before Thomas). But in 
Acts 1:13 Bartholomew and Matthew 
(and in this order) are joined together. 

Traditions.—Eusebius (H. E. III. 24) 
mentions that he preached to Hebrews 
in Judea, and before leaving wrote the 
Gospel—Heb. (Aramaic) that bears his 
name (Greek). Other traditions connect 
his name with Ethiopia, Macedonia, Per- 
sia. 

Date of Gospel of Matthew not 
known.—Probably between Mark and 
Luke, and may be as early as A. D. 60. 
Exact relation of the Aramaic Matthew 
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and Greek Matthew not known. Prob- 
ably a book of logia or sayings of Jesus 
preceded the present Matthew. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF THE GOS- 
PEL OF MATTHEW. 


Evidently written by a Jew.—This is 
plain from the absence of explanation 
of Jewish customs. Cf. Mk. 7:2-5. Lu. 
2:4-13 explains topography of Judea, 
but not so Matthew—John 4:4, 10, like- 
wise explains enmity between Jews and 
Samaritans. Author is much interested 
also in Jewish origin and aspect of 
Christianity, though willing to tell the 
fate of the Jewish people—Mt. 21:43. 

Tone anti-Pharisaic.—This appears 
throughout and in particular in Chap. 
23, which he alone reports. Here Jesus 
is represented as denouncing the Phari- 
sees and Scribes with much vehemence. 
Cf. also the debate in the temple in Mt., 
Chaps. 21 and 22. As we know, public- 
ans and Pharisees were very antago- 
nistic. 

Conceals his identity—The name of 
Matthew occurs in the Gospel only 
twice—Mt. 9:9; 10:3. Does not hesitate 
to call himself a hated publican in Mt. 
10:3. 

Style impersonal.—As a methodical 
business man, tax collector and perhaps 
bookkeeper, one would expect little that 
is distinctive in his style. Some verbal 
peculiarities will be noted later. 

Familiarity with money.—Mentioned 
more frequently than in Mk. and Lu. 
Cf. Luckock’s ‘‘ Characteristics of the 
Gospels,’?’ page 33. Three kinds of 
money—Mt. 10:9. Gives two parables 
of talents not elsewhere found—Mt. 
18:23-85; 25:14-30. Cf. Parable of 
pounds—Lu. 19:11-27. 

For Jews.—This is plain from the 
number of points of view. His use of 
O. T. quotations, to show that Jesus was 
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the promised Messiah of the O. T., the 
Abrahamic genealogy of Jesus, the giv- 
ing of the ‘‘Sermon on the Mount’’ 
where the teaching of Christ is related 
to that of the O. T., these and other 
points prove it. The readers are sup- 
posed to be familiar with Jewish cus- 
toms—Mt. 15:1 f; 27:62. This is as- 
sumed, as in Mt. 15:2. Has Jewish esti- 
mate of value of dreams—1:20; 2:13. 
He has ‘‘Father in Heaven’’ 15 times, 
while Mk. has it only twice, and Lu. 
none. He calls Jerusalem the ‘‘ Holy 
City’’ twice—4:5; 27:53. Not an objec- 
tive narrative: The book is written with 
a purpose and selects material to prove 
that purpose. He combines the words 
and the deeds of Jesus. Sometimes he 
alternates:—Thus, Deeds—Chap. 4; 
Words—Chap. 5-7; Deeds—Chaps. 8 
and 9; Words—Chaps. 10 and 11:18, ete. 
Probably the author used a book of say- 
ings of Jesus and marks objective nar- 
ratives with extra touches of his own 
from personal knowledge. 

Genealogy of Jesus.—As a Jew, and 
for the Jews he begins (Mt. 1:1-17) his 
book with a genealogy. Thus he shows 
that Jesus was a descendant of David 
(legally through Joseph, his reputed 
father) as the Messiah must be (the 
Son of David)—Mt. 21:9. He began 
with Abraham, the father of the Jew- 
ish people. In an appeal to Jews this 
matter was important. 

Conception of Jesus.—He is the Jew- 
ish Messiah—1:1-17. Begotten of the 
Holy Spirit—1:18. Born of the Virgin 
Mary—1:18, 25; 2:1. As a babe, wor- 
shipped by the Wise Men from the East 
—2:2, 11. Acknowledged as the Son of 
God, by the Father at his baptism— 
3:17. His Sonship challenged by the 
devil—4:1, 6. The demons recognize 
his divine Sonship—8:29. He claims to 
be the Son of God in a special sense— 
11:25-27. His favorite term for Him- 
self is the Son of Man—Of. 12:8, 32 ete. 
But this Son of Man has a supernatural 
aspect as Judge with glory and power— 
16:28; 19:28; 24:30; 25:31; 26:64. He 
was indeed God with us—1:23. He defi- 
nitely claimed to his disciples to be the 
Messiah—16:16-20. Yet He foretold 
His death at the hands of the Jewish 


rulers and rebuked Peter for not under- 
standing—16:21-23. The Father identi- 
fied Him as His Son on the ‘‘ Mount of 
Transfiguration’’—17:5. He foresaw 
His death on the cross as a ransom for 
many—20:19, 28. He formally an- 
nounced Himself as the King Messiah 
by the triumphal entry—21:1-9. They 
hailed Him as prophet—21:11. He was 
thus, prophet, ‘priest and king as the 
Son of David, yet David called Him 
Lord (humanity and deity)—22:42-45. 
Claimed to be Judge over Jerusalem and 
the whole world—24 and 25. Shed His 
blood for the remission of sins as sym- 
bolized by the Cup in the Lord’s Supper 
—26:28. Claimed to be the Christ, the 
Son of God, on oath before Caiaphas— 
26:63 f. Claimed power of Supreme 
Judge over Caiaphas and the sanhedrin 
—26:64. Rose from the dead in proof of 
His claim to be the Son of God, the Mes- 
siah—28:9 f. Appeared to the disciples 
and commanded them to take the world 
for Him away from the devil—28:16-20. 
This in brief is a sketch of Matthew’s 
picture of Jesus the Christ. 

Kingdom of Heaven.—This is Mat- 
thew’s favorite expression, occurring 32 
times and nowhere else in the Gospel— 
One eh eo: camel Omel Oe Os maior ones alulgs 
10:7; 11:11, 12; 13:11, 24, 31, 33, 44, 45, 
47, 52; 16:19; 18:1, 3, 4, 23; 20:1; 22:2; 
23:14; 25:1. The phrase kingdom of 
God appears in Mt. 4 times—12:28; 
19:24; 21:31, 43. But Mark uses it 14 
times, Luke 34 times (8 more in Acts), 
Paul 8, John 2 (Rev. one more). Cf. 
Hawkins’ ‘‘ Hore Synoptice,’’ page 25. 
But this is not all, for Matthew also 
has the expression, ‘‘Kingdom of my 
Father’’ (28:29), ‘‘Thy kingdom’’ 
(6:10; 20:21), ‘‘His kingdom’’ (16:28, 
referring to Himself), ‘‘The kingdom 
of their father’’ (13:43), ‘‘His king- 
dom’’ (13:41, referring to the Father. 
Cf. 6:33), and just ‘‘The kingdom’’ 
(13:38, sons of the kingdom), ‘‘ Gospel 
of the kingdom’’ (4:23; 9:35; 24:14), 
‘‘The word of the kingdom’’ (13:19). 
The term kingdom itself has a Jewish 
connotation and varies in exact shad- 
ing from kingdomship or sovereignty 
(16:28), territory (4:8), organization 
(12:25), subjects (19:14), reign (4:17). 
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It is regarded as already present (4:17; 
10:7; 12:28; 13:38), but still to come in 
greater power and to have a future con- 
summation (13:31, 41; 20:21; 25:34; 
26:29). The phrase, ‘‘kingdom of 
heaven,’’ was practically the same as 
“kingdom of God,’’ and was probably 
used so much out of deference to Jew- 
ish sentiment concerning avoidance of 
the name of deity. It accented also the 
idea that it was not a temporal earthly 
kingdom, but an inward spiritual 
growth. 

Old Testament quotations.—These 
are more frequent in Matthew than in 
the other Gospels; though, as a matter 
of fact, Mt. is the longest Gospel. There 
are about 65 in Mt. and 43 in Lu. In 
Mt. 43 are direct citations, while only 
19 aresoin Lu. Matthew, himself, apart 
from the discourses of Jesus, makes 10 
quotations from the O. T. Mark, only 
one. These agree less closely with the 
Septuagint than the others in Mt. Cf. 
Hawkins’ ‘‘Hore Synoptice,’’ page 
123. These are 1:23; 2:15, 18, 23; 4:15 f; 
oiltip — WUBI eles Toate Cala Gye AER) 12 
These in particular Mt. uses, the ex- 
pression ‘‘that it might be fulfilled’’ 
(1:22); as ‘‘ there was fulfilled’’ (2:17) ; 
to show how in the life of Jesus was 
fulfilled the Messianic hope of Israel. 
The other quotations in Mt. are 2:6 (by 
the Scribes); 3:3, 17; 4:4, 6, 7, 10; 5:4, 
Dy G10 Os eils-al, ol, don tas Oise Tiled, 
PRS MAR G IS Ser4s, dlayee sete (Re ISR EIS RSI 
WSUS TAA As), IS PADS ule. ABs. IIGy 
83, 42, 44; 22:24, 32, 37, 39, 44; 23:38; 
24:15, 21, 29, 30; 26:31, 64; 27:35, 46. A 
number of these are not quoted in the 
other Gospels, especially those in the 
““Sermon on the Mount.’’ Sermon on 
the Mount: This is one of the outstand- 
ing peculiarities of the Gospel of Mt. 
Chaps. 5-7. In Lu. 6:17-49 we find what 
is probably a briefer report of the same 
sermon. But a large section of the dis- 
course (Mt. 5:13; 6:34) appears in Mt. 
alone, though certain phrases in Mt. 
6:19-34 do reappear in Lu. 12:22-34. 
But the famous passage in Mt. 5:17-42, 
where the teachings of Jesus are set over 
against that of the O. T. and the cur- 
rent teaching, is not reported in Luke. 
Mt. alone gives this section which bore 


so vitally upon the Jewish problem— 
Lu. 6:27-36 does contain the passage 
about ‘‘love one’s enemies’’ in even a 
fuller form than in Mt. 5:43-48. 

Parables.—Mt. has two groups of par- 
ables, one—Mt. Chap. 13; the other in 
24:32; 25:46. Ten of these occur only 
in Mt., viz.: The tares—13:24-30, 36-43. 
The hid treasure—13:44. The net— 
13:47-50. The pearl—13:45f, The un- 
merciful servant—18:21-35. The labor- 
ers in the vineyard—20:1-16. The two 
sons—22:1-14. The ten virgins—25:1— 
13. The talents—25:14-30. The parables 
in Mt. deal with the kingdom. 

Extended discourses of Jesus.—Be- 
sides the Sermon on the Mount and the 
extended parables, there are other ad- 
dresses of Jesus in this Gospel not ‘in 
the other Gospels. In particular may be 
noted the Gracious Invitation in 11:28- 
30, the prophecy of Simon Peter in 
16:17-19; the exhortation about for- 
giveness in 18:15-20; the denunciation 
of the scribes and the pharisees in 
Chap. 23; the picture of the judgment 
in 25:31-46; the Great Commission in 
28:16-20. Cf. Vineent’s ‘‘Word Stud- 
ies,’’ Vol. I, p. 5. Hence in Mt. special 
emphasis is given to the teaching of 
Jesus. 

Topical arrangement.—In Mk. and 
Lu. the narratives follow in general 
chronological order, as is also true of 
John’s Gospel. But this is not always 
true of Mt. The ‘‘Sermon on the 
Mount’’ comes earlier than it probably 
was delivered as a specimen discourse. 
Then in Chaps. 8 and 9 we have a group 
of miracles, as in Chap. 13 we find a 
group of parables. The same system 
runs through the most of the Gospels. 

Eschatology.—At many points in the 
Gospel we have accent put upon the 
eschatological aspects of the ministry 
of the Messiah. To some extent this is 
in harmony with the current Jewish 
apocalyptic teaching, but it is free from 
the merely temporal aspects. Particu- 
larly in Chaps. 24 and 25 do we have a 
Christian apocalypse (cf. the Book of 
Revelation), spoken by Jesus in view of 
His own death and of the destruction 
of Jerusalem, with the end of the world 
as the further background. Mt. gives 
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this eschatological discourse at much 
greater length than Mk. and Lu., and 
Chap. 25 occurs nowhere else. 

World outlook—wWhile the Gospel is 
Jewish in point of view, it is yet dis- 
tinctively Christian and cosmopolitan. 
The essential moral teaching of the 
O. T. is carried further by Jesus from 
the mere external to the very spirit and 
life (Chaps. 5 and 6). But Mt. is not 
blind to the larger outlook, He records 
the worship of the babe at Bethlehem 
by the Magi—2:11. Christ’s praise of a 
Gentile’s faith—8:10f. Christ’s visit 


to heathen territory—15:28. The threat 
of taking the kingdom away from the 
Jews—21:43. The commission to carry 
the Gospel to all the world—28:19. 

Special phrases.—Some of these have 
already been discussed, such as ‘‘king- 
dom of heaven,’’ ‘‘Father in heaven,’’ 
references to money, etc. Other char- 
acteristic expressions may be noted, 
like the frequent use of ‘‘their,’’ ‘‘our 
(your) Father,’’ ‘‘fulfil’’ of scrip- 
tures, ‘‘The evil one appeared,’’ ‘‘Son 
of David,’’ ‘‘ And behold,’’ ‘‘To swear 
byje2 ete. 
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Names.—John Mark—Acts 12:12, 25; 
15:37. The Jewish name John alone— 
John 13:5, 18. The Roman name Mark 
alone—Acts 15:39; Col. 4:10; Philemon 
24; I Pet. 5:13; IL Tim. 4:11. Cf. Jew- 
ish and Roman names combined in Saint 
Paul. 

Home.—Jerusalem and mother’s name 
Mary—Acts 12:12, 25. This home the 
place where many disciples gathered for 
prayer—Acts 12:12 ff. 

Cousin of Barnabas.—Col. 4:10, and 
so probably a native of Cyprus, and pos- 
sibly also a Levite like Barnabas (if 
father a brother of Barnabas). Cf. Acts 
3236. 

Uncertain whether personal follower 
of Jesus.—Some consider him the young 
man mentioned in Mk. 14:51 f. This is 
quite possible if the ‘‘upper room’’ was 
in his mother’s house—Mk. 14:15. Cf. 
Acts 12:12. But certainly a Christian 
when name first mentioned in Acts. 

Goes to Antioch with Barnabas and 
Saul— Acts 12:25. Probably invited by 
Barnabas, the leader of the new work 
among the Greeks at Antioch. As a cou- 
sin of Barnabas, and probably a Hellen- 
istic Jew, he would be interested in the 
new developments there. 

Assistant to Barnabas and Saul.— 
Acts 13:5. Either subordinate or pos- 
sibly ‘‘synagogue minister’? (Chase, 
Hastings’ Bible Dictionary). 

Leaves Paul and Barnabas at Perga. 
—Acts 13:13. Returns to Jerusalem— 


Acts 13:13. Refused by Paul as com- 
panion for second missionary tour— 
Acts 15:37 f. Follows Barnabas to Cy- 
prus—Acts 37:39. Fellow-worker of 
Paul in Rome—Philemon 24, Com- 
mended by Paul to the Colossians—Col. 
4:10. With Peter in Babylon (Rome?) 
—I Pet. 5:13. Desired by Paul in last 
imprisonment along with Timothy—II 
(imal 

Peter’s interpreter—So Papias as 
quoted in Eusebius (H. E. iii. 39). Cf. 
Swete on Mark, p. xviii. This old tra- 
dition in harmony with association with 
Peters (i Bets 5:13) ands Peter?s) ex: 
pressed wish to help the readers of his 
second Epistle (II Pet. 1:15) to ‘‘be 
able to call these things to remem- 
brance’’ after his decease. Character 
of the Gospel of Mark in harmony also 
with story of Papias that Mark, as Pe- 
ter’s interpreter, wrote down accurately 
what he remembered of the words and 
deeds of Jesus. 


GOSPEL OF MARK. 


Date of the Gospel of Mark.—The 
general opinion among modern students 
of the Synoptic problem is that the Gos- 
pel of Mark is a genuine work and the 
earliest of the four Gospels. Swete, p. 
xxxy, thinks that it cannot be later 
than A.D. 70. It may indeed quite pos- 
sibly be between 55 and 60 A.D. 

Place of writing.—This is not known, 
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but is usually supposed to be Rome. We 
have seen Mark in Rome with Paul 
(Philemon 24) and probably with Peter 
(I Pet. 5:13). But one cannot be posi- 
tive when nothing is told. 

Characteristics of the Gospel of 
Mark.—For Romans especially. This is 
the early tradition, and it is supported 
by the probable fact that it was writ- 
ten in Rome. There is also a distinct 
absence of peculiar Jewish features 
such as are seen in the Gospel of Mat- 
thew. No Jewish genealogy occurs 
here. 

Humanity of Jesus accented.—This 
Gospel is not, therefore, a theological 
treatise after the order of Matthew, 
though the conception of Christ is the 
same. He is ‘‘ Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God’’ (Mk. 1:1), whose Gospel is here 
narrated. He is divine as well as hu- 
man. 

Beginning of Christ’s Gospel, not of 
His life—Mk. 1:1. Mark does not nar- 
rate the birth and childhood of Jesus. 
He even skips the first year of His min- 
istry after His baptism. Possibly a year 
(according to John’s gospel) comes in 
between verse 13 and 14 in Chap. 1. 

Mainly the Galilean Gospel.—1:14—- 
9:50, counting the period of withdrawal 
into regions around Galilee. 

Climax in Jerusalem during the last 
passover.—Chaps. 11-16. Galilee and 
Jerusalem, the two foci of Christ’s min- 
istry, according to Mark. This is pre- 
cisely what Peter does in his sketch of 
Christ’s work in His early apostolic 
preaching. The work and death of 
Christ (and resurrection) the main ele- 
ments in the earliest preaching. 


Deeds of Jesus rather than His words. 
—Hence the miracles are numerous in 
Mark. Same number (18) as that in 
Matthew and only 20 in Luke. But 
Mark has only 4 parables, while Mat- 
thew has 15. The sayings of Christ seem 
to have been first collected into a group 
of Logia. Mark represents the crisp rec- 
ord of His deeds. 

Person of Christ in action—Thus he 
teaches the truth about Jesus. There 
is rapid movement, power, results. Je- 
sus is shown to be the Son of God, with 


divine power. The Greek adverb evdvs 
(straightway) occurs 41 times in Mark. 
There are 151 ‘‘historic presents’’ in 
Mark, while only 78 in Matthew, and 
not over 6 in Luke (list of Westcott and 
Hort). Cf. Hawkins, ‘‘Hore Synop- 
tice,’’? p. 114 ff. Energy is the word that 
best describes Mark’s narratives. The 
ancients compared Mark’s Gospel to the 
lion. 

Vividness of detail—There are con- 
stant changes of tense in Mark, due to 
vividness of conception. Of. 5:15 ff.; 
6:14 ff., &e. As the reporter of Peter’s 
descriptions there are naturally marks 
of an eye-witness—7:17; 10:17; 12:41. 
These vivid details come out particu- 
larly in story of the demoniac in the 
rocks (Mk. 5:1-20) where many items 
are alone in Mark. This pictorial au- 
toptic character of the Gospel is in har- 
mony with notion of its early date and 
Petrine influence. Mark tells of the 
gestures of Jesus (9:36), looks of Jesus 
(5:32; 6:6, &.), love for the young ruler 
and his look of despondency (10:21 f), 
&c. After Peter’s denial these details 
are fewer. The matters that would tend 
to recall Peter are usually absent from 
the Gospel. 


Emotions of Jesus.—Sternness (1:43), 
anger (3:5), wonder (6:6), indignation 
(10:14), amazement in the Garden of 
Gethsemane (14:33 f.). 


Deity of Christ.—Yet withal no Gos- 
pel gives a stronger impression of the 
deity of Jesus, not even John’s Gospel. 
This comes out in the claims of Jesus as 
Lord of the Sabbath (2:28), with power 
to forgive sins (2:5, 10), with power and 
glory (14:62), &e. 

Pauline character.—Pfleiderer holds 
that this Gospel represents the Pauline 
Gospel of grace for all men, both Gen- 
tile and Jew. This is true, but it is also 
true of every book in the New Testa- 
ment. They are all Pauline in that 
sense, that Paul rightly interpreted the 
mind of Christ on the point of Gentile 
freedom. 

Independent matter in Mark.—There 
are only some eighty verses (Swete, 
Comm., p. Ixviii.) in Mark not in the 
Synoptic Gospels. But in the matters 
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reported by him, brief as his Gospel is, 
he is usually fuller than the other Gos- 
pels, another sign of Peter’s descriptive 
powers as reported by Mark. Chief mat- 
ters in Mark alone occur in 3:20f.; 
4:26-29; 7:31-37; 8:22-26; 14:51 ff. 

Chronological order.—So almost uni- 
formly in this Gospel as in Luke. But 
his Gospel is no more a history than the 
others are. 

Explanation by Mark.—He gives the 


Aramaic a few times and then translates | 


into Greek as in 5:41; 7:11, 34; &c. 
Sometimes he explains the conduct of 
Christ as in 5:30; 8:19. He uses rather 
more Latin words than the other Gos- 
pels, like denarius, legion, centurion, &e. 

Quotations from the Old Testament. 
—There are 67 references in Mark to 
the Old Testament, 23 merely verbal al- 
Tusions and only 7 peculiar to Mark. 
Mark’s more formal quotations are 
found in 1:2, 3; 4:12, 32; 7:6, 7, 10, 8:18; 
934851074, 6, 7, 8,49, 27;-11:9; 12:2, 10) 
11, 19, 31, 36; 13:12, 14, 19, 24, 26; 14:27, 
34, 62. 

Special phrases.—Besides the vivid 


terms and adverbs in Mark already men- 
tioned, a few others call for mention. 
Constant use of the first person as in 
4:39; 5:8, 9, 12; 6:2, &e. He uses many 
diminutives. It is in the vernacular 
Greek of the time, and the conversa- 
tional style is apparent all through the 
book. The vocabulary is not peculiar at 
all, though a few unusual words occur 
as in 9:47, 

Gospel for children.—As the earliest 
and simplest Gospel, Mark is the favor- 
ite of the children, and is best adapted 
for them. Around this simple objective 
picture of Jesus at work among men, it 
is easy to group the other Gospels (Mat- 
thew, Luke and John). 

Teaching of Mark.—It is only neces- 
sary to say that the picture of Jesus is 
at the bottom the same in Mark that we 
find elsewhere. He gave his life a ran- 
som for men (10:45; 14:24). His power 
is compassionate and beneficial, not de- 
structive. Jesus is not merely the Great 
Teacher, but the Great Worker. His 
miracles are acted parables and His 
deeds speak louder than any words. 


LUKE. 


Name.—Not the same as Lucius in 
Acts 13:1. Probably an abbreviated pet 
name from Lucanus, a common custom 
of the time with many names. The name 
occurs only three times in the New Tes- 
tament. (Philemon 24, Col. 4:14; IL 
Tim. 4:11.) 

Birthplace.—A bsolutely unknown. An- 
tioch in Syria, Antioch in Pisidia, Phil- 
ippi in Macedonia have all been sug- 
gested. 

Home.—Luke lived in Philippi ap- 
parently, from Paul’s first visit there 
(Acts 16:12; 17:1) till Paul’s return 
by Philippi on his way to Jeru- 
salem during the third tour (Acts 20: 
5f.). This is apparent from the use of 
‘¢we’? and ‘‘they.’’ It is possible in- 
deed that Luke had come from Mace- 
donia to Troas and that his visit led to 
Paul’s vision recorded in Acts 16:10 ff. 
Luke shows unusual interest in Philippi, 


manifesting local pride in its claim to 
‘first’? as opposed to Amphipolis (Acts 
16:12). 

Family.—Also unknown, unless Titus 
is his brother. Curiously, neither Luke 
nor Titus are mentioned in Acts. Luke 
is not mentioned because he wrote the 
book. Why not Titus? Of. II Cor. 12:18. 
Paul mentions ‘‘the brother’’ in con- 
nection with Titus where he seems to 
mean ‘‘his brother.’’ A. Souter (Hast- 
ings’ D. B.) considers this passage and 
II Cor. 8:18 proof that Luke is this 
brother (cf. Acts above). If so, we have 
this interesting detail. 

Gentile—Titus was a Greek (Gal. 
2:3). If Luke was his brother, he would 
be, of course, Greek also. The failure to 
mention Luke in the list of Jewish 
brethren (Col. 4:10f.), putting him 
apart with Greek names in Ool. 4:14f,, 
indicates that he was not a Jew. Luke’s 
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Greek style (Lu. 1:1-4), when unin- 
fluenced by his Aramaic or Jewish 
sources, corroborates this idea. 

Man of culture.—His two books (Gos- 
pel and Acts) show him to be a man of 
education. His introduction to his Gos- 
pel is worthy of any historian. He has 
the historian’s skill in the use of his 
material. 

Physician.—Expressly called by Paul 
(Col. 4:14) ‘‘Luke, the beloved physi- 
cian.’?’ Many current medical terms in 
both Gospel and Acts. Cf. Hobart, ‘‘The 
Medical Language of Luke.’’ 

Companion of Paul—He was with 
Paul at Troas and Philippi during sec- 
ond missionary tour—Acts 16:10-40. He 
joins Paul again at Philippi on his third 
tour en route to Jerusalem (Acts 20:7) 
and is with him at Jerusalem, Cesarea, 
voyage to Rome (Acts 20-28). If II Cor. 
8:18 and 12:18 refer to Luke, he was in 
Macedonia with Paul also when in Mace- 
donia during the third tour on his way 
from Ephesus to Corinth via Macedonia, 
Luke was with Paul most of the first 
imprisonment in Rome—Phil. 24; Col. 
1:14. He was with him again in the sec- 
ond imprisonment—II Tim. 4:11. 

Not a personal disciple of Jesus.— 
Some have supposed that he was one of 
the ‘‘seventy’’ sent out by Jesus, 
others have thought him one of the two 
disciples to whom Jesus appeared on the 
way to Emmaus; others have thought 
that he was one of the Greeks who came 
to see Jesus (John 12:20). But there is 
no support for any of these ideas. 
Others think that he was led to Christ 
by Paul and that he was Paul’s physi- 
cian when he was taken sick in Galatia 
(Gal. 4:13). The implication in Lu. 
1:1-4 is that Luke did not know Jesus 
personally. 

Legend that he was a painter.—That 
is possible, but no real proof of it exists. 
He has great literary skill at any rate. 

Harnack’s admission about Luke.—It 
is now admitted by Harnack that Luke 
wrote both Gospel and Acts. This is a 
victory for solid interpretation. Cf. 
Harnack, ‘‘ Luke the Physician;’’ Ram- 
say, ‘‘ Luke the Physician.’’ 

Same Author for Gospel and Acts.— 
This is plain from Lu. 1:1-4 and Acts 


1:1, as well as from the general style of 
both books. The vocabulary is largely 
the same. 


Luke a reliable historian.—Sir W. M. 
Ramsay’s various books on Luke and 
Paul have proven the great value of 
Luke as an historian. He has been 
shown by discoveries to be right on va- 
rious items where once he seemed to 
stand alone—such as the proconsul of 
Cyprus, the politarchs of Thessalonica, 
the ‘‘First’’ man of Melita, &c. 


Explanation of method of work.—In 
his introduction to his Gospel (1:1-4) 
he explains his use of his materials. He 
sought information from oral and writ- 
ten sources. He wished first-hand testi- 
mony (eye-witness) whenever he could 
get it. He tested it all himself, put it in 
order, and sought to be accurate. 


Main known sources.—It seems clear 
that Luke had the Gospel of Mark 
among his written sources. He seems to 
have had a book of ‘‘ Logia’’ or ‘‘Say- 
ings of Jesus,’’ and also the present 
Matthew. Then he apparently had an- 
other source different from both of 
them. The inference is from his own 
words that he had a rather large amount 
of material in hand. 


Date of Luke’s Gospel.—This matter 
is not perfectly clear, though scholars 
see more nearly together about it now. 
It must come after Mark and the Logia. 
It must come before the Acts. If Acts 
was written while Luke was in Rome 
during the first imprisonment, the con- 
clusion would be easy. That is the most 
natural meaning of Luke’s words in 
Acts 28:30. He closes Acts after two 
years in Rome because the events had 
gone no further. The other view makes 
Luke’s close of Acts merely an artistic 
one. He had it in mind to bring Paul to 


“Rome. If the first view is correct, the 


Gospel was written during the two years 
with Paul in Cesarea. Luke then had 
leisure to make his researches (in Pales- 
tine) about the life of Jesus. He would 
also have Paul’s help. In that case the 
Gospel would come before A.D. 60. 
Otherwise it may come as late as 80 A.D. 
The earlier date is on the whole the most 
probable. 
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Characteristics of Luke’s Gospel.— 
Reason for writing given—1:1-4. It is 
the historical ground that many others 
had written about Jesus. He wishes to 
give Theophilus (cf. Acts also) the bene- 
fit of his researches into the life of 
Jesus. Theophilus is probably a real 
character, a man of some importance. 

Editorial notes—A. Wright (St. 
Luke’s Gospel in Greek, Art. Luke— 
Hastings’ D. B.) finds many editorial 
comments in Luke. This is natural in a 
true historian who is not a mere copyist 
in the use of his material. There is evi- 
dence of much reflection and theological 
interpretation in Luke as in Matthew 
and John. 

Doctrinal tendency.—Luke’s Gospel is 
not an objective realistic setting forth 
of the facts of the life of Christ as in 
Mark. The facts are there, but they are 
interpreted. This is in truth a higher 
form of history. There is no perversion 
of the facts to advance the cause of Paul 
against Peter as Baur charged. 

Pauline influence.—The book does cor- 
respond in theological outlook with that 
of Paul, as seen in his Hpistles. Luke 
was greatly indebted to Paul (cf. Mk. 
also). There is nothing hostile to Peter 
in the Gospel, and the Gospel has many 
stern judgments of the Jews; cf. Plum- 
mer, Comm. p. 26. The Gospel is not a 
theological polemic; 101 words occur 
only in Luke and Paul in the New Tes- 
tament. , 

Historical allusions—The Gospel 
(Acts more so) has reference to the gen- 
eral history of the times as one would 
expect from a man of the Greek world 
like Luke. Of. Luke 3:1ff., where he 
mentions the imperial and provincial, as 
well as the ecclesiastical, rulers of the 
time when John the Baptist began his 
work. Of. 13:1 ff. for an incident of the 
rule of Pontius Pilate. 

Universal outlook.—As a Greek Chris- 
tian, familiar with Paul’s work in the 
Roman Empire and his plans for the 
evangelization of the Roman world, 
Luke naturally shows sympathy with the 
wider aspects of the work of Christ. His 
Gospel is for the Gentiles as well as for 
the Jews. He traces the genealogy of 
Christ back to Adam. He seems to give 


the real lineage of Jesus through his 
mother Mary. He notes that Jesus is en- 
rolled along with Joseph and Mary ae- 
cording to the regulations of the Roman 
emperor Augustus. He records the song 
of peace for men of good will at the 
birth of Jesus (Lu. 2:14). 

Infancy of Jesus from Mary’s point 
of view.—As Matthew gives the birth 
of Jesus from the standpoint of Joseph 
in harmony with the Jewish character 
of his Gospel, so Luke records the uni- 
versal interest of humanity in the birth 
of Jesus as seen in the experience of 
Mary. The source of Luke’s informa- 
tion was probably oral and must have 
come ultimately from Mary herself, but 
Luke probably obtained the story from 
a friend of Mary. 

First Christian hymnologist.—Thus 
Farrar (‘‘Messages of the Books’’) 
aptly describes Luke’s ‘‘ Hymns of the 
Nativity,’’? ‘‘Songs of lElisabeth,’’ 
““Mary,’’ ‘‘Zacharias.’’ They bear the 
stamp of genuineness in the strongly 
marked Semitic tone and style. Luke 
was himself a Greek, but he has pre- 
served the Hebrew spirit of the original 
source. Chaps. 1 and 2 differ greatly in 
style from the introduction (1:1-4) and 
from the rest of the Gospel. 


Arrangement chronological.—So in the 
main as he explained in 1:3, many of 
the incidents recorded have no special 
sequence, and Luke may not have known 
the real chronological order. Of. Plum- 
mer, Comm. p. 37. This was Luke’s 
method in the Acts and strengthens the 
opinion that he followed the same 
method in the Gospel. 


Series of pictures—In the develop- 
ment of his narrative Luke shows much 
artistic skill. Each incident has a set- 
ting more or less distinct. The cireum- 
stances, time and place are roughly 
sketched. Usually the time element is 
very vague; as about that time, at that 
very hour, &c. But each incident, mir- 
acle or parable is treated as a whole. 
Sometimes no connection in the series is 
indicated. 

Luke’s special contribution.—The 
largest part of the Gospel (9:51-19; 27, 
the last six months of the ministry of 
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Christ) belongs to the period where we 
have very little in the other Gospels. Mat- 
thew has two chapters (19 and 20), Mark 
one (10), while John has more (7-11), 
but matter pertaining to the Jerusalem 
ministry and different from Luke’s ac- 
count. A good deal of Luke’s material 
is repetition in various details of say- 
ings recorded by Matthew and Mark in 
the Galilean ministry; and some inci- 
dents are parallel. Some scholars think 
that Luke has here grouped together 
what really belongs to the Galilean 
period. It is difficult to think of Luke’s 
doing that. Repetition is common for 
a teacher. Like teaching also has like 
results, as every popular preacher 
knows. Hence, Luke has a source for 
this section different from Mark or the 
Logia. ; 

Marcion’s use of Luke.—Marcion 
built his heretical system partly upon 
Luke’s Gospel. He began with Chap. 4 
and omitted all portions that did not 
coincide with his dogmatic views. He 
was a dogmatic destructive critic of 
Luke. 

Tolerant in tone——Luke’s breadth of 
sympathy is revealed in his recording 
Christ’s rebuke of John for his narrow- 
ness of spirit (9:49 f.), in the rebuke of 
the bitterness of John and James to- 
ward the Samaritans (9:51-56), in the 
story of the ‘‘Good Samaritan’’ (10: 
30-37), in the gratitude of the Samar- 
itan leper (17:11-19). Luke was truly 
catholic in spirit. 

Gospel of sympathy.—This appears in 
a number of ways. The story of the 
‘*Rich Man and Lazarus’’ (16:19-31) 
has even led to the charge that Luke 
was hostile to men of wealth. But this 
is unjust and a false interpretation. 
The Pharisees were indignant at the 
story of the ‘‘ Unjust Steward’’ (16:14), 
because they loved money greatly. But 
Luke does present Jesus as the friend 
of the poor, the sick and the sinful. 
Jesus here in immortal parables (ch. 15) 
justifies his work among publicans and 
sinners. He is not ashamed, according 
to Luke, to receive the worship of a 
sinful woman and to cleanse her (7: 
36-50), but she is not Mary Magdalene, 
nor Mary of Bethany. Luke (8:2) re- 


cords the work of a group of noble 
women for Jesus. He mentions more 
miracles (20) than any other Gospel and 
more Sabbath cures also. Only six of 
his miracles are peculiar to Luke. As a 
physician this is natural, as is his fre- 
quent use of medical terms. The gentle- 
ness of Christ comes out well in Luke. 
Cfo ll Corpo £ 

Praying of Jesus accented.—This 
done seven times in Luke when not re- 
corded elsewhere. Thus at His baptism 
(3:21), collision with the rulers (5:16), 
choice of the apostles (6:12), foretell- 
ing His death (9:18), the transfigura- 
tion (19:29), before teaching the model 
prayer (11:1), on the cross (23:34, 46). 
He alone gives some of the parables 
about prayer, like the ‘‘Friend at 
Midnight’’ (11:5-13), ‘‘Unrighteous 
Judge’’ (18:1-6), ‘‘Pharisee and Pub- 
lican’’ (18:11-13). Cf. Plummer. Comm. 
p. 45 f. 

Parables.—Luke has several groups 
of parables not in Matthew. So the three 
about the feast (14), the three about 
publicans and pharisees (15), two about 
riches (16), two about prayer (18). In 
Matthew the parables are usually con- 
cerned with the growth, expansion and 
communication of the Messianic reign. 
In Luke the parables of Jesus deal 
chiefly with the personal aspects of re- 
ligion. There are twenty-three parables 
in Luke and all but five are peculiar to 
him. See ‘‘Parables of Jesus.’’ 

Versatility—Luke has the finest lit- 
erary style and flavor of any of the Gos- 
pels, yet he shows most acquaintance 
with Aramaic sources and the Septua- 
gint. He can be as free from Hebraisms 
as Plutarch. He has a rich and varied 
vocabulary, using some seven hundred 
words in the Gospel and Acts that do 
not occur elsewhere in the New Testa- 
ment. Yet he reveals many times, in 
the Gospel in particular, his Aramaic or 
Hebrew sources by the idioms which his 
Greek contains. 

Contrasts.—In Luke we have a wide 
range and many sharp contrasts. See 
the publicans and pharisees in 15, the 
‘Rich Man and Lazarus’’ in 16, &e. 

Old Testament quotations.—The chief 
quotations from the Old Testament are 
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contained in 1:17, 37, 46f., 48, 49, 50, 
51, 52, 53, 54, 68, 69, 71, 76, 78, 79; 2: 
23 f.; 3:4-6; 4:4, 8, 10f., 12, 18 f.; 6:21; 
7:27; 8:10; 10:25; 12:53; 18:20; 19:38, 
AOD PAVE, (Bs Pach PAN ye PALEDX) ety edsyn de 
27; 22:37, 69; 23:46. It will be observed 
that nearly half of these quotations oc- 
cur in Chapter 1, the songs of Mary and 
Zacharias. See p. 1747. 

Special phrases.—Luke is fond of the 
expression ‘‘and it came to pass.’’ So 
he often uses phrases like ‘‘at that very 
hour.’’? The word ‘‘favor,’’ ‘‘grace’’ 
or ‘‘gift’’ is frequent in Luke as are 
“‘Saviour’’ and ‘‘salvation.’’ It is the 
longest of the Gospels and the richest in 
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the human side of the life of Jesus. Yet 
chapter 24 in Luke reveals the deity of 
Jesus conclusively and beautifully. 

Beauty of the book.—Renan as a 
critic of style called it the most beauti- 
ful book in the world. 

Relation to Acts.—It is really Part I 
of Luke’s account of the Origin of 
Christianity. Acts constitutes Part IT 
(Acts 1:1). See Acts. 

Teaching.—The doctrines of Luke 
have already been sufficiently indicated. 
He presents a universal Gospel of grace 
in full harmony with the exposition of 
Paul and indeed of Jesus as presented 
by Matthew and Mark. 


JOHN THE EVANGELIST. 


Life—Son of Zebedee—Mt. 4:21. 
Mother, Salome—Mt. 17:56; Mk. 15:40. 
Home probably originally Bethsaida— 
John 1:44. In fishing business with 
father and brother James at Capernaum 
—Mt. 4:21. Home in Jerusalem also— 
John 19:27. Acquainted with family of 
Annas—John 18:13. Not very poor, had 
hired servants—Mk. 1:20. Of. possible 
reference to his mother in Lu. 8:3. Pos- 
sibly younger than brother James—Mt. 
4:21; 10:2. Disciple of John the Bap- 
tist in all probability—John 1:40. Men- 
tions name of Andrew and implies that 
the other disciple of John is himself. 
Probably this is one of the two disciples 
who first followed Jesus—John 1:35 f. 
Probably led brother James to Christ— 
John 1:41. This is not clearly stated, but 
probable. One of the four fishermen later 
called to personal service—Mt. 4:21 f. 
Belongs to the first of the three groups 
of the Apostles—Mt. 10:2f.; Mk. 3: 
16f.; Lu. 6:14f.; Acts 1:13f. One of 
the minor circle of three present at the 
raising of Jairus’s daughter (Mk. 5:37), 
the transfiguration (Lu. 9:28), the agony 
in Gethsemane (Mk. 14:33). Ambitious 
for position—Mt. 19:20. Willing for 
baptism of blood in ignorance of it— 
Mt. 20:22. Had no rabbinical education 
—Acts 4:13. Nicknamed ‘‘ Boanerges’’ 
along with James (sons of thunder)— 
Mk. 3:17. Proof of vehemence of na- 


ture: Vindictive toward the Samaritans 
—Lu. 9:51. Shows spirit of narrowness 
toward other workers for Christ—Mk. 
9:38. Possibly kin to the Bethany fam- 
ily—John chap. 11. Messenger with 
Peter to prepare for the last passover— 
Lu. 22:8. Had post of honor at the meal, 
reclining next to Christ—John 13:25. 
Favorite term for himself in the Gospel 
is ‘‘the disciple whom Jesus loved’’— 
John 13:23; 19:26; 20:2; 21:7, 20. Asked 
Jesus who the betrayer was—John 13: 
25. One of the three in search for Christ 
in Gethsemane—Mt. 26:37. Entered the 
court of the high priest at the trial of 
Jesus—John 18:15. Alone of the apos- 
tles; also stood by the cross—John 19: 
26. Honored by Jesus with care of His 
Mother—John 19:27. Saw proof of the 
death of Jesus and of His real humanity 
—John 19:35. Visits tomb of Jesus with | 
Peter—John 20:4. Recognizes Jesus by 
the Sea of Galilee—John 21:7. Peter 
misunderstands Christ’s remark about 
John’s living long—John 2:21. With 
Peter in worship in the Temple after 
the coming of the Holy Spirit—Acts 3:1. 
Shows boldness before the Sanhedrin— 
Acts 4:13. Receives Samaritan Chris- 
tians as brethren (cf. wishing to call 
down fire before)—Acts 8:14. Escapes 
death when his brother James is slain— 
Acts 12:2. One of the chief figures in 
the Jerusalem conference, and gives 
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Paul the right hand of fellowship and 
approval in his work—Gal. 2:9. Lived 
to old age—I John 2:1, 18. Travels much 
—III John 10. Banished to Patmos— 
Rev. 1:9. Interest in the Seven Churches 
of Asia (Rev. 1:11) suggests previous 
residence in Ephesus in harmony with 
tradition. Much more known about John 
in the Gospels and Acts where the 
twelve as a whole are mentioned. Tra- 
dition adds much more. Ireneus says 
expressly that John lived till the time 
of Trajan, who reigned 98-117. John is 
a link between the first and third gen- 
erations of Christians. 
Character.—Marked by energy, love, 
elevation, and spiritual insight. Lived 
long and reflected profoundly on the 
great aspects of Christ and Christianity. 
Probably a celibate. Known as ‘‘John 
the Theologian,’’ ‘‘John the Eagle.’’ 


GOSPEL OF JOHN. 


Authorship.—The writer refers to 
himself as the disciple whom Jesus loved 
and never mentions his name. Of. 
Luke’s ‘‘we’’ sections in Acts. The 
writer was a Jew, lived in Jerusalem, 
was an eye-witness of most that he 
records, was one of the close disciples 
of Jesus. He was John, since Peter and 
James are ruled out. 

Date—After the Synoptic Gospels, 
and probably a good while after them. 
Somewhere about A.D. 90. 

Place not known.—But assuming the 
Ephesian residence of John, Ephesus 
was probably the place. Cf. possible en- 
dorsement of Ephesian elders to the 
book (‘‘we know’’—John 21:24). 

Occasion.—The spread of Gnosticism 
in Asia (cf. Paul’s Epistles to the Colos- 
sians and Ephesians) made John anx- 
ious to correct the perverted views of 
the person of Christ. 

Purpose.—Stated by the author him- 
self in John 20:30f. He offers proof 
from the miracles of Jesus that He is 
the Son of God. 


Person of Christ.—Jesus. God (John 
1:1) and man (1:14) both. He had real 
blood (19:34), and He is the only be- 
gotten Son (1:18). 


Pre-existence of the Word.—Christ as 
God’s Son existed before His human 
birth—1:1; 17:5. 

Prologue.—John 1:1-18 is a remark- 
able theological interpretation, by the 
author, of the twofold nature of Christ, 
a forecast of the entire Gospel. 

Argument.—21:19-20:31 the author 
discusses the proof of the incarnation 
of the God-Man. 

Epilogue.—Chap. 21 is by way of ad- 
dition after the argument was made. 

Manifestation of the Messiah.—The 
body of the Book shows how Jesus pro- 
gressively revealed Himself as the Mes- 
siah. 

Development of hostility.—The hatred 
of Christ’s enemies grows with His self- 
revelation. 

Style—John writes as an old man 
after long reflection and contempla- 
tion. He has much repetition and even 
monotony of manner, but the calm ele- 
vation of style suits his introspective 
insight. 

Dialogues.—The book is remarkable 
for vivid dialogue, as in chaps. 1, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7-10, 11, 12, 13-17, 21. In 15 and 16 
monologue appears. In 17 the wonderful 
prayer. 

Narratives.—Beautiful narratives oc- 
cur also in chaps. 1, 2, 4, 11, 21. 

Historical value.—This Gospel has 
been fiercely attacked as of little histor- 
ical worth because the style in the dia- 
logues is practically the same as that of 
the narrative portions. Hence the whole 
is put by son:e on a lower plane than the 
Synoptic Gospels. But none of the Gos- 
pels give verbatim reports of the exact 
Aramaic speeches of Jesus. John gives 
the sense rather more freely, probably, 
but still he correctly interprets Jesus’ 
miracles. Only eight miracles occur in 
this Gospel, but several of them are 
treated at some length and become the 
occasion of extended address to the peo- 
ple. Cf. John Chaps. 5, 6, 9, 21. 

Resurrection of Lazarus.—This fa- 
mous passage (ch. 11) is bitterly at- 
tacked by those who deny the deity of 
Jesus. Probably Lazarus was still alive 
when the Synoptic Gospels were writ- 
ten, and hence they did not refer to it. 
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They do give resurrections from the 
dead by Jesus. 

Parables.—No parable occurs in John 
except brief proverbs or crisp sayings 
like that in John 2:19, and the allegory 
of the ‘‘Good Shepherd’’ in Chap: 10, 
and the ‘‘Vine and the Branches’’ in 
Chap. 15. These symbols (door, shep- 
herd, vine, &c.) are essentially parables. 

Demons.—No demoniacs are recorded 
as healed in this Gospel, though the 
word occurs, John 8:48. 

The Jews.—The author, though a Jew, 
wrote after the destruction of Jerusalem 
and probably in Ephesus long after the 
line was sharply drawn between the 
Jews and the Christians. Hence he re- 
fers to the Jews as hostile to Jesus. Cf. 
Chaps. 7, 8, 9, &c. 

The Samaritans.—A good deal about 
them. Cf. John the Baptist’s ministry 
there (ch. 3:23).. Woman at Well of 
Sychar (ch. 4), Jewish sneer at Samar- 
itans (8:48). 

Testimony of the Baptist.—In John 
Chap. 1. Much not elsewhere about the 
Baptist’s testimony to Jesus. 

Relation to Synoptics.—Entirely new 
matter, save feeding of the five thou- 
sand (ch. 6) and passover week (18-20). 

Supplementary, not contradictory.— 
Evidently written in full view of the 
Synoptic Gospels and gives additional 
and confirmatory matter. Picture of 
Jesus essentially the same.—In the Syn- 
optic Gospels (cf. Warfield’s ‘‘ Lord of 
Glory,’’ Denney’s ‘‘ Jesus and the Gos- 
pel’’) Jesus is both divine and human. 
The human side of Jesus is prominent 
also in the Fourth Gospel (cf. ch. 4, 6, 
HZ) 

First year of ministry.—But for 
John’s Gospel the entire first year of 
Christ ’s active work would be unknown. 

Feasts and chronology.—John men- 
tions three Passovers in the Lord’s min- 
istry (2:13; 6:4; 13:1). Hence the min- 
istry was over two years in length. 
There was probably another Passover 
not mentioned (cf. 5:1). But for John’s 
Gospel no more than one year would be 
known. 


Jerusalem.—In the Synoptic Gospels 
Galilee is the centre of Christ’s work. 
In John, Jerusalem is the centre. Luke 
(13:34) implies this Jerusalem ministry. 
John fills it out. 

Striking character.—We are indebted 
to John’s Gospel for pictures of a num- 
ber of interesting persons like Jobn the 
Baptist, Simon Peter, Nathaniel, Nico- 
demus, the woman at the well, the man 
born blind, Lazarus, Mary, Martha, An- 
nas, Caiaphas, Pilate, Joseph of Arima- 
thea, Philip and Thomas. 

The Comforter.—This Gospel gives 
the fullest treatment (14-16) of the 
work and mission of the Holy Spirit. 

- Key words.—Truth, as in 1:17; 8:32; 
16:13; 17:17. Life, as in 1:4; 6:33-56; 
11:25. Light, as in 1:4 ff.; 1:9; 8:12; 
9:5512:35. Witness, as in 5:31; 15:27, 
&e. Believe, as in 1:12; 5:31; 6:30; 8:31, 
&c. Love, as in 13:34; 14:21; 15:2, &e. 
Judgment, as in 3:19; 5:22, 27; 9:39; &e. 
World, as in 1:10; 17:13f. Darkness, 
MED eC. 

Quotations.— Much fewer than in the 
Synoptic Gospels. They are found in 
John 1:23, 29, 51; 2:17; 6:31; 7:38, 42: 
Sri, 895" 1084s 12513, 14 27, oS, 40" 
13:18; 15:25; 19:24, 36, 37. 

Relation to John’s Epistles—The 
same general style is manifest in the 
Epistles of John, and the same man 
wrote them. The Epistles assume the 
Gospel (Westcott). In the Gospel the 
deity of Jesus is proved on the assump- 
tion of His humanity. In the epistles 
the humanity is shown on the assump- 
tion of His deity (Westcott). 


Relation to Apocalypse——tThe differ- 
ences between the Apocalypse and the 
Fourth Gospel are so many that some’ 
scholars refuse to credit both books to 
the same author. Some reject one, some. 
the other. There are, however, many 
points of peculiar contrast and the va- 
riations have an explanation. The Apoc- 
alypse may be in John’s own unedited 
Greek (Acts 4:13; Rey. 1:19), while the 
Gospel may have had revision by the 
elders of Ephesus (John 21:24). 
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ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 


Title.—Not in all the early manuscripts 
and, in truth, it is not an exact descrip- 
tion of the book. Most of the twelve 
apostles are not referred to after chap. 
2, and the bulk of the book recounts the 
work of other than the twelve, as 
Stephen and Philip (6-8), Barnabas 
(11), and Paul (9, 13-28). Besides, a 
number of speeches occur also by Peter, 
Stephen, Paul. But the title is not likely 
to be displaced by a better one, if such 
an one could be found. 

Author.—He is the same as th2 author 
of the Gospel according to Luke (Acts 
1:1), to which book he alludes. He is a 
companion of Paul (Acts 16:10) and a 
physician. It is now demonstrated that 
Luke is the author of both Gospel and 
Acts. 

Theophilus.—He is called ‘‘most ex- 
cellent’? (Lu. 1:3), and probably was 
a man of some standing. ‘‘The Acts,’’ 
as the ‘‘Gospel,’’?’ was intended not 
merely for his personal but for general 
circulation, especially among the Gen- 
tile Christians. Luke had in mind the 
same circle of readers for both books. 

Date.—It was written after the Gos- 
pel, though how long after is not known. 
Critics do not agree, but it is probable 
on the whole that Acts was written by 
Luke in Rome while with Paul during 
his first imprisonment. This would ex- 
plain best the sudden close of Acts with 
Paul still prisoner (28:30 f.), after two 
years in Rome in his own hired house. 

Two possible editions.—Lightfoot sug- 
gested that Luke made two editions of 
both Gospel and Acts. Blass holds that 
in the Acts he issued a rough first edi- 
tion (text of D), and then revised it for 
Theophilus and sent it east (text of B). 
The revised he considers a briefer text. 
The point is still in dispute. 

Relation to Luke’s Gospel.—The Acts 
is a continuation of the Gospel. Indeed 
the same event, the ascension, closes one 
book and opens the other. Luke con- 
siders that it is the same story ‘‘con- 
cerning all that Jesus began, both to do 
and to teach’’ (Acts 1:1). 


Relation to Paul’s Epistles.—There is 
no mention of any of Paul’s Epistles in 
the Acts. It is not certain that Luke 
had seen any of them when he wrote the 
book. If he wrote in Rome about A.D. 
63, the pastoral epistles had not, of 
course, been written. The epistles of 
the first.imprisonment had been sent on 
their mission. The other epistles were 
sent to Thessalonica, Corinth, Galatia, 
Rome. The one to Rome he could have 
seen. The one to Galatia he probably 
did not see. Thessalonica and Corinth 
were not far from Philippi. The ac- 
count of the installation of the Lord’s 
Supper in Lu. 22:17-20 is quite similar 
to that in I Cor. 11:23-26. Paul claims 
to have had a direct revelation from the 
Lord on the subject (I Cor. 11:23). Luke 
may indeed have seen Paul’s narrative. 
But, however this may be, the Acts and 
the espistles supplement each other in 
a truly marvellous manner. Of. Paley, 
“‘Hore Pauline,’’ and Knowling, ‘‘ The 
Witness of the Epistles.’’? The absence 
of references makes the supplementing 
all the more striking. There are difficul- 
ties as concerning Acts 15 and Gal. 2, 
but they are not insuperable. 

Sources.—In the Gospel (1:1-4) Luke 
tells the character of the material used. 
As a competent historian we merely as- 
sume that he used the same care in writ- 
ing Acts. He was himself a witness of 
part of the narrative and he there 
speaks in the first person—16:10-40; 
20:6-28:31. We do not know his sources 
for the remainder of the book, but it is 
not difficult to guess it in part. For all 
of Paul’s career sketched by Luke he 
had Paul himself with whom Luke was 
so long as in Cesarea and Rome. Then, 
besides, John Mark was in Rome with 
Luke and could tell much about the 
early apostolic era. Luke saw also 
Mnason, an early disciple—21:16. He 
was the guest of Philip in Czxsarea 
(Acts 21:8), besides the long stay in 
Cesarea. Luke saw James, the Lord’s 
brother, in Jerusalem (21:18), who was 
present in Jerusalem continuously since 
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the Great Day of Pentecost. Of. Know- 
ling, ‘‘Expositor’s Greek Testament.’’ 
It is plain that he had ample material. 

Choice of material—The principles 
that governed Luke in the use of the 
abundant material are not made plain 
to us in the book. One feels sure that 
accuracy and interest were two of them. 
He begins with Jerusalem, which, not 
Galilee, is now the centre of Christian 
life. Then he extends the circle to Sa- 
maria and Philistia. Then the Gentiles 
come in, and the whole Roman Empire 
is brought within the horizon. The book 
closes at Rome, the capital of the Em- 
pire. 

Main personages.—The work expands 
through new agents. At Jerusalem the 
Holy Spirit falls upon the 120 and Peter 
is the leading spirit ably supported by 
John. Peter and John arouse the an- 
tagonism of the Sadducees by reason of 
the preaching of the resurrection of 
Jesus. But Stephen, not one of the 
twelve, stirs the Pharisees to activity 
by his accent on the spiritual nature of 
worship. Philip, another of the seven 
deacons, carries the Gospel to Samaria 
and Philistia. Peter and Barnabas 
(after the men of Cyprus and Cyrene) 
are the early instruments in starting 
the work among the Gentiles. But these 
all pale before Paul, the ‘‘ Apostle to 
the Gentiles,’’ whose activities occupy 
more than half of the Acts. Paul is 
Luke’s hero in this volume. In the out- 
ward movement new leaders come to the 
front. 

The first church history.—In a true 
sense of the term ‘‘The Acts’’ is the 
first book of church history. Luke has 
the grasp of the situation of the real 
historian. He is not a mere chronicler. 
He is interpreting for us the origin and 
early growth of Christianity. The cause 
of Christ has much to be grateful for in 
that the first historian of Christian 
origin was Luke. 

A book of missions.—The dominant 
note of the book is the missionary cause. 
The disciples first had to understand the 
‘significance of the life and message of 
Jesus. They had won back faith and 
hope by the resurrection of Christ. 
With the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
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on the Day of Pentecost they grasped 
the full meaning of the work of Christ 
in relation to the Old Testament and 
the present (see Peter’s address in Acts 
chap. 2). They were charged with power 
to expouvd that story to others. The 
Acts is the wonderful unfolding of this 
growing apprehension how Hellenistic 
Jews could be saved by faith in Jesus, 
how Samaritans (half Jews) could be 
redeemed, how proselytes (cf. the Ethio- 
pian eunuch) could be saved by Christ, 
how Romans (cf. Cornelius) and Greeks 
(Antioch and the missionary tours of 
Paul) could be redeemed without be- 
coming Jews. This was a difficult proc- 
ess on the part of the twelve apostles 
themselves (cf. Peter at Joppa, Cesarea, 
Jerusalem, Antioch), but it was accom- 
plished. Some of the Jerusalem Chris- 
tians never rose to this breadth of view. 
They fought Paul, who became the ex- 
ponent of the free gospel of grace for 
the whole world. Acts recounts this bat- 
tle for freedom and shows how Paul was 
finally caught in the meshes of Jew- 
ish hate. The book leaves Paul a pris- 
oner in Rome because, probably, Luke 
wrote while in Rome with him. 

Judaizing controversy.—The conflict 
with the Pharisaic wing of the Jeru- 
salem Christians (Acts 15) gave a new 
conception of Christianity, one free 
from the shackles of Jewish ceremonial- 
ism. The Gospel took wings and flew all 
over the Roman world, a spiritual Gos- 
pel, the Pauline interpretation of the 
Gospel endorsed by Peter, John, and 
James, the Lord’s brother. 

Holy Spirit in Acts.—In a real sense 
the book is the record of how the Holy 
Spirit filled the early Christians and 
sent them out into the world as spiritual 
dynamos. The power of Peter, of 
Stephen, of Philip, of Paul, is the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Power the keynote.—The dominant 
idea of the book is that of power, the 
power of the Holy Spirit. 

Acts and the ministry of Jesus.—The 
writer of Acts is definitely aware of the 
work of Christ and refers to his own 
book on that subject (Acts 1:1). He 
conceives his second volume to be a 
continuation of the first volume and a 
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continuation of the work of Jesus. In 
the Gospels we have the record of what 
““Jesus began both to do and to teach”’ 
(both works and teaching). In the Acts 
Jesus is still inspirer and director of 
the activities of the Christians. Of. this 
conception of Luke (Acts 1:1), of the 
continuing activity of Jesus after his 
ascension with the last message of Jesus 
recorded in Mt. 28:20: ‘‘I am with you 
always, even unto the end of the world.’’ 

The Holy Spirit in Acts.—But Jesus 
works through the Holy Spirit in the 
apostolic period (and now). He had 
said that the Comforter would come to 
earry on His work ‘‘forever’’—John 
14:16. This great event is recorded as 
realized in Acts 2. The dispensation of 
the Holy Spirit is thus inaugurated. He 
was not simply to teach the disciples 
all truth (John 14:26), especially the 
comprehension of Christ Himself (John 
16:14), but they would do greater works 
(in degree, not kind) than Jesus had 
done—John 14:12f. This story of ex- 
pansion is set forth in the Acts. The 
great Day of Pentecost itself shows 
more converts (three thousand) than 
all of the earthly ministry of Jesus did 
(above five hundred, I Cor. 15:6). The 
promise of the Father was realized on 
that day. The rest of the Book of Acts 
is a description of the disciples at work 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
It is, in a true sense, the Acts of the 
Holy Spirit. In Jerusalem, in Cesarea, 
in Antioch, in Troas, the Holy Spirit 
moves and guides to the larger move- 
ments in the apostolic work. 

Persecution.—Acts is full of persecu- 
tion of the disciples by the Sadducees 
(4 and 5), by the Pharisees (6-9), by 
the state (Herod Agrippa, ch. 12), by 
pharisaic Christians (Acts 15:1 ff.), and 
from Acts 13 to the end of the book 
there is a succession of persecutions for 
Paul and his friends all over the world. 
But Paul is chief sufferer as he had once 
been chief persecutor. 

Credibility of Acts.—It used to be 
the custom for some scholars to belittle 
the historical value of Acts. But Luke 
has been vindicated on so many points 
of detail that he is now in high favor 
as a reliable historian. See Chase, ‘‘ The 
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Credibility of Acts’’; Ramsay, ‘‘ St. Paul 
the Traveller.’’ 

Speeches in Acts.—In particular the 
speeches in Acts are said to be made to 
order by Luke. But Luke heard Paul’s 
speech at Miletus (ch. 20) and those in 
Jerusalem, Cesarea, and Rome—chs. 
21-28. The speeches of Paul at Antioch 
in Pisidia (ch. 13) and at Athens (ch. 17) 
may very well have been preserved by 
Paul in notes and suit marvellously the 
conditions. In like manner Luke may 
have gotten notes of Peter’s addresses, 
and Paul heard Stephen’s—Ch. 7. There 
is no real ground for disputing the ac- 
curacy of their addresses without insist- 
ing on a verbatim report. 


Three parts of Acts.—The book falls 
naturally into three parts. One has 
Jerusalem for a centre (chs. 1-12); an- 
other has Antioch as a centre (chs. 13: 
1—21:15); the other shows Paul battling 
with his enemies in Jerusalem, Cesarea, 
Rome—chs. 21:15-28:31. These are thus 
shifting centres of Christian influence. 
The power of Christianity follows the 
line of missionary activity, not of mere 
verbal orthodoxy. 


Picture of Jesus in Acts.—Jesus had 
said that the Holy Spirit would teach 
the disciples about Him. In ‘‘The 
Acts’’ we see the disciples expounding 
the work and words of Jesus. After the 
great Pentecost they are able to inter- 
pret Jesus to men with power. They use 
His resurrection in connection with His 
claims to prove His messiahship. They 
worship Him as Lord and Saviour. The 
Christology of the Acts is essentially 
the same as that of the Epistles and 
harmonizes with the claims of Jesus in 
the Gospels. 

Conversion of Saul.—The two out- 
standing events in the Acts are the com- 
ing of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost and 
the conversion of Saul of Tarsus. These 
two events explain the story of the book 
and, indeed, largely explain the history 
of early Christianity. 

Personality of Paul_—The figure of 
Paul dominates the book as he has 
rightly so) 
Christian history since the first century. 

Voyage to Rome.—Chapter 27 is a 
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notable contribution to the world’s 
knowledge of ancient seafaring apart 
from one’s interest in Paul, the most 
important source indeed for that knowl- 
edge. 

Chronology of Acts.—Luke mentions 
several rulers like Herod Agrippa 
(death, ch. 12) and Felix and Festus. 
But it is not very easy to work out a 
consistent chronology of the events in 
Acts. As a working hypothesis we may 
assume that Paul was with Barnabas at 
Antioch about A.D. 44, and that Festus 
succeeded Felix A.D. 59 or 60. 

Old Testament quotations.—They are 
found in Acts 1:20; 2:17-21, 25-28; 3: 
22 f. (cf. 7:37), 25; 4:25, 26; 7:3, 5, 6 f., 
Ore O mal on le wise 15 ft 195 20H, 
22, 23-29, 30, 31, 32, 33 f., 35, 37, 40, 44, 
46 f., 49 f.; 8:32 f.; 13:17-21, 22, 25, 33, 
34, 41, 47; 14:15 (17:24); 15:16 f.; 17:31; 
23:5; 26:18, 22 f.; 28:26 f. 

Acts and the Epistles of Paul.—It is 
clear that the Acts was written by Luke 
in complete independence of the Epis- 
tles of Paul. It is hardly probable that 
Luke while at Philippi saw the Thessa- 
lonian Epistles or the Corinthian group. 
It is reasonably clear that he had not 
seen Galatians when he wrote Acts 15. 
In Gal. chap. 2, Paul gives the private 
account of the Jerusalem conference to 
show his independence of the twelve, 
though showing his essential agreement 
with them. In Acts chap. 15, Luke gives 


the general recital of the public aspects 
of the meeting, but with hints of fric- 
tion (Acts 15:4f.). It is possible that 
Luke was the amanuensis of Paul dur- 
ing the first Roman captivity—Col. 
4:14. If so, he would be familiar with 
the contents and style of these Epistles. 
It is just in these letters that we find 
most similarity between Acts and Paul’s 
Epistles. But on the whole it may be 
said that the Epistles were written in 
independence of the Acts and the Acts 
in independence of the Epistles. The 
Epistles of the captivity do not touch 
the period covered by the Acts, save the 
two years in Rome—Acts 28:30. 

Luke may have had the benefit of 
Paul’s suggestions at many points for 
the latter part of Acts, as he may have 
received help from John Mark and 
Philip for the earlier portions, not to 
mention notes of the various addresses 
which Luke did not himself hear. But 
there is no apparent effort to harmonize 
Acts with the Epistles. Still they sup- 
plement each other in a marvellous man- 
ner. Wherever they touch they must be 
blended to get the full light. Paul is 
intent on the problems in hand when he 
writes his Epistles. Luke has in mind 
the movements of Christianity in its 
expanding progress and selects his ma- 
terial for his own purpose. Luke gives 
us a real history, though along a line of 
his own choosing. 
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By Paul at Corinth We know where | 


Paul was when he wrote to the Roman 
Christians. He is the guest of Gaius 
(Rom. 16:23), and Erastus the treasurer 
of the city (ibid.) sends salutation. He 
is about to leave these parts (15:23 f.) 
for Jerusalem, as he did later, via Mace- 
donia (Acts 20:3f.). Meanwhile he 
sends greeting to the Romans by Phebe 
of Cenchrea (Rom. 16:1), the probable 
bearer of the letter. 

Date.—The Epistle was written there- 
fore just before Paul left Corinth for 
Jerusalem (Rom. 15:25 f.) with the col- 
lection. He arrived in Jerusalem with 


the collection at Pentecost—Acts 20:16; 
21:26 f. The date of the Hpistle is there- 
fore early spring of A.D. 56 or 57. 

Paul’s plans.—He hopes to go on his 
way to Spain after his visit to Jerusalem 
—Acts 19:21; Rom. 15:24, 28. 

Reason for visit to Rome.—He wishes 
fruit in Rome also (Rom. 1:13-15), and 
in particular wishes to develop the vir- 
gin soil of Spain in harmony with his 
profession for pioneer work—15:16-24. 

Statesmanship of Paul.—He has the 
conception of a world-wide kingdom for 
Christ (cf. Mt. 28:19 ff.), that shall take 
in the east as well as the west—Rom. 
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1:15; 15:16 f. In a measure he has given 
his message to the east—15:23. He now 
yearns that the west may come to 
Christ. 

No new purpose with Paul.—He had 
indeed often planned to go to Rome 
(1:13), but had been hindered till now 
—15:23. 

Origin of the church in Rome.—No 
light is thrown on this subject save that 
Paul was not the founder. It is improb- 
able that Peter was, else Paul would 
not have written as he did in Rom, 15: 
19 f. about another man’s foundation. 
The church in all probability was the 
indirect result of the conversion of some 
of the Jews and sojourners from Rome 
on the great Day of Pentecost—Acts 
2:10. 

Character of the church.—It was 
partly Jewish and partly Gentile; cf. 
Rom. 2:9 f. 

Integrity of the Epistle-——Some crit- 
ics argue that the original Epistle 
closed at the end of chapter 14, since in 
some MSS. the doxology of 16:25-27 
comes at the close of that chapter. 
Others find a difficulty in the many 
names mentioned in chapter 16. But 
Rome was the center of the life of the 
world. Christians, like other people, 
drifted to Rome, and among them many 
of Paul’s companions and friends from 
the east. The unity of the book is the 
most natural position in view of the 
facts. 

Language.—Even in Rome Greek was 
the language in common use, especially 
among those who had drifted from the 
east. Latin was alone used in North 
Africa, but in Rome Greek was spoken 
by many who could not use Latin. Paul 
himself probably knew Latin, but Greek 
was the common means of communica- 
tion in the Empire. 

Gospel of Paul.—In a true sense this 
Epistle is Paul’s Gospel—2:16. The 
very fact that he had not yet been to 
Rome led him to give a more extended 
discussion of the fundamental truths 
preached by him. It is thus more formal 
and less incidental than Galatians. It is 
a real letter, but partakes also of the 
nature of a treatise. It is not a book 
on systematic theology, but a vital ex- 


position of the gospel message on broad 
lines properly related to Jewish cere- 
monialism and Greek speculative phil- 
osophy. Paul was the first true Chris- 
tian philosopher. 

Not polemical His purpose was not 
therefore primarily polemical, as was 
the case in Galatians. He aims rather 
to give an interpretation of the message 
of Christ to both Jew and Gentile. He 
expounds a universal Gospel. The Juda- 
izing controversy is still in his mind as 
part of the historical background, but 
not as the main consideration or occa- 
sion of the Epistle. 

Careful preface.—He has a more for- 
mal and extended preface (1:1-7) that 
really sketches the ‘‘Gospel of God’’ in 
broad outlines and Paul’s relation to it 
and theirs also. 

Apologetic statement of theme.—In 
1:8-17 Paul explains why he writes and 
tells his message. He is to discuss ‘‘a 
righteousness of God’’ as revealed in 
the Gospel. 

The Gentiles lost.—He first proves the 
need of the Gospel of God’s righteous- 
ness since the Gentiles are lost without 
it—1:18-32. 

The Jews lost.—He then shows that 
the Jews also are lost without this Gos- 
pel of grace—2:1-3:20. Hence all the 
world is lost in sin. 

Brief exposition of Paul’s Gospel.—tIn 
3:21-31 in short compass Paul sets forth 
his Gospel, the atoning death of Christ 
as the basis, the personal trust of the 
believer in Jesus, the consequent justifi- 
cation of the believer by God. 

Abraham and justification—For the 
benefit of the Jewish Christians Paul 
shows how Abraham himself exercised 
faith and was justified (cf. ch. 4). The 
blessed peace of the Christian is set 
forth in 5:1-11. 

Adam and Christ.—A parallel is run 
between the relation of Adam to the 
race and of Christ to the redeemed in 
Ch. 5:12-21. 

Sanctification Justification does not 
mean approval of evil, but has for its 
ultimate object real goodness. God’s 
righteousness begins with justification 
(imputed righteousness) and ends with 
sanctification—Chs. 6-8. — 
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Failure of the Jews explained.—It 
was an unpleasant task, but Paul ex- 
plains why the Gentiles have taken the 
place of the Jews in the spiritual Israel 
—Chs. 9-11, 

Personal consecration—With Paul 
election means the obligation to per- 
sonal piety in practical relations with 
the church and the world—Chs. 12-13. 

The weak brother.—In particular the 


strong brother was to help the weak in 
a matter like eating meats offered to 
idols—14:1-15:13. 

The future for PaulHe unbosoms 
his purpose to the Roman brethren— 
15:14-33. 

Paul’s influence in Rome.—It is al- 
ready great, as is plain from his many 
friends there—Ch. 16. He has a host of 
fellow-workers all over the world. 
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Universally admitted as Paul’s. A 
very few eccentric critics indeed who 
doubt everything question this Epistle. 
But even Baur admitted the genuine- 
ness of I Corinthians. 

Date.—We know the time of year, the 
spring, before Pentecost—I Cor. 16:8. 
The place of writing was Ephesus 
(ibid.). It was written shortly before 
the close (ibid.) of his three years’ stay 
in Ephesus—Acts 20:31. This year was 
probably either 56 or 57. It was during 
Paul’s third missionary tour and a year 
before his final visit to Jerusalem. 

Parties in Corinth—Apparently four 
parties had sprung up in Corinth (I Cor. 
1:12) since Paul’s departure and 
Apollos’ arrival. Appolos had left and 
would not return—I Cor. 12. The Paul- 
ine party and the Apollos party were 
drawn along lines of personal prefer- 
ence apparently. The Cephas party rep- 
resented a doctrinal cleavage, the Juda- 
izers, who made an improper use of the 
name of Peter. The Christ party prob- 
ably was a reaction of a pious element 
against the spirit of faction that itself 
caused a new faction. But eventually 
(see chs. 10-13) there were only two 
parties—the Pauline party (the major- 
ity) and the Anti-Pauline Judaizers (the 
minority). The Apollos and Christ par- 
ties apparently took Paul’s side in the 
controversy. 

Paul’s communications with the Co- 
rinthians.—Apollos himself could tell 
Paul much—I Cor. 16:8. The household 
of Chloe had told him the story of the 
divisions—1:11. Paul sent Timothy to 
them to restore order—4:17; 16:10. He 


purposed to come himself (4:19 ff.) and 
may possibly have made a short visit— 
IT Cor. 2:2; 13:1. He had written them 
a letter now lost—I Cor. 5:9. The Co- 
rinthians had written Paul a letter con- 
cerning marriage (7:1), meats offered to 
idols (8:1), the spiritual gifts (12:1), 
and the resurrection—15:1. They had 
sent a special embassy (possibly with 
the letter) to see Paul—16:17. He re- 
plies with what we call ‘‘I Corinth- 
ians.’’? Paul had finally sent Titus who 
was to report to him at Troas—II Cor. 
2:12. 

Complicated situation at Corinth.—It 
was a mixed condition of affairs that 
called forth this great Epistle. “It was a 
great mission church in a commercial 
emporium open to all the breezes of 
error that blow, beset by every form of 
immorality, torn ‘by strife, possessed of 
a large number of persons with high 
spiritual endowments; an excitable, in- 
flammable church. The various prob- 
lems are discussed separately. 

The dissensions.—The first four chap- 
ters treat this vital question. There is 
much passion and even indignation in 
Paul’s protest against the misuse made 
of his name in the matter. He takes oc- 
casion to make a formal exposition of 
his conception of the cross of Christ as 
the heart of the Gospel. He scouts their 
false, pretentious philosophy and urges 
the real wisdom of God. 

Immoral practices.—In chapters 5 and 
6 he condemns with much vehemence 
the church’s lackadaisical passing by a 
case of incest and demands the man’s 
expulsion from the church. He charges 
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them with going to law with each other 
before the heathen and with the ‘spirit 
of licentiousness. 

Marriage.—Chapter 7 deals with mar- 
riage and its problems as existing in 
Corinth. There were two parties among 
them. One held that all should marry. 
The other held that none should marry. 
Both were wrong. The various aspects 
of the matter receive discussion. 

Meats offered to idols.—Chapters 8-10 
treat the grave problem (to them) of 
eating meat that had been presented as 
an offering in a heathen temple. It is 
a question of casuistry, and calls for a 
principle that applies to all casuistical 
problems. 

Head dress of women in worship.—In 


11:1-16 this matter receives earnest 
treatment. 
Misconduct in observance of the 


Lord’s supper.—The excesses of the Co- 
rinthians went as far as this. Some of 
them actually got drunk at the Lord’s 
table. Paul interprets the whole sub- 
ject—11:17-34. 

Spiritual gifts—Chapters 12-14. 
Wrangling had come in the very use of 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit. Love (13) 
is the key to the matter. 

The resurrection.—Chapter 15. The 
classic on the subject. He proves the 
fact of the resurrection of Jesus and 
explains the nature of the resurrection 
body. 

Collection for the saints.—One of the 
great objects of Paul’s second mission- 
ary tour was the collection for the poor 
saints at Jerusalem (16:1-4). 

Personal items.—16:5-24, as usual in 
Paul’s Epistles he has many personal 
messages. 


It CORINTHIANS. 


Authenticity conceded by practically 
all competent scholars. 

Integrity questioned.i—A respectable 
number of scholars hold that our II 
Corinthians really combines two of 
Paul’s Hyfistles (Chapters 1-9) being a 
fourth letter, Chapters 10-13 a third). 
An interesting idea, but not proven. 

A lost letter possible.—It is, however, 
possible (cf. I Cor. 5:9) that Paul wrote 
another letter and sent it by Titus, one 
sharper in tone than I Corinthians and 
to which he alludes in II Cor. 2:4; 7:12. 

Return of Titus—At any rate the 
mission of Titus was more effective 
than that of Timothy. Paul met him, 
not at Troas as he had planned, but in 
Macedonia: (II Cor._ 2:12 f.), probably 
in Philippi. 

Date of the Epistle-—He sends Titus 
and two other brethren back (probably 
Luke and Erastus, cf. II Cor. 8:18-9:5). 
They may have also been the bearers of 
the Epistle. But at any rate the date of 
writing is shortly after the arrival of 
Titus from Corinth, probably the latter 
part of A.D. 56 or 57. 

Joy and sorrow.—Titus brought good 
news and bad news. Paul had been 


grieving that he had written so sharply 
—2:1-4; 7:5-8. But now that the ma- 
jority had acquiesced, he is happy over 
the result—2:5-3:6; 7:8-16. But a 
“‘nart’’ (2:5) had not taken Paul’s view 
of the situation. The letter therefore 
has a double character. The first part is 
mainly joyous, the second chiefly sad 
and indignant. 

Paul’s apology.—The Epistle is the 
most personal of all of Paul’s letters 
and has been often called Apologia pro 
Vita Sua. He does make a formal de- 
fence of his work and gives a magnifi- 
cent presentation of the grandeur of the 
New Testament ministry. 

Style—tThe passion of Paul’s heart 
is reflected in the long and broken sen- 
tences which characterize the letter. It 
pulses with power and he is not careful 
to follow formal rhetoric. 

Revelation of Paul’s personality.— 
More of Paul’s real self is manifest in 
this Epistle than is to be found any- 
where else. The latest volcanic fires 
have burst forth. Timothy (1:1) sends 
greetings also, but it is Paul’s experi- 
ences that are told. 

Preacher’s handbook.—It is a great 
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discussion of a true preacher’s problems 
and so becomes a minister’s vade-mecwm. 

Paul’s narrow escape.—In 1:3-11. 
Paul tells of his recent nearness to 
death while at Ephesus due either to the 
mob or sickness or both. 


Failure to go to Corinth—He was 
charged with fickleness (1:12-2:4) be- 
cause he had not come to them first be- 
fore going into Macedonia as he had 
originally planned (1:15f.), but had 
changed his mind—I Cor. 15:5. 


Further personal explanations.—He is 
glad to set before his friends his real 
attitude towards the offender and the 
church, now that the majority has sus- 
tained Paul’s view—2:5-7:16. He opens 
his heart and his mouth to them (6:11) 
and begs them to open their hearts to 
him—7:2. Throughout this discussion 
Paul maintains a position of great dig- 
nity with real sympathy. 

The collection.—The formal discussion 
(Chaps. 8 and 9) of this important mat- 
ter furnishes a powerful exposition of 
the whole question of beneficence. He 
wishes to bring to a successful conclu- 
sion the promises of the Achaian 
churches for this object, the great col- 
lection for the poor saints in Jerusalem 
from the four provinces of Asia, Galatia, 
Macedonia and Achaia. Achaia had been 
the first to promise, but is the last to 
pay. 

Apostolic authority—The tone ‘of 
Chapters 10-13 is so very bitter in 
places that some explanation is needed. 
It is found in the stubborn resistance of 
the Cephas party of Judaizers to the 


authority of Paul in Corinth. The 
Apollos and Christ parties had appar- 
ently disappeared. The majority was 
with Paul. He had claimed his apostoli¢ 
authority before—I Cor. 4:21; 5:3-5. 
The Judaizers resented this claim. They 
retorted that Paul was acting outside 
of his jurisdiction (II Cor. 10:14), that 
he was not a real apostle (not one of the 
twelve like Peter, 11:5; 12:11), that 
he was afraid to take pay because he 
was not a true apostle (11:7 ff.), that in 
reality he was indirectly after money 
for himself in this collection for the 
poor saints in Jerusalem (12:14-18), 
that he was afraid to come to Corinth 
anyhow (12:14; 13:1 ff.), and took it out 
in threatening letters—10:9 f. 

The indignation of Paul is. thor- 
oughly aroused.mHe answers’ the 
charges and makes counter ones. He 
calls the Judaizers false apostles and 
ministers of Satan (11:13 ff.). He has 
not been just ‘‘excusing’’ himself to 
them (12:19). He has remained away 
to spare them (1:23; 12:21). When he 
comes again, he will not spare (18:2), 
but will ‘‘deal sharply’’ if necessary 
sro) z 

Effect of the Epistle—He waited 
awhile, went round about Illyricum 
(Rom. 15:19), and later spent three 
months peaceably at Corinth—Acts 
20:3. To all appearances the Cephas 
party of Judaizers vanished. Peter had 
had no part in this strife and was in no 
way responsible for their use of his 
name. II Corinthians is a powerful docu- 
ment and evidently made a tremendous 
impression. 


GALATIANS. 


Authenticity —Accepted by all critics 
save extreme Dutch school. 

Readers —Very doubtful whether by 
Galatia (Gal. 1:2) and Galatians (3:1) 
Paul means the real Galatians (Celts) 
of North Galatia, the Lycaonian and 
Phrygian Christians alone (South Gala- 
tia, scene of Paul’s first tour), or the 
Roman province as a whole. Each view 
has strong advocates, though the North 


Galatian view may still be accepted as 
a working hypothesis. That is the most 
natural way to take the language of 
Luke in Acts 16:6; 18:23. But it is even 
possible that Luke may use the term 
‘fregion of Galatia’’ in the ethno- 
graphic sense like Phrygia, Lycaonia, 
and Pisidia, while Paul may have the 
Roman province in mind. If so, the mat- 
ter becomes all the more difficult to de- 
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cide. But this point of geography is 
not very material after all. 

Date.—The date of the Epistle is in- 
volved in the character of the readers 
addressed. If they were the inhabitants 
of South Galatia, the first (‘‘former’’) 
time when he was with them would be 
the time of the first missionary tour. 
He may indeed have been there a sec- 
ond time, though not necessarily so. If 
true, this would be during the second 
tour. If, however, the true Galatians 
are in mind, the second tour would be 
the occasion of the first visit (Acts 
16:6), and the third visit that of the 
second (Acts 18:23). In that case the 
date would be much later. The Epistle 
is therefore dated all the way from A.D. 
50 to 57. In lieu of anything decisive, 
the doctrinal situation may be appealed 
to. It logically falls between II Corinth- 
ians and Romans. Tentatively the fall 
of A.D. 56 or 57 may be suggested and 
the place of composition Corinth. 

Judaizers in Galatia.—After the Jeru- 
salem Conference Paul distributed the 
decrees on his travels—Acts 16:4. The 
trouble in Galatia may have sprung up 
at once from Jews in the Galatian 
churches or may have been due, as is 
most likely true, to some active emis- 
saries from the Jerusalem Judaizers— 
Gal. 3:1. The movement took on large 
proportions rapidly. 

Appeal to Paul.Some of those loyal 
to Paul, as at Corinth, evidently sent 
word to Paul concerning the situation. 
If it came to him after his return to 
Corinth in the fall of 56 or 57, he was 
in a proper frame of mind to apprehend 
the issue involved. 

The issue at stake.—The very heart 
of the gospel was in the controversy. It 
was whether Christianity was sufficient 
in itself or must be supplemented by 
Judaism, whether Jewish ceremonialism 
was to be added to the spiritual gospel 
of liberty preached by Paul. He had 
faced this issue squarely at the Jeru- 
salem Conference and had carried his 
point—Acts 15; Gal. 2:1-10. But it is 
necessary to make a fight over again. 
Paul conceives that the truth of the 
gospel is at stake—Gal. 2:5. He calls 
the doctrine of the Judaizers ‘‘a differ- 
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ent gospel,’’ really no Gospel—1:6 f. 
He pronounces anathema on these teach- 
ers—1:8 f. 

Appeal to the Galatians.—He calls to 
them to come back (1:6; 3:1) and to be 
true to the gospel of liberty (5:1). He 
throws his very heart into this passion- 
ate plea—4:12-20. 

Defence of his apostleship.—That had 
been challenged. He was called by the 
Judaizers not a true apostle. Hence 
Paul affirms his apostleship (1:1-5) and 
shows how he derived it from Christ and 
independently of the twelve (1:11-24), 
but he was their acknowledged equal as 
shown in the Jerusalem conference it- 
self—2:1-10. He had indeed rebuked 
Peter to his face at Antioch—2:11-21. 

The law and the gospel.—The law 
had its place, the ceremonial law, but 
it was that of the tutor or pedagogue 
before Christ came—3:1-22. It is not 
needed now that the Teacher Himself 
has come—3:23-4:7. Paul is afraid of 
them, these Gentile Christians observ- 
ing Jewish ceremonies—4:8-11. He 
reminds them of the allegory of Sarah 
and Hagar—4:21-31. 

Freedom, not license.—They must not 
misunderstand him. He does not wish 
them to be entangled again in a yoke of 
bondage (5:1-12) and so come from 
grace under law—5:4. Nor does he wish 
them to make freedom an occasion to 
the flesh to go into sin—5:13-26. The 
fruit of the Spirit and of the flesh are 
very different in quality. 

Mutual help.—They must help, not 
hinder, each other—6:1-10. 

The cross, not circumcision.—The 
cross of Christ is the main thing, not the 
ceremony of circumcision—6:11-18. This 
added summary is in Paul’s own hand 
(6:11) and he pleads for loyalty on the 
ground of his sufferings for Christ— 
G7 

Powerful apologetic—This Epistle is 
vehement and passionate and presents 
the spiritual conception of Christianity 
over against Jewish ceremonialism. It 
met that issue grandly. It was also the 
battle cry of Luther in the reforma- 
tion. To-day it is one of the bulwarks 
against the radical criticism of the New 
Testament. 


EPHESIANS 115 


EPHESIANS. 


Genuineness.—This great Epistle has 
been attacked by a considerable number 
of German scholars, but on insufficient 
grounds. The difficulties vanish when 
the letter is properly understood. 

Date.—Same date as Colossians (Col. 
4:7.f.; Eph. 6:21f.) and Philemon (10, 
13). About A.D. 62 or 63. 

Place—From Rome—Acts 28:30 f.; 
Eph. 3:1. 

Destination.—In the oldest MSS. in 
Eph. 1:1 the words ‘‘at Ephesus’’ are 
wanting. In Col. 4:16 Paul speaks of 
an Hpistle sent to the church at Laodi- 
cea. Marcion calls the Epistle which we 
call ‘‘to the Ephesians’’ the one ‘‘to 
the Laodiceans.’’ There are no personal 
items in the Ephesian letter, though 
Paul was three years in Ephesus—Acts 
20:31. It seems clear therefore that the 
Ephesian letter was not addressed solely 
to the saints at Ephesus, though a copy 
went there. That copy is the one that 
came to be copied most because of the 
prominence of the church in Ephesus, 

Circular letter.—It seems to be a gen- 
eral appeal addressed to the churches 
of Asia and sent to various churches. 
The Colossian letter, though designed 
specially for the Colossian church, was 
also to be sent to Laodicea—Col. 4:16. 
The apostle may have had the Ephe- 
sians chiefly in mind, but purposely 
wrote in general terms so as to suit the 
letter to its mission. Cf. the Letters to 
the Seven Churches (of Asia) in Rev. 2 
and 3, where each letter is definite and 
particular in description. 

Gnosticism.—The same doctrinal issue 
is under discussion here as in Colossians. 
See that Epistle for brief statement 
about Gnosticism. There is here less 
eagerness and passion perhaps, but more 
comprehensiveness and sobriety in the 
treatment. 

Dignity of the church.—In Colossians 
the Headship of Christ is emphasized 
in contrast to the Gnostic noticn of 
ions. In Ephesians the dignity of the 
church as the body of Christ is set 
forth with great power. 


General conception of the church.— 
The general conception of the body of 
Christ is natural in an Epistle designed 
for general circulation. In harmony 
with that idea Paul expounds the com- 
prehensiveness of the body of Christ as 
including both Gentiles and Jews. An- 
other figure for this idea is ‘‘the Com- 
monwealth of Israel’’—Eph. 2:12. 
““One new man’’—2:15. ‘‘One body’’ 
—2:16. ‘‘Household of God’’—2:19. 
“*A holy temple in the Lord’’—2:21, 
‘“‘The church, which is His Body’’— 
1:22 (cf. 5:23, &c.). Paul here grasps 
the kingdom of God as parallel in a 
sense with the world kingdom of Rome, 
but infinitely grander in scope and 


,power. 


Election includes both Jews and Gen- 
tiles—This conception is not new with 
Paul (cf. Rom. 9:11), but is nowhere 
put with more force than in Eph. 1: 
3-14. The point of view here is that of 
thanksgiving to God for his elective 
grace. 

True conception of Christ.—In opposi- 
tion to the Gnostic degradation of 
Christ, he exalts Him to His true place 
—1:15-23. This is one of the two great 
prayers in the Epistle, a prayer for spir- 
itual comprehension. 

The spiritual revelation.—The tre- 
mendous change wrought by Christ in 
both Jews and Gentiles is discussed in 
Chapter 2. 

Paul’s mission to the Gentiles—He 
expounds his khowledge of ‘‘the mys- 
tery of Christ’’ (3:4), how the Gen- 
tiles are included in the church 3:1-13. 

Prayer for knowledge of Christ.—The 
Gnostic laid much stress on ‘‘knowl- 
edge.’’ The highest knowledge is that 
of Christ. Paul here (3:14-21) makes a 
marvellous prayer. 

Unity.—This passage (4:1-16) re- 
minds one of Christ’s prayer for unity 
in John—ch. 17. 

Heathen vices.—Paul faithfully warns 
the Gentile Christians against lapsing 
into their former lax manner of life— 
4:17-5:20. 
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Domestic and _ social 
Colossians so here (4:21-6:9) he dis- 
cusses carefully and earnestly the duties 
of Christians in the various stations of 
life. 

Final appeal.—tIn 6:10-20 Paul pleads 


life—As in 


powerfully for stedfastness in the midst 
of the Gnostic heresies. 

Grandeur of the Epistle-—Nowhere 
has Paul, or anyone else, produced a 
greater treatment of the highest themes 
than in Eph. 1-3. 
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Ties with Philippii—Paul had pre- 
sented the Gospel in Philippi and gath- 
ered there his first European church— 
Acts 16:11-40. There Lydia lived. 
There he had been in prison. It was the 
home of Luke, apparently, who had 
been so much with Paul. Timothy, now 
with Paul, was dear to them. He asso- 
ciates Timothy with him in the greeting 
—1:1. They had been very ready and 
liberal in the great collection (II Cor, 
8:1-4; 9:1 f.; Phil. 1:6), as well as gen- 
erous to Paul. 

Fresh proof of the love of the Philip- 
pians for Paul—They had several times 
sent relief for Paul’s want when he was 
in Thessalonica—Phil. 4:16; indeed, 
when he departed from Macedonia, no 
other church had supplied his needs— 
4:15. He had later apparently received 
help from other churches also—II Cor. 
11:8 f.; 12:13. He refused any help from 
the church at Corinth—I Cor. 9:18 ff.; 
TISCorswiie 7) 92 123 heya had) now: 
again remembered Paul in a most sub- 
stantial way, and he appreciates it much 
—Phil. 4:14-18. He had not asked for 
the gift—4:17. 

Paul’s condition—He is a prisoner, 
but has his own hired house in Rome— 
Phil. 1:13; Acts 28:30f. He has appar- 
ently been in Rome some time—<Acts 
28:30f. He is allowed to preach the 
Gospel unhindered—Acts 28:31; even in 
the Pretorian Guard (Phil. 1:13 f.) and 
to members of Cexsar’s numerous house- 
hold—4:22. He is permitted to see his 
friends (Acts 28:30) and so to keep in 
communication with the work in the 
east. 

Paul’s heart turns east again.—When 
he wrote Romans from Corinth, he was 
full of ambition to go to Rome and to 
Spain—Rom. 15:17-29. Now that he is 


at last in Rome, a prisoner, he longs to 
go back to the east. He hopes to get 
free and come to see the Philippians 
again—Phil. 1:25. The door to Spain 
for the present was closed and fresh 
troubles were brewing in the east. The 
care of all the churches was still on his 
heart. 

Visit of Epaphroditus.—Among his 
other visitors was Epaphroditus from 
Philippi with bountiful tokens of the 
love of the church there—Phil. 4:18. He 
fell sick nigh unto death (2:27), and 
the Philippians heard of it—2:26. Epa- 
phroditus learned of their anxiety about 
him and longed to go back on his re- 
covery—2:26. Hence Paul sends this 
Epistle by him—2:25. 

Genuineness.—Few scholars question 
the Pauline authorship of this letter. It 
has the stamp of reality in it. 

Date.—It was written during the first 
Roman imprisonment, i. e., between A.D. 
60 and 63. Some scholars would put the 
imprisonment A.D. 58-61. What is less 
clear is the precise period of this im- 
prisonment. Most scholars put it at the 
close and after the writing of Philemon, 
Colossians, and Ephesians. That is pos- 
sible, but by no means certain. He was 
expecting to be set free when he wrote 
Philippians (Phil. 1:25; 2:24) and Phile- 
mon (22). Luke seems not to be with 
him when he wrote Philippians (2:20), 
as he was when he wrote Philemon (23) 
and Colossians (4:14). But his absence 
may have been only temporary. 

Doctrinal position—The Epistle is 
not distinctly a doctrinal document, but 
in chapter 3 there is an echo of the 
Judaizing controversy (cf. the Corinth- 
ians Epistle, Galatians, and Romans). 
On the other hand in chapter 2 there is 
a forecast of the coming Christological 
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controversy (cf. Colossians and Ephe- 
sians). It occupies therefore an inter- 
mediate position between these great 
Epistles and may also actually belong 
there in point of time. 

Keynote.—The chief note of the Epis- 
tle is Joy—1:4, 18; 2:17; 3:1; 4:1, &e. 
One may compare the song at midnight 
in the Philippian jail—Acts 16:25. 

Spiritual discernment.—This was a 
ground of thanksgiving about them, and 
Paul prays that they may have even 
more of it—1:1-11. 

Good out of evil—The bonds of Paul 
had been used for the furtherance of 
the Gospel in Rome—1:12-18. Paul is 
glad. 

Life or death—He has come to be 
anxious to depart and be with Christ, 
but he has work yet to do for Christ. 
Hence he is confident of freedom— 
1:19-26. 
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The example of Christ.—He is the 
supreme example of humility for all— 
1:27-2:11. 

Working out salvation—That is the 
problem of the Christian, to work out 
what God has wrought in—2:12-18. 

Plans for communicating with the 
Philippians.—Timothy and himself soon, 
but now Epaphroditus—2:19-30. 

Paul’s passion for Christ.—He com- 
pares the barrenness of mere Jewish 
ceremonialism with the riches in Christ 
—3:1-16. 

Warning against the Judaizers.— 
Echoes of the late controversy—3:17-21. 

Peace of God.—Begin with each other 
and it will come—4:1-7. 

Thinking and doing.—Value of high 
ideals—4:8 f. 

Paul’s lesson in contentment.—He had 
to learn it—4:10-20. 


COLOSSIANS. 


Date.—The date is the same as that 
of Philemon and Ephesians. Tychicus 
was the bearer of the Ephesian (Eph. 
6:21 f.) letter and the Colossian (4:7 f.) 
letter. Cf. Philemon 10 and Col. 4:8. It 
belongs to the year A. D. 62 or 63. 

Genuineness.—The school of Baur re- 
jects it and considers it a late condensa- 
tion of Ephesians. But the new knowl- 
edge of early Gnostic tendencies has re- 
moved the point of Baur’s criticism. It 
is the work of Paul beyond a doubt. 

Relation to Hphesians.—The manifest 
likeness to Ephesians in subject matter, 
general arrangement, style, and vocabu- 
lary is easily explained. The two Epis- 
tles were written about the same time 
and dispatched together. Probably Co- 
lossians was written first to meet a spe- 
cific situation in Colosse. Then the 
Ephesian letter was composed while the 
same theme was in Paul’s mind at more 
length, more discursively, and with less 
passion. Of. the relation between Gala- 
tians and Romans. 

A church not founded by Paul.—They 
had not seen his face in the flesh (Col. 
2:1), but had been taught by Epaphras 


(1:7) and probably also Archippus 
(4:17). This is the second church not 
founded by Paul to which he writes (cf. 
Rome). ; 

Visit of Epaphras.—The coming of 
this brother to Rome stirred Paul’s in- 
terest in the condition of things in 
Colosse (1:8; 2:1). Paul’s concern was | 
not confined to the churches where he 
had labored. 

The Colossian heresy.—Paul does not 
explain minutely the nature of the 
heresy in Colosse. But his denunciation 
of the errors shows that it was a syn- 
cretistic philosophy. Lightfoot (see 
Commentary on Colossians) has shown 
that it was incipient Gnosticism which 
became rampant in the second century. 
These philosophers combined the specu- 
lation of the Greek Pythagoras with 
Persian mysticism and Essenic Judaism. 
They held matter to be essentially evil. 
Hence the origin of the world was a 
grave problem since God was good. 
They conceived a series of intermediate 
agents or exons to relieve God of the 
burden of the evil world. They at once 
had trouble with the person of Christ in 
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their system when any of them accepted 


Christianity. They solved the matter 
by making Jesus one of the eons. In 
morals they had two extremes. One went 
to license, the other to asceticism. 

Christological controversy.—At once 
therefore a new heresy arose and a 
fresh peril to the Gospel faced Paul in 
his imprisonment. He had feared some 
such trouble long ago—Acts 20:29 f. He 
throws himself into the matter heart 
and soul, as he did in the Judaizing con- 
troversy. Then he wrought out a clear 
view of spiritual religion. Now he. 
grasps fully the deity of Jesus, and re- 
lates the person of Christ to the order 
of the Universe. We have to thank the 
Gnostic for being the occasion of this 
great contribution to the knowledge of 
Christ. 

News of the Colossian Christians.— 
Paul is grateful for the knowledge 
which he has of them through Epaphras 
—1:3-8. 

World relations of Christ.—Jesus was 
aman, but is more than a man or men. 
He in truth is the Son of God, partakes 
of the very nature of God, is the Creator 
and sustainer of the physical universe, 
is the head of the spiritual realm, the 
church general, the body of Christ— 
1:9-23. The primacy of Christ over all 
other spiritual beings disposes of the 
Gnostic philosophy and asserts the real 
deity of Christ. He is head of both the 
physical and spiritual realms. 

The mystery of Christ.—The Gnosties 
talked much about their ‘‘mysteries.’’ 
No mystery is comparable to ‘‘the mys- 
tery of God, even Christ, in whom are 
all the treasures of wisdom and knowl- 
edge hidden.’’—1:24-2:7. 


The philosophy of the cross.—The 
Gnostics had a false philosophy which 
beguiled many. The cross of Christ is 
the true philosophy of grace and of life 
(2:8-15). The Docetic Gnostics denied 
the reality of Christ’s body. Paul 
affirmed the union of the Godhead with 
the body of Jesus—2:9. The Corinthian 
Gnostics separated Jesus from the 
Christ. Paul contended for their iden- 
tity—2:6. 

Supremacy of Christ.—The Gnostics 
worshipped angels and went off into idle 
speculation. The antidote for that idol- 
atry is to maintain Jesus as head over 
all—2:16-19. 

Ascetic rules.—One wing of the Gnos- 
tics, considering all matter to be evil, 
sought to live aloof from the world un- 
der the bondage of rules. Christianity 
put the spirit ix control—2:20-23. 

License.—The other wing of the Gnos- 
tics opened the flood gates of license and 
held that matter, though evil, could not 
harm the soul. Therefore the body had 


; full license to indulge itself. Paul re- 


plied that the body must be put in sub- 
jection to the will of Christ—3:1-17. 

Social aspects of Christianity.—A1]- 
ready it had become all-vital matter that 
the various classes in social life should 
fulfil their mission in accord with the 
mind of Christ. Paul sets forth this 
ideal—3:18—4:1. ° 

Attic salt—Wisdom in speech was 
needed by Paul and all teachers—4:2-6. 

Personal matters.——This Epistle is 
peculiarly rich in those delightful per- 
sonal details that Paul knew so well how 
to put in his letters. They give life and 
color to the Epistle—4:7-18. 


I THESSALONIANS. 


Genuineness.— Now accepted by near- 
ly all critics of all schools as the work 
of Paul. Baur’s attack on it has been 
overthrown. 

Date.—A.D. 52. Earliest of Paul’s 
Epistles and one of the earliest books 
of the New Testament. Cf. Epistle of 
James and Mark’s Gospel. Date not 


long after Paul left Athens, while in 
Corinth, after Silas and Timothy came 
there from Thessalonica—Acts 18:1, 5; 
I Thess. 3:6. The date is fixed also by 
the coming of Gallio as Proconsul of 
Achaia—Acts 18:12. Paul had already 
been there a year and a half—18:11. 
Recipients—‘‘The Church of the 
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Thessalonians’’—I Thess. 1:1. This 
church was founded by Paul during his 
second missionary tour—Acts 17:1-9; I 
Thess. 1:9f. It was in a great commer- 
cial city of Macedonia (Thessalonica 
the modern Salonica) and had already 
become ‘‘an ensample to all that believe 
in Macedonia and in Achaia’’—I Thess. 
1:7. He associates Silas and Timothy 
(1:1) in the salutation because of their 
connection with them. 


Occasion.—Silas and 'Timothy (Acts 
18:5) had brought good news from Thes- 
salonica—I Thess. 1:6. But needless 
misapprehension had arisen, since Paul’s 
departure, concerning the second com- 
ing of Jesus. He had taught them the 
certainty of that coming, but the un- 
certainty of the time of the event—I 
Thess. 5:1-11. This misconception had 
led some to neglect their regular work, 
a thing against which he had expressly 
warned them—4:11. Hence it was neces- 
sary to write them. It is possible also 
that the Macedonians sent a letter to 
Paul by Silas and Timothy. 


Purpose.—Paul had been long anxious 
to revisit Thessalonica, but had been 
hindered—2:18. The longing was ma- 
terial—3:6. He still prayed that he 
might come—3:11. Meanwhile he sends 
a message to cheer them as they had 
cheered him—2:17; 13:7. They do not 
need instruction about affliction (3:4) 
and love of the brethren (4:9), but he 
wishes them to abound yet more and 
more and to walk becomingly (4:10 ff.), 
as he charged them while with them— 
4:1f. He aims to confirm them in the 
Gospel which he had already preached 
to them that it might not be in vain— 
2:1, 4,8, 13; 3:9. He had sent Tim- 
othy unto them to avert this peril (3:5) 
as he now writes for the same purpose. 
He expects the Epistle to be read to all 
—5:27. 

Contents.—The first chapter is an ap- 
preciation of the work of grace among 
the.Thessalonians. The second chapter 


explains and defends Paul’s preaching 
and conduct while with them. The third 
chapter shows his present concern about 
them. In the fourth chapter he exhorts 
them to be pure, to be mindful of their 
own business, to understand that those 
that are asleep will rise at the resurrec- 
tion before those who are alive are 
changed. They will not be left in the 
graves. In the fifth chapter Paul re- 
peats his teaching about the uncer- 
tainty of the time of the second coming 
of Christ and exhorts to orderly life. 

Character.—The Epistle is informal 
and discursive, but perfectly natural 
and true to the historical situation. It 
is meant for the good of all (5:27) and 
so is a church letter. As the first of 
Paul’s Epistles it is interesting as an 
exposition of his theology. It may be 
compared with the first extended report 
of an address of his—Acts 13:16-41. In 
this address the kernel of Paul’s later 
theology (cf. Galatians and Romans) is 
found—(See ‘‘ Justification by Faith,’’ 
Rom. 4:25)—Acts 13:38 f. So faith is 
emphasized in I Thessalonians, ‘‘you 
that believe’’ (2:13), “‘your faith’? 
(3:6), ‘your work of faith’’ (1:3), &e. 
The dévelopment of Paul’s teaching as 
traced in his Epistles is in harmony with 
his great experience of grace and the 
great message which he had for men. 
Cf. I Thess. 5:9 f. 

Eschatology.—The second coming of 
Christ is discussed much in this Epistle 
because Paul had spoken especially 
about it while there. He had been mis- 
understood and so has to explain him- 
self. This was a favorite topic in the 
early apostolic message (as in the later 
books also. Cf. II Peter, I John, Reve- 
lation). It will recur in Paul’s later 
Epistles (Z Cor. 7:31; IE Cor. 5:1 ff; I 
Tim. 5:14). The prominence of eschato- 
logical matters in I and IT Thessalonians 
is due to the incident of his stress on 
that subject at Thessalonica, not to any 
essential change of view on the subject 
by Paul. 
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Il THESSALONIANS. 


Genuineness.— Rejected by some who 
accept I Thessalonians on the ground 
that it is an imitation of that Hpistle 
and because of the apocalyptic passage 
in IT Thess. 2:3 ff., about the man of sin. 
But the objection is not sustained. Paul 
came in vital touch with the worship of 
the Roman Emperor in Thessalonica. 
Naturally, according to the Jewish 
fashion of the time, he adopts the Apo- 
calyptie imagery on that subject. 

Date.—Not very long after the recep- 
tion of First Thessalonians. Either later 
in A.D. 52 or more probably early in 
AND OS7 

Occasion—Paul evidently received 
further news after they had read his 
first letter. “ome had refused his teach- 
ing on the suLject of the second com- 
ing of Christ. They had misunderstood 
him at first and now preferred the mis- 
understanding to the explanation. In- 
deed, some went so far as to forge an 
‘Cepistle as from’’ Paul to show that 
“‘the day of the Lord is just at hand’’ 
—II Thess. 2:3. He must try once more 
therefore. He gives a ‘‘token”™ by 
which his genuine Epistle may be rec@g- 
nized—3:17. 

Tone.—This second Epistle is sharper 
in tone than the first. He does beseech 
them that they be not quickly shaken 
from their minds (2:1f.) and expects 
them to ‘‘stand fast, and hold the tradi- 
tions which ye were taught’’ (II Thess. 
2:15), but he now ‘‘commands’’ (3:4, 6, 
12) as he did while with them—3:10. 

Authority of the Epistle—Paul as- 
serts the authority of his Epistle to 
those who had admitted his preaching 


as authoritative, ‘‘whether by word or 
by epistle of ours’’ (2:15), ‘‘our word 
by this epistle’’ (3:14). He makes obe- 
dience to his teaching a test of fellow- 
ship in the church, for he spoke ‘‘in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ’’ (3:6, 
12, 14). He has confidence in their ac- 
quiescence—3s :4, ; 
Contents.—The first chapter gives his 
grounds of thanksgiving about them (and 
they are many and real) and his prayer 
for their further growth. The second 
chapter takes up at once the problem of 
the Second Coming, about which many 
of them are still in trouble and has a 
special thanksgiving because of their 
election and sanctification. The third 
chapter faces the practical issue with 
the recalcitrant who persist in error and 
idleness. They are to be disciplined. 
The man of sin—After Paul’s dis- 
claimer (2:1 f.) that he taught the im- 
mediate coming of Christ, he gives a 
further reason for the uncertainty of 
the time in the previous apostasy and 
manifestation of the man of sin—2:3 ff. 
The description of this one as ‘‘he that 
sitteth in the temple of God, setting 
himself forth as God’’ (2:5), seems to 
point to the worship of the Roman em- 
‘peror. Paul reminds them of his teach- 
ig on this subject while with them— 
2:5... The language, like all apocalyptic 
language (cf. Mt. chs. 24, 25 and Rev.), 
is obsevire, but clearly Paul means to 
teach th® certainty of Christ’s coming ' 
and the uncertainty of the time. 
Church 4 iscipline.—This is to be the 
last resort or the disorderly who re- 
fuse to work ind are disturbers—3:6-15.

I TIMOTHY 121 
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Timothy’s connection with Paul.— 
Few of Paul’s friends and helpers were 
more constantly with him than Tim- 
othy. He was converted during Paul’s 
first tour while at Lystra, the home of 
Timothy—I Tim. 1:2; Acts 14:8; 16%1. 
He joins Paul during the second tour 
(Acts 16:1), having already won a good 
name. Though his father was a Greek, 
yet because his mother was a Jewess, he 
was circumcised to avoid friction. He is 
with Paul at Philippi (Acts 16:11 ff.), 
at Berea (17:14), possibly Athens (17: 
15; I Thess. 3:2), at Thessalonica with- 
out Paul (I Thess. 3:6), at Corinth with 
Paul (Acts 18:5), at Ephesus in the 
third tour (I Cor. 4:17), sent to Corinth 
by Paul (ibid. 16:10), in Macedonia with 
Paul (II Cor. 1:1), in Rome with Paul 
(Phil. 1:1; 2:19), exhorted by Paul to 
remain at Hphesus (I Tim. 1:2), longed 
for by Paul in Rome before his death 
(II Tim. 4:9). He is with Paul when 
he writes to the Thessalonian Hpistles 
(I Thess. 1:1; II Thess. 1:1), II Corinth- 
jans (1:1), Romans (16:21), Philippians 
(1:1), Philemon (1), Colossians (1:1). 
He himself receives two of Paul’s Epis- 
tles. 

Timothy and the work in Asia.—The 
church at Ephesus had great spiritual 
leadership—Aquila, Apollos, Paul, Tim- 
othy, John. Timothy was an evangelist 
(II Tim. 4:5) and was in some sense 
Paul’s representative in the missionary 
work in Asia—I Tim, 1:3. 

Four groups of Paul’s Epistles.—1. 
First and Second Thessalonians A.D. 52 
and 53. They deal largely with prob- 
lems of eschatology. 2. First Corinth- 
ians, Second Corinthians, Galatians, 
Romans, A.D. 56-58. They discuss mainly 
great doctrinal questions, particularly 
justification by faith (over against the 
position of the Judaizers). 3. Philip- 
pians, Philemon, Colossians, Ephesians, 
A.D. 61-63. Christology, or the person 
of Christ comes to the front as opposed 
to the Gnostic heresy. 4. First Timothy, 
Titus, Second Timothy, A.D. 66-68. Pas- 


toral and ecclesiastical problems con- 
cern Paul here. 

Style of the fourth group.—There is 
a rather marked difference in style be- 
tween this group and the others. Indeed 
each group has a style due to the topics 
discussed. Style is a function of the 
subject, a mark of the man, and varies 
with the man’s age. Of. Milton and 
Shakespeare. The style of the Pastoral 
Hpistles is contemplative and discursive, 
as one would expect in an old man writ- 
ing to young preachers. 

Genuineness of this group.— With 
most scholars the Pastoral Epistles 
stand or fall together, though a few 
accept Titus and II Timothy and reject 
I Timothy. Some scholars admit Pauline 
fragments in those Epistles and claim 
that they were worked over by a later 
hand. Others reject them entirely as 
spurious. There are difficulties con- 
nected with this group of a special na- 
ture due in particular to the breaking 
off of the story in Acts. Some few 
scholars accept the Epistles and place 
this group during the period of the first 
imprisonment of Paul in Cesarea and 
Rome. But most of those who accept 
the letters as genuine consider that Paul 
was set free in Rome before A.D. 64. 
They are the most doubtful of Paul’s 
Epistles, but the arguments for their 
genuineness on the whole outweigh 
those against it. The genius of Paul the 
aged is manifest here. His spirit is 
softened, not broken, by age. He is still 
the masterful leader and the alert coun- 
sellor. Wisdom is the dominant note of 
Paul’s teaching in this group. 

Date.—Granting that Paul was set 
free before A.D. 64, the date of I Tim- 
othy belongs to the intervening time 
before his second imprisonment. The 
date of Paul’s death is not absolutely 
certain. The most probable time is in 
A.D. 68, shortly before the death of 
Nero (June, A.D. 68). Some scholars 
contend that Paul was put to death in 
A.D, 64 in connection with the persecu- 
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tion growing out of the burning of 
Rome. Something can be said for that 
position, but it is not so probable as the 
one above. Somewhere between A.D. 64 
and 68, therefore, I Timothy was writ- 
ten, probably in later summer or early 
fall of A.D. 67 (or 66). 

Paul in Macedonia.—Paul appears to 
be in Macedonia at the time of the writ- 
ing of the Epistle—I Tim. 1:3. He had 
probably come east on his release as he 
had planned (Philemon 22), and had 
then gone west to Spain. Now he is in 
the east again, and for the last time. He 
had touched at Miletus—II Tim. 4:20. 
Whether he actually went on to Ephesus 
or saw Timothy at Miletus is not cer- 
tain. But he stopped also at Troas—II 
Tim. 4:13. 

Heresies.—When Paul delivered his 
farewell discourse to the Ephesian elders 
at Miletus on his way to Jerusalem 
(Acts 20:29f.), he had predicted the 
coming of ‘‘ grievous wolves,’’ and men 
should arise who would teach perverse 
things. The Epistle to the Colossians 
and Ephesians discussed the Gnostic 
heresy that had already come. The mat- 
ter seems to be in a rather more devel- 
oped state in I Timothy. Paul is par- 
ticularly anxious that Timothy shall be 
able to withstand this dangerous form 
of error. The future of Christianity 
gives Paul grave concern. 

Ecclesiology.—In I Timothy two well- 
defined sets of officers appear (cf. also 
Phil. 1:1). It has been objected by some 
that this sort of ecclesiastical growth 
did not come till the second century. 
But as already shown, the two sets of 
church officers (bishops and deacons) 
are found in Philippi. By the time of 
Ignatius, in the second century, three 
sets of officers are scen in this region 
(bishop, elder, deacon). But in the Pas- 
toral Epistles bishop and elder are still 
one and the same—Acts 20:17, 28; Titus 
1:5, 7; I Tim. 3:1; 5:17. The ecclesias- 
tical situation in Ephesus is not beyond 
its probable development in A.D. 67. 


‘God our Saviour.’’—In the saluta- 
tion (1:1f.) occurs this expression, a 
common one in the Pastoral Epistles. 

Purpose of the Epistle.—It is stated 
in—1:3-11. It is that Timothy may cor- 
rect the false teaching now rife in 
Ephesus. It is a serious undertaking for 
a comparatively young man in so great 
a center of sin and error. 

Paul’s own career an example to 
Timothy.—Paul seemed a more unprom- 
ising agent for Christ than Timothy. If 
God used Paul, Timothy need not quail 
—1:12-17. 

Prophecies about Timothy.—High 
hopes were wrapt up in Timothy. He 
had Hymenzus and Alexander to warn 
him—1:18-20. 

Directions about public prayer.—He 
is not resentful against ‘‘kings.’’— 
2:1-8. 

Directions for the women in public 
worship.—In contrast to the conduct of 
some in Ephesus—2:9-15. 

Qualifications of bishops—3:1-7. 

Qualifications of deacons.—2:8-13. 
The reference to ‘‘women’’ in verse 11 
is ambiguous, whether he means 
‘‘women’’ simply, women or deacon- 
esses, or wives of the deacons. 

Conduct in the House of God.—One 
reason for his writing now to Timothy 
(3:14-16) is this. 

The preacher and heresy.—4:1-11. 
Careful description of the ascetic and 
speculative tendencies of these Gnostics. 

Timothy’s self-improvement.—Devo- 
tion to study and progress—4:12-16. 

Social problems in the church life.— 
Few things try a pastor more than these 
matters. The ages, the sexes, the offi- 
cials, the servants, the sick, the poor, all 
test the mettle of the minister—5:1— 
6:19. Many a preacher falls into one or 
the other of these pitfalls. 

Appeal to Timothy.—Paul closes with 
a passionate appeal to Timothy to be 
faithful to his trust (‘‘deposit’’)— 
6:20 f. 
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Paul in Rome again.—Why he is in 
prison we do not know. No Luke has 
recorded this story. He may have been 
arrested at Nicopolis on the representa- 
tion of some professional informer. It 
was now a crime to be a Christian, since 
Nero had charged the Christians with 
burning Rome. He has apparently been 
in Rome some time—II Tim. 1:15 ff. . 

First stage of the trial over.—At the 
first defence (II Tim. 4:16f.) no one 
stood by him but the Lord Jesus. But 
_ he was delivered out of the mouth of 

the lion. 

But death certain.—He cherishes no 
false illusions in the matter. He is go- 
ing to the heavenly kingdom—4:18. 

Paul’s swan-song.—This is therefore 
Paul’s last message. It has been often 
called his swan-song. 

Date.—Probably in late spring of A.D. 
68..-An earlier date is advocated by 
some. | 

Bereft of friends.—It is not as it was 
when Paul was in Rome before. There 
hé had many visitors. Now few are 
brave enough to risk a visit to his dun- 
geon (no longer a hired house). One- 
siphorus was loyal (II Tim. 1:16), but 
Demas forsook Paul (4:10); not to men- 
tion many from Asia—1:15. He was a 
doomed man and even his friends were 
afraid. 

Faithfulness of Luke.—He alone was 
by his side (4:11), though he had other 
friends still in Rome—4:21. 

Paul turns to Timothy for sympathy. 
—He had done much for Timothy (cf. 


I Timothy). Now the, old preacher ap-. 


peals to the young preacher. It was ap- 
parently not in vain (Heb. 13:23), for 
Timothy may have gotten into prison 
himself by coming to Paul’s help. 

Where was Timothy?—He may have 
been still in Ephesus, but the mission of 
Tychicus in II Tim. 4:12 rather implies 
that-he was no longer there. He was 
still in the east. 

Paul’s interest in the work.—The 
great apostle keeps his hand upon his 
work to the end. He has sent messen- 
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gers to different parts of the world 
(4:10, 12). Some one of his messengers 
probably bore this message to Timothy. 

Paul’s love for Timothy.—1:1 f. 

Timothy’s great inheritance.—His 
pious ancestry and training (1:3-5). 

Timothy’s gift.—1:6 f. 

Not to be ashamed of Jesus nor of 
Paul.—Paul not ashamed of. Christ: 
Some from Asia are ashamed of Paul— 
1:8-18. 

Value of hardship for the camped: 
2:1-13. 

The skilled workman.—2: 14-26. God 
is not ashamed of him. 

Peril of impostors.—Real, but they 
cannot overturn truth of God—3:1-9. 

Timothy to be loyal to Paul and the 
Scriptures.—He had had good teaching 
—3:10; 4:5. 

Paul ready for his reward.—Cry of 
victory—4:6-8. 

Men and books.—Paul wishes sym- 
pathy and the small. comforts. denied 
him in prison. He longs for his pyc 
4:9-13. 

The fight against Paul.—It. is bitter 
and will be successful, but Jesus. a 
guide him home—4:14-18. 

Farewell.—His last farewell—4: 19- 22. 

Paul’s death.—It came apparently 
shortly after this Epistle was sent. We 
know for certain no details. He was 
possibly beheaded outside of Rome. 

Paul and Nero.—These two names are 
forever united, for Nero had Paul put 
to death. It was only one of his many' 
infamies.. He little knew that he had 
been,;the cause of the death of the 
greatest man of his generation in the- 
Roman Empire, one of the greatest of 
all time. 

Paul’s Epistles—They constitute a 
large part of the New Testament and: 
stand as the most important letters of 
history. They reveal Paul’s own heart 
and picture the church life of the first 
century. But they .do far more. They 
set forth the spirit of Christ by the 
greatest exponent of Christ that the. 
world has ever seen. 
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Luke and Titus.—It is curious that 
Titus is not mentioned in the Acts of 
the Apostles, though he was such a 
trusted friend of Paul. Prof. A. Souter, 
of Oxford, has suggested that probably 
Titus is a brother of Luke and hence 
this silence. Some proof for this idea 
occurs in II Cor. 12:18. ‘‘I exhorted 
Titus, and I sent the brother with him.’’ 
That in Greek naturally means Titus’s 
brother. Cf. also II Cor. 8:18. Titus was 
a Greek and so was Luke. It is an en- 
tirely possible position. 

Titus and Paul.—He first appears with 
Paul in Jerusalem at the conference 
(Gal. 2:1, 3) about A.D. 50. He is one 
of Paul’s Greek converts (Titus 1:4) 
during the first tour and was not cir- 
cumeised. The fight for Gentile free- 
dom from the Jewish ceremonial law 
centered around him. Paul carried his 
point. Paul sent him to Corinth three 
times. Once he was sent when he began 
the collection there—II Cor. 8:6. A year 
later Paul sent Titus, possibly with a 
lost letter, but certainly with a vigorous 
message to the recalcitrant element in 
the church—II Cor. 2:12f.; 7:6, 13; 
12:17 f. Once more he, along with two 
other messengers (probably Luke and 
Erastus), goes to Corinth with a fresh 
message from Paul (probably II Co- 
rinthians) and with the burden of fin- 
ishing the collection—II Cor. 8:16, 23. 
He is with Paul in Crete and is left as 
an evangelist in charge of the work— 
Titus 1:4. He is with Paul in Rome 
during his second imprisonment and is 
sent to Dalmatia—II Tim. 4:10. 

‘ Titus and Timothy.—They are natu- 
rally associated in our minds, because 
they received the Pastoral Epistles and 
were charged with similar work, that of 
the evangelist, the one in Crete, the 
other in Asia. They are both together 
with Paul in Macedonia—II Cor. 1:1; 
7:13. They had both been to Corinth 
for Paul, but not at the same time. 
Timothy had apparently returned (I 
Cor. 4:17; II Cor. 1:1) before Titus 
went. Perhaps Timothy had not shown 
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quite force enough to handle the diffi- 
cult situation at Corinth—I Tim. 3:12. 
In Titus 2:15 ‘‘youth’’ is not used. 
Hence Titus was sent also. Timothy 
was less robust in health (I Tim. 5:23) 
than Titus. Both were Paul’s children 
in the gospel and a joy to his old age. 
As he saw the end for his own work, he 
turned with hope to these young minis- 
ters (and others like them). 

Work in Crete—We do not know 
when it was established. Paul had not 
time to do gospel work in Crete when 
he touched there on his way to Rome.— 
Acts 27:7ff. We do not know exactly 
when he was in Crete with Titus. It 
may have been on his return from 
Spain, assuming that he went there. It 
may have been on his way west. 


Troubles in Crete——The people them- 
selves bore a bad reputation as liars and 
gluttons—Titus 1:12f. The party of 
the circumcision (1:10), Pharisaic Chris- 
tians (remnants of the Judaizers), are 
here as well as some of the newer her- 
etics, the Gnostics—1:16. Altogether 
it was not a very hopeful outlook. 


Genuineness.—The Pauline author- 
ship of Titus stands or falls with the 
Epistles to Timothy. They are much of 
a piece in style and general character. 
Titus, though brief, is full of wisdom 
and gospel truth and can worthily be 
taken as Paul’s own letter. Paul wrote 
all three. 


Date.—It is not certain whether Ti- 
tus is before or after I Timothy. Most 
probably it comes soon afterwards. 


Paul in Macedonia.—He expects to 
winter in Nicopolis, a city of Epirus in 
Western Macedonia—Titus 3:12. He 
was in Macedonia also when he wrote 
I Timothy (1:3). 

Purpose of the Epistle—It is to give 
directions to Titus about setting things 
in order in Crete before Titus comes to 
Nicopolis to see Paul—1:5; 3:12. 


Rather extended salutation.—For so 
brief a letter the greeting (1:1-4) is

long. Cf. two verses only in I Timothy 
and II Timothy. Discusses Paul, the 
elect, the gospel, God, Christ, Titus. 

Titus and the appointment of elders. 
—This important matter had appar- 
ently been overlooked when Paul was 
there—1:5-9. 

Task before Titus and the elders in 
Crete.—A serious one, hence the need of 
care—1:10-16. 

Social problems.—As in I Timothy, so 
here Paul gives pungent directions for 


the various classes in home and society 
—Ch. 2. 

Practical Christian life—The prac- 
tical side of life is uppermost in Paul’s 
mind in this Epistle—3:1-11. 

Messengers of Paul.—Zenas the law- 
yer and Apollos are already in Crete, 
while Artemas or Tychicus will come— 
3:12 f. 

Final exhortation to good works.— 
3:14. 

With Christian friends.—3:15, 
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Date.—This Epistle was sent at the 
same time with Colossians and Ephe- 
sians—Philemon 10, 13; Col. 4:7-9; Eph. 
6:21 f. Onesimus and Tychicus bear the 
Epistle to the Colossians (4:7-9), while 
Onesimus bears the one to Philemon 
(10) and Tychicus is the bearer of the 
Epistle to the Ephesians (6:21). Paul 
is still a prisoner in Rome (Philemon 1), 
and this group of letters was written 
while there, possibly just after the one 
to the Philippians and shortly before 
his release. Cf. Acts 28:30 f. The Epis- 
tle probably belongs to the year A.D. 62 
or 63. 

Personal character of the Epistle. 
No great doctrinal matters are involved, 
nor is the letter addressed to a church. 
But it is a delightful picture of domes- 
tic life in Colosse, one of: the great 
cities in the Lycus Valley in the Prov- 
ince of Asia. 

A family group.—Apphia seems to be 
the wife of Philemon and Archippus is 
their son—Philemon 1 f. It was a fam- 
ily of influence in the city and their 
home was used as a meeting place for 
the church in Colosse—v. 2. The pos- 
session of slaves did not necessarily in- 
dicate great wealth, unless the number 
was considerable. It is possible that 
this family came under Paul’s influence 
while he was in Ephesus—Acts 19:10. 

Onesimus.—He had a good name, but 
he had not lived up to it—v. 10f. He 
was not only a runaway slave, but had 
apparently stolen something as he left 
—yv. 19. Rome was a favorite resort for 


runaway slaves, and Onesimus went 
there. He came under Paul’s influence 
and was led to Christ by him—v. 10. 

Christian slaves.—Slavery had its 
grip on the Roman empire. These slaves 
were not all degraded people by any 
means. Many of them were captives in 
war. Some of them were persons of real 
culture and distinction. But Roman law 
not only recognized slavery, but showed 
no sympathy with the slave. It was a 
delicate and dangerous situation. The 
conversion of the slaves to Christ often 
put master and slave in the same church. 
Nowhere does Paul show more consum- 
mate skill than in the handling of such a 
subject in this Epistle. 

Sociological problems.—The modern 
problems in social life are old problems. 
They come into the horizon of this Epis- 
tle. The way that Christianity ap- 
proaches such subjects is here finely 
illustrated. 

Courtesy.—This is not essentially a 
Christian grace, but Christianity in- 
cludes it. There is a fine flavor of cour- 
tesy in this Epistle. There is no railing 
at Philemon. 

Delicacy.—So also Onesimus is not 
branded a mere runaway slave. Paul 
calls him his ‘‘child’’ (10); ‘‘a brother 
beloved’’ (16); ‘‘no longer a servant.’’ 

Compliment for Philemon.—It is not 
mere empty eulogy in 4~7, but sincere 
appreciation of his worth and work. 

Return of Onesimus.—Paul acknowl- 
edges Philemon’s legal claim on Onesi- 
mus, and so sends him back, but with 
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a plea for his voluntary return—vs. 
8-14. 

Paul’s pledge for Onesimus.—He 
guarantees him Christian character, 
pleads for his reception in that relation, 
and offers to repay what he may have 
taken when he left—vs. 15-20. 

Suggestion of freedom.—In verse 21 
Paul expresses the hope that he will set 
Onesimus free. 

Gradual emancipation. — Evidently 
then Paul announces a spirit of love for 
Christian slaves as men and brethren 
which had in it the destruction of hu- 
man slavery. This leaven of freedom 


has worked through the ages, and the 
Epistle to Philemon is a charter of free- 
dom. 

Group of friends.—Timothy is with 
Paul in Rome—1. Epaphras, who is 
from Colosse (Col. 4:12), he calls his 
‘“fellow-prisoner’’ (Philemon 23), prob- 
ably in a spiritual sense, though the 
point is not certain. John Mark is again 
with Paul (23), so that he has come 
back into Paul’s favor. Luke, the faith- 
ful physician and friend, Aristarchus, 
and Demas are also Paul’s ‘‘fellow- 
workers.’’ He is not without sympathy 
and support in Rome. 
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Author.—Absolutely unknown. Ori- 
gen said only God knew who wrote this 
wonderful book, one of the greatest in 
the New Testament. Paul, Barnabas, 
Apollos, Luke, Clement, Timothy, Silas, 
Priscilla, and others have advocates. 
Modern scholarship is on the whole 
against the Pauline authorship. But 
Pauline: In the sense that Paul’s two 
great doctrines of a spiritual religion 
and one universal in scope run through 
the entire book. The writer may or may 
not have been a disciple of Paul, but 
he had Paul’s conception of freedom 
from ceremony and the glory of the re- 
demptive work of Christ: Heb. 2:9. 
Hither Jew or Greek: The author’s fa- 
miliarity with the Levitical ritual and 
tabernacle service may indicate a Jew- 
ish mind; but, if so, it was one in touch 
with Hellenism and Greek philosophy— 
Heb. 1:2f. The writer.,was in touch 
with both worlds of thought. Not a 
Hellenizer: But the author did not make 
a mere blend of Judaism and Hellenism 
after the manner of Philo and the other 
Jewish Alexandrian philosophers. The 
terms ‘‘effulgence,’’ ‘‘image,’’ ‘‘sub- 
stance’’ (1:3) do show knowledge of 
Greek philosophical terms, but they are 
charged with a Christian content. Not 
a Judaizer: The prolonged discussion 
of the Jewish Ceremonial System made 
it impossible for the author to betray 
his sympathy with the position of the 


Judaizers (Acts 15:1, 5) if he had held 
it. On the contrary, he goes further than 
Paul (cf. Acts 21:22 ff.) and urges Jew- 
ish Christians to leave Mosaism—Heb. 
13:13. 

Readers.—Title may not be original; 
entire argument is meant for Jews. 
Probably Jewish Christians of Pales- 
tine, though not necessarily of one town 
like Jerusalem. 

Place.—Author may be in Italy (Heb. 
13:24), though the reference is ambigu- 
ous. 

Date.—Probably just before destruc- 
tion of the Temple in A.D. 70, since the 
mention of that fact would have greatly 
strengthened the argument about the 
vanishing of the Old Dispensation in 
8:13. Timothy is released—Heb. 13:23. 
If he did go to Paul’s relief (II Tim. 
3:21) in A.D. 68 and was himself im- 
prisoned, the date would be practically 
known as A.D. 69. ; 

Temptation of readers.— Apostasy 
(Heb. 3:12, 14; 4:1, 11, 14, &c.) was the 
peril of these Hebrew Christians. Their 
Jewish neighbors had derided Christian- 
ity as not a true religion. They charged 
that it was a religion without a glorious 
past or origin, with no great heroes, 
with no priestly service, no Temple— 
the religion of a mere man, and a man 
of very humble estate and ignoble 
death. They had no prophets, no angels, 
no Moses, no Aaron, no Holy of Holies. 
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Contrast with peril of the Galatians. 
—The Galatians were urged by the Juda- 
izers to add Judaism to Christianity in 
order to render it effective. The readers 
of the Hpistle to the Hebrews are urged 
to give up Christianity entirely and re- 
turn to Judaism, which was sufficient of 
itself, 

Great Christian apologetic.—Judaism 
and Christianity are thus pitted against 
each other at the point where Judaism 
seemed strongest—the ritual and cere- 
monial. The author accepts the chal- 
lenge and gives the Christian interpre- 
tation of the Jewish ceremonial and its 
bearing on Christianity. Jesus in the 
‘‘Sermon on the Mount’’ contrasted 
His teaching of righteousness with that 
of the rabbis. Here the whole system 
of type and ceremony is shown to be 
meaningless apart from Christ, who 
was the reality to which all the types 
pointed. 

Distinct type of Christian thought.— 
Priesthood of Christ. So here we have 
one great field of Christian thought 
hardly worked out at all elsewhere in 
the New Testament. It is indeed the 
very heart of the work of Christ, His 
atoning death, that is here presented in 
its priestly aspects. Jesus as priest is 
the burden of the book. 

Argument by contrast.—The author 
uses the method of contrast to prove his 
great contention. He measures Jesus 
against every point of glory in the Old 
Testament dispensation. 

Jesus the heart of the book.—He is 
the glory of Christianity. So the author 
does not shun the human name Jesus, 
but glories in it—2:9; 3:1. What the 
readers need is a true conception of 
Jesus. 

Person of Christ.—Hence the book 
becomes the most extended discussion 
of Christology in the New Testament. 
Cf. Colossians, when Paul asserts the 
true idea of Christ’s person as opposed 
to the Gnostic depreciation. 

Son of God.—All through the book 
Jesus is presented as the Son of God— 
1:2, 5-14; 4:14, &e. 

Son of Man.—The Humanity of Jesus 
is not only admitted, but is shown to be 
His greatest glory and element of power 


in His priestly work—2:5-18. The pur- 
pose of the Incarnation is thus seen. 

Nature of Jesus.—The terms used 
show His real humanity and real deity, 
avoiding both Sabellianism and Arian- 
ism—1:3f. He is now in majesty by 
the Father’s side. 

Jesus superior to the Old Testament 
prophets.—1:1-3. Because He is God’s 
Son. Hence His message demands more 
respect. 

Jesus superior to angels.—1:4; 2:18. 
Because He is God’s Son. Hence the 
new message calls for more earnest heed 
—2:1-4. 

Jesus superior to Moses and Joshua. 
—3:1-4:13. Because He is God’s Son. 
Hence the greater peril of disobeying 
Him. 

Jesus superior to Aaron.—4:14; 7:28. 
Because He is a priest of a higher type, 
like Melchizedek. As God’s Son He is 
able to do perfect and eternal service— 
7: 26-28. 

Jesus works under a better covenant. 
—8:1-13. A covenant of grace which 
displaces the old—8:13. 

Jesus serves in a better sanctuary.— 
49:1-12. The one in Heaven, the true 
sanctuary. 

Jesus presents a better sacrifice.— 


9:13; 10:18. His own blood the only 
real sacrifice. 
Jesus has better promises.—10:19; 


12:3. In that they have come true in 
Him and are now clear to us—11:39 f. 

The lesson of chastisement.—12:4. 
This their need. 

The example of Esau.—12:14-17. A 
warning to them. 

Contrast between Mount Sinai and 
Mount Zion.—12:18-29. One a symbol 
of the law, the other of grace (kingdom 
of God). 

Loyalty to leaders.—Their real lead- 
ers, their own leaders (13:7, 17), in- 
stead of listening to outsiders and be- 
ing led astray. 

Loyalty to Jesus.—This the great ex- 
hortation all through the Epistle. Hold 
fast to Christ, hold on to the Confes- 
sion. Of. 2:1-4; 3:1, 6, 12, 14, 19; 4:1, 
11-18,°14, 16, 5:11 f.; 6:1-8, 11;.10:19- 
LOCO oO. oO+ loot. lanl 3a 28er,s 
13:8, 10-14. 
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Separation from Judaism.—If neces- 
sary, let Jewish Christians renounce Ju- 
daism rather than Christianity. Follow 
Christ outside the gate (cf. Jerusalem, 
Judaism) and bear the reproach— 
13:12 f. Not that Judaism was wrong 
for Jews. It was useless—8:13. If Jews 
forced the issue, let reparation come. 

Purpose of the author.—He aims to 
hold the wavering Hebrew Christians 
to Christianity. His powerful interpre- 
tation of Christianity in contrast to 
ceremonial Judaism has become the final 
word on that subject. 

Tabernacle, not Temple.—Temple was 
still standing when the Epistle was 
written. But the tabernacle was the 
original from which the temple was 
fashioned. The tabernacle itself was 
patterned after the heavenly original. 
Hence the real contrast lay between 
these two. 

Melchizedek.—_The discussion about 
Melchizedek (ch. 7) is one of the most 
original parts of the book. The inde- 
pendence of Aaron removed Jesus en- 
tirely from the priestly line and mere 
ecclesiasticism. 

Original language.— Most surely 
Greek, not Aramaic. The book shows 
no marks of being a translation. 


JAMES 


Style——The book has been said to be- 
gin like a treatise, proceed like a ser- 
mon, and close like a letter. The re- 
mark has justification. The argument is 
powerful, the passion is mighty and 
moving, the personal interest and ap- 
peal very real. 

The real Judaism.—In a word, ac- 
cording to this book, Christianity is the 
real Judaism, the spiritual Israel (cf. 
Paul in Gal. 3:8; Rom. 2:28f.). Juda- 
ism had no efficacy apart from Christ 
—9:18. 

Testament or will.—Double sense in 
the Greek word for covenant or will is 
turned to good account in—9;15-20. 

Relation of the Epistle to John the 
Baptist.—Teaching the sacrificial as- 
pect of Christ’s work appears in the 
mouth of the Baptist—John 1:29. 

Relation to teaching of Jesus.—Jesus 
taught the sacrificial nature of His 
death.— Mt. 20:28; 26:28; Mk. 10:45; 
John 10:15, 17 f. 

Relation to teaching of John the 
Evangelist—Cf. I John 1:7; 2:1f.; 
Rev. 1:18; 5:6, &e. 

Relation to Paul’s position—Cf. II 
Cor: 514i. ; (Gala3:13' Rom: 5:Sit 

Relation to Peter’s teaching.—Cf. I 
Pet. 19: 
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Brother of Jesus.—He was the old- 
est of four brothers (Mt. 13:55; Mk. 
6:3), sons of Joseph and probably of 
Mary also—Mt. 1:25. For further ac- 
count of brothers and sisters of Jesus, 
see Mt. 12:16-50; Mk. 3:31-35; Lu. 
8:19-21; John 7:3-5. 

Hostile attitude toward Jesus.—See 
Mt. 12:46; Mk. 3:31; Lu. 8:19; John 
isons 

Jesus appeared to him.—Cf. I Cor. 
15:7. This event led to his conversion. 

With the disciples at Pentecost.—Cf. 
Acts 1:14. 

Visited by Paul on return from Da- 
mascus.—Gal. 1:19. 

Soon the leader among the elders of 
Jerusalem.—Acts 12:17. So acknowl- 
edged by Peter. 


Acknowledged as pillar by Paul.— 
Gal. 2:9. Along with Peter and John 
the Apostles. 

Belongs to the Jewish phase of the 
work.—Gal. 2:8f. Presides over the 
Jerusalem conference. This is the nat- 
ural meaning of ‘‘my judgment’’ in 
Acts 15:19. His address (Acts 15:19- 
21) met the approval of the conference 
—15:22. He probably wrote the Epistle 
to the Christians of Antioch, Syria and 
Cilicia, which embodied his address and 
sustained Paul’s contention of freedom 
for the Gentiles from the Mosaic ritual 
—Acts 15:23-29. 

Name used by Judaizers.—They im- 
plied that James disapproved Peter’s 
social freedom with the Gentile Chris- 
tians—Gal. 2:12. 
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Not a Judaizer.—His address in Jeru- 
salem (Acts 15:19-21) showed his sym- 
pathy with Paul’s position. The Juda- 
izers later claimed Peter, also because 
of his temporary desertion of Paul at 
Antioch—Gal. 2:11 ff. Both James and 
Peter continued in sympathy with 
Paul’s contention. 

Friendship for Paul.—This was shown 
at a critical time, when the Judaizers 
had grossly misrepresented Paul’s posi- 
tion to the Jerusalem Christians—Acts 
21:18-25. 

Married Man.—See I Cor. 9:5. 

Death.—Josephus (Ant., XX, IX, 1) 
tells the story of his death at the hands 
of the High Priest Ananus. 

Called the Just.—In honor of his loy- 
alty to Judaism, though a Christian. 

He was not a Judaizer, but a true 
Jew, in love with his people and their 
customs. 


EPISTLE OF JAMES. 


Genuine.—Suits what we know of his 
theology and style from his address and 
the Letter in Acts 15. 

Date.—Two views: one that it was 
written about A.D. 50 (probably cor- 
rect), another that shortly before de- 
struction of Jerusalem in A.D. 70. 

Readers.—Twelve tribes of the Dis- 
persion (Jewish Christians), probably 
before there were many Gentile Chris- 
tians—James 1:1. 

Does not claim kinship with Jesus.— 
Calls himself slave, or servant—Jas. 1:1. 

Esteems Jesus as Lord.—Jas. 1:1. 
He is the subject and object of faith 
—2:1. 

Familiar with teachings of Jesus.— 
Does not often mention the name of 
Christ, but is much like the ‘‘Sermon 
on the Mount’’ in subject-matter and 


imagery. Cf. 2:6-26; 
3:1-18. 

Nearest Old Testament in point of 
view.—This is natural if, as is possible, 
it is one of the very earliest books of 
the New Testament. Cf. in particular 
James 4:7-10. 

Worship still in synagogues.—James 
2:2; 5:14. 

Independent of (probably before) 
Paul’s contention about Gentiles and 
the ceremonial law.—In 2:18 James has 
the point of view of John the Baptist 
and of Jesus. He asks for proof of faith 
as they did. He is not contradicting 
Paul, nor did Paul contradict James. 
Each is speaking of a different matter. 
Paul treats justification and trust as 
initial acts in the Christian life. James 
considers the life as a proof of one’s 
profession. Cf. Paul’s doctrine of sanc- 
tification in Rom., chaps. 6-8. 

Practical ethics—The Epistle is the 
“*Gospel of Common Sense’’ (Deems) 
and a vital discussion of social prob- 
lems (rich and poor, employer and em- 
ployee, cure of the sick, question of 
teachers, &¢). 

Jewish Christian problems.—The 
vices condemned belong to an early 
type of church life and are not Gentile 
problems. Cf. oppression in 5:1-6; par- 
tiality in 2:1-7. 

Beautiful images.—Varied and abun- 
dant pictures. Cf. 1:5-11; 3:1-12. Pos- 
sibly used by other New Testament 
writers. Mayor considers that Epistles 
of John, of Hebrews, I Peter, Paul’s 
Epistles to Galatians, Romans, and Tim- 
othy, all show traces of use of James. 
Of. Mayor, ‘‘The Epistle of James.’’ 

Christian spirit of the Book.—Though 
Jewish in tone, the book is Christian 
in point of view, spirit and ideal. The 
outer life is demanded as an expression 
of the inner. 


1:5-11, 25f.; 
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Author.—The writer calls himself 
‘‘Peter, an Apostle of Jesus Christ’’ 
(1:1); the early writers (Papias, Poly- 
carp, Ireneus, Clement of Alex., Origen, 
&e.) attribute the Epistle to Peter. It 
is acknowledged as genuine by the great 
majority of modern scholars. The in- 
ternal character corresponds admirably 
with this claim. It is just the kind of a 
book that Peter would probably write, 
judging from the accounts of Peter in 
the Gospels and the Acts. For sketch of 
his life, see ‘‘ Peter’’—Mt. 4:18. 

Companions in the salutation.—Mark 
is no longer with Barnabas (Acts 15: 
39), but is now with Peter—I Pet. 5:13. 
Peter travelled with his wife (I Cor. 
9:5) and ‘‘she that is in Babylon elect’’ 
(I Pet. 5:13) may be his wife, or the 
reference may be to the church as is 
more probable. 

Amanuensis and bearer.—It is prob- 
able that Silvanus (5:12) acted as both 
for Peter. If he was amanuensis, that 
fact may explain to some extent the 
style. 

Place.—It is probable, though not cer- 
tain, that Babylon in I Pet. 5:13 is used 
for Rome. The objection to that inter- 
pretation is that this is an Epistle, not 
an apocalypse. But the veiled image is 
probably used for precaution due to 
fear of the emperor. Still the provinces 
(1:1) are named from the standpoint of 
Babylon. 

Date.—The time of Peter’s death is 
not known. This was either about A.D. 
64 or 68. The persecution as a Christian 
referred to in I Pet. 4:16 may be official 
or domestic. If official, it would be just 
after the Neronian persecution began 
(A.D. 64), which may very well have 
spread to the provinces of Asia where 
the emperor-worship had its chief home. 
The date would then be about 65. But 
the persecutions may have been mainly 
the scorn of neighbors and friends. If 
so, the date could be before 64. 

Readers.—‘‘ The sojourners of the Dis- 
persion in Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, 
Asia and Bithynia’’ (I Pet. 1:1) were 


probably both Jews and Gentiles, the 
spiritual Israel. The Roman provinces 
of Pamphylia and Cilicia are not men- 
tioned. Paul had preached in these two 
and in Asia and Galatia. Who evangel- 
ized Pontus, Cappadocia and Bithynia 
we do not know. Peter himself may 
have done so, but he writes to two prov- 
inces where Paul had certainly wrought. 

Relation to speeches in Acts.—There 
is undoubted similarity in doctrine, 
spirit, and languages between Peter’s 
addresses in Acts and this Epistle. Cf. 
Acts 3:19-21 with I Pet. 3:20, for in- 
stance. See also Acts 1:22 and I Pet. 
5:1; Acts 4:11 and I Pet. 2:4; Acts 10:34 
and I Pet. 1:17. It is not probable that 
Luke had seen Peter’s epistles or that 
Peter had seen Acts. 

Knowledge of the Old Testament.— 
There are numerous marks of the Sept. 
in I Peter. His quotations are chiefly 
from Isaiah, Proverbs and the Psalms. 
Cf. I Pet? 1318-20) ande iss S3-ei. et 
1:24f. and Is. 40:6; I Pet. 2:17 and 
Prov. 24:21; I Pet. 4:8 and Prov. 10:12; 
I: Pet.-3:10 £. and Ps. 34:12 f. 

Knowledge of the life of Christ.—The 
Epistle shows no acquaintance with the 
Gospels, but does reflect real familiarity 
with the life and teachings of Jesus. In 
particular he uses some phrases and fig- 
ures like those of Jesus in the Sermon on 
the Mount. Of.I Pet. 2:12; 3:13-16; 3:14; 
4:14; 5:6 and Mt. 5:10, 11, 16; 6:25, &e. 
The reference to the suffering and glory 
of Christ in I Pet. 5:1 may be an echo 
of the transfiguration. So in 1:8 the 
repetition of the fact that the readers 
had not seen Jesus accents the fact that 
Peter had seen Him in the flesh. 

Relation to James.—There seems to 
be some connection between I Peter and 
the Epistle of James. James probably 
wrote first, and so Peter may have read 
his Epistle. Cf. Jas. 1:1 and I Pet. 1:1; 
Jas. 1:2£ and I Pet. 1:6 £.; Jas. 1311— 
22 and I Pet. 1:23-2:1. j 

Relation to Paul.—There are some 
vague general expressions in Ephesians 
and I Peter that correspond, which are 
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easily explained, but the Epistle shows 
very remarkable kinship to the Epistle 
to the Romans. If Peter was in Rome 
when he wrote, he may very well have 
seen this great Pauline Epistle. Cf. I 
Pet. 1:14 and Rom. 12:2; I Pet. 1:21 and 
Rom. 4:24; I Pet. 2:5 and Rom. 12:1; 
I Pet. 2:6f. and Rom. 9:33; Pet. 3:8— 
12 and Rom. 12:14-19; I Pet. 3:22 and 
Rom. 8:34; I Pet. 4:1 and Rom. 6:7; 
I Pet. 5:1 and Rom. 8:18, &c. 
Purpose.—The aim is distinctly prac- 
tical, not doctrinal. Cf. also Peter’s ad- 
dresses in Acts where the hortatory ele- 


ment predominates. He sounds here a’ 


note of cheer and courage to meet the 
present trials. He makes appeal to the 
example of Christ and their own experi- 
ence and expounds the Old Testament 
teaching. He urges trust and holy liv- 
ing as present duties. 

Contents.—The introduction (1:1 f.) 
sets forth the doctrine of the Trinity 
and accents the atoning death of Jesus. 
The purposes of God are shown in the 
new birth of the believer and the eter- 
nal inheritance which is his—1:3-6. 
This blessed hope is ample cheer in pres- 
ent fiery trials for those who love the 
unseen Jesus—1:6-9. The prophets 
never saw what Christians now know by 
blessed experience in Christ—1:10-12. 
Sobriety and hope are the demands of 
the times—1:13-25. Steady growth will 
fulfil Christ’s ideal for his people— 
2:1-10. He doubtless (2:5) has in mind 
Christ ’s promise—Mt. 16:18. All classes 
must exemplify the spirit of Christ and 
be a real brotherhood—2:11-3:12. No 
one can harm the Christian who has 
Christ supreme in his heart—3:13-22. 
They must, like Christ, set a good ex- 
ample for the Gentiles—4:1-11. If they 
have to suffer, let it be as innocent men 
—4:12-19. Peter can well exhort them 
to humility and steadfastness (5:1-11) 
in view of his own bitter experience. 

Style-——The Epistle has a large num- 
ber of words not found elsewhere in the 
New Testament, sixty-two in all. But 


the style, while dignified and elevated, 
is not florid. It is a bit oratorical, but 
not unduly so. It is possible that Sil- 
vanus, as Peter’s amanuensis, was of 
some service in the use of the smooth 
vernacular Greek.in which it is written.

Author.—This is the most disputed | will come, though the time is unknown. 


book in the New Testament. Its gen- 
uineness is on the whole the most doubt- 
ful. Conservative scholars like Chase 
and Lechler consider it pseudonymous, 
while a radical critic like Spitta holds 
it genuine, as do conservative scholars 
like Bigg and Zahn. Probably its gen- 
uineness can never be fully and clearly 
determined to the satisfaction of all, 
for the arguments on both sides are 
strong. But on the whole the Epistle 
holds its own rightful place in the canon 
as the work of Simon Peter. 

Author’s claims.—The very frequency 
of these claims has been turned against 
the authenticity of the book. He calls 
himself Simon (Symeon in the Greek, 
the Aramaic form) Peter (1:1) rather 
than just Peter as in I Pet. 1:1. So in 
II Pet. 3:1. The writer definitely claims 
to have written another epistle. It is 
urged that ‘‘your apostles’’ (3:2) could 
not have been used by Peter, but that is 
not certain. The outspokenness of Peter 
is sufficient to explain all this. 

Use of the Gospels.—No evidence is 
found of any use of the Gospel in II 
Peter, though the point of view in gen- 
eral is that of Mark, who was Peter’s 
interpreter. 

Knowledge of the life of Jesus. Even 
more than in I Peter do we find refer- 
ence to the work of Christ. It is done 
in the most natural way. Thus in 1:3 
(‘‘that called us’’) we may have allu- 
sion to the fact that Jesus called the 
apostles in person. In 1:14 the early 
death of Peter is mentioned as foretold 
by Jesus—John 21:18f. The clear ref- 
erence to the transfiguration (1:16 f.) 
is natural if Peter is the writer. His 
language here sounds like that of one 
who was present. Cf. also II Pet. 2:20; 
3:4, 

Synoptic eschatology.—The view of 
the second coming and of the end of 
the world is practically the same as 
this in the great eschatological dis- 
course of Jesus on the Mount of Olives. 
There is the same confidence that Jesus 


The doubt of some (ch. 3) shows that 
at least a generation had passed since 
the Ascension of Christ. 

Relation to Peter’s speeches.—As 
with I Peter, so here manifest similar- 
ities are are found with Peter’s speeches 
in Acts.. See Lumby. 

Relation to I Peter.—The writer ex- 
pressly refers to I Peter—3:1. And yet 
it is evident that the style of the two 
books differs very greatly. So much is 
this true that the language of II Peter 
has been called ‘‘Baboo Greek.’’ Some 
have fancied a use of Josephus in II 
Peter, but it is not made out. The truth 
probably is that in I Peter Silvanus 
acted as Peter’s amanuensis (I Pet. 
5:12), while in II Peter there was an- 
other less accomplished amanuensis or, 
as is most probable, Peter had no aman- 
uensis at all. He was called ‘‘unlearned 
and ignorant’’—Acts 4:13. And here 
there is a certain uncouthness of style 
that may thus find its explanation. 
There is more reserve in I Peter, while 
the language of II Peter is full of un- 
usual words. Some of them are due to 
the vernacular ‘‘Koiné’’ in which the 
New Testament is written (see the 
Papyri), but others are personal pecu- 
liarities. There are 231 words here not 
found in I Peter, but, on the other hand, 
the rest of the vocabulary is quite simi- 
lar to that of I Peter. Cf. Bigg. Both 
Epistles are fond of repeating words 
and both use the plural of abstract 
nouns. Both (Marcus Dods in Standard 
B. D.) have the same mannerism of 
stating a thing both negatively and 
positively. The undercurrent of thought 
in both is the same. The variations of 
thought are here also. ‘‘In II Peter 
false teaching instead of persecution is 
a source of danger, knowledge takes the 
place of hope, and piety that of holi- 
ness.’’ (Falcoms in Hastings’ one vol. 
B. D.) Noah and the flood are men- 
tioned in both. 

Use of Jude—It seems clear that 
either, as is probable, II Peter makes 
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use of Jude (cf. ch. 2 with Jude) or that 
Jude is based on II Peter. Scholars are 
much divided. Jude is the more vivid 
and apparently the more original. This 
use of Jude does not discredit the book. 
Cf. the use of the O. T. words and 
phrases in the N. T. 

Use of the O. T.—Express quotations 
are few, but the O. T. examples are used 
as in the case of Noah and Lot—Ch. 2. 
But cf..3:7- and Is. 13:9-13; 3:8 and Ps. 
90:4; 2:17 and Prov. 10:11. Cf. also the 
writer’s theory of prophetic inspiration 
in the Old Testament—1:20 f. 

Relation to Book of Enoch.—Some 
writers find a parallel between Enoch 
and Peter’s mention of the fallen angels 
in 2:4, 11. 

Mention of Paul’s Epistles as Scrip- 
ture.—Peter’s praise of Paul in II Peter 
3:15 is urged by some as proof that the 
book is not genuine, since Paul had re- 
buked Peter so sharply in Gal. 2:11 ff. 
But it was just like Peter to rebound in 
his affection as he had done toward 
Christ. It is argued also that the de- 
scription of Paul’s Epistles as Scripture 
in II Pet. 3:16 shows the book to be 
quite late, even in the second century. 
But Clement of Rome, before the end of 
the first century, shows that Paul’s 
Epistles were already collected together. 
It is not to be forgotten also that Paul 
claimed authority for his Epistles—II 
Thess. 3:6, 14. It does not follow that 
Peter had read all of Paul’s Epistles. 
But one need only to turn to II Cor., 
chs. 10-13, to see how Paul himself felt 
concerning his apostleship—Gal., chs. 
1 and 2. It is by no means evident that 
the early Christians who were loyal to 
Paul did not consider Paul’s Epistles as 
the Word of God, even on a par with 
the Old Testament. 

External evidence.—It is only fair to 
say, however, that there is no certain 
mention of this Epistle in early Chris- 
tian writers till the close of the second 
century. Clement of Alexandria knew 
and used it about 190 A.D. The early 
writers were divided on the genuineness 
of the book. Eusebius rejected it. It is 
at any rate a proof of some criticism on 
the part of the early Christians. 

Date.—There is nothing decisive in 


this matter except that if it was written 
by Peter, it was before 68 A.D. If the 
book is not genuine, it may, of course, 
belong to the second century. 

Place.—There is no hint as to the 
whereabouts of the writer at this time. 

Readers.—He implies that they are 
the same as the readers of the First 
Epistle—II Pet. 3:1. They were prob- 
ably chiefly Gentile Christians. 

Aim.—The purpose is not precisely 
the same as I Peter. He has in mind not 
so much persecution as heresy. It is not 
clear where this incipient Gnosticism 
lies in the background, but certainly 
the readers are warned against a vio- 
lent form of looseness in living. Per- 
haps some of the Gentile Christians in 
the east had turned Paul’s principle of 
freedom to license—Gal. 5:1, 13. They 
were making the doctrines of grace a 
cover for the grossest immoralities (cf. 
Rom. 6:1f.), like the Nicolaitans in 
Rev. 2:10-24. The keyword of this Epis- 
tle is knowledge. The readers must grow 
in the knowledge of Jesus so as to stem 
the tide of heresy around them. The 
writer is anxious to conserve for them 
his own knowledge of Christ (1:14f.), 
a possible reference to the Gospel of 
Mark. Like I Peter the book is mainly 
exhortation. 

Contents.—The introduction is very 
brief (1:1f.), but sounds the key-note 
of the book in its accent on faith, right- 
eousness and knowledge. Growth in the 
Christian virtues is urged in 1:3-11. He 
is now doing his part to help them on 
in this development in grace—1:12-21. 
They are warned against .the current 
false teachers who are repetitions of 
those in the older days—Ch. 2. The sec- 
ond coming of Christ is sure, though 
delayed. God does not count time as 
men do—3:1-13. The practical duty of 
all is to be ready without spot and 
blameless when Jesus comes—3:14-18. 

Leading ideas.—Deity of Jesus—1:1. 
“‘Our God and Saviour Jesus Christ.’’ 
So margin, and correctly. Partakers of 
the divine nature—1:4, Diligence in ac- 
quiring Christian virtues—1:5-8. Elec- 
tion made sure—1:10f. Body a taber- 
nacle—1:13f. Eyewitness of Christ’s 
glory—1:16 f. Prophecy made more sure

FIRST EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


Author.—John. No reference to the 
writer occurs, except that in the intro- 
duction. He claims to be a personal wit- 
ness to the earthly life of Jesus—I John 
1:1-4. 

Style—Almost identical with that of 
the Fourth Gospel, and obviously by the 
same author. We have here the same 
repetition, the same positive and nega- 
tive statements, the same favorite ideas 
and words. 

Literary form.—The book is less per- 
sonal than II John and III John. It is 
like Hebrews, and rather more of a 
treatise than a personal Epistle. Yet 
the homiletical flavor is present in the 
frequent appeals and exhortations. 

Date.—No means of determining for 
certain. No persecution appears in sight. 
John is an old man. Heresy is rife. 


Place.—Probably from Ephesus. 


Destination.—Probably to the same 
region as the Apocalypse, the churches 
of Asia (Roman province). 

Occasion.—Laxity in views of the 
person of Christ and in practical moral- 
ity. Spread of Gnostic views. Correct- 
ive of Gnostic views of Jesus—the 
Ebionites made Jesus a mere man. The 
Docetie Gnosties denied His real human- 
ity. The Corinthian Gnostics combined 
both theories and made Jesus a mere 
man, but held that Christ was an Avon 


that came on Jesus at His baptism and 
left Him on the cross. 

Asserts the truth about Christ.— 
Jesus Christ came in the flesh (I John 
4:2) as against the Docetic Gnostics. 
Jesus is the same as Christ (I John 2:22) 
as opposed to Cerinthian Gnosties. 

Purpose.—Polemical and for edifica- 
tion of native Christians. 

Catholic Epistle—General in desti- 
nation and scope, not addressed to sin- 
gle church or person. There are no per- 
sonal details. 

Positive assertions rather than argu- 
ment.—It is like the Gospel in setting 
forth in parallel form various aspects of 
a subject. Antithesis, repetition, paral- 
lelism, mark the Epistle. 

Favorite words.—The Word of Life 
(I John 1:1) is like John 1:1. Life 
(eternal life) is a common word, as in 
I John 1:2. Note: the Father (1:2 f.). 
So: message (1:5), light (1:5), fellow- 
ship (1:6), darkness (1:5f.), lie and 
truth (1:6), little children (2:1), advo- 
cate (2:1), ‘sin. (2:1 £), keep (2:3), 
know (2:5), hate (2:9), love (2:10), 
world (2:15), antichrist (2:18), right- 
eous (3:7), prove (4:1), begotten (4:7), 
victory (5:4). These give a fair idea 
of the vocabulary of the Epistle. The 
ideas run in the same channel that we 
have in the Fourth Gospel, especially in 
the prologue. 
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IT JOHN. 


Same Obscurity.—Author same as in 
the case of First John. Date not neces- 
sarily the same, but probably the same 
general period. Place in similar obscur- 
ity. The elder—II John 1. This term 
does not mean that the author is not an 
apostle. Cf. I Pet. 5:1. 

The elect lady.—II John 1. It is not 
certain whether the Epistle is addressed 
to an individual or a church. Kyria was 
used as a personal name. Probably on 
the whole we have a personal letter. 


Not catholic—At any rate it is not 
a general Epistle like First John. It is 
addressed to a single person or church. 
Christian hospitality not for extreme 
heretics—II John 10. -Docetic Gnos- 
ticism condemned—II John 7. Teach- 
ing of Christ rule and standard of or- 
thodoxy—II John 9. 

Favorite words.—Love, truth, com- 
mandment, abide, teaching, confess. 

Paper and ink mentioned.—II John 
12. Probably papyrus (paper).

Date.—Probably the 
period. 

Personal, not catholic.—Letter ad- 
dressed to Gaius by the Elder. Picture 
of missionary activity—III John Sf. 
Inability to receive pay from the Gen- 
tiles—III John 7. ‘‘The Name’’ used 
of Christ as in Acts—III John 7. Dio- 
trephes—III John 9-11. Bold sketch of 
ambitious man who refused to entertain 
John. Demetrius, the very opposite of 
Diotrephes—III John 12. Hospitality 
urged—III John Sf.

Favorite words.—Love, truth, walk, 
know, witness, receive. 

Picture of John.—These Epistles re- 
veal John’s own character—his real 
character. Man of love and of anger, 
of reserve and of passions, of mysticism 
and of practical wisdom, of tenderness 
and of vehement denunciation of wrong, 
of spiritual insight and great plainness 
of speech. The Epistles show many of 
the same traits manifest in the Apoca- 


lypse. 


JUDE. 


' Common name.—From Judah, and so 
popular. Since the time of Judas Mac- 
cabeus this name was a favorite one 
with the loyal Jews. In the New Testa- 
ment we have mentioned with this name 
an ancestor of Jesus (Lu. 3:30); Judas 
Iscariot (Mt. 10:4); Judas, not Iscariot, 
and probably same as Judas, the son of 
James, according to American Revision 
(Lu. 6:16; Acts 1:13); Judas of Damas- 
cus (Acts 9:11); Judas of Galilee (Acts 
5:37); Judas Barsabas (Acts 15:22, 27, 
32, 33); Jude the brother of James— 
Jude 1. 

The Lord’s brother.—Jesus had broth- 


ers (sons of Joseph and Mary and prob- 
ably younger than Jesus), according to 
Mt. 13:55; Mk. 6:3; whose names were 
‘James and Joseph and Simon and 
Judas.’’ The brothers were hostile to 
Jesus (Mt. 12:46 ff.; Mk. 3:21; John 7:3 
ff.) at first. But they were present as 
believers at the meeting preceding the 
great day of Pentecost (Acts 1:14). The 
appearance of Jesus after His resurrec- 
tion (I Cor. 15:7) probably led to the 
conversion of all the brothers and sis- 
ters. 

Does not claim kinship with Jesus.— 
Like James, his brother (Jude 1) and 
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a 


brother of the Lord Jesus (Gal. 1:19), 
he calls himself only ‘‘a servant of 
Jesus Christ’’—Jude 1. A man claim- 
ing to be Jude, though not, would most 
probably have claimed to be a brother 
of Jesus. Husebius (H. E. iii. 19, 20, 23) 
notes Hegesippus as saying that Domi- 
tian found the grandchildren of Jude, 
the Lord’s brother according to the 
flesh, as men of humble station, but 
sturdy and honorable. 

Under the shadow of James.—Jude 
appears, not to have been so prominent 
nor active as his brother James, the 
leading elder in Jerusalem. Hence he 
calls himself the brother of James 
(Jude 1). 

Not an apostle-——Jude was not one of 
the twelve apostles, nor was he an apos- 
tle in the sense that Paul was. His 
brother James is by implication called 
apostle in some sense by Paul in Gal. 
1:19. But Jude is not apparently an 
apostle in that sense. He is ‘‘the serv- 
ant of Jesus Christ.’’ 

Genuineness of the Epistle-——The 
Epistle by his name was not widely cir- 
culated, it appears at first. But modern 
scholars generally accept it as genuine. 
Cf. Biggs, Int. and Crit. Comm. 

Date.—Most probably between A.D. 
64 and 70. 

Relation to II Peter.—Scholars are 
not a unit on this matter. Apparently 
Jude was acquainted with the second 
chapter of II Peter, or Peter was fa- 
miliar with Jude. Not to argue the mat- 
ter, one may assume that Jude is the 
earlier, on grounds of brevity and orig- 
inality of style. 


Use of non-scriptural books.—As 
Paul (Acts 17:28; Titus 1:12) quoted 
heathen writers, so Jude seems to quote 
the apocryphal book of Enoch—Jude 


. 14. The word ‘‘prophesied’’?’ may be 


compared with Paul’s use of ‘‘ prophet’’ 
in Titus 1:12. 

Language.—This short Epistle has a 
rather remarkable vocabulary. The 
writer is evidently familiar with the 
Septuagint, and uses the current lan- 
guage of the time, the Koine. He has 
the common tradition of Christian 
teaching. There is little that is distinc- 
tive in the general style outside of the 
full and rather sonorous vocabulary. 

Many images.—The bold images in 
the Epistle may be compared with the 
figures in the Epistle of James (cf. also 
the Sermon on the Mount). 

Readers of the Epistle-—The destina- 
tion of the letter is not made clear, save 
that it is to the elect—Jude 1. Probably 
the same general readers are had in 
mind, as we find in I Peter (1:1) and IT 
Peter (3:1). Some think that he has 
Corinth in mind. 

Purpose.—The aim of the Epistle is to 
warn the elect against heresy and to 
exhort to earnest contention for the 
faith—Jude 3. The author shows much 
passion and zeal. 

Theme.—The ‘‘common salvation’’ 
(Jude 3) is the general subject. 

Type of heresy condemned.—Probably 
Gnosticism of the earlier form. Of. Co- 
lossians, Ephesians, Timothy, Titus, IT 
Timothy, Epistles of John. It is not 
necessarily the Gnosticism of the second 
century. 


REVELATION. 


Title—Revelation is in Greek 
‘“ Apocalypse,’’ an unveiling—Reyv. 1:1. 
It is the revealing of Jesus Christ. 

Agents.—God gave the revelation to 
Jesus, who sent it to John, the writer, 
by an angel for the benefit of the serv- 
ants of God—Rev. 1:1. 

Author.—His name is John (1:1, 9), 
who is in exile in the isle of Patmos, 
because of persecution—1:9. Ireneus 


identifies him with the Apostle John, 
and this view on the whole has the bal- 
ance of evidence. Jesus has promised 
him the cup and baptism of woe—Mk. 
10:38 ff.; Mt. 20:22 ff. 

Date.——Two views exist about the 
date; one, and until recently the most 
popular among scholars, puts it just 
after Nero’s death (A.D. 69), the other 
and the older view, and now again popu- 
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lar with scholars, locates it in the end of 
Domitian’s reign (about A.D. 95) ac- 
cording to the testimony of Ireneus. 
The latter view is on the whole the more 
probable. 

Destination.—The immediate servants 
of God who are readers (1:2, 3) are the 
members of the seven churches of Asia 
(1:11); Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamum, 
Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia, Laodi- 
cea. 

Why these churches?—Many other 
churches in the Province of Asia and 
in large cities. Cf. Colosse and Hier- 
apolis. But these seven make a circuit 
along important roads, and each the cen- 
ter of a district. 

Real letters—Hach of the seven 
churches has a special message (Chaps. 
2 and 3) adapted to the real situation 
and environment. Cf. Ramsay, ‘‘The 
Letters to the Seven Churches,’’ for the 
historical and archeological details. 

Varied types—The seven churches 
with the letters to them present a fairly 
complete picture of church life in all 
the ages. Hence the perils and problems 
of modern city churches are here well 
outlined. 

Whole book to each church.—But 
each church was to get the benefit of 
the messages to the other churches, and 
the entire Apocalypse was designed also 
for each church. 

Unity of the book—Many efforts 
have been made to disprove the unity of 
the Apocalypse. Hort, ‘‘The Apoca- 
lypse of St. John,’’ p. 13, sums up thus: 
‘«They have done nothing whatever to 
shake the traditional unity of author- 
ship.’’ 

Apocalyptic method.—This had come 
to be a favorite style of writing among 
the Jews and even among the Greeks 
and Romans (cf. Sybilline Oracles). Un- 
der the guise of symbols, past, present 
or future events were set forth in an 
oracular and vivid manner. To the ini- 
tiated the method was very lucid, while 
to outsiders it was often mere crypto- 
gram. One reason for its use was the 
safety thus secured for criticism of the 
ruling powers. Thus Peter (I Pet. 4:16) 
alludes to the Roman persecution of the 
Christians and seems to. refer to Rome 


under the name Babylon—I Pet. 5:13. 

Use of the Old Testament.—There are 
no express quotations from the Old Tes- 
tament, but the book is a mosaic of Old 
Testament phrases, especially from the 
Apocalyptic portions, as certain pas- 
sages of Isaiah, Zephaniah, Zechariah, 
Ezekiel and Daniel. Daniel is the typ- 
ical Old Testament Apocalyptic book. 
As examples of this use of the Old Tes- 
tament compare Rev. 1:13 ff. with Ez. 
1:7; 43:2; Dan. 10:5; Rev. 4:1 with Ez. 
1:26 f.; Rev. 4:6 ff. with Ez. 1:10; Is. 
6:2; Rev. Ch. 5 with Ez. 2:2, 9; Zech. 
5:1-3; Rev. 6:14 with Is. 34:4; Rev. 7:3 
with Ez. 9:4; Rev. 10:5f. with Dan. 
12:7; Rev. 10:9-11 with Ez. 3:1-3; Rev. 
11:1 with Zech. 2:1; Rev. 11:3f. with 
Zech. 4:2, 11, 14; Rev. 12:7 with Dan. 
7:2-8; Rev. 14:20 with Is. 63:3; Rev. 
19:17 with Ez. 39:17-20; Rev. 20:8 with 
Hz. 38:2; 3:19; Rev. 20:12 with Dan. 
7:10; 12:1; Rev. 21:1 with Is. 55:17-19; 
66:22; Rev. 21:10 ff. with Ez. 48:30 ff.; 
Rev. 22:1f. with Ez. 47:1, 12; Zech. 
14:8. Chs. 17 and 18 are almost entirely 
from the Old Testament. 

Current apocalypses.—The general 
plan of an Apocalypse may be well il- 
lustrated by such books as Enoch, 
Esdras, Baruch, Assumption of Moses, 
Sybilline Oracles, Shepherd of Hermas, 
Apocalypse of Peter. The Christians 
naturally employed the method so com- 
mon to the writers of the time. 

Apocalyptic method used by Jesus.— 
When this form of teaching was so com- 
mon it is not surprising that Jesus made 
use of it. This He did on various occa- 
sions, especially in connection with the 
subject of the kingdom, as in—Mt. 16: 
27 f.; Mk. 9:1; Lu. 9:26 f.; 17:20-37.. In 
particular, in the discourse on the Mount 
of Olives, during the last week, we find 
extensive use of Apocalyptic—Cf. Mt. 24 
and 125; Mk. Ch. 13;.Lu. Ch. 21. 

Paul’s use of apocalyptic.—Cf. II 
Thess. 2:1-12 (the man of sin). 

Apocalyptic in I John.—See ‘‘ Discus- 
sion of Antichrist’’ in I John 2:18-29. 
Of. also Jude 12 ff., and II Pet. 3:5-13. 
The Apocalypse of John is the greatest 
of all the apocalyptic books. 

Language.—The book has 871 distinct 
words besides names of persons and 
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places, and 108 occur nowhere else in 
the New Testament. The peculiar sub- 
jects treated largely explain this num- 
ber of -individual words. The bulk of 
them occur in the common language of 
the time; as the papyri show. Cf. Swete, 
“<The Apocalypse of St. John,’’ p. 117. 
The grammar of the book is remarkable 
for the large number of variations from 
usual Greek usage in the matter of 
agreement in gender, number and case. 
These occur, as a rule, in opposition 
where the demand was not so insistent 
for such agreement. Some of them are 
due to design; others may be due to lack 
of revision or to excitement from the 
visions. 

Parenthesis is frequent and anacolu- 
thon.—These things occur in other 
Greek books, but more often in the 
Apocalypse. Of. the statement in Acts 
4:13 about John as an unlettered man. 

Comparison with Gospel of John.— 
The style of the Apocalypse is both like 
and unlike the Gospel of John. Both 
the Gospel (John 21:24) and the Epis- 
tles may have had revision and super- 
vision not true of the Apocalypse. Some 
of the favorite ideas of the Gospel are 
present, as power, witness, conquer, lead, 
know, keep, commandment, word, &c., 
while, other common ideas of the Gospel 
do, not appear. The two books are so 
different that it is difficult to make a 
just comparison. In the Gospel we see 
the contemplative, reflective side of the 
spiritual theologian. In the Apocalypse 
we have the Son of Thunder all ablaze 
with passion and power, though chas- 
tened by the love of Christ. 

Leading ideas of the Apocalypse.— 
Some of the great teachings of the book 
are the glory and majesty of God, the 
deity of Jesus, the grandeur of the re- 
demptive work of Jesus, the persecu- 
tions of the saints, the conflict with the 
Roman Empire, the fate of the wicked, 
the happiness of the redeemed. 

Historical background.—The pictures 
in the book are drawn from the persecu- 
tions of Christians in the Roman Em- 
pire, probably in time of Domitian. 
Ramsay (‘‘Letters to the Seven 
Churches’’) and Swete (‘‘ Apocalypse of 
St. John’’) both find in the imperial 


and provincial persecution the occasion 
for the intensity of the imagery. The 
emperor worship was the chief cult of 
the empire and was the form ee idol- 
atry that persecuted. 

The two beasts.—According to this 
view the two beasts of Rev., Ch. 13, set 
forth the two aspects of the worship of 
the emperor (imperial and provincial). 

Methods of interpretation.—In a gen- 
eral way these may be described as his- 
torical, spiritual, or a combination of 
the two: The purely spiritual. Many 
find no history in the symbols at all. 
The purely historical interpretation di- 
vides into preterite (all in the past), 
future (all in the future), continuous 
and synchronous (from the first century 
to the end). The continuous theory 
makes the series of seven successive, 
while the synchronous theory finds them 
more or less parallel. The combination 
of the historical and the spiritual con- 
siders the book as a portrayal of imme- 
diate conflict between Christianity and 
pagan Rome with the certainty of ulti- 
mate triumph, but without any attempt 
to set forth the course of Christian his- 
tory. The struggle then on hand would, 
despite great carnage, result in victory 
for Christ, and heaven was sure and 
might be soon won. 

Panorama.—The book is in reality, 
barring Chaps. 2 and 3 (Letters to the 
Seven Churches), a series of pictures. 
Each is complete in itself, and yet each 
prepares for the others. They are not 
necessarily successive nor necessarily 
parallel. But various aspects of the 
Titanic struggle between the kingdom 
of Christ and the kingdom of Satan are 
portrayed in. turn. They one and all 
teach the same lesson of triumph. 

Symbols inexplicable.—It is not pos- 
sible to be sure about the meaning of 
all the. various images used like the 
seals, the locusts, the bowls, the horses, 
the scorpions, &c. The grandeur of the 
imagery is impressive, and the main les- 
sons of the book remain og teraiey 
clear. 

Spiritual and practical_—The Beek is 
written for the cheer of the saints in 
the churches of Asia. John is himself 
a ‘‘partaker with you in the tribulation 
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and kingdom and patience which are in 
.Jesus’’—Rev. 1:9. He is finally over- 
come by the vision of victory and glory 
which he sees—Rev. 22:8f. They only 
need courage and patience. 

Final triumph of Jesus.—Jesus will 
win in the end. This is the supreme 
teaching of the Apocalypse—Rev. 11:15. 

Picture of Jesus.—The whole book is 
in a sense the revelation of Jesus—Rev. 
1:1. He is in heaven, the Redeemer, the 
Lamb that was slain, Lion of the Tribe 
of Judah, and He receives worship as 
the Father—Rev. Ch. 5. From heaven 
Jesus as the Captain of the Hosts di- 
rects the struggle on earth with Satan. 
Note the picture of Christ in Rev. 1: 
13-20. 

Second Coming of Christ.—The fact 
of the return of Christ is prominent 
throughout the book. This is the main 
note of Christ. The time of the Second 
Coming of Christ is said to be ‘‘short- 
ly’’? (Rev. 1:1) and to be ‘‘at hand’’ 
(1:3) and ‘‘I- come quickly’ ’—22:7, 20. 
John responds with a devout ‘‘amen’’ 
(22:20) to that promise. But one must 
recall the explanation of Peter, that 
God does not count time as we do. One 
thousand years and one day may be in- 
terchangeable as God looks at time— 
II Pet. 2:8 ff. The time is not made 
clear, but the fact is. 

Millennium no stumbling-block.—No 
theory of the millennium (Rev. Ch. 20) 
should be allowed to obscure the main 
matter, the certainty of Christ’s return. 
The term ‘‘millennium,’’ or ‘‘thousand 
years,’’ belongs to the symbolism of the 
book. 

Doctrinal misuse of the book.—Rob- 
ert South said that the Apocalypse 
either found one mad or left him so. 
That is the extreme reaction against 
the cock-sure ‘‘keys’’ (all different), 
which men have had for the interpreta- 
tion of this wonderful Apocalypse. 
Chiliasm is the term applied to the lit- 
eral interpretation of the images in the 
book, a grossly materialistic conception. 

Antithesis—The book is a book of 
contrasts, light and shadow, day and 
night, sorrow and joy; glimpses of hell 
and pictures of heaven alternate with 
each other. This method of contrast is 
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similar to the style of the Gospel of 
John and the Epistles of John. 

Picture of Hell—The glimpses of the 
damned, the demons, and the final rout 
of the devil himself, present a fearfully 
vivid portrayal of the condition of the 
lost. 

Picture of Heaven.—On the other 
hand the pictures of heaven are a com- 
fort to the persecuted Christians. 

Symbols.—Leading symbols in the 
book are Seven Spirits (1:4), for the 
Holy Spirit; Alpha and Omega (1:8); 
for God and for Jesus (22:13); Seven 
Candlesticks (1:20); for Churches; 
Seven Stars (1:20); for the Angels of 
the Churches; the Throne, the Rain- 
bow, Sea of Glass, Four and Twenty 
Elders, the four living Creatures—Chap. 
4, The Sealed Book, the Lamb that is 
the Lion—Chap 5. The Seven Seals and 
the Four Horses—Chaps. 6-7. The 
Seven Trumpets—Chaps. 8-10, with va- 
rious other Images. (The peculiar Lo- 
custs of 9:3 ff. The Horses of 9:17 ff. 
The Bitter-Sweet Book of 10:9 ff.) The 
1260 Days and the two Witnesses of 
Chap. 11. The Woman and the Man- 
child of 12:1-6. The various images of 
the Devil in 12:7 ff. The two Beasts of 
13. The 144,000 of Chap. 14. The Seven 
Bowls of Chap. 16. The great Harlot 
Babylon in 17:1 and 18. The Marriage 
of the Lamb in 19:1-10. The Supper of 
God in 19:17 ff. The Thousand Years in 
20. The Book of Death and the Book of 
Life in Chap. 20. The New Heaven and 
the New Earth of Chap. 21 and 22. 

Purpose of the book.—Not primarily 
to teach doctrine, but to promote faith 
and courage. The book is full of doc- 
trine, but that is incidental. It is a 
bugle-call to confidence and hope. ‘‘In 
form it is an epistle, containing an 
Apocalyptic prophecy; in spirit and in- 
ner purpose, it is a pastoral.’’—Swete, 
““ Apocalypse,’’ p. 90. 

Downfall of pagan Rome.—The ex- 
ultant note of the Apocalypse (ch. 17 
and 18) is the overthrow of Rome, mys- 
tically called Babylon. Rome had laid 
her heavy hand of oppression on the 
Christians. The end would be her own 
undoing. That came true in the sack 
of the city by the Goths and Vandals as 
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well as in the downfall of the pagan 
power before Christianity. 

Spirit of worship.—The numerous 
images of worship and glory in heaven 
inculeate the spirit of reverential wor- 
ship. 

Permanent value of the book.—Reve- 
lation, like all the books of the New 
Testament, met an immediate need on 


the part of those to whom it was ad- 
dressed. But it is far more than a pam- 
phlet for the times. The book is drawn 
on such grand lines that it furnished 
Christians with their highest concep- 
tions of heaven, the noblest picture of 
the triumphant Christ, the glory of mar- 
tyrdom for Christ, a mighty support in 
every hour of struggle.

16; Acts 1:13. The first appointment 
-embraced twelve, corresponding to the 
twelve tribes of Israel—Rev. 21:12, 
14. Afterwards 70 were sent forth 
(Lu. 10:1), indicating, perhaps pros- 
pectively, the broadening out of the 
commission, since the Jewish concep- 
tion of mankind comprised 70 nations. 
But the term ‘‘apostles’’ was not ap- 
- plied to the-70 in the technical sense. 
The development ‘was. gradual. (1) 
Called to be companions and followers 
of Jesus—Mk. 1:16-20; John 1:35-50. 
.' (2) Organized into a band of twelye— 
Lu. 6: ee 16, (3). Instructed in. the 
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kingdom. The purpose threefold (1) 
That they might company with Him. 
(2) Witness His deeds, remember His 
words, and attest His resurrection as 
disciples. (3) That they might go into 
all the world as His commissioners 
(apostles) —Mk. 3:14; Mt. 28:19, 20. 
They wandered to and fro (Mt. 8:19, 
20) and thus became detached from 
the world—John 17:16. The miracles 
were to prove to them the power of 
their leader—John 11:15. The para- 
bles were to utilize their knowledge 
of nature and of human nature—Mt. 
13:51, 52. Half of them were in the 
training a trifle over 3 years. They 
were to become witnesses of Jesus, of 
His death and resurrection—Lu. 24: 
48; Acts 1:8. They were to preach the 
gospel to the world—Mt. 28:18-20; 
Mk. 16:15, 16; Lu. 24:45-47; Acts 2: 
41, 42. But they were to tarry in Jeru- 
salem until they were endued with 
power from on high—Lu. 24:49. Paul 
was not a member of the body of 
twelve. He was an independent apos- 
tle on a par with them—Acts 14:4, 14. 
Barnabas and James, the Lord’s 
brother, are sometimes called apostles, 
probably in the more general sense of 
the term.

DAMASCUS. Chief city of North Syria. 
—It lies in a plain east of the anti- 
Lebanon chain of mountains, about 70 
miles from the seacoast, and 133 miles, 
in an air-line, from Jerusalem. It is 
noted for its beauty and fertility, be- 
ing watered by the Barada river (Ab- 
anah), which throws all its influence 
over the 30-mile diameter of the Great 
Plain. Coming down from the snowy 
mountain sides, you approach the city 
through miles of gardens, trailing 
with briar roses and ablaze with pome- 
granate blossoms. On and. on you 
travel, expecting every minute to 
feast your eyes with the city, only to 
arrive at a new fig or apricot orchard 
—to pass over a bridge, or through a 
village. Finally the glittering minar- 
ets burst into view. 

Its importance.—It derives its impor- 
tance from being in the highway be- 
tween the Mesopotamian valley and 
the Mediterranean coast, making it a 
good center for the distribution of 
wares. It has a modern importance be- 
cause of the manufacture of furniture, 
metal and textile work. It is essen- 
tially a commercial town, some 200 
busy wealthy merchants being per- 
manently connected with the city’s 
interests. 

Its bazaars—Damascus is noted for 
these. They are long streets covered 
with choice woodwork, and lined with 
stalls, shops, magazines and cafés. The 
magazines are stored with merchan- 
dise of all sorts, but particularly of 
East Indian manufacture, brought by 
caravans from Bagdad. In the midst 
of the bazaars stands the finest Khan 
in the Orient, with a cupola which re- 
calls St. Peter’s at Rome. Just a lit- 
tle way from there is the principal 
mosque, formerly a church conse- 
crated to St. John. 

Its population.—In olden times it had a 
large Jewish population, for Josephus 
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reports that, under Nero, over 10,000 
Jews were slain in one massacre. The 
report of its present population varies 
largely. We put it at about 225,000. 
Present conditions.——The interior does 
not correspond with the external 
beauty. ‘‘In the Armenian quarter 
the houses are built with mud and 
pierced towards the street by a very 
few small grated windows.’’ They are 
really huts, with flat, arched doors 
like those of stables. A filthy dung- 
hill and a pool of stinking water are 
almost invariably before the doors. 
Then there is a fine wide street formed 
by the palaces of the Agas, who are 
the nobility of the land. It is said 
that the street ‘‘straight,’’ where 
Saul of Tarsus lodged, is still there. 
Its Biblical history.—The first mention 
in Scripture is in connection with 
Abraham’s pursuit of the five kings 
(Gen. 14:15). Abraham’s steward, 
named Eliezer, is recorded as belong- 
ing to Damascus (Gen. 15:26). <Ac- 
cording to Josephus, Damascus was 
founded by Uz, the son of Aram, and 
grandson of Shem (Ant. 1:6). It 
touches the life of Israel, first of all, 
through its capture by David (II Sam. 
8:3-7). In Solomon’s day Rezon, a 
servant of Hadadezer,established him- 
self as king of Damascus, and from 
this on, being the capital of Syria, it 
gave constant trouble to the people of 
Israel and Judah (I Ki. 11:3-25). It 
became noted through the story, of 
Naaman (II Ki. Ch. 5). : 
The succession of kings.—After Rezon, 
Hezion occupied the throne. He was 
succeeded by his son Tabrimmon (I 
Ki. 15:18). Then began the reign of 
the Benhadads, of whom there were 
three. By this time Damascus became 
the head of a powerful empire, the 
king being able to muster 32 kings in 
his campaign against Samaria (I Ki. 
20:1). The kings, in their order, ac- 
cording to Old Testament and Assyr- 
ian accounts, were: Benhadad I, 
Hazael I, Hadadezer II, Hazael II, 
Benhadad II (who became subject to 
Jeroboam for some years), Mari, Ben- 
hadad III, and Rezin, who was put to 
death by the Assyrians on the capture 


of Damascus in 732 B.C. In spite of 
alliances with the princes of North 
Syria, Damascus fell before Tiglath- 
pileser IV (II Ki. 16:9; Is. 7:8). Jere- 
miah speaks of the weakness of Da- 
mascus (Jer. 49:24, 27). It was at- 
tacked by Jonathan, brother of Judas 
Maccabeus, about 147 B.C. (I Mace. 
11:62; 12:32); fell into the hands of 
Aretas; was conquered by Pompey in 
65 B.C., and in the time of Paul an- 
other Aretas was king (Acts 9:2-25; 
22:5-11; 26:12, 20; IL Cor. 11:32). 

The wars and acts of these kings may be 
found in summary in I Ki. Chs 11, 15, 
LOS2 Ose D iia Scl4 wlG- Chr Chala 
II Chr.

POSSESSION BY DEMONS. Gr. Dai- 
monizomar, ‘‘to be possessed or held by 
a demon.’’ In every New Testament 
passage it is ‘‘demons,’’ not ‘‘ devils.’’ 
Still, there is an intimate relation be- 
tween them. Jesus is represented as 
struggling with Satan in his casting 
out of demons—Mk. 3:27. Beelzebub 
the prince of the demons—Mk. 3:22. 
As reported in Mt. 8:29, the demons 
recognized their final abode, but 
whether they were demons who were 
to be cast into the lake of fire is 
questionable. The term is ‘‘angelois’’ 
—Mt. 25:41. The whole matter is in- 
volved in obscurity and it is best not 
to undertake to explain but to follow 
New Testament language. 


In such possession two features may 
generally be traced. It is allied with 
and yet distinct from physical dis- 
ease, and there is almost always some- 
thing abnormal with respect to the 
physical development or defect of the 
sufferer. It is given as the explana- 
tion in cases of dumbness—Mt. 9:32; 
Lu. 11:14. Of deafness and dumbness 
—Mk. 9:25. Of dumbness and blind- 
ness—Mt. 12:22. Of curvature of the 
spine—Lu. 13:11. And of epilepsy— 
Mk. 1:26. Elsewhere such complaints 
are referred to as merely disease, and 
no suggestion is made that they were 
caused or complicated by the action 
of an evil spirit—Mt. 15:30; Mk. 7: 
382; Lu. 18:35. Sometimes possession 
and disease are even distinguished by 
different enumeration (Mt. 10:8; Mk. 
1:32; Lu. 6:17-19; 7:21; 13:32), and 
once, at least, epileptics (or lunatics) 
and palsied occupy a different cate- 
gory from demoniacs’’—Mt. 4:24.—

GENEALOGIES OF JESUS. 


. The genealogy given in Matthew is 
the genealogy of Joseph, the reputed 
father of Jesus, his father in the eyes 
of the law. The genealogy given in 
Luke is the genealogy of Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, and is the human 
genealogy of Jesus Christ in actual 
fact. The Gospel of Matthew was 
written for Jews. All through it Jo- 
seph is prominent, Mary is searcely 
mentioned. In Luke, on the other 
hand, Mary is the chief personage in 
the whole account of the Saviour’s 
conception and birth. Joseph is 
brought in only incidentally and be- 
cause he was Mary’s husband. In all 
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2. 


of this, of course, there is a deep 
significance. 

In Matthew, Jesus appears as the 
Messiah. In Luke, He appears as ‘‘ the 
Son of Man,’’ our Brother and Re- 
deemer, who belongs to the whole 
race and claims kindred with all kinds 
and conditions of men. So in Mat- 
thew, the genealogy descends from 
Abraham to Joseph and Jesus, be- 
cause all the predictions and promises 
touching the Messiah are fulfilled in 
Him. But in Luke the genealogy as- 
cends from Jesus to Adam, because 
the genealogy is being traced back to 
the head of the whole race, and shows 
the relation of the Second Adam to the 
First. 


. Joseph’s line is the strictly royal line 


from David to Joseph. In Luke, 
though the line of descent is from 
David, it is not the royal line. In 
this Jesus is descended from David 
through Nathan, David’s son indeed, 
but not in the royal line, and the list 
follows a line quite distinct from the 
royal line. 


. The Messiah, according to prediction, 


was to be the actual son of David 
according to the flesh (II Sam. 7:12- 
19; Ps. 89:3, 4, 34-37; 132:11; Acts 2: 
30; 13:22, 23; Rom. 1:3; II Tim. 2:8). 
These prophecies are fulfilled by Jesus 
being the Son of Mary, who was a 
lineal descendant of David, though 
not in the royal line. Joseph, who 
was of the royal line, was not his 
father according to the flesh, but was 
his father in the eyes of the law. 


. Mary was a descendant of David 


through her father, Heli. It is true 
that Luke 2:23 says that Joseph was 
the son of Heli. The simple explana- 
tion of this is that, Mary being a 
woman, her name according to Jewish 
usage could not come into the geneal- 
ogy, males alone forming the line, so 
Joseph’s name is introduced in the 
place of Mary’s, he being Mary’s hus- 
band, Heli was his father-in-law, and 
so Joseph is called the son of Heli, 
and the line thus completed. While 
Joseph was son-in-law of Heli, accord- 
ing to the flesh he was in actual fact 
the son of Jacob (Mt. 1:16).

been the son of Joseph in reality.He 
could not have come to the throne, 
but he is Mary’s son through Nathan, 
and can come to the throne legally by 
her marrying Joseph and so clearing 
His way legally to it. 

As we study these two genealogies of 
Jesus carefully and read them in the 
light of Old Testament prediction, we 
find that, so far from constituting a 
reason for doubting the accuracy of 
the Bible, they are rather a confirma- 
tion of the minutest accuracy of that 
book. It is amazing how one part of 
the Bible fits into another part when 
we study it thus minutely. We need 
no longer stumble over the fact of 
there being two genealogies, but dis- 
cover and rejoice in the deep meaning 
in the fact that there are two genealo- 
gies—From R. A. Torrey’s ‘‘ Difficul- 
ties in the Bible.’’

Name Herod applied to three.—Only 
three of the family have the term 
Herod in the New Testament: Herod 
the Great, who slew the male children 
in Bethlehem—Mt. 2:16; Herod An- 
tipas, who beheaded John the Baptist 
—Mk. 6:14; Herod Agrippa I, who 
slew James, the brother of John— 
Acts 12:1. 

Idumean dynasty.—Antipas the Idumean 
ingratiated himself into the good 
graces of John Hyrcanus II, made use 
of his fears and his weaknesses, be- 
came useful to Julius Cesar, and final- 
ly his personal representative in the 
government. 

Herod the Great.—Son of Antipater the 
Idumean. Born B.c. 74 and died B.c. 4, 
being about 70 years old (Josephus, 
Ant. XVII, VI, 1). He was a vassal 
king of Rome and a Greek in sympa- 
thy. His marriage with Mariamne, 
daughter of John Hyreanus II, gave 
his throne more legitimacy with the 
Jews. But he had ten wives in all. 
Josephus tells the story of his splen- 
dor, his cruelty to his own family 
(putting to death Mariamne and her 
mother Alexandra, Mariamne’s two 
sons, besides Antipater and many oth- 
ers). He managed to keep the friend- 
ship of Augustus Cesar, but lost the 
love of the Jews. He antagonized 
their customs and introduced many 
Hellenizing practices. The slaughter 
of the babes in Bethlehem (Mt. 2:13- 
18) was in perfect harmony with his 
character in Josephus. He would 
brook no rival and no interference 
with his plans. Message of the wise 
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men ‘‘troubled’?’ Herod (Mt. 2:3) 
about the succession to the throne. 
Hence his inquiry of the chief priests 
and seribes about the birth-place of 
the promised Messiah (2:4). His du- 
plicity with the wise men (2:7f.) is 
in accord with his picture in Josephus. 


Archelaus.—Elder son of Herod the 


Great by Malthace the Samaritan. He 
was the heir of Herod the Great by 
his last will. Was given only Judea, 
Samaria, and Idumea, and obtained 
the title of ethnarch from Augustus 
with promise of king if he behaved 
properly. He was popularly called 
king. He was the very worst of the 
sons of Herod living after the death 
of Antipater. Hence the dread of 
Joseph in Egypt—Mt. 2:22. He ruled 
only ten years, till A.D. 6, when he was 
deposed by the emperor. His career 
is probably referred to by Jesus in 
the parable of the pounds—Lu. 19: 
12 ff. When Jesus came to Jerusalem 
at twelve years of age (Lu. 2:42), He 
would probably hear talk of the recent 
downfall of Archelaus. 


Herod Antipas.—Second son of Herod 


the Great by Malthace. He obtained, 
B.c. 4, Galilee and Perea with the 
title of tetrarch. Ruled till banished 
to Lyons in Gaul in A.D. 39. The youth 
and most of the ministry of Jesus were 
spent in the territory of Herod Antipas. 
Yet he never saw Jesus till the trial 
of Jesus—Lu. 23:8. His court was at 
Tiberius, a city that Jesus avoided. 
Jesus knew that Herod would be hos- 
tile toward him, and warned his dis- 
ciples against the leaven of Herod— 


Mk. 8:15. The Pharisees once re- | 


ported that Herod was plotting to kill 
him, and Christ called him, ‘‘that 
fox’’—Lu. 13:31 f. He feared the re- 
ports about Jesus, thinking that he 
was John the Baptist come to life 
again—Mt. 14:1 f.; Mk. 6:14; Lu. 9: 
7-9. He had imprisoned John for de- 
nouncing his adulterous marriage with 
Herodias—Mt. 14:3 f.; Mk. 6:17. Jo- 
sephus adds a political motive for the 
arrest of John—Ant. XVIII, V.2. He 
had divorced his wife, a daughter of 
Aretas, in order to marry Herodias, 
the wife of Herod Philip of Rome. 
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Herodias was indeed the niece of this 
Philip (half-brother of Antipas). Both 
were close kin to Antipas. The shame- 
ful marriage outraged the Jews, and 
John’s rebuke ultimately cost his head 
through the resentment of Herodias 
(Mk. 6:19), who used Herod Antipas’s 
love for the dancing of her own daugh- 
ter for that purpose—Mt. 14:6-12; 
Mk. 6:20-29. The jealousy of Hero- 
dias toward Agrippa I led to the 
banishment of Antipas and herself. 


Philip of Rome.—Son of Herod the 
Great by Mariamne (daughter of Si- 
mon, not the Maccabee). He lived in 
Rome and comes into the New Testa- 
ment merely as the first husband of 
Herodias—Mk. 6:17. 


Herodias.—She was a Maccabean in 
part, daughter of Aristobulus, son of 
Mariamne (daughter of Hyrceanus II, 
and wife of Herod the Great). Her 
mother was Bernice, daughter of Sa- 
lome (Herod’s sister). She is a sad 
specimen of the degenerate woman of 
the time. She probably deserted Philip . 
for Antipas for ambition, and for am- 
bition lost all at last. She never for- 
gave John the Baptist (Mk. 6:19), and 
prostituted her own daughter to the 
public dance to get revenge on him— 
Mk. 6:24; Mt. 14:8. 


Salome.—Daughter of Herodias by Herod 
Philip, her first husband. She is called 
Herodias also in some manuscripts in 
Mk. 6:22. She performed the dis- 
graceful dance that won the head of 
John the Baptist on a platter—Mt. 
14:8-11; Mk. 6:25-28. She married 
Philip tetrarch of Trachonitis, and 
later Aristobulus of Chalcis. 

Philip of Trachonitis—Son of Herod 
the Great by Cleopatra of Jerusalem. 
He obtained (8.c.4) Trachonitis and 
Iturea with the title of tetrarch (Lu. 
3:1), which he ruled till his death 
(A.D. 34). He was the best of Herod 
the Great’s sons who succeeded him, 
and was free from ambition, cruelty, 
and lust. He founded Cesarea Philippi. 
Jesus made a journey into this region 
—Mt. 16:13; Mk. 8:27. Jesus with- 
drew to Bethsaida (Lu. 9:10); also on 
an earlier occasion, which was in 
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Philip’s territory. He was here free 
from the jealousy of Herod Antipas. 
Herod Agrippa I.—Son of Aristobulus, 
who was son of Mariamne the Macca- 
bee and Herod the Great. His mother 
was Bernice, daughter of Salome (sis- 
ter of Herod the Great). He was 
brought up in Rome as friend of Ca- 
ligula, who when he became emperor 
made Agrippa king of the tetrarchies 
of Philip and Lyranias (A.D. 38). On 
the banishment of Herod Antipas, in 
A.D. 39, he has Galilee and Perera 
added to his realm. In a.p. 42 Claud- 
ius gives him also Judea and Samaria, 
so that for a brief period a Herod 
again is king of all Palestine. The 
death of James and imprisonment of 
Peter by Herod Agrippa belong to this 
period—Acts 12:1 ff. His shameful 
death at Cesarea in A.D. 44 was a fit- 
ting close to a disgraceful career— 
Acts 12:19-23. Cf. Josephus, Ant. 
XIX, VIII, 2. 

Herod Agrippa II—Son of Herod Agrip- 
pa I and Cypros. Was only seventeen 
years old on death of his father in A.D. 
44. Hence Claudius refused to give 
him his father’s kingdom. Later made 
tetrarch of Chalcis with oversight of 
the temple in Jerusalem and then re- 
ceived instead of the tetrarchies of 
Philip and Lyranias. Reports had it 
that he lived unlawfully with his sis- 
ter Bernice—Acts 25:13, 23; 26:30. 
He is called king in Acts 25:13, 26; 
26:2,30. He is on good terms with 
Festus, the Roman procurator of Ju- 
dea—Acts 25:13-27. Paul commends 
his knowledge of Jewish customs (Acts 
25:3), though he was a lover of Hel- 
lenism, like all the Herods. He sup- 
ported Rome during the Jewish war. 
His interest in Paul was at first indif- 
ferent (Acts 25:22); was never great 
(Acts 26:28), though he saw clearly 
that Paul was innocent of any crime— 
Acts 26:32. He died about A.D. 100, 
the last of the Herods. 


Bernice.—Eldest daughter of Agrippa I. 


She had a varied career as wife of her 
unele, Herod of Chalcis, and of Pole- 
mon, king of Cilicia; as paramour of 
her brother Agrippa and of Titus the 
Roman emperor. 


HERODIANS, he-rd’di-ans. 


She only appears | 
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once in New Testament history, but is 
mentioned three times (Acts 25:13, 
23; 26:30) in connection with her 
brother Agrippa. She attracted no- 
tice by her charms. 


Drusilla—Youngest of the daughters of 


Agrippa I. She married first Azizus, 
king of Emesa, but left him for Felix, 
who married her. She is with him 
while he is procurator of Judea, and 
heard Paul preach (Acts 24:24), when 
Paul made him tremble. She prob- 
ably perished in an eruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius, in the reign of Titus, to- 
gether with her son, by Felix, named 
Agrippa. 

Followers 
of Herod.—Josephus (War, I, XVI, 6) 
uses a slightly different word for the 
party of Herod the Great. The Hero- 
dians in the New Testament may be 
the same party. If so, they are a 
political party, not a religious sect. 
This matter is not clear. But certain- 
ly they represent those under Roman 
rule who wished for a restoration of 
the rule of the Herods, probably under 
Herod Antipas. Hence in Galilee (Mk. 
3:6) Jesus warned the disciples against 
the leaven of Herod Antipas (Mk. 8: 
15), but this need not have been either 
that of the Pharisees or of the Sad- 
ducees (Mt. 16:6). A distinction seems 
to be drawn between the Herodians 
and both Pharisees and Sadducees in 
Mt. 22:15 f., 23; Mk. 12:18,18; Lu. 
20:20, 27. Asin Mk. 3:6, so here they 
join with the Pharisees in attacking 
Jesus about tribute to Cesar. As ad- 
vocates of the dynasty of Herod they 
opposed paying taxes to Rome.

HOUR. Ancients had no minutes, hence 
hour may mean ‘‘a few minutes’’ or 
“‘immediately.’’ (‘‘The Hebrews had 
terms for the days in relation to one 
another ‘the previous evening,’ yes- 
terday, to-morrow, the day before yes- 
terday. But they did not divide the 
days into hours until late; in fact, the 
custom long persisted of counting by 
portions of the day. The term y%%5 
(in derivation=‘moment,’ movimen- 
tum) meant an ‘instant,’ or a longer, 
but still very brief, interval of time, 
the chief idea being suddenness or 
rapid passage. myy ‘hour’ is Aramaic 
(Dan. 3:6) and is common in Syriae 
and in later Hebrew. Originally it de- 
noted any small interval of time and

was only gradually fixed to what we 
call an ‘hour’ (driver). The hours of 
the Mishna differed in duration, as 
they were reckoned as one-twelfth of 
the actual day. Earlier than the divi- 
sion of the day into hours was the 
division of the night into -three 
watches, Lam.

The length of 
the hour varied, therefore, according 
to the length of the day. It was about 
75 minutes long at midsummer, and 
hardly more than 45 at midwinter, 
while at the equinox it was exactly 60 
minutes, like the hour in our modern 
custom.

I Ki. 11:26-28. Ahijah, the prophet, 
predicted that ten of the tribes should 
fall to Jeroboam—I Ki.

Jeroboam becomes king.—After Jero- 


boam became king, fearing the com- 
petition of Judah, he set up two calves 
of gold for the worship of Israel, in 
Bethel and Dan—I Ki.

The king’s residences——Shechem was 


the first capital of the new kingdom—

of Sol. 6:4), became the royal resi- 
dence, if not the capital—I Ki.

The kings from Jeroboam to Ahab.—(As 


this article contains a complete sched- 
ule of the kings, reference will only 
be made to a few facts.) After Jero- 
boam, no one of importance reigns 
until Omri. The kingdom was at loose 
ends and the kings had difficulty in 
keeping control. Two of them, Nadab 
and Elah, were slain by conspirators— 
I Ki. 15:27; 16:9,10. Omri exceeded 
any of them in actual ability. He was 
the real founder of the kingdom of 
Israel (I Ki. 16:27), selecting Samaria, 
a hill of natural defence, for his capi- 
tal. ‘‘His policy won Judah over to 
permanent and almost unbroken friend- 
ship’’—I Ki. 16:24. However, his was 
a record of evil—I Ki. 16:25. 


Elijah the Tishbite makes his appear- 


ance.—Simultaneous with Elijah we 
get our introduction to Ahab. He was 
the son of Omri—I Ki. 16:29. He 
pursued the same policy as his father, 
forming alliances to check the aggres- 
sion of the Aramzans in north Galilee. 
His greatest mistake was his marriage 
to Jezebel, daughter of the Sidonian 
king. She was permitted to raise 
shrines to her native deities, Melkart 
and Ashtarte of Tyre—I Ki. 16:32, 33. 
On account of this Baal-worship Eli- 
jah called down a famine upon Ahab’s 
country—I Ki. Chs. 17 and 18. His 
expostulation with Ahab—I Ki. 18: 
16-19. The issue on Mount Carmel— 
I Ki. 18:20-40. The drought, after 
continuing 31% years (Jas. 5:17), comes 
to a close—I Ki. 18:41-46. Ahab and 
Jezebel seize Naboth’s vineyard (I Ki. 


21:1-16), which is the cause of their |

Altitude and climate.—It was 820 feet 
below the Mediterranean Sea, with a 
sub-tropical climate and a soil rich 
enough to largely supply Jerusalem 
with fruits and food. 

Defences.—Its natural defences were su- 
perior, but on account of the hot at- 
mosphere, its inhabitants were ener- 
vated. Geo. A. Smith thinks little of 
its people as warriors, stating that the 
Biblical account, so far as the ease 
with which the city was taken, corre- 
sponds with later sieges and surren- 
ders.—Hist. Geog., 268.

The pools of Jerusalem.—(1) Bethesda—

Fed by an intermittent spring. Near 
the sheep gate (Neh. 3:1). (2) Siloam. 
The names Shiloah, Shelah (Neh. 3: 
15) identical with Siloam. It is fed 
by a tunnel cut through the rock from 
the Gihon. Hezekiah, in the days of 
Sennacherib, stopped the channel and 
changed the course of the Gihon—II

Parable. ‘‘ PARABLE is the Greek word par- 
abole, which means juxtaposition, and 
so a comparison of objects, to show a 
certain likeness or similitude between 
them. The Jewish method of teaching 
by parables was apparently adopted 
by our Lord when the Jews had re- 
jected His direct teaching (Mt. 13: 
13); but also out of compassionate 
consideration for the infirmities of 
the listeners (cp. II Cor. 8:12). Pro- 
posed as a spiritual riddle to call the 
spiritual perceptions into exercise, the

JEWS. Although the children of Judah 
were called Jews while in Babylon, 
the Jewish community really begins 
with the restoration of Jerusalem. 
The two conspicuous characters in 
this restoration are Ezra and Nehe- 
miah. Ezra was a Jewish priest and 
scribe (Ezra 7:11; Neh. 12:26), and 
the organizer of the post-exilic com- 
munity. Supported by Artaxerxes, he 
led a band of 1,800 male Israelites 
from Persia to Palestine in 458 B.c. to 
strengthen Zerubbabel’s colony. Nehe-

miah codperated with Ezra, taking a 
colony to Jerusalem in 445 B.c., and 
was appointed governor of Judea, 
building the walls of Jerusalem, de- 
spite the opposition of the Samaritans 
—Neh. Chs. 3-6. He also organized 
the service of God, returning to Persia 
in 433 B.o. 


Jehovah arouses Cyrus, king of Persia, 


in behalf of the captive Jews.—II 
Chr. 36:22; Ezra 1:2-4. He makes a 
proclamation of release—II Chr. 36: 
23. Artaxerxes also makes a procla- 
mation to the same effect—Hzra 7:11- 
13. The silver and gold vessels taken 
from Jerusalem are returned—Hzra

of Jews returning from Babylon— 
- Ezra Chs. 2 and 8; Neh. Chs. 7 and 12.

1-3. The Samaritans hire counsellors 
and write to the king, warning him 
against the builders—Hzra 4:4-16. 
The work on temple stops because of 
the royal decree—Hzra 4:17-24. Work 
is resumed by Zerubbabel and others, 
but questioned by the Persian authori- 
ties—Hzra 5:1-5. Darius consulted, 
and search made for the original de- 
eree of Cyrus. The decree found and 
the governor of Judea ordered to let 
the builders alone, and to aid them— 
Ezra 6:1-15. The temple built and 
dedicated—EHzra 6:14, 15, 16. The 
passover is kept—Hzra 6:19-22. Ezra 
hears of mixed marriages with Ca- 
naanites and others and institutes re- 
form—HEzra Chs. 9-10. Later on the 
walls of Jerusalem are being built by 
Nehemiah under the proclamation of 
Artaxerxes—Neh. Chs. 2-6. The build- 
ers are opposed by Samaritans, but by 
the help of armed guards the walls are 
built—Neh. Ch. 4. The Jews complain 
of hard treatment from their leaders 
—Neh. 5:1-5. Nehemiah abolishes 
usury—Neh. 5:6-13. Ezra reads the 
law to his people—Neh. 8:2. The Feast 
of Tabernacles restored—Neh. 8:14— 
18. Confession made of national sin 
—-Neh. Ch. 9. The people covenant to 
maintain the temple worship—Neh. 


Ch. 10. Foreigners excluded from the 
assembly—Neh. Ch. 13. Payment of 
tithes enjoined—Neh. 13:10-14. Sab- 
bath-breaking condemned—Neh. 13: 
15-22. Mixed marriages abolished— 
Neh. 13:23-31. 

Interval prior to Jesus—I. Persian pe- 
riod (537-330 B.c.). Generally speak- 
ing, the Jews, despite the heavy trib- 
ute, remained loyal to their rulers. 
Many Jews, however, were removed 
to Babylon for revolting about 350 
B.c. To the last century of Persian 
rule belongs the final breach between 
the Jews and Samaritans. 

II. The Greek period (330-167 B.c.). 
Alexander the Great grants peculiar 
privileges to the Jews, especially to 
those who settle in Alexandria. Here 
Judaism entered into its most inti- 
mate relations with the Greek world 
of literature. Judah an Egyptian 
province—301 B.c. Judah a Syrian 
province—198 B.c. The Septuagint 
Version was prepared in Alexandria 
about 150 B.c. 

IIL. Maccabean period (167-63 B.c.). The 
outrages upon the national religion 
stung the Maccabees into revolt and 
aroused the Jews to the value of their 
faith. Wars began for the liberation 
from the yoke of Syria. The people 
were enthusiastic for liberty. The 
temple was restored, and re-dedicated 
(165 B.c.), and the rival temple and 
capital of Samaria razed to the ground. 

IV. Roman period. Here the Herodians 
begin the reign. Antipater dies 43 
B.C., and in 37 B.c. his son Herod (The 
Great) becomes, by Rome’s aid, king 
of Judea. His death in 4 B.c. makes 
way for the Tetrachies—Philip com- 
manding east of Jordan; Antipas, 
Galilee and Perea; Archelaus, Judea 
and Samaria. After 6 A.D. Archelaus’s 
kingdom passes under the direct rule 
of Rome, Pontius Pilate being procura- 
tor from 26 to 36 A.D. 

The Jews during the time of Jesus and 
His apostles——When John the Baptist 
and Jesus came into power, the Jews 
were divided into two strong parties 
—the Pharisees and the Sadducees. 
The Pharisees developed as a party 
after the victory of the Maccabees, 
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devoting themselves to the most scru- 
pulous fulfilment of the law. They 
were strictly a sect (Acts 15:5; 26:5), 
operating mostly in the synagogues— 
Mt. 23:2-7. While they upheld the 
righteousness of God, their faith ran 
largely to ritualism. They were cen- 
sorious and hypocritical as a class— 
Lu. 11:39-44; 12:1. The Sadducees 
were in power at the temple. They 
were an exclusive caste, being at- 
tached to the aristocracy among the 
priests. They acknowledged the law 
to be binding, but rejected the tradi- 
tions of the scribes. They denied the 
messianic hope, the resurrection, and 
the existence of angels and spirits— 
Mk. 12:18-27; Lu. 20:27; Acts 4:1-7; 
SS YAS SABIE (ho tol, 

Jesus’ mission to the Jews.—Not to Gen- 
tiles nor to Samaritans, but to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel—Mt. 10:5, 
6; 15:24; Mk.

(3) Deference, if not 
vassalage, to Assyria, Egypt, and the 
Neo-Babylonian empire. 

War with Israel: The first three kings 
of Judah hoped to subdue Israel. Even 
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the rapacity of Shishak, of Egypt, in 
robbing the temple of its treasures, 
seemed to make no headway in stop- 
ping the hostility of Judah—I Ki. 14: 
25-28, 30; 15:7, 16; II Chr. 12:2-9, 15; 
13:2, 13,15; 16:1. 


Alliance with Israel: Jehoshaphat and 


Ahab get together against the king of 
Syria—I Ki. 22:2-4. They go up to- 
gether against Ramoth-Gilead, where 
Ahab is killed—I Ki. 22:34; II Chr. 
Ch. 18. Jehoram and Jehoshaphat 
unite their forces against Moab—II 
Ki. Ch. 3. Mesha, king of Moab, is 
defeated—II Ki. 3:21-27.

So determined is Je- 
hovah to uphold justice that he will 
eventually raise up a prince of right- 
eousness and peace—Is. 9:6,7. Isaiah 
has a vision of a kingdom where jus- 
tice prevails—Is. 11:1-5. Jeremiah 
enlarges and develops spiritual reli- 
gion—Jer. 4:1-4. Men must be held 
responsible for their own acts—Jer. 
31:29, 30. The living God greater than 
all idols—Is. 40:13-26; 42:8-17; 44: 
9-28; 45:15-25; 46:1-7; 48:1-14; Jer. 
10:8-10. Hzekiel insists upon human 
individuality—Ez. Ch. 18. He places 
great value upon a human soul—Ez. 
14:3-8. Isaiah has the clearest con- 
ception of Jehovah as Ruler of earth 
—Is. 51:1-8; 65:17-25; 66:1-14. He 
contributes most largely to the Mes- 
sianic idea—Is. Chs. 52 and 53. (For 
list of kings, see ISRAEL.)

JUDAIZERS.—The term does not itself 


occur in the New Testament, though 
the verb (‘‘live as Jews’’) appears 
in Gal. 2:14. 


*‘*They of the circumcision.’’—This 


phrase used of Christian Jews as op- 
posed to Gentiles (Acts 10:45; cf. Gal. 
2:7, 8,12; Col. 4:11) and also of Chris- 
tian Jews of the stricter type who felt 
that all Christians ought to be Jews 
(Acts 11:2) who contended with Peter 
and reluctantly acquiesced in the con- 
version of Cornelius and his household 
—Acts 11:18. Cf. Tit. 1:10. 


Pharisaic sect of Christians—In Acts 


15:5 this wing of the Chureh in Jeru- 
salem is called ‘‘ certain of the sect of 
the Pharisees.’’ 


Paul still a Pharisee.—In Acts 23:6 Paul 


called himself ‘‘a Pharisee, son of 
Pharisees,’’ but touching ‘‘the hope 
and resurrection of the dead.’’ On the 
points of difference between Pharisees 
and Sadducees he was a Pharisee after 
becoming a Christian. Dut Paul was 
not a Judaizer. 


Contention of the Judaizers.—They held 


that Judaism was essential to the sal- 
vation of Gentiles—Acts 15:1, 5. 


Resistance of Paul.—Paul fought for the 


freedom of the Gentile Christians. He 
won at Antioch—Acts 15:2.

The 
Epistle to the Hebrews, while ad- 
dressed to the Hebrews (of unknown 
authorship), is more of a treatise (an- 
cient homily or sermon), though some 
personal items come at the close. The 
book is a great argument with strong 
exhortations. 

The seven Catholic, or General Epistles 
(James, I Peter, Jude, If Peter, I, II, 
III John) are not all general. IT John 
is addressed either to a church or a 
lady, while III John is sent to Gaius. 
The letters to the seven churches 
(Rev. 1:11) are real epistles to the 
circle of seven important cities in the 
Roman province of Asia. A copy of 
the Book of Revelation was probably 
sent to each church. Twenty-one of 
the twenty-seven New Testament 
books are thus Letters, and one of the 
other six (Revelation) has seven let- 
ters in the body of the Book (Chs. 2 
and 3).

Go to Seleucia, Salamis, Cyprus, and 
Paphos.—Begin preaching at Salamis 
in the synagogues, having John Mark 
as their attendant—Acts 13:5. Find 
a certain sorcerer at Paphos, named 
Bar-Jesus, who tries to prevent Paul’s 
influence over Sergius Paulus—Acts 
13:6-8. Paul, by a miracle, inflicts 
blindness upon him—Acts 13:9-12. 
They pass on to Perga, John Mark 
deserting them—Acts 13:13. Thence 
to Antioch, where they remain over 
the sabbath day and Paul preaches in 
the synagogue—Acts 13:14-49. The 
Jews stirred up a persecution and cast 
them out of their borders—Acts 13: 
50. They come to Iconium, where they 
are again persecuted—Acts 14:1-5. 
They flee to Lycaonia, Lystra, and 
Derbe—Acts 14:6; II Tim. 3:11. The 
curing of a lame man leads the peo- 
ple to worship the apostles—Acts 14: 
11-13. The apostles protest—Acts 14: 
14-17. The Jews from Antioch and 
Iconium induce the multitude to stone 
Paul, and he is left for dead—Acts 
Tes IN lore alae IOC Ubi Geib 
Paul recovers and the apostles jour- 
ney to Derbe, where they preach— 
Acts 14:20-21. 

The apostles return to Antioch, passing 
through Pisidia, Pamphylia, Perga, 
and Attalia, confirming the disciples 
«Acts 14:21-26. Thus ends the first 
tour. 

The consultation at Jerusalem.—Shortly 
after the return of Paul and Barnabas 
to Antioch, a difficulty arose concern- 
ing the admittance of the Gentiles 
into the church without observing 
circumcision—Acts 15:1. Paul and 
Barnabas, with others, sent to Jeru- 
salem to inquire concerning this ques- 
tion—Acts 15:1-6. Peter declares that 
God makes no distinction, cleansing 
men’s hearts through faith—Acts 15: 
7-11. It is decided not to trouble the 
Gentile converts further than with 
two or three precautions—Acts 15:22— 
29; Gal. 2:1-9. Men chosen to go with 
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Paul and Barnabas to announce the 
decision—Acts 15:22, 30-33. The 
apostles remain in Antioch teaching 
and preaching—Acts 15:35. 


THE SECOND MISSIONARY TOUR 


(52-54 A.D.) —They begin tour by re- 
turning to cities already visited, Paul 
and Barnabas separating because of 
a dispute over John Mark—Acts 15: 
37-39. See Gal. 2:11-16; II Pet. 3:15. 
Paul takes Silas and passes through 
Syria and Cilicia, confirming the 
churches—Acts 15:40-41. In each 
church they stated the decision of the 
apostles and elders at Jerusalem con- 
cerning the Gentile observances— 
Acts 15:28-29; 16:4-5. 


At Lystra, Paul comes across Timothy 


whom Paul took with him, circumcis- 
ing him, as his father was a Greek, 
to conciliate the Jews—Acts 16:1-3. 
Forbidden by the Spirit to preach in 
Asia and Bithynia, they went through 
the Region of Phrygia and Galatia 
and by Mysia—Acts 16:6, 7. Coming 
to Troas a vision appears to Paul— 
‘A man of Macedonia,’’ ete.—Acts 
16:9. 


CHRISTIANITY IN MACEDONIA. Ac- 


cepting this as a token from God, they 
sail for Samothracia, go the next day 
to Neapolis, thence to Philippi—Acts 
LG LOS2 stor. 323 sel hess: 
2:2. 


The meeting of Paul and Lydia—Acts 


16:14. She and her household bap- 
tized—verse 15. Paul and Silas get 
into trouble over the casting out of 
an evil spirit—Acts 16:16-22. They 
are thrown into prison—vs. 23, 24. At 
midnight they sing, when, lo, an earth- 
quake shakes the prison doors open— 
vs. 25-26. The Jailer, alarmed, be- 
lieves on the Lord Jesus and is bap- 
tized—vs. 29-33. The magistrates 
order the release of Paul and Silas— 
Acts 16:35. 


CHRISTIANITY IN THESSALONICA 


AND BERGA. Paul and Silas pass- 
ing through Amphipolis and Apollonia, 
come to Thessalonica, where Paul 
reasons with citizens on the sabbath 
day—Acts 17:1-3. Many disciples 
were made—Acts 17:4; Phil. 4:15, 16. 
A rabble forms about Jason’s house— 
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vs. 5-9. Paul and Silas sent to Berea 
—v. 10. The Berwans more noble than 
the Thessalonians—v. 11. The Jews 
follow Paul, making trouble again— 
v. 13. Paul being sent away, arrives 
at Athens—Acts 17:15. 

CHRISTIANITY PENETRATING 
ATHENS. Paul sends Timothy to 
Thessalonica—I Thess. 3:1-5. The 
spell of Athens and how Paul is af- 
fected by it—Acts 17:16. He reasons 
in synagogue with the Jews and in 
the marketplace with the Greeks—v. 
17. He encounters the philosophers, 
who bring him to the Areopagus to 
explain himself—Acts 17:18-21. Paul 
addresses them—vs. 22-31. Some 
mocked, some dodged and some be- 
lieved—vs. 32-34. 

PAUL AT CORINTH. Arriving at 
Corinth, he finds there Aquila and 
Priscilla, with whom he abides—Acts 
18:1-8. He works at tent-making 
during the week and reasons with the 
Jews each sabbath day—vs. 3-4. Silas 
and Timothy join him—dActs 18:5. 
Driven out of the synagogue by the 
Jews, he enters the house of Justus, 
near the synagogue—v. 7. Many con- 
fessions were taken, notably that of 
Crispus and household—v. 8. He re- 
mains in Corinth a year and a half, 
thus instructed in a vision—yv. 11. See 
I Cor. 1:1-17. 

Writes I and II Thessalonian letters.— 
Paul is brought before Gallio’s judg- 
ment-seat without results—Acts 18: 
12-17. 

THIRD MISSIONARY TOUR (55-59 
A.D.): PAUL AT EPHESUS. Paul, 
accompanied by Aquila and Priscilla, 
sails for Ephesus—Acts 18:18. There 
he leaves his companions, departing 
for Cesarea and Antioch, where he 
spends some time—ys. 22-23. After 
passing through the upper country he 
returns to Ephesus, where he finds 
some disciples of John the Baptist, 
whom he baptizes in the name of 
the Lord Jesus—Acts 19:1-7. Spends 
3 months reasoning in the synagogue, 
after which, on account of opposition, 
he enters into the school of Tyrannus, 
where he remained two years—Acts 
19:8-10. See I Cor. 15:32, 9. All Asia 
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thus heard the Word—Acts 19:8—10. 
Special miracles wrought through 
Paul—vs. 11-12. Seven sons of Sceva, 
a Jew, adjured evil spirits in the name 
of Jesus, and were discomfited—Acts 
19:13-16. The name of the Lord Jesus 
being thus magnified, fear fell on all, 
and books of magical arts were 
burned—vs. 17-20. 

Purposes to visit Macedonia and 
Corinth, before going to Jerusalem at 
Pentecost; afterwards Rome and 
Spain—Acts 19:21; 20:16; Rom. 1:10- 
15% 15:22-29. 

Directs collection to be made for the 
brethren at Jerusalem—I Cor. 16:1-4. 

Remaining in Asia, he sends Timothy 
and Erastus into Macedonia, Timothy 
to visit Corinth also—Acts 19:21, 22; 
I Cor. 16:10-12. 

Writes First Epistle to the Corinthians. 

Diana of the Ephesians defended.— 
Demetrius and the silversmiths, find- 
ing their trade injured by Paul’s 
preaching, raise a mob. Paul’s com- 
panions are seized—Acts 19:29. Town- 
clerk quiets the mob—Acts 20:1. 

Paul possibly makes, a second visit to 
Corinth.—II Cor. 2:1; 12:14; 13:1, 2. 

During his stay of three years in 
Ephesus Paul probably organized 
churches of Roman Asia—Acts 20:18- 
35; Rom. 15:20. Leaves Timothy in 
Ephesus—I Tim. 1:3. 

Starts for Macedonia—Acts 20:1. 

Waits for Titus from Corinth—II Cor. 
2:18. 

Comes to Philippi and Macedonia. 

At Philippi Paul meets Titus, who 
brings cheering news from Corinth— 
II Cor. 7:4-13. 

Paul sends Titus back to Corinth to con- 
tinue collection for saints at Jerusa- 
lem—II Cor. 8:6-24; Ch. 9. 

Sends Second Epistle to the Corinthians 
by Titus and two others. 

Paul writes Epistle to the Galatians. 

Paul at Ilyricum.—Rom. 15:19, 20. 

Spends three months in Corinth. Acts 
20:2-6; I Cor. 16:6, 7. 

Writes Epistle to the Romans, which he 
sends by Phebe of Cenchree—Rom. 
OSI, 

Paul arrives at Philippi and next at 
Troas—Acts 20:6. On the Lord’s Day 
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he breaks bread with the disciples at 
Troas and discourses—v. 7. Eutychus, 
falling from an upper window, is re- 
stored by Paul—vs. 8-12. Paul meets 
companions at Assos, making a rapid 
journey through Mitylene, Chios, 
Samos and Miletus—Acts 20:13-15. 
Paul calls for elders of church at 
Ephesus and bids them adieu—vs. 17— 
38. 

Departure from Ephesus.—The company 
makes a rapid run through Cos, 
Rhodes and Patara to Tyre—Acts 21: 
1-8. Remain there 7 days, when Paul 
is advised to stay away from Jerusa- 
lem—y. 4. Pass on through Ptolemais 
to Cesarea, where they find Philip the 
Evangelist, one of the seven—y. 8. 
Agabus, a prophet, comes down from 
Judea to persuade Paul to stay away 
from Jerusalem—vys. 10-11. 


Paul determines to go to Jerusalem.— 
Paul being incorrigible, the company 
depart for Jerusalem—Acts 21:15-17. 
Paul, with others, reports his success 
to the elders of the church, who re- 
joice—Acts 21:18-20. 

Paul is advised to take a vow and so 
appease the Jewish wrath, which he 
does.—Acts 21:20-26. After the com- 
pletion of the vow, being seen in the 
temple, he is misunderstood and 
seized by an infuriated mob—<Acts 
21:27-29. 

They seek to kill him, but he is rescued 
by the soldiers.—vs. 30-36. Paul ob- 
tains leave to speak and addresses the 
multitude—Acts 21:37-40; 22:1-22. 
The impatient mob stops the speech 
and the chief captain orders Paul to 
be examined by scourging.—vs. 22-24. 

Paul asserts his citizenship—He de- 
elares himself a Roman—Acts 22:25- 
28. Paul was then unbound and per- 
mitted to defend himself—v. 30. He 
addresses the Jewish Council, but*is 
interrupted by the high priest, Anan- 
ias—Acts 23:1-5. Paul, perceiving the 
assembly to consist of pharisees and 
sadducees, throws them into dissen- 
sion by claiming protection from the 
former—vs. 6-9. The chief captain 
comes to the rescue, bringing Paul 
into the castle—v. 10. 


The Jews again band themselves to- 
gether to kill Paul, but are defeated 
by Paul’s nephew—Acts 23:12-22. 
The chief captain hurries Paul away 
to Cxsarea, where he is brought be- 
fore Felix—vs, 22-25. 

Paul before Felix.—Speech of Tertullus 
Acts 24:1-9. Paul’s defence—vs. 10— 
21. Felix defers the trial until Lysias, 
the chief captain, arrives—vs. 22-23. 
After some days Felix and Drusilla, 
his wife, send for Paul—y. 24. Paul 
addresses them upon righteousness, 
etc.—vs. 24-27. Two years were spent 
by Paul in prison. 

Paul before Festus.—The chief priests 
informing against Paul, Festus went 
to Cesarea and ordered Paul before 
him—Acts 25:1-6. The Jews unable 
to prove their charges, Paul appeals , 
unto Cesar. The appeal is granted by 
Festus—vs. 7-12. Meanwhile Agrippa 
comes to Cesarea and desires an in- 
terview with Paul—Acts 25:13-22. 

Paul before Agrippa.—Festus introduces 
Paul, declaring he had done nothing 
worthy of death—Acts 25:24-27. 
Agrippa allows Paul to speak for him- 
self—Acts 26:1. Paul’s address—vs. 
2-23. Paul’s doctrine sounds queer to 
Festus and he is charged with mad- 
ness—yv. 24. Paul’s retort and appeal 
to Agrippa’s conscience—vs. 25-29. 
Agrippa exonerates Paul—vs. 30-31. 
Paul sails for Rome—Acts 27:1-8. 

Paul predicts a shipwreck.—His advice 
rejected—v. 11. A tempestuous wind 
arises, continuing many days, while 
the vessel was driven hither and 
thither—Acts 27:13-29.

SADDUCEES: Origin of name.—Very 
uncertain, though now generally de- 
rived from the proper name Zadok, 
followers of Zadok. Derivation from 
word meaning ‘‘righteous’’ now giv: 
en up by most scholars. 

Priestly extraction—Not all priests 
were Sadducees, but all Sadducees 
were priests. 

Aristocrats——The Pharisees had more 
sympathy with the people, up to a 
certain extent. But the Sadducees 
were distinctly aristocratic. They 
belonged to the high priestly class 
(chief priests). 

Connection with Sanhedrin—In the 
time of Christ they formed a majority 
of the Sanhedrin and the high priests. 
Annas and Caiaphas were Sadducees. 
They held the power that remained 
to the Jews. 

Sympathy with Hellenism.—They suc- 
ceeded the priestly Hellenizing party 
of Jason and Menelaus and favored 
adoption of Greek customs in opposi- 
tion to the Pharisees. 

Origin.—Their first appearance was in 
connection with John Hyrecanus I 
(B. c. 135-105) whom they won away 
from the Pharisees because of their 
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more liberal attitude. A bitter fight 
ensued between Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees for power. Now one side, now 
the other, was victorious. But finally 
the Romans robbed the Jews of po- 
litical rule. Then Pharisees remained 
the chief ecclesiastical teachers 
(scribes), while the Sadducees held 
the reins of ecclesiastical power 
(priests). 

Teachings.—They were more political 
than religious, cared nothing for the 
oral traditions of the Pharisees. They 
denied the resurrection of the body 
(Mt. 22:23;-SMk. 12:18; Lu. 20:27; 
Acts 4:1, 2; 23:8). They did not be- 
lieve in angels or spirits (Acts 23:8). 
They denied foreordination or fate 
(Josephus, Ant., xiii., v., 9; War, ii., 
vili., 14). 

Denounced by John the Baptist.—(Cf. 
Mt. 3:7) as no better than the Phari- 
sees. Joined with the Pharisees in 
embassy to John the Baptist (John 
1:19). 

Hated the Pharisees——They sat with 
Pharisees in the Sanhedrin, but were 
ready for an explosion on occasion. 
Cf. Acts 5:34-39; 23:7-10. 

Rejected and persecuted Jesus.—Men- 
tioned by name in the Gospels on but 
three occasions, but really meant by 

‘ chief priests (and Pharisees) as in 
John 7:32, 45; 11:47; Mt. 21:45. Sad- 
ducees aroused against Christ much 
later than the Pharisees and largely 
on political ground. They hate the 
Pharisees, but Jesus more. So they 
finally join with their old enemies 
against Jesus in tempting him with a 
demand for a sign from heaven—Mt. 
16:1. They tried to arrest Jesus at 
the Feast of the Tabernacles—John 
7:32, 45. The raising of Lazarus from 
the dead angered the Sadducees (chief 
priests) very much—John 11:47. 
Caiaphas (a Sadducee) offers a solu- 
tion of the problem of Jesus, his 
death for personal and political rea- 
sons—John 11:48-50. They were en- 
raged by the triumphal entry and 
entrance into the temple itself—Mt. 
21:15. The cleansing of the temple 
angers them again so that they chal- 
lenge the authority of Jesus—Mt. 21: 


23) Mikw 127 Stam ueecO sleet hey, 
seek to catch Jesus in a tangle about 
the resurrection—Mt. 22:23; Mk. 12: 
18; Lu. 20:27. The Pharisees rejoice 
at the defeat of the Sadducees—Mt. 

They take a leading part in 
the condemnation of Jesus by the San- 
hedrin, being a majority of the body.

Caiaphas was 
chief prosecutor — Mt. 26:57, 63, 65.

They 
stir the multitude to ask for Barabbas 
instead of Jesus—Mt. 27:20; Mk.

11. They mock Jesus on the cross—

a guard over the body of Jesus—Mt. 
27:62. They use bribery on the Roman 
guard to conceal the fact of the resur- 
rection of Jesus—Mt. 28:11. 


Condemned by Jesus.—Along with the 
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Pharisees (Mt. 15:6, 12), unworthy to 
have the kingdom of God—Mt. 21:43, 
45. As in great error about the resur- 
rection in the case of Jesus—Acts 4: 
1f. Filled with jealousy at the suc- 
cess of the apostles— Acts 5:17. , 
Wished to kill them after Peter’s 
speech—Acts 5:33. Result apparently 
“led to conversion of some Sadducees 
—Acts 6:7 (priests), though not all 
priests were Sadducees. 

Cppose Paul.—Before the Sanhedrin Paul 
took the Pharisaic view of the resur- 
rection and arrayed against him the 
Sadducees in the body—Acts 23:6 ff.

Shomeron) from Shemer for two 
talents of silver and built the city 
on it—I Ki. 16:24. The date of build- 
ing is about 880 B.c. It was made the 
capital of the kingdom of Israel, and 
was named after the owner of the 
hill. It lay 6 miles N.W. from Shechem 
and 23 miles east of the Mediterra- 
nean sea. 


Characteristics of.—Its elevation and 


surrounding scenery not only made it 
a ‘‘thing of beauty.’’ It was eminent 
as the site for a fortress, which Omri 
was not slow to utilize. It is sur- 
rounded with terraced hills, clad with 
fig and olive trees. The city depends 
on cisterns for its water. 

Sieges and battles—Shortly after its 
establishment as a city and fortress, 
Benhadad I, King of Syria, success- 
fully attacked it, compelling Omri to 
grant him favorable trade facilities— 
I Ki. 20:34. Its strength, however, 
enabled it to withstand severe sieges 
by the Syrians—I Ki. Ch. 20; II Ki. 
Chs. 6-7. Benhadad IT was compelled 
to reverse the terms his father had 
exacted—I Ki. 20:34. It finally fell 
before Shalmaneser and Sargon after 
a 3 years’ siege—II Ki. 18:9-12. Its 
people were transported to Assyria— 
II Ki. 17:5, 6; and foreigners were 
established: there—II Ki. 17:24. In 
B.C. 331 it was besieged again and 
conquered by Alexander and in B.C. 
120 by John Hyrcanus. 


Religious history—This begins with 


Ahab, son of Omri, who built a Baal- 
temple there and set up the Asherah 
(1 Ki. 16:32); and also built an ivory 
palace for the heathen Queen Jezebel 
—I Ki. 22:39; Amos 3:15. At a later 
day the Samaritans desired to unite 
with the Jews in building a temple at 
Jerusalem. Being refused, a temple 
was built on Mount Gerizim—John 
4:21. The Samaritans gradually cast 
off their idols, adopting the Hebrew 
Pentateuch as their law. John Hyrca- 
nus having destroyed the temple on 
Gerizim, they built another at She- 
chem. Stung by the actions of the 
Jews, they refused them passage 
through their country, even waylaying 
them—Josephus, Ant. 20:6. (Lu. 9: 


51-53.) They were somewhat more 
tolerant in the days of Jesus—John 
4:8. Although when the Jews would 
annoy Him, He was called a Samar- 
itan—John 8:48. The enthusiasm of 
Jesus forbade his fear, as He sat by 
the well-side—John 4:6. He had a 
most remarkable reception—John 4: 
28, 29, and a great conquest—John 
4:39-42. Later on Philip preached to 
the Samaritans with large suecess— 
Acts 8:5-17. 

Its present condition.—‘‘Modern Se- 
baste (Samaria) is a squalid and fa- 
natical Moslem village whose paths 
and fields are cluttered with a multi- 
tude of fallen columns. A few shafts 
still standing near the threshing-floor 
may mark the site of the temple which 
Herod erected to Augustus.’’—The 
Standard Bible Dict.

SANHEDRIN. Gr. Sunhedrion. The 
Jews’ supreme council at the time of 
Jesus.—Lu. 22:66. It consisted of 71 
members, according to Jewish tradi- 
tion, founded on the 70 elders ap- 
pointed by Moses and including Moses 
—Num. 11:16. But Moses’ 70 were 
merely temporary, no traces of them 
being found in Deut. 17:8-11, nor -un- 
der Joshua, the Judges, and the Kings. 
The fact that Jehoshaphat called to- 
gether a sort of supreme court favors 
this—II Chr. 19:8. Elders are also 
mentioned in Ezra 5:5; 6:7; 10:8; but 
these, also, passed away. The earliest 
mention of the Sanhedrin is found in 
II Mace. 1:10; 4:44; 11:27. This puts 
its origin under the Greek supremacy. 
The Sanhedrin was composed of chief 
priests, scribes, and elders, presided 
over by an hereditary high priest— 
Mt. 26:57; John 11:47-49. Although 
but one head was recognized by the 
Roman authorities the judgment of 
the aged high priests was sought by the 
Jewish officers—John 18:12-14. Their

power was recognized in all except 
condemning to death—John 18:28-31. 
They had lost their power shortly be- 
fore the death of Jesus. It ranged 
from minute contempt (Mt. 5:22) to 
blasphemy of Jehovah—Mk. 14:61- 
63. The Sanhedrin plotted the death 
of Jesus—Mt. 26:14, 15; Mk. 14:10, 
11; Lu. 22:3-5; John 11:47-53. They 
caused the arrest of Jesus—John 18:2, 
3. They tried Jesus in order to kill 
Him, not to learn of His guilt or in- 
nocence—Mt. 26:59, 60; Mk. 14:55, 
56. It was their insistence that caused 
the death of Jesus—John 18:29, 30. 
This council thrust itself between the 
apostles and the people—Acts 4:15- 
17. The Sadducees brought the apos- 
tles before the Sanhedrin—Acts 4:1- 
7; 5:17, 18. Peter defies them—Acts 
5:29-32. Had Stephen arrested and 
tried—Acts 6:12, 13; 7:1. Saul acted 
under the authority of the Sanhedrin 
in his successful persecution of the 
disciples—Acts 9:2, 14; 26:12. It was 
a constant vexation to Paul—Acts 
22:30; 23:1, 6, 15, 20, 28; 24:30; 25: 
12. Finally forcing him to Rome— 
Acts 25:9-12; for their power ex- 
tended to Jews of foreign cities—Acts 
9:2. Paul skilfully divided the San- 
hedrin over his case—Acts 23:6-10. 
With the destruction of Jerusalem the 
Sanhedrin was abolished. 

SANITATION. In primitive times no 
note was taken directly of health as 
such. Provisions for its preservation 
and promotion were secured only in- 
directly. Disease was regarded as a 
positive element, and health the ab- 
sence of disease, and therefore a nega- 
tive state. In general, disease was 
viewed as a visitation of supernatural 
beings. 

Remnants of this view of health and 
disease are to be found in the Bible 
in the language used about them, 
though the view itself had been prob- 
ably left behind. A plague, for instance, 
is a ‘‘stroke’’? (nega’, ‘‘blow’’); a 
fever holds and leaves a patient, and 
is ‘‘rebuked’’—Luke 4:39. 

Sanitation is accordingly the subject 
neither of teaching nor of legislation. 
Yet it is held in view and is involved

This was the name of three kings of 
Damascus: (1) Benhadad I was the 
son of Tabrimmon and grandson of 
Hezion—I Ki. 15:18. He entered into 
an alliance with Asa, king of Judah, 
against Israel—I Ki. 15:18-20. Elisha 
anoints Hazael to be king and deplores 
his future development—I Ki. 19:15. 
(2) Benhadad JJ—This king had many 
wars with Israel, but was eventually 
defeated—I Ki. 20:29-32. His pres- 
tige shown in the three vassal kings 
who accompanied him to the siege of 
Samaria—I Ki. 20:1. In second siege 
of Samaria a famine resulted, and 
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during a providential panic the Syrians 
fled in confusion—II Ki. 7:1-7. The 
king becoming ill, Hazael smothers 
him and seizes the throne—II Ki. 8: 
7-15. The new king greatly oppressed 
Israel, but relief came through his death 
—IT Ki. 13:22-24. (3) Benhadad III— 
This king was Hazael’s son. He was 
unsuccessful, Jehoash recapturing the 
cities which were previously lost—II 
Ki. 13:25. Jeroboam II followed up 
this advantage, and in a subsequent 
reign the Syrian kingdom, under Rezin, 
makes an alliance with Israel against 
Ahaz, king of Judah—lIs. 7:17.

After the tabernacle 
days there must have been a perma- 
nent structure at Shiloh (see I Sam. 
1:9; 3:3). The word temple, however, 
as applying to the Hebrews, desig- 
nates three structures: those of Solo- 
mon, Zerubbabel, and Herod. Besides 
these we have also Hzekiel’s ideal 
temple. The word Hekhal is used also 
of the dwelling place of God in 
heaven. 

Solomon’s temple.—Built on Mount Mo- 
riah, the Eastern hill, on the former 
site of the threshing-floor of Araunah, 
the Jebusite—II Sam. 24:18-25; I 
Chr. 21:18-26; II Chr. 3:1. David first 
conceived the idea—II Sam. 7:1-3. 
But God did not approve of this, pre- 
ferring his Son—II Sam. 7:5-13. Da- 
vid then prepared the material—I Chr. 
2a Oreeo l—os) Ps. ea2—05 Nets: 
45,46. He charged his son to build the 
temple—I Chr. 22:6-16. He prays for 
Solomon’s success—I Chr. 29:18, 19.

Solomon prepares the material.Em- 
ploys Hiram, king of Tyre, David’s 
friend—I Ki.

Form and dimensions of.—The temple 
was a rectangle, 60 cubits long and 20 
broad—I Ki.

There was a porch 
in front, facing eastward, of the same 
width as the building, and 10 cubits in 
depth. It is supposed that these are 
inner measurements. Ezekiel, in his vi- 
sion of the temple, gives 6 cubits as 
the thickness of the walls—Ez. 41:5. 

Inner chambers.—The temple was di- 
vided into two parts: the Holy Place 
and the Holy of Holies—I Ki. 8:6-11; 
II Chr. 3:5-8. The Holy Place was 40 
cubits long and 20 wide; the Holy of 
Holies, 20 by 20. It was all 20 cubits 
high—I Ki. 6:16-20; II Chr. 3:3-8. 

Surroundings.—Surrounded on all sides 
except the front, which contained the 
porch. The temple was surrounded by 
a lateral building of three stories, the 
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whole 15 eubits high. Each story con- 
tained a number of small rooms for 
storage purposes and treasury. There 
were also windows of latticework—I 
Ki. 6:4-6. 

The approaches.—This was through sev- 
eral gates. The upper gate, built by 
Jotham—II Ki.

The second temple.—This was built at 


the instigation. of the prophets Haggai 
and Zechariah, under the leadership 


of Zerubbabel. Cyrus had already is- | 
sued a building decree (Ezra 1:1-4), as | 


predicted by Isaiah (Is. 44:28), and 
the Jews began to gather material for 
it (Ezra 3:7). Its dimensions are indi- 
cated in Ezra 6:3-5, and according to 
Haggai (Ezra 2:18),the foundation was 
laid in the second year of Darius, B.c. 
520 (Prof. A. R. 8. Kennedy). Those 
remaining in Babylon were required 
to contribute to this (Ezra 1:4-6). The 
vessels of the first temple were re- 


turned (Ezra 1:7-11; 6:5). The work | 


was suspended because of false state- 
ments (Hzra 4:1-16). Darius searched 


into the matter, and justifying the | 


Jews, they were authorized to con- 
tinue the work (Ezra 6:1-14). The Sa- 
maritans offered to assist in building, 
but were not permitted (Ezra 4:1-3). 
The temple was finished and dedicated 
B.C. 516. 


Differences between first and second 


temple.—The ground plan of the for- 
mer temple, consecrated by centuries 
of worship, was followed as nearly as 
possible (G. A. Smith). In the main, 
the changes were with respect to the 
furniture. Instead of one court, as in 
the days of Solomon, there were two, 
an outer and an inner. An altar of un- 
hewn stone took the place of the 
great brazen altar. In the holy place 
there was but one candlestick, and 
one table of shewbread where before 
there were ten. In a signal respect the 
glory of the first temple had departed; 
they had no ark of the covenant in the 
Holy of Holies. But it was the com- 
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parative poverty of the second temple 
as contrasted with the magnificence 
of Solomon’s that so disconcerted the 
older exiles on their return to Jeru- 
salem. 


Desecration and renewal of second tem- 


ple.—In B.c. 168, Antiochus Epiphanes 
spoiled and desecrated the temple, sac- 
rilegiously setting up a small altar to 
Zeus Olympus, on which he offered up 
parts of a sow, smearng the furniture 
with the liquid in which the sow was 
cooked. Three years later Judas, the 
Maccabean, after recapturing Jeru- 
salem, made new sacred furniture 
throughout, removing the polluted 
parts. 


The temple of Herod.—In the 18th year 


of his reign, Herod the Great obtained 
permission of his Jewish subjects to 
rebuild the temple of Zerubbabel. In 
his heart he wished a new one, but 
feared to make the attempt. So he 
devised the reconstruction in such a 
way that it seemed, in its different 
stages, to be merely a repairing of the 
old temple. The temple proper was 
rebuilt by 1,000 specially trained priests, 
within the space of eighteen months. 
The rest of the buildings took years to 
finish, and when done it was a mag- 
nificent but different structure in many 
particulars (Mk. 13:1; Lu. 21:5). It 
was begun 19 B.c. and finished ¢. 27 A.D. 
It was said to have been 46 years in 
building (John 2:20). The temple 
area was enlarged so as to cover the 
whole surface of Mount Moriah. The 
tower, built as a fortress by John Hyr- 
canus II, was enlarged and beautiful, 
being transformed into a palace by 
Herod, and named Antonia, after 
Mark Anthony. A covered colonnade, 
called the Porch (Mk. 14:68), ran 
around the inner portion of the wall. 
The south division of this was known 
as the royal porch. It consisted of 
162 gigantic columns arranged in four 
rows somewhere along the eastern por- 
tico. Overlooking the Kidron Valley 
was a section known as Solomon’s 
poreh (John 10:23; Acts 3:11). The 
outer court (of the Gentiles) was 900 
feet square, and was approached by a 
series of gates and bridge. Warnings 
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were posted forbidding foreigners, on 
the pain of death, from entering the 
inner court. This was divided into 
two parts—the court of men (or Is- 
rael), and the court of the women. 
Within the court of the women was 
the treasury (Mk. 12:41-44; Lu. 21: 
1-3). Between the two courts was a 
flight of 15 steps, semi-circular in 
form, leading to the great gate, which 
was 40 cubits wide and 50 high—pos- 
sibly the Beautiful Gate (Acts 3:2). 
Within the court of the men was a 
series of chambers for storage pur- 
poses. The rest of the temple was 
little different from the former one, 
except that there was no wall between 
the Holy Place and the Holy of Holies. 
The division was made by a veil con- 
sisting of parallel curtains of rich 
material (Mt. 27:51; Mk. 15:38; Lu. 
23:45). 

Ezekiel’s temple.—In Hz., Chs. 40, 41, 42, 
43, may be found a vision. An ideal 
temple is there described which doubt- 
less had much to do with suggesting 
ideas to the builders of the restored 
Jerusalem. This temple is largely pat- 
terned after that of Solomon. One of 
its characteristic features was the em- 
phasis on its sacredness. The whole 
area of the temple and its courts must 
have nothing to do with secularity. 
It was to be erected on a site 500 
cubits square and was to be walled 
(Ez. 40:5-27). It was to have three 
gates, so arranged as to have lodges 
or guard chambers. Hach gateway 
was to have arches (Ez. 40:16). The 
rest of the structure was patterned 
after the temple of Solomon.
